To  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Kepresentatives, 

Gentlemen:  This  is  a  year  of  transition.  In  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburgh  the  former  school  boards  went  out  of  office  on  the  second 
Monday  of  I^ovember;  in  the  other  school  districts  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  December.  It  is  too  early  to  measure  the  effect  of  the  new 
School  Code  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  It  can  not  be  claimed 
that  any  legislation  is  perfect.  Nevertheless,  it  would  be  premature 
to  suggest  changes  or  amendments  to  the  Code  before  its  provisions 
have  been  tested  upon  the  touch-stone  of  experience. 

The  power  of  taxation  for  school  purposes,  although  somewhat 
enlarged  by  the  Code,  remains,  and  ought  to  remain,  under  the 
control  of  a  majority  of  the  voters.  Good  schools  are  not  cheap. 
They  cost  money  and  their  efficiency  is  limited  by  the  ability  and 
the  willingness  of  the  property-holders  to  pay  tax  for  school  pur- 
poses. It  is  one  of  the  limitations  of  popular  government  that  the 
schools  can  not  be  made  better  than  the  people  wish  them  to  be. 
The  legislation  of  last  winter  can  be  made  to  bear  fruit,  in  so  far 
as  the  Code  is  supported  by  public  opinion. 

STATE   BOARD   OF  EDUCATION. 

The  members  of  the  Educational  Commission  that  framed  the  Code 
were  appointed  as  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
They  met  for  organization  on  July  11,  1911.  The  position  of  perma- 
nent Secretary  was,  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  tendered  to  Principal 
J.  George  Becht,  of  the  Clarion  State  Normal  School.  He  has  ac- 
cepted and  it  is  expected  that  he  will  enter  upon  his  duties  in  the 
month  of  January,  1912.  Mr.  B.  F.  Willis,  of  York,  Pa.,  was  tem- 
porarily employed  as  consulting  architect  for  the  purpose  of  making 
suggestions  and  criticisms  upon  the  plans  of  school  buildings  sub- 
mitted to  the  State  Board. 

Since  no  suitable  rooms  could  at  this  time  be  found  in  the  State 
Capitol,  a  suite  of  rooms  was  rented  in  the  Telegraph  Building. 
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NEW  BUREAUS. 

The  Legislature  created  a  Bureau  of  Medical  Education  and 
Licensure  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
The  members  of  this  Bureau  met  for  organization  on  Tuesday,  De- 
cember 12,  1911.  John  M.  Baldy,  M.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  was  elected 
President,  and  Nathan  C  Schaelier  was  made  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer. This  Bureau  takes  the  place  of  the  Medical  Council  and  the 
three  Examining  Boards  which  pass  out  of  existence  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1912. 

The  Legislature  also  provided  for  the  creation  of  a  Bureau  of 
Professional  Education  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction.  It  was  organized  by  the  appointment  of  Professor 
John  Loman  who  had  served  as  examiner  under  the  Medical  Council, 
and  by  the  addition  of  A.  Davis  Jackson,  formerly  of  Girard  Col- 
lege, and  Harry  M.  Shafer,  formerly  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
as  examiners  and  school  visitors.  The  certificates  of  preliminary 
education  are  issued  from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
at  Harrisburg,  but  representatives  of  the  Bureau  can  be  seen  and 
consulted  at  room  422  of  the  Perry  Building,  16th  and  Chestnut 
Streets,  Philadelphia,  and  at  152  Robinson  Street,  Pittsburgh.  This 
brings  Pennsylvania  in  line  with  the  other  States  which  by  authority 
of  law  vest  in  the  School  Department  the  power  of  passing  upon  the 
preliminary  education  of  students  of  medicine,  dentistry  and  phar- 
macy. The  Bureau  will,  through  its  representative,  visit  the  city 
high  schools  and  other  schools  of  equal  grade  for  the  purpose  of 
making  an  accredited  list  of  secondary  schools  from  which  credentials 
will  be  accepted  by  the  Boards  of  Examiners  in  medicine,  dentistry 
and  pharmacy.  Wisely  administered,  such  a  Bureau  will  greatly 
stimulate  the  teaching  and  in  other  ways  increase  the  efficiency  of 
our  secondary  schools. 

PUBLIC  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

The  number  of  vocations  which  aspire  to  the  rank  of  professions 
is  yearly  increasing.  Admission  to  the  special  courses  which  lead 
to  those  vocations  is  based  upon  more  or  less  of  high  school  train- 
ing. Children  born  of  foreign  parents  realize  the  advantages  thus 
placed  within  their  reach.  Many  of  them  study  with  a  zeal  and 
earnestness  which  will  make  them  winning  competitors  alongside 
(,<■  American  youth  who  waste  their  time  at  social  functions  and  in 
the  gratification  of  self  instead  of  practicing  the  self-denial  which 
lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  true  success. 

The  Code  further  strengthens  the  School  Department  by  providing 
for  the  addition  of  two  High  School  Inspectors  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment   of   Expert   Assistants    in    Drawing,    Agricultural    Education 
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and  Industrial  Education.  The  faitliful  and  efficient  helpers  of  the 
Di'parluicnt  were  retained  under  the  new  organization.  For  con- 
venience of  reference,  and  as  a  matter  of  historic  interest,  the 
present  organization  of  llie  Department  is  given  at  the  end  of  this 
volume. 

BETTEK  SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

.A  campaign  for  better  school  houses  is  needed.  The  cities  are 
erecting  school  buildings  which,  in  point  of  heating,  lighting,  venti- 
lation, sanitation,  seating  and  general  comfort,  surpass  the  average 
home  in  the  best  communities.  But  in  the  remote  rural  districts 
where  population  is  stationary,  if  not  diminishing,  the  school  houses 
are  gradually  deteriorating.  Adequate  repairs  are  seldom  made 
and  still  more  seldom  are  the  old  school  houses  replaced  by  modern 
structures. 

The  decay  of  rural  life  is  an  alarming  symptom.  The  effort  to 
create  an  interest  in  the  rural  schools  of  outlying  districts  is  one 
of  the  most  necessary  and  commendable  steps  forward  that  can 
be  made.  If  some  financial  assistance  could  be  furnished  toward 
the  building  of  school  houses  in  remote  districts,  the  encourage- 
ment thus  given  would,  in  no  long  time,  beget  a  pride  everywhere 
in  the  school  house  and  its  surroundings. 

DIFFICULTIES. 

Many  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  this  year  of  transition 
will  vanish  as  soon  as  the  school  directors  and  the  teachers  become 
familiar  with  the  Code.  Attention  can  not  be  drawn  too  frequently 
to  Section  506  of  the  Code  which  specifies  that  bonds  shall  be  issued 
only  at  the  time  of  assessing  and  levying  the  annual  school  taxes. 
School  boards  which  took  action,  without  regard  to  this  new 
provision,  were  surprised  and  disappointed  to  find  that  the  school 
bonds  which  they  tried  to  issue  were  not  negotiable  upon  the  market. 

Attention  should  also  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  provisions  of 
our  State  Constitution  were  not  re-enacted  in  the  School  Code, 
and  that  the  increase  of  the  indebtedness  of  any  school  district  beyond 
two  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  must  be  referred  to  a  vote 
of  the  citizens  by  a  provision  of  the  State  Constitution  which  it 
was  not  necessary  to  re-enact  in  the  School  Code. 

The  enactment  of  the  school  legislation  of  last  winter  is  only 
one  of  the  signs  of  the  progress  which  our  school  system  is  making. 
Our  system  of  teachers'  institutes  and  directors'  conventions,  our  plan 
of  furnishing  free  text-books  and  supplies,  our  unit  of  school  adminis 
tration  our  laws  regulating  the  minimum  salary  of  teachers  all  over 
the  State,  and  our  policy  ^f  encouraging  local  initiative  along  edu- 
cational lines  have  won  the  commendation  of  educators  in  other 
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States.  The  growth  in  the  enrollment  of  our  high  schools  is  espec- 
ially encouraging.  The  total  enrollment  in  the  high  schools  of  town- 
ships and  boroughs  was  43,240.  Of  these  18,366  were  in  high  schools 
of  the  first  grade  (those  having  a  four  years'  course),  13,710  lq 
high  schools  of  the  second  grade  (those  having  a  three  years'  course) 
and  11,164  in  high  schools  of  the  third  grade  (those  having  a  two 
years'  course j.  The  growth  in  the  high  school  attendance  of  our 
cities  has  been  so  rapid  that  buildings  which  were  supposed  to  be 
amply  large  for  years  to  come  are  now  crowded  and  the  school 
directors  must  make  pians  for  increased  accommodations. 

Although  our  State  Normal  Schools  are  crowded  to  their  maximum 
capacity,  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  trained  teachers  for  all  our 
schools.  As  a  consequence,  so-called  summer  normal  schools  have 
been  started  through  private  initiative  and  patronized  by  those  who 
had  an  examination  to  face.  During  the  past  year  one  hundred  and 
eighty  of  these  private  schools  having  three  hundred  fourteen  in- 
structors and  an  average  term  of  eight  weeks,  and  charging  one 
dollar  per  week  for  tuition,  were  attended  by  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  fifty-nine  pupils,  of  whom  over  three  thousand  received 
licenses  to  teach.  For  a  year  or  two  young  people  grow  intellectually 
and  sometimes  professionally  in  these  schools,  but,  if  at  the  end  of 
that  time  the  young  teacher  does  not  get  into  the  tonic  atmosphere 
of  a  school  with  a  longer  term  and  better  equipment,  the  process  of 
starvation  begins  and  sooner  or  later  the  individual  reaches  the  dead 
line.  Under  the  new  Code  teachers  of  this  type  must  quit  at  the 
end  of  five  years.  Our  county  superintendents  should  everywhere 
encourage  young  teachers  to  advance  in  their  studies  until  they  ob- 
tain State  certificates,  either  by  examination  or  by  graduation  from 
a  college  or  a  State  normal  school.  The  most  efficient  and  enthusiastic 
teachers  in  a  summer  normal  school  can  not  hope  to  give  in  six 
or  eight  weeks  the  training  and  discipline  of  a  standard  four  years' 
course  in  a  high  school  or  a  State  normal  school. 

Tables  showing  the  number  and  location  by  counties  of  these 
summer  normal  schools  and  of  the  high  schools  are  given  for  refer- 
ence and  comparison. 

OPEN  AIE  SCHOOLS  AND  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

On  the  basis  of  special  investigations  in  Boston  and  New  York, 
it  is  estimated  that  there  are  nearly  a  million  school  children  in  the 
United  States  to-day  who  will  probably  die  of  tuberculosis  before 
they  have  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  that  one-half,  if 
not  three-fourths  of  this  sickness  could  be  prevented.  For  such 
children  open  air  schools  are  needed.  The  best  things  for  a  tuber- 
culous child  are  a  nourishing  diet  and  the  open  air.     To  confine  it 
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in  the  ordinary  school  room  is  to  hasten  its  death,  and  to  expose  other 
children  to  the  infection.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  Philadelphia 
and  llarrisburg  have  made  provision  for  open-air  schoools  and  that 
otlier  cities  are  earnestly  considerixig  the  problem. 

It  was  hoped  that  by  providing  free  medical  inspection  in  school 
districts  of  the  fourth  class  all  our  children  might  get  the  benefits 
of  such  inspection  during  the  current  year.  But  a  campaign  against 
medical  inspection  was  inaugurated  by  the  League  for  Medical 
Freedom  and  as  a  consequence  a  large  number  of  school  boards 
passed  resolutions  against  such  inspection  under  Sections  1501  and 
1503  of  the  Code.  Only  the  children  of  about  six  hundred  districts 
will  get  this  kind  of  attention  by  reason  of  adverse  action  on  the 
part  of  school  boards.  It  is  believed  that  in  these  districts  the 
advantages  of  medical  inspection  can  be  so  effectively  demonstrated 
as  to  lead  other  districts  to  see  and  desire  its  beneficial  results.  The 
unselfish  service  Avhich  physicians  and  dentists  are  rendering — in 
some  instances  free  of  charge — deserve  recognition  and  commenda- 
tion by  a  grateful  public.  Let  those  who  are  disposed  to  cavil,  visit 
Harrisburg,  Heading,  Jeannette  and  other  places  that  might  be 
named,  and  their  criticisms  will  cease. 


VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION. 

Drawing  is  the  language  of  the  eye.  It  is  more  universally  under- 
stood than  any  spoken  language.  It  lies  at  the  foundation  of  most 
of  the  industries  which  make  a  nation  wealthy  and  prosperous. 
The  introduction  of  instruction  in  drawing  should  be  urged  in  every 
school  district  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Man  must  eat  to  live.  Without  enough  to  eat,  the  race  becomes 
dwarfed  and  w^eak.  Than  farming  there  is  no  occupation  which 
should  be  more  carefully  and  continuously  encouraged  by  our  State 
and  National  Governments.  Whilst  it  is  the  primary  function  of 
the  school  to  make  the  workman  a  better  man,  it  should  also  strive 
to  make  the  man  a  better  workman  by  teaching  him  the  things 
which  every  workman  should  know  and  by  imparting,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  knowledge  which  is  directly  serviceable  in  the  future 
occupation  of  the  individual.  Ability  to  read,  write  and  reckon,  to 
consult  a  map  and  grasp  a  route  of  travel,  to  cast  an  intelligent 
vote — intelligent  because  based  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  genesis  and 
history  of  our  free  institutions,  and  above  all  to  enjoy  the  things  of 
the  mind  and  the  higher  life — this  ability  should  be  acquired  by 
every  child  who  attends  the  public  schools.  In  addition  everything 
should  be  done  to  develop  ability  to  earn  a  livelihood  and  to  beget 
the  integrity  which  makes  the  youth  a  safe  and  useful  member  of 
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society.  From  this  point  of  view  agricultural  and  industrial  educa- 
tion loom  up  large  and  impressive  as  legitimate  functions  of  the 
school  of  the  future. 

Thus  far,  very  little  that  is  specific  has  been  done  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  miners  in  our  anthracite  and  bituminous  coal  regions. 
Private  enterprise  has  done  something  through  correspondence 
schools  and  mining  institutes.  The  effort  has  been  made  to  teach 
the  foreigner  and  his  children  how  to  read,  write,  speak  and  under- 
stand the  English  language  so  that  accidents,  due  to  the  misunder- 
standing of  orders,  may  be  prevented.  Ventilation  and  other  things 
that  bear  upon  mining  have  been  taught  so  that  the  safety  and 
well-being  of  the  miner  may  be  promoted.  Here  is  a  field  which  the 
public  schools  should  enter  in  the  hope  that  as  much  may  be  done 
for  the  mining  industry  as  is  done  for  the  other  vocations  which  our 
industrial  classes  are  pursuing. 

KETROSPECT. 

In  thinking  of  the  last  twenty  years,  Pennsylvanians  can  feel  a 
just  pride  in  the  progress  which  our  public  schools  have  made.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say  that  when  one  thinks  of  the  last  two  decades  as  the 
period  of  our  educational  history,  in  which  college  diplomas  were 
for  the  first  time  recognized  in  the  issuing  of  teachers'  certificates,  in 
which  text-books  and  supplies  have  been  furnished  free  to  all  the 
I)upils  of  our  public  schools,  in  which  compulsory  attendance  laws 
were  first  enacted  and  enforced,  giving  every  child  schooling  up  to 
the  age  of  fourteen  years,  in  which  the  number  of  high  schools  has 
risen  from  one  hundred  twenty-three  to  nearly  a  thousand,  in  which 
minimum  salary  laws  have  resulted  in  giving  the  teachers  in  the 
remotest  districts  of  Pennsylvania  better  pay  than  thousands  of 
teachers  in  New  England  are  receiving, — a  period  in  which  tuition 
has  been  made  free  at  our  State  normal  schools  and  the  course  of 
study  lengthened  to  four  years, — a  period  in  which  a  new  School 
Code  has  been  enacted,  a  Bureau  of  Professional  Education  has  been 
established  and  a  Bureau  of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure  has 
been  created  in  connection  with  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, a  period  in  which  the  standard  of  preliminary  education  for 
the  study  of  law,  medicine,  dentistry  and  pharmacy  has  been  raised 
to  a  high  school  education  followed  by  three  years  of  professional 
study  in  the  case  of  lawyers  and  dentists  and  by  four  years  of  such 
study  in  the  case  of  doctors — a  period  in  which  all  over  the  Com- 
monwealth palatial  edifices  for  school  purposes  have  been  erected 
excelling,  in  point  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  sanitation,  seat- 
ing and  general  comfort,  the  average  homes  in  our  most  advanved 
communities, — a  period  in  which  the  State  Legislature  has  appro- 
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piiated  lor  .sdiool  purposes  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  million  dol- 
lars as  over  against  less  than  lilty  for  all  the  preceding  years— 
when  one  thinks  of  these  thing--  his  emotions  may  well  overflow 
in  the  words  of  Anchises  (Aeneid  1,  2():i)  "Forsan  et  haec  olim 
meminisse  juvabit."

COUNTY  SURERINTENDENTS. 


ADAMS  COUNTY— H.  Milton  Koth. 


The  year  1910-11  has  been  a  successful  one.  Our  progress  has  been 
steady  and  substantial.  With  few  exceptions,  teachers  have  been 
active  and  faithful.  The  pupils  were  studious,  and  school  officers 
were  interested  in  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  education. 

The  tenth  annual  summer  meeting  was  held  in  Brua  Chapel,  Get- 
tysburg, August  20, 1910.  This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  profitable  meetings  yet  held.  Adams  county  was  represented  dur- 
ing the  summer  in  the  following  institutions :  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Columbia  University,  State  College,  Mt.  Gretna.  A  special 
feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  interesting  reports  from  the  teachers 
who  had  just  returned  from  the  foregoing  schools.  They  gave  their 
experiences,  impressions  received,  and  the  phase  of  the  work  from 
which  they  received  the  most  help.  One  teacher  gave  a  talk  on  the 
historical  points  visited  in  and  around  Boston  during  the  meeting 
of  the  N.  E.  A.  Another,  teacher  spoke  of  the  topics  discussed  during 
the  sessions  of  the  convention.  Dr.  William  A.  Granville,  President 
of  Pennsylvania  College;  High  School  Inspector,  D.  C.  Koch;  Prof. 
Jesse  S.  Heighes,  of  Shippensburg,  delivered  spirited  addresses. 
"Turning  Points  in  Teaching"  and  "Educational  Foundations"  were 
selected  as  part  of  the  Eeading  Course  for  the  year.  The  poems  se- 
lected for  the  advanced  grades  were  the  folowing:  "Death  of  the 
Flowers"  by  Bryant;  "Visit  from  St.  Nicholas"  by  Moore;  "Death 
of  the  Old  Year"  by  Tennyson ;  "The  Last  Leaf"  and  "Old  Ironsides" 
by  Holmes;  "The  Oak"  by  Lowell;  "Battle  of  Bunker  Hill"  by 
Webster. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  held  in  Brua  Chapel,  Gettysburg, 
November  28  to  December  2,  1910.  Every  teacher  in  the  county  was 
in  attendance.  Prof.  Thomas  L.  Gibson,  of  Baltimore,  who  has  been 
the  popular  musical  instructor  for  the  past  three  years,  led  the 
singing.

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We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  instruction  of  a  trio  of  strong, 
helpful  men — Dr.  C.  B.  Gordinier,  of  Shippensburg ;  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis, 
of  Huntingdon;  Prof.  F.  P..  Willis,  of  Ada,  Ohio.  Dr.  William  A. 
Granville,  of  Gettysburg,  delivered  an  address.  The  attendance  on 
the  part  of  the  public  was  large.  The  attention  and  interest  were  of 
the  very  best. 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  school  directors'  association 
was  held  in  the  court  house  on  the  9  and  10  of  February,  1911. 
During  the  sessions  man^'  citizens  were  present.  Almost  two  hundred 
directors  were  in  attendance.  Dr.  G.  E,  Spotz,  of  Hampton,  delivered 
an  excellent  address  on  "Medical  Inspection  of  the  Schools  as  a  Safe- 
guard to  Pupils  and  the  Nation."  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaefifer,  Supt.  of 
Public  Instruction,  addressed  the  convention  on  "The  Course  of 
Study"  giving  the  directors  many  helpful  points  on  this  important 
subject.  He  also  spoke  on  "Conservation  of  Our  Natural  Resources," 
and  "Pending  School  Legislation."  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  of  West  Ches- 
ter, delivered  three  addresses  on  ''The  Proposed  School  Coda"  Supt. 
Charles  Lose,  of  Williamsport  spoke  on  "The  Selection  and  Retention 
of  Teachers,"  and  "The  Modern  School."  The  music  was  furnished 
by  the  Pennsylvania  College  Quartette.  The  convention  was  voted 
a  success  in  every  way. 

The  first  county  rally  meeting  of  the  year  was  conducted  at  York 
Springs  on  the  12th  day  of  November.  Besides  music  and  discus- 
sions addresses  were  delivered  by  Prof.  J.  K.  Stewart,  of  Shippens- 
burg,  and  Rev.  L.  M.  Gardner,  of  York  Springs.  During  the  day 
the  teachers  in  attendance  at  the  rally  were  the  guests  of  the  citizens 
of  the  village.  The  success  of  the  meeting  was  due  to  a  very  great 
extent  to  the  interest  manifested  by  the  local  teachers. 

The  second  rally  was  held  at  Littlestown,  February  11,  1911.  One 
hundred  teachers  were  in  attendance  and  large  numbers  of  citizens. 
Besides  the  splendid  discussions  by  the  teachers  Supt.  Chas.  Lose, 
of  Williamsport,  gave  two  sane  talks  on  "Drills  in  the  School,"  and 
"The  Professional  Teacher."  The  social  side  of  the  gathering  was 
made  prominent  by  the  noon  luncheon  furnished  by  the  teachers  of 
Littlestown. 

The  usual  number  of  township  and  borough  educational  meetings 
was  conducted  during  the  year.  Interest  in  these  gatherings  is 
increasing  each  year,  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  who  have 
them  in  charge,  but  the  citizens  of  the  various  districts  speak  in 
terms  of  praise  concerning  the  successful  work  of  the  meetings. 

Very  creditable  work  was  done  in  our  high  schools.  From  these 
schools  twenty-six  boys  and  girls  were  graduated. 

Arendtsville  borough  will  open  another  school  and  organize  a 
high  school. 

New  Oxford  borough  will  open  another  sehooL 
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Conewago  townsliij)  is  erecting  a  fine  two-room  building  and  divid- 
ing the  school  at  Mt.  Pleasant. 

Itiitler  township  will  enlarge  their  grounds  and  build  a  new  house 
at  Tine  Grove. 

Forty-three  pupils  received  the  common  school  diploma. 

More  than  six  hundred  Certificates  of  Award  were  given  to  pupils 
who  were  perfect  in  attendance  during  the  term. 

My  work  was  very  pleasant  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  all  who 
assisted  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

New  Course  of  Study. 

During  the  year  a  new  course  of  study  was  introduced.  It  is 
based  on  the  Syllabus  sent  out  by  the  State  School  Department  show- 
ing the  minimum  requirements  for  entrance  to  high  school.  It  was 
introduced  in  nearly  all  of  the  largest  districts  under  county  suj^er- 
vision,  and  also  in  Braddock,  Homestead,  McKees  Bocks,  Tarentum 
and  Wilkinsburg. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  curriculum  is  overcrowded  and 
that  the  besetting  sin  of  modern  education  is  the  sacrifice  of  quality 
to  quantity.  With  this  thought  in  mind  an  effort  was  made  to  shorten 
the  course  along  the  following  lines: 

(a)  By  the  elimination  of  the  following  unimportant  subjects  in 
arithmetic :  Complex  fractions,  except  the  ability  to  read  them ; 
Troy  and  Apothecaries  Weights ;  Apothecaries'  Liquid  Measure ;  Sur- 
veyors' Linear  Measure;  Surveyors'  Square  Measure;  Addition,  Mul- 
tiplication, and  Division  of  Denominate  Numbers ;  difficult  treatments 
of  Koofing,  Papering,  and  Carpeting ;  all  Stone  and  Brick  Work  which 
includes  the  measurements  of  corners;  Annual  and  Exact  Interest 
and  Partial  Payments ;  Equation  of  Payments ;  all  study  of  Compound 
Interest,  except  as  it  applies  to  savings  accounts ;  True  Discount ; 
Compound  Proportion;  Exchange;  Progressions;  Annuities;  Govern- 
ment Land  Measurement;  measurement  of  Frustrums;  and  Cube 
Boot. 

(b)  By  the  elimination  of  the  following  unimportant  topics  in  his- 
tory :  The  Conquest  of  Mexico  and  Peru ;  The  Attempt  of  the  French 
to  Gain  a  Foothold  in  Florida;  and  Explorations  of  Davis,  Pring, 
and  Weymouth ;  the  studies  of  the  colonies  of  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  New  Jersey,  and  Delaware;  King 
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Williams'  War,  Queen  Anne's  War ;  the  detailed  study  of  all  battles 
except  Braddock's  Defeat,  Bunker  Hill,  Saratoga,  Trenton,  and  Siege 
of  Yorktown  in  the  Kevolutionary  War;  and  Bull  Bun,  Monitor  and 
Merrimac,  Gettysburg,  and  Chattanooga  in  the  Civil  War.  These 
topics  may  be  read,  but  critical  study  of  them  is  not  required. 

(c)  The  plan  of  the  work  in  Geography  it  is  believed  will  serve 
the  purpose  of  shortening  the  course  by  the  use  of  outlines,  by 
suggesting  the  time  to  be  devoted  to  certain  topices,  and  by  placing 
the  emphasis  on  the  essentials. 

(d)  Time  may  be  saved  also  by  using  stories  in  history  as  the  basis 
of  part  of  the  composition.  One  development  of  the  story  is  thus 
sufficient  for  both  history  and  composition. 

Crowded  Curriculum. 

These  eliminations  were  made  in  an  honest  efifort  to  bring  the 
subject-matter  of  the  course  within  eight  years.  Mr.  Ayres  in  "Lag- 
gards in  Our  Schools"  reaches  three  important  conclusions  about  the 
average  Course  of  Study,  used  in  the  American  Schools:  (a)  It  is 
too  long.  The  average  time  required  to  complete  it  in  the  fifty-five 
cities  examined  hj  his  report  is  9.34  years,  (b)  He  says  part  of  the 
course  is  too  difficult  for  children  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  (c)  He 
thinks  the  courses  better  suited  for  girls  than  for  boys. 

There  may  be  some  honest  difference  of  opinion  concerning  these 
eliminations  and  we  cannot  enter  upon  a  discussion  of  the  reasons 
back  of  each  of  them  at  this  time.  But  a  little  reflection,  I  believe, 
will  show  that  these  eliminations  indicate  the  least  important  sub- 
ject-matter ordinarily  found  in  the  course,  and  if  any  topics  are  to 
be  omitted  those  indicated  must  be  among  the  first. 

Eighth  Grade  Tests. 

On  May  15th  and  16th  a  uniform  examination  was  given  to  all 
pupils  throughout  the  county  as  a  test  of  their  fitness  for  admission 
to  high  school. 

About  eighty  districts  out  of  one  hundred  sixteen  were  represented 
in  this  examination  which  included  1,335  pupils.  Of  these  1,079  were 
recommended.  Of  the  256  failures,  124  were  granted  a  re-examination 
in  one  or  more  subjects. 

Twenty-five  districts  represented  by  467  pupils  had  no  failures; 
eight  districts  represented  by  109  pupils  had  one  failure  each ;  and 
five  districts  represented  by  109  had  two  failures  each.  Many  of 
the  failures  were  from  the  townships. 

These  unsatisfactory  results  from  the  rural  schools  are  due  to 
many  causes:  (a)  The  rotation  in  office  of  the  teacher  in  the  rural 
school— a  teacher  is  seldom  found  in  the  same  school  two  consecu- 
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tive  years;  (b)  inefficient  teaching  in  the  rural  school^  the  best 
teachers  constantly  drift  toward  the  cities  and  towns  where  higher 
salaries  are  paid;  (c)  The  natural  difficulty  of  preparing  pupils  for 
high  school  in  an  ungraded  school;  (d)  (The  lack  of  supervision  in 
the  rural  school,  now  generally  taught  by  young,  inexperienced 
teachers,  educated  in  a  town  school,  and  who,  therefore,  know  little 
about  the  organization  of  a  country  school.  When  these  conditions 
are  removed,  a' larger  percentage  of  pupils  from  the  rural  sections  will 
find  their  way  into  the  high  school.

Assistant  Superintendents. 

When  the  triennial  convention  was  held  in  May  there  seemed  to 
be  no  way  by  w^hich  assistant  superintendents,  as  provided  in  the 
Code,  could  be  appointed.    It  was  thought  best  to  ask  for  two  addi- 
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tional  assistants  under  the  plan  that  has  been  in  operation  in  this 
county  during  the  past  six  years. 

This  plan  is  simple  and  easily  understood.  By  it  the  salary  of  the 
superintendent  is  fixed  at  a  certain  sum  with  the  implied  under- 
standing that  he  appoint,  and  pay  a  definite  number  of  assistants 
who  are  named  before  the  salary  is  fixed.  Thus  the  vote  of  the  salary 
of  the  superintendent  practically  ratifies  the  appointment  of  the 
persons  named. 

The  convention  almost  unanimously  approved  the  plan,  fixed  the 
salary  at  |14,000.00,  and  thereby  authorized  the  appointment  of 
three  assistant  superintendents  for  the  next  three  years. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Dickey  who  has  served  the  county  so  efficiently  and 
acceptably  during  the  past  six  years  was  reappointed.  The  two 
additional  assistants  are  Mr.  W.  S.  Bryan  of  Carnegie  and  Mr.  C.  C. 
Kelso  of  Sharpsburg. 

Mr.  Bryan  is  a  graduate  of  California  Normal  School  and  for  more 
than  a  dozen  years  has  been  our  special  assistant  in  the  office  during 
the  summer  vacation.  For  the  past  fifteen  years  he  has  served  as 
principal  of  the  Carnegie  Public  School,  and  prior  to  his  work  in 
this  county,  filled  the  chair  of  Geography  in  his  Alma  Mater. 

Mr.  Kelso  is  a  graduate  of  Geneva  College.  He  first  served  as 
principal  of  a  small  school  in  Wilkins  township,  then  as  teacher  in 
the  Tarentum  High  School,  and  finally  for  eleven  years  as  principal 
of  the  Sharpsburg  Public  School. 

County  Institute. 

The  sixty-first  annual  session  of  the  Allegheny  County  Teachers' 
Institute  was  held  in  the  Music  Hall  of  the  Carnegie  Institute,  Pitts- 
burg, August  28th  to  Sept.  1. 

The  instructors  were  Hon.  Keed  B.  Teitrick,  Deputy  Supt.  of  Public 
Instruction;  Dr.  E.  E.  Sparks,  State  College;  Dr.  H.  B.  Davis,  Cali- 
fornia; Dr.  Edw.  Kynearson,  Pittsburg;  Miss  Ada  Van  Stone  Harris, 
Richmond,  Va.  The  music  director  was  Mr.  Hamlin  E.  Cogswell, 
Tndiana  State  Normal;  the  lecturer  was  Hon.  Champ  Clark  of  Mis- 
souri, and  the  soloists  were  Miss  Mildred  Gertrude  Fraley  and  Miss 
Janet  Mcllroj'  ot  McKeesport,  and  Miss  Bessie  Lucas  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  enrollment  for  the  week  was  1,778.  This  was  the  largest  Insti- 
tute ever  held  in  the  county  and  possibly  the  largest  county  institute 
ever  held  in  the  State. 

In  former  years  from  150  to  200  teachers-  failed  to  attend  the 
Institute.     This  year,  however,  there  were  few  absentees. 

The  forfeiture  clause  in  the  new  Code  is  no  doubt  responsible  for 
the  increased  attendance. 

The  institute  as  a  whole  was  as  rich  and  inspiring  as  it  was  large. 
The  instruction   was  scholarly,  helpful,   practical,   and   suggestive. 
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The   audience   was   attentive,   sympathetic,    and  appreciative.     The 

music  was  siimu  at'ng  and   inspiring,   and   the  deportment  of  the 
teachers,  exemplary.

The  work  of  school  visitation  was  begun  at  tlie  opening  of  the  term 
and  kept  up  diligently  until  all  the  schools  had  been  visited  once 
and  a  number  of  them  twice,  making  in  all  about  450  visits.  As 
formerly  this  work  was  necessarily  unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  schools  are  widely  distributed  over  a  large  territory. 

The  failure  of  the  recent  legislature  to  make  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  assistant  superintendents  caused  disap- 
pointment and  makes  it  necessary  for  superintendents  to  continue 
the  usual  unsatisfactory  method  of  visitation,  thus  hindering  the 
proper  introduction  of  the  State  Course  of  Study,  and  doing  an  in- 
justice to  the  children  in  the  schools  for  whom  the  school  system 
was  devised,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  may  be  remedied  at  an  early 
date. 

The  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  during  the  holiday  Aveek 
1910.     It  was  considered  by  all  exceptionally  profitable. 

The  following  instructors  were  in  attendance  and  did  excellent 
work.  Dr.  O.  L.  Warren,  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  Dr.  Ira  Woods  Howerth, 
Chicago  University,  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis,  Juniata  College,  Huntingdon,  Pa., 
Prof.  Harlan  E.  Hall,  IMansfield,  Ohio,  and  Professor  Thomas  L. 
Gibson,  Baltimore,  IMd.  The  evening  entertainments  and  lectures  were 
given  by  Dr.  John  Merritte  Driver,  Governor  lloch,  Strickland  W. 
Gillilan,  and  the  Southern  Jubliee  Singers. 

The  Directors'  Convention  met  the  tAvo  days  following  Thanks- 
giving Day  and  was  addressed  very  acceptably  by  Howard  I.  Painter, 
Esq.,  of  Butler,  Pa.  Many  subjects  of  interest  were  discussed  by  the 
Directors.    Thomas  McClary  lectured  at  the  night  session. 

In  the  matter  of  eighth  grade  examinations  the  work  done  by  the 
pupils  showed  marked  improvement  over  preceding  years,  tifty  per 
centum  of  the  class  having  passed  an  average  of  70  per  centum  suc- 
cessfully. This  is  an  increase  of  15  per  centum  over  last  year  and 
25  per  centum  over  two  years  ago. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  nearly  all  of  our  teachers  spent  some 
time  during  the  past  vear  in  school  receiving  instruction  in  their 
line  of  work.    Our  teaching  force  is  thus  growing  stronger  each  year. 

With  possibly  one  exception  our  high  schools  have  done  good  work. 
The  high  school  at  Kaylor,  Brady's  Bend  township  is  not  ui»  to  the 
standard.     It  is  hoped  to  remedy  this  during  the  coming  year. 
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The  new  high  school  building  at  Leechburg  was  opened  for  use 
a  short  time  after  the  opening  of  the  term.  It  is  a  substantial  brick 
building  of  eight  class  rooms,  together  with  necessary  office  rooms. 
The  congested  condition  of  the  school  was  very  materially  relieved 
in  the  erection  of  this  building  and  the  way  opened  for  a  splendid 
year's  work  the  coming  year. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the  death  of 
one  of  our  oldest  and  most  highly  respected  teachers.  On  July  3rd 
the  work  of  Mr,  W.  A.  Prugh  came  to  a  close.  He  had  been  a  faith- 
ful teacher  in  our  county  for  upwards  of  50  years.  His  interest  in 
educational  affairs  was  of  the  keenest.  Never  did  he  permit  an  educa- 
tional meeting  to  pass  by  without  being  present  and  taking  some 
part,  if  at  all  possible,  while  the  County  Teachers'  Institute  never 
passed  without  Mr.  Prugh's  presence  and  help.  An  influence  such 
as  radiated  from  his  life,  once  removed,  leaves  a  vacancy  hard  to 
fill. 

In  submitting  this  brief  report  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to 
all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  make  the  year's  work  pleas- 
ant and  profitable,  and  especially  to  the  Department  for  help  and 
advice  given  at  various  times. 


BEA^  ER  COUNTY— David  C.  Locke. 


In  looking  back  over  the  work  of  last  year,  we  have  nothing  start- 
ling or  unusual  to  report.  The  ordinary  educational  forces  have  been 
operating  steadily  and  systematically,  and  substantial  progress  has 
been  made  in  every  department. 

It  is  quite  impossible  in  such  a  limited  survey  to  give  in  detail  the 
progressive  steps  taken  in  each  of  the  fifty-three  districts,  but  it  shall, 
in  a  general  way,  indicate  the  trend  of  education  advancement  and 
suggest  the  lines  along  which  substantial  progress  can  and  ought  to 
be  made. 

The  attendance  at  educational  meetings  on  the  part  of  teachers, 
directors,  patrons,  and  pupils  is,  in  a  great  measure,  a  test  of  pub- 
lic interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools.  Judging  from  the  numbers 
present  and  from  the  enthusiasm  manifested,  the  people  are  thor- 
oughly aroused  and  in  hearty  sympathy  with  every  movement  that 
tends  to  promote  the  success  and  further  the  usefulness  of  common 
school  work.  Eighteen  district  institutes,  ten  district  meetings  with 
teachers  and  one  session  of  the  county  institute  were  held  during  the 
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year,  and  in  every  instance  the  attendance  greatly  exceeded  that  of 
other  years.  At  our  local  institutes  few  teachers  absented  them- 
selves and  several  meetings  were  held  in  which  more  than  fifty 
teachers  were  present. 

The  teachers  not  only  attended  the  meetings  in  their  own  locali- 
ties, but  many  of  them  came  long  distances  to  attend  the«e  educa- 
tional gatherings  in  other  districts.  This  interest  on  their  part,  I 
am  sure,  will  result  in  great  good  to  the  schools  over  which  they  have 
control. 

The  stimulus  that  these  meetings  give  to  the  young  and  inex- 
perienced teacher  can  scarcely  be  over  estimated.  The  spirit  of  the 
whole  teaching  body  is  quickened  and  intensified  and  loose  and  iso- 
lated efforts  will  soon  give  place  to  concerted  action  and  organized 
efficiency.  Already  the  seed  has  taken  root  and  it  is  confidently  ex- 
pected during  the  coming  year  that  many  of  our  rural  districts  will 
be  found  pursuing  a  definite  course  of  study. 

We  have  made  it  a  part  of  our  duty  of  supervision  whenever  pos- 
sible to  visit  the  boards  of  education  in  their  monthly  meetings  and 
assist  in  their  deliberations.  This  proved  quite  helpful,  particularly 
in  matters  pertaining  to  new  legislation. 

The  Directors  Association  held  the  annual  meeting  the  last  Satur- 
day of  October.  Howard  L.  Painter,  Esq.,  an  attorney  of  Butler  and 
a  former  County  Superintendent  of  that  county,  and  Ex-Supt.  E.  E. 
Miller  of  Bradford  were  the  speakers  of  the  day.  The  questions  dis- 
cussed were  of  a  pratical  nature,  and  the  suggestions  offered  will  no 
doubt  bear  good  fruit. 

At  the  beginning  of  last  school  year  there  were  fifty-one  school 
districts  under  our  supervision,  and  during  th©  year  two  new  bor- 
oughs were  created  by  order  of  Court.  These  two  districts  are  Shipp- 
ingport  and  Homewood  boroughs.  The  former  was  carved  from  por- 
tions of  Green  and  Raccoon  townships,  and  contains  nearly  twenty- 
three  hundred  (23,00)  acres  with  one  one-roomed  school.  The  Home- 
wood  borough  was  taken  from  a  part  of  Big  Beaver  township. 

These  fifty-three  districts  were  represented  by  three  hundred 
twenty-seven   (327)   directors. 

In  the  schools  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Superintendent 
there  were  enrolled  last  year  ten  thousand  five  hundred  eighteen 
(10,518)  pupils.  In  the  townships  and  independent  districts  there 
were  five  thousand  three  hundred  twenty-five  (5,325)  pupils  and  in 
the  boroughs  five  thousand  one  hundred  ninety-three.  There  were 
three  hundred  sixty-six  (3GC)  more  boys  than  girls  in  the  schools 
last  year. 

In  Aliquippa,  Beaver,  College  Hill,  Darlington,  Freedom,  Monuca, 
and  Woodlawn  boroughs  and  in  Harmony  township,  eight  high  schools 
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were  maintained.  There  were  over  four  hundred  (400)  students  en- 
rolled during  the  year  and  these  were  presided  over  by  eight  general 
or  high  school  principals  and  twenty-two  (22j  teachers. 

In  the  graded  and  rural  schools  three  hundred  thirty  (330j  teachers 
were  employed  of  whom  fifty-one  (51)  were  males  and  two  hundred 
seventy-nine  (279 )  females.  Of  this  nuuiber,  twelve  (12)  held  college 
State  pernianents,  forty  (40)  state  normal  peimanents,  twenty-four 
(24)  state  normal  diplomas,  twelve  (12)  were  college  graduates  who 
had  not  yet  received  permanents,  sixty-seven  (67)  held  professional 
and  one  hundred  forty-nine  Provisional  Certificates.  Of  this  num- 
ber over  80  per  cent,  had  experience  in  teaching. 

Every  eff'ort  has  been  made  to  induce  teachers  to  take  courses  in 
professional  work  before  beginning  to  teach,  and  to  have  them  con- 
tinue in  special  lines  of  reading  and  study  while  engaged  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  profession. 

It  is  the  surest  means,  in  fact,  it  is  the  only  means  of  strengthen- 
ing the  teaching  force. 

Teachers  who  fail  to  recognize  the  importance  of  thorough  qualifi- 
cations, both  intellectual  and  professional,  must  in  a  very  short  time 
give  way  to  those  who  are  earnest  and  progressive,  and  who  have  an 
appreciation  of  the  higher  significance  of  their  calling. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  of  the  times  is  the  efl'ort  on  the 
part  of  school  oflflcers  toward  improvements  in  and  about  school 
properties.  In  very  many  of  the  rural  schools,  houses  have  been 
painted  both  inside  and  out,  walls  have  been  papered,  slate  boards 
been  installed,  and  wells  sunk  upon  school  properties.  Few,  if  any 
rural  houses  are  not  provided  with  plenty  of  good,  pure  water. 
Boards  are  more  inclined  to  buy  better  books,  reading  charts,  outline 
maps,  globes,  dictionaries,  and  books  of  reference  for  the  aid  of 
teachers  and  pupils.  The  Course  of  Study  for  Rural  Schools,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  State  Department  will  be  adopted  in  many  of  the  rural 
schools  this  cominjr  vear.

During  the  past  year  the  school  sentiment  has  been  gradually  grow- 
ing. In  the  matter  of  graduation  in  the  common  schools,  the  first 
year  of  my  incumbency  was  marked  by  twenty-seven  graduates;  the 
second  year  by  fifty-seven  graduates ;  tlie  third  year  by  eight-three 
graduates.  In  the  next  examination,  we  anticipate  over  one  hun- 
dred graduates.     This  certainly  shows  an  increased  interest  on  the

part  of  pupils  and  i)areu(s.  Many  educalional  meetings  and  local 
institutes,  have  been  lield  in  nearly  Hfvery  district  in  the  county.  They 
have  all  been  well  attended.  A  sentiment  is  steadily  growing  toward 
centralization.  ]S'ew  buildings  are  being  erected  to  rej)lace  old  ones. 
Mann's  Choice  has  advanced  to  the  grade  of  a  high  school.  Liberty 
township  and  some  other  districts  maintaining  high  schools  have 
the  credit  of  raising  the  standard  in  them. 

•Moro  teachers  are  going  to  school  for  training  than  in  former  years, 
and  a  greater  inlluence  has  been  exerted  toward  the  improvement  of 
the  entire  teaching  force.  Most  of  our  teachers  have  been  educated 
at  "local  normal  schools."  These  schools  were  well  patronized  during 
the  past  year,  owing  to  the  small  number  of  them.  Everett  had  a 
normal  school  for  teachers  numbering  over  one  hundred  pupils; 
Mann's  Choice  had  a  normal  school  with  an  attendance  of  sixty 
pupils.  The  standard  of  teaching  done  in  these  normals  has  been 
raised,  being  taught  by  State  Normal  and  College  graduates.  In  for- 
mer years  they  have  been  taught  ])j  teachers  holding  provisional  cer- 
tificates. 

We  look  forward  to  a  term  of  greater  interest  in  the  coming  year 
and  hope  for  renewed  etTorts  on  the  part  of  all  our  teachers.

Field  Day  and  Play  Picnic  for  Country  Children. 

An  important  event  educationally  during  the  past  school  year  was 
the  inauguration  of  a  Field  Day  and  Play  Picnic  for  countr}^  chil- 
dren on  lines  somewhat  similar  to  that  suggested  by  Myron  T,  Scud- 
der  in  a  Eussell  Sage  foundation  publication.  Never  in  the  history  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  county  has  there  been  an  event  that  created 
so  wide-spread  an  interest  among  the  pupils  as  this  held  on  the  cam- 
pus of  the  Keystone  State  Normal  School,  Kutztown,  on  Saturday, 
May  13th,  1911.  The  weather  was  most  favorable  and  fully  3,000 
people  were  in  attendance.  The  entire  normal  school  plant,  including 
the  athletic  grounds  and  newly  erected  gymnasium  were  throw^n  open 
to  the  children.  The  track  meet  w^as  held  on  the  grounds  of  the  Kutz- 
town Fair  Association  which  almost  adjoins  the  normal  campus  and 
includes  an  excellent  half-mile  race  track. 

The  trolley  and  steam  roads  were  taxed  to  their  utmost  in  providing 
transportation.  Hundreds  of  motor  vehicles  brought  jjupils  from 
every  section  of  the  county.

In  several  one-room  school  districts  the  teachers  together  with  ever;- 
pupil  enrolled  in  their  respective  districts  were  in  attendance  as  well 
as  many  of  the  parents.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  see  the  parents  enter 
into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion. 

Every  one  was  expected  to  provide  his  own  lunch  and  pay  for  his 
own  transportation  but  the  expenses  of  hundreds  of  children  were 
paid  by  the  more  well-to-do  in  many  of  the  respective  school  districts. 

The  normal  school  authorities  made  ample  provision  for  accommo- 
dating the  vast  throng  and  the  faculty  and  student-body  acted  as  a 
unit  in  caring  for  the  comfort  of  the  visitors.  The  noon  hour  with 
its  groups  of  "picnickers"  under  the  trees  scattered  over  the  normal 
compus  presented  an  inspiring  sight. 

The  exercises  of  the  day  opened  with  a  song  festival  held  in  the 
normal  chapel  by  the  united  high  school  student-body  of  the  three 
largest  boroughs  in  the  county — Birdsboro,  Boyertown  and  Hamburg 
— under  the  direction  of  the  local  musical  directors. 

After  this  exercise  the  throng  for  the  remainder  of  the  day  divided 
into  groups  scattered  over  the  grounds  and  various  buildings  watch- 
ing the  half-dozen  different  games  and  exercises  going  on  at  the  same 
time.  The  most  interesting  features  of  the  day  were  the  folk  dances 
and  exercises  of  the  kindergarten  children  connected  with  the  normal 
school  and  the  demonstration  of  games  by  pupils  of  the  practice 
school  after  which  the  visiting  country  children  duplicated  the  same. 
Practically  every  game  was  founded  on  one  or  more  of  the  following 
forms  of  activity,  running  and  jumping,  striking  and  throwing.  The 
singing  games  were  also  greatly  enjoyed  b}'  the  younger  children. 
The  demonstration  games  by  the  young  ladies  of  the  senior  class  in 
the  gymnasium  attracted  the  largest  crowd.  There  were  in  constant 
use  all  day  the  may  pole<5,  slides,  bowling  allej^s,  tennis  courts,  swings, 
horizontal  bars,  see-saws  and  teeter  ladders. 

The  track  events  and  comjjetetive  games  of  the  boys  by  opposing 
teams  of  the  different  schools  throughout  the  county  created  the  most 
enthusiasm.  Fine  records  were  made  in  chinning,  jumping  and  the 
various  dashes. 

The  half-mile  rela}'  races  proved  the  most  popular. 

There  were  also  contests  in  discus  throwing,  pole  vaulting,  and 
shot  put.  A  bicycle  race  and  a  game  of  base-ball  concluded  the  day's 
exercises.  The  details  for  each  event  during  the  day  were  carefully 
planned  and  the  success  of  the  day  was  largely  due  to  the  large 
squads  of  trained  helpers.  Trophies  in  the  form  of  cups  and  banners 
were  awarded  the  winners.  A  scheme  for  competition  for  both  boys 
and  girls  has  been  worked  out  that  will  reach  almost  every  child 
in  our  public  schools.  This  competition  takes  place  in  each  school 
district  at  any  time  during  the  year  under  the  direction  of  the 
teacher  or  principal  and  only  those  whose  deportment,  attendance 
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and  scholarship  are  satisfactory  are  allowed  to  compete.  Any  boy  or 
girl  may  be  a  badge  winner  by  showing  ability  to  play  at  least  four 
running  games,  two  throwing  games,  two  striking  games  all  stipu- 
lated, and  to  show  skill  in  the  practice  of  one  out-door  sport  and  one 
exercise  which  appeals  especially  to  the  dramatic  and  rhythmic  sense 
and  to  a  fine  degree  of  muscular  co-ordination.  Only  winners  of  an 
athletic  badge  are  eligible  to  enter  the  field  day  championship  events. 

This  movement  is  only  another  link  in  the  chain  in  the  solution 
of  the  country  life  problem.  It  is  one  of  the  great  educational  move- 
ments of  the  time.  The  cultivation  of  the  athletic  and  play  life  of 
country  children  has  a  tendency  to  infuse  new  life  and  new  enthusiasm 
into  the  country  districts. 

The  ideal  school  of  the  future  should  be  about  one-fourth  book 
work  or  school-room,  one-fourth  work  shop,  one-fourth  garden  and 
one-fourth  play.  One  of  the  Avisest  provisions  in  the  new  school  rode 
is  the  one  that  requires  that  hereafter  no  school  buildings  shall  be 
erected  unless  a  play  ground  adjoins.  Home,  church  and  school  should 
unite  intelligently  to  provide  conditions  which  will  make  for  content- 
ment. This  movement  is  one  of  the  varied  agencies  that  will  operate 
for  a  social  uplift.  Dr.  Scudder  truly  writes:  "Social  forces  in  the 
country  are  centrifugal  and  expulsive ;  their  direction  is  from  the  cen- 
ter outward  and  away ;  they  must  be  made  centripetal  and  attractive. 
Country  children  do  not  play  enough.  Their  repertoire  of  games  is 
surprisingly  small  and  inadequate.  Their  few  games  are  strongly 
individualistic,  training  them  for  isolated  efforts  rather  than  for  co- 
operation. The  country  child  as  a  rule  does  not  know  how  to  play  or 
what  to  play ;  his  parents  are  usually  out  of  sympathy  with  play ;  and 
in  the  country  schools  not  only  are  his  teachers  as  ignorant  as  him- 
self in  regard  to  these  matters,  but  even  if  the  child  and  the  teacher 
did  know,  the  school  directors  would  in  most  cases  interpose  objec- 
tions and  forbid  any  effort  being  made  in  the  direction  of  organized 
play  or  athletics.  The  case  of  the  village  boy  is  particularly  bad,  for, 
unlike  the  farm  child,  he  usually  has  comparatively  little  work  to  do, 
and  unless  he  has  opportunities  outside  of  school  for  athletics  and 
play,  he  is  likely  to  pass  much  of  his  time  in  inane  idleness  if  not 
in  mischief,  and  life  is  likely  to  lack  motive  and  inspiration.  If  he 
is  ambitious  he  will  want  to  get  out  of  an  environment  that  appeals 
so  little  to  the  motor  side  of  his  being." 

Understand  the  play  proposition  and  you  reduce  social  and  civic 
problems  to  the  minimum.  The  very  foundations  of  the  republic  are 
to  be  worked  out  on  the  public  playgrounds,  both  city  and  country, 
where  the  principles  of  right  living  are  brought  before  us  hourly  and 
daily.  It  has  been  truly  said  that  playgrounds  are  an  insurance 
policy  for  future  citizenship  and  those  who  are  in  authority  and  fail  to 
provide  them  are  guilty  of  criminal  economy.    Less  depredation  and 
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mischief  are  chargeable  and  traceable  to  nine  bo.ys  who  constitute  a 
well  organized  base-ball  team  than  a  corresponding  number  who  have 
never  shared  the  pleasure  of  the  great  American  game. 

Against  the  Bismarckian  epigram,  that  Germany's  battles  were 
won  bv  the  Prussian  schoolmaster,  one  may  set  Wellington's  remark 
that  the  playgrounds  of  England  were  the  training  schools  for  the 
victors  of  Waterloo. 

To  bring  many  of  our  country  communities  into  pleasant  social 
contact,  and  to  give  our  people,  young  and  old  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  time-honored  sports  and  amusements,  to  learn  new  and  inspir- 
ing games,  and  become  acquainted  with  good  practicable  methods  of 
physical  training  is  the  purpose  of  our  Field  Day  and  Play  Picnic. 

Standard  One-Boom  Schools, 

The  movement  inaugurated  last  year  looking  toward  the  better- 
ment of  the  350  one-room  schools  in  the  county  was  a  decided  success 
and  did  more  to  uplift  these  schools  than  any  other  plan  ever  formu- 
lated along  similar  lines.  A  vigorous  and  aggressive  campaign  was 
waged  for  the  improvement  of  the  physical  equipment,  the  course  of 
study  and  the  teachers  of  these  schools  and  the  immediate  results  of 
this  effort  have  gone  far  beyond  expectations.  It  is  true  that  only 
a  half  dozen  diplomas  were  issued  to  school  districts  measuring  up 
to  the  required  standard  but  nearly  every  district  made  some  effort 
to  qualify  in  some  of  the  specitied  conditions  and  thus  came  nearer 
the  desired  goal.  The  teachers  and  directors,  the  two  main  factors 
in  the  solution  of  the  country  school  problem,  entered  into  the  move- 
ment with  great  zeal.  A  four  page,  circular  setting  forth  the  mini- 
mum requirements  for  a  standard  one-room  school  and  offering  a  di- 
ploma to  every  school  that  would  meet  this  standard  was  issued  and 
sent  out  to  every  single-room  teacher  in  the  county  as  well  as  every 
director  in  the  county,  ]^ot withstanding  the  fact  that  the  stipula- 
tions were  considered  rather  ideal,  (iO  odd  conditions  being  required, 
fully  two  score  school  districts  will  qualify  within  a  year.  The 
teacher  is  the  essential.  A  good  teacher  makes  a  good  school  even 
under  unfavorable  conditions.  In  estimating  a  standard  school  the 
teacher  counts  for  75  per  cent.  All  other  things  25  per  cent.  To  be- 
come an  "accredited"  school  the  teacher  is  required  to  hold  a  perma- 
nent state  certificate  and  receive  not  less  than  $50  a  month  and  the 
teaching  and  organization  of  the  school  above  the  average.  A  good 
teacher  invariably  leads  directors  to  put  houses  and  grounds  in  bet- 
ter condition.  The  most  needed  improvements  can  be  brought  about 
by  the  school  directors.  If  they  will  put  the  houses  and  outbuildings 
in  condition,  pay  enough  to  attract  good  teachers,  and  insist  upon 
good  work  in  return,  the  country  schools  will  soon  be  something  to 
be  proud  of.     Notbwjthstanding   the    continued    establishment    and 
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growth  of  the  villages  aud  cities,  uotwithstanding  the  strong  ten- 
dency towards  consolidation  of  separate  districts,  the  single-room 
will  continue  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  common  school  system 
of  Pennsylvania.  Last  year  over  8,000  children  attended  school  in 
the  350  single-room  school  houses  of  Berks.  The  inefficient  rural 
school  is  still  the  weak  spot  in  our  system  of  education. 

There  are  those,  who,  seemingly  on  the  defensive  use  every  pos- 
sible argument  to  show  that  the  rural  schools  as  at  present  organized 
are  little  short  of  ideal  in  their  work.  The  sentimental  appeal  of 
the  ''stand-patters"  to  the  ultra  conservative  and  unlettered  farmers 
that  the  ''dear  old  school  house  with  its  hallowed  walls  and  sacred 
memories"  is  the  seat  of  the  most  efficient  school  in  the  world  is  not 
worthy  a  man  who  calls  himself  discriminatingly  intelligent.  No  one 
makes  an  appeal  nowadays  for  the  "dear  old"  home-spun  clothes, 
the  "dear  old"  log  houses,  the  "dear  old"  harvesting  machinery,  or 
the  "dear  old"  modes  of  travel. 

The  country  boy  who  makes  his  mark  higher  than  that  of  his  fel- 
lows does  it  frequently  in  spite  of  inefficient  schooling  because  of 
stronger  inborn  capacity,  partly  because  of  the  developing  influence 
of  conditions  outside  the  school.  He  probably  makes  the  most  of  his 
school  opportunities;  but  had  he  the  same  stimulating  outside  con- 
ditions and  better  school  privileges,  his  progress  might  have  been 
greater.  Give  the  country  school  its  due.  It  has  done  and  is  doing  a 
good  work  and  a  great  work.  But  to  glorify  and  exalt  it  above  its 
deserts,  to  assert  extravagant  and  fallacious  claims  for  it  will  not 
enlarge  its  prestige  in  the  long  run.  We  believe  most  heartily  in  its 
work  and  the  services  it  renders.  But  that  does  not  blind  us  to  possi- 
bilities of  improving  its  work.  Unfair  or  fallacious  defence  of  a 
cause  ultimately  proves  its  surest  undoing. 


New  School  Code. 

The  most  important  event  educationally  in  the  history  of  the  state 
since  the  adoption  of  the  public  school  system  was  the  enactment  of 
the  school  code  into  law. 

This  will  place  Pennsylvania  educationally  on  the  plane  of  the  best 
in  the  country.  The  code  will  go  a  long  way  toward  the  realization 
of  the  hopes  of  those  who  have  been  laboring  for  years  to  unravel 
the  tangle  into  which  the  school  laws  of  the  state  have  been  allowed 
to  fall.  Even  with  the  inevitable  defects  which  are  bound  to  creep 
into  a  measure  of  such  magnitude  the  code  will  mark  a  decided  step 
forward  to  the  simplification  and  unification  of  school  administra- 
tion and  management.  The  code  is  in  good  shape  to  form  a  substan- 
tial basis  for  the  school  legislation  of  the  Cor.monwealth  in  the  fu- 
ture.   The  code  is  less  an  experiment  with  neA\  laws  than  a  working 
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system  embodying  what  was  good  in  the  old,  eliminating  what  was 
bad,  and  incorporating  what  was  lacking.  It  does  not  mean  revolu- 
tion, but  revision,  organization,  unity,  advancement. 

It  reflects  credit  upon  all  who  have  had  a  hand  in  its  preparation 
and  passage. 

The  rural  districts  in  course  of  time  will  appreciate  the  respective 
sections  providing  for  closer  supervision  of  country  schools,  provid- 
ing for  school  consolidation,  facilitating  the  establishment  of  high 
schools,  equalizing  the  distribution  of  the  state  apropriation,  pro- 
hibiting the  too  frequent  changing  of  text-books,  encouraging  a  higher 
standard  of  teachers'  certificates,  seeking  to  improve  buildings  and 
grounds,  affording  to  children  the  advantages  of  medical  inspection 
and  other  features  no  less  beneflcient.  The  measure  as  a  whole  means 
increased  efficiency  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Highland  (rural)  School  in 
Berks  county.  Pa.,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Eeport. 

Size,  40'  X  36';  heigh th,  18';  4  rooms  including  cloak  rooms  and 
library ;  walls  are  constructed  of  brick ;  size  of  grounds,  one-half  acre; 
approximate  cost  of  grounds  and  buildings,  $3,000. 


BLAIR  COUNTY— T.  S.  Davis. 


In  submitting  this  our  ninth  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  Blair 
county,  we  naturally  look  back  over  the  intervening  years  between 
the  first  report  and  this  one  and  wonder  if  we  have  earned  our  salary 
and  if  the  schools  have  increased  in  eflflciency  under  our  supervision, 
or  rather  under  our  part  supervision,  for  the  manner  and  amount 
of  work,  especially  the  amount  of  work  has  so  increased  since  the 
establishment  of  the  County  Superintendency,  that,  one  man  can  do 
very  little  supervisory  work.  His  work  must  be  largely  administra- 
tive in  its  character. 

Being  an  optimist,  I  believe  a  large  amount  of  good  has  been  accom- 
plished in  our  schools  during  the  last  nine  years  and  especially  dur- 
ing the  year  closing  with  this  report. 

To  recapitulate: — (1)  More  experienced  teachers  have  been  em- 
ployed, the  good  ones  have  been  retained  except  when  they  were  too 
good  and  left  to  get  better  salaries  and  better  positions  elsewhere. 

(2)  Taxes  have  been  increased  so  that  better  salaries  could  be 
paid  to  teachers  and  improvements  made  to  school  property,  this  is 
the  most  important  of  all  the  forward  movements  that  a  school  board 
can  make,  if  directors  will  only  consent  to  increase  the  taxation  so

that  they  can  employ  better  teachers  at  higher  salaries  and  equiji 
more  attractive  school  rooms  with  better  appliances,  then  we  will 
have  solved  the  school  problem  and  it  never  will  be  solved  until  di- 
rectors are  willing  to  take  this  advanced  step.  Conservatism  may 
be  a  good  virtue,  but  we  Pennsylvanians  are  too  conservative.  We 
need  to  push  ahead  faster. 

(8)  The  teachers  themselves  are  more  fully  alive  to  the  needs  of 
The  hour  than  they  have  been.  They  read  more  educational  journals, 
they  attend  more  local  institutes,  they  read  more  professional  books, 
they  are  more  attentive  to  the  details  of  their  work,  they  are  more 
anxious  to  benefit  the  children  under  their  care  and  the  ranks  are 
being  replenished  by  a  good  class  of  young  people.  So  looking  at  it 
from  my  point  of  view,  I  think  we  have  made  substantial  progress 
during  the  past  j^ear.  Last  fall  at  the  Blair  County  Grange  Fair  con- 
siderable interest  was  shown  by  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county 
schools  in  the  Corn  Growing  Contest  which  was  conducted  by  the 
County  Superintendent.  We  expect  to  continue  it  this  year  in  order 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county  may  become  interested  in  watch- 
ing, reporting  and  exhibiting  the  growth  of  some  useful  plant,  if  our 
boys  and  girls  become  interested  in  growing  plants  and  trees  soon  the 
country  homes  and  school  yards  will  be  beautified  and  made  more  at- 
tractive to  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

Last  year  at  the  County  Institute,  first  day,  we  had  a  spelling  con- 
test of  the  best  spellers  of  the  schools  of  the  county,  more  than  two 
(200)  hundred  pupils  participated  in  the  contest,  public  spirited  citi- 
zens of  the  county  gave  the  prizes,  renewed  interest  in  the  subject  of 
spelling  was  aroused,  directors,  parents,  teachers,  pupils  w^ere  stirred 
and  I  believe  the  results  obtained  more  than  paid  for  the  powder 
burned. 

Our  County  Institute  and  Directors'  Convention,  as  usual,  were  the 
two  chief  educational  events  of  the  year.  At  the  County  Institute, 
Drs.  M.  G.  Brumbaugh,  O.  T.  Corson  and  Hon.  Henry  Houck  were 
the  Instructors,  and  at  the  Directors'  Convention,  State  Superinten- 
dent Nathan  C.  Shaeffer  was  the  chief  speaker.  Words  of  wit  and 
wisdom  fell  from  the  lips  of  these  men  on  what  w'e  hope  was  fertile 
soil  and  no  doubt  the  harvests  w^e  shall  reap  from  these  sowings  will 
be  tenfold. 

In  connection  with  this,  I  want  to  call  special  attention  to  an 
illustrated  talk  given  by  Miss  Alicia  Zierden  of  the  Harrisburg  State 
Museum  educational  department.  I  sincerely  wish  we  were  able  to 
see  our  way  clear  to  purchase  a  lantern,  borrow  these  slides,  Miss 
Zierden  informs  me  they  will  be  loaned,  and  give  a  talk  of  this  kind 
in  each  county  school  house  of  this  county.  In  no  other  Avay  w^ould 
our  boys  and  girls  gather  up  so  much  geopraphical  and  historical 
material  that  would  be  fixed  firmly  upon  the  mind.  Miss  Zierdeo  is 
engaged  in  a  great  work. 
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In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  all  we  need  in  order  to  make  our 
schools  what  they  should  be  are  more  teachers  consecrated  to  their 
work,  who  are  willing  to  toil  and  suffer  for  the  children,  who  must 
not  expect  all  their  reward  in  gold  that  glitters,  for  school  directors 
as  a  rule  are  slow  to  part  with  it,  who  take  joy  in  battling  for  the 
right  and  who  will  wait  for  prosperity  to  pay  that  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  a  great  and  noble  soul  which  it  deserves.

BRADFOKD  COUNTY— H.  S.  Putman. 


The  Bradford  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  at  Keystone 
Opera  House  during  the  week  of  October  31st.  Nearly  all  the  teachers 
of  the  county  were  present  and  se-emed  to  derive  much  profit  from  the 
instruction  given.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  C.  H.  Albert  of  the 
Bloomsburg  State  Normal  School,  Superintendent  Chas.  A.  Lose  of 
Williamsport,  Prof.  C.  H.  Gordinier  of  the  Shippensburg  State  Nor- 
mal School,  Prof.  Smith  Burnham  of  West  Chester  State  Normal 
school  and  Prof  C.  A.  Dobson  of  the  Kutztown  State  Normal  school. 

The  evening  entertainments  were  as  follows: — 

Monday  evening,  "The  Storm  Heroes  of  Our  Coast,"  by  Hon.  A.  K. 
Peck. 

Tuesday  evening,  lecture  by  Frank  Dixon. 

Wednesday  evening,  A  musical  Eeview,  by  Dudley  Buck  Concert

its  Problems  and  Progress."

Appointments  were  made  for  35  evening  educational  meetings  and 
with  one  or  two  exceptions  these  meetings  were  held  on  the  scheduled 
time  and  were  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors,  pupils  and  pa- 
trons. The  exercises  consisted  of  music,  recitations  by  pupils,  essays 
and  papers  by  teachers,  discussions  and  short  addresses  by  citizens. 
Considerable  attention  was  given  to  the  importance  of  teaching  agri- 
culture in  the  public  schools. 

Local  institutes  were  held  at  Troy,  Sayre  and  Wyalusing. 

The  annual  joint  meeting  of  the  Bradford  County  Directors'  As- 
sociation and  the  Bradford  County  Educational  Association  was  held 
at  Towando  March  2,  3  and  4,  the  Directors'  Association  convening 
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on  Thursday,  tlie  joint  session  of  directors  and  teachers  on  Friday, 
and  the  Educational  Association  conalnded  its  meetings  on  Saturday, 
About  200  school  directors  and  a  Ini-ge  i)roportion  of  the  teachers 
were  present  at  these  iiieelings.  The  exercises  consisted  of  addresses 
by  Hon.  O.  T.  Corson,  Deputy  Sujierintendent  K.  B.  Teitrick,  Supt. 
P.  S.  ^reserve  of  the  Waverly  ])nl)lic  schools,  and  members  of  the  As- 
sociations. On  Thursday  evening  a  reception  to  the  school  directors 
was  given  by  the  Towando  Business  Mens'  Association,  and  on  Fri- 
day evening  the  members  of  the  Educational  Association  were  enter- 
tained by  the  Towando  Boi'O.  teachers. 

The  third  annual  spelling  contest  was  held  at  the  Keystone  Opera 
House  on  Friday,  March  8rd.  The  prize  winners  were  as  follows: —

The  exhibit  of  school  work  filled  several  large  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Court  House  and  showed  a  marked  improvemeiit  in  the 
work  of  the  schools  over  former  years. 

Eighth  grade  examinations  were  held  on  the  30th  and  31st  of 
March.  The  reports  showed  that  86  pupils  were  successful  in  passing 
the  examination  and  entitled  to  certificates. 

The  enactment  of  the  school  code  has  resulted  in  the  abolishment 
of  the  following  school  independent  school  districts:  Carbon  JRun, 
LeCanville  and  Macedonia. 

Overton  Ind.,  Ulster  Ind.  and  Doty  Hill  Ind.  school  districts  have 
been  re-established. 

Another  successful  summer  school  was  held  at  the  Susquehanna 
Collegiate  Institute  during  the  months  of  May  and  June.  For  a 
number  of  years  this  school  has  been  largely  attended  by  young 
teachers  preparing  to  teach.     In  addition  to  the  common  branches 
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required  for  a  provisional  certificate,  instruction  was  given  this  year 
in  drawing  and  history  of  education,  psychology,  and  subjects  re- 
quired for  professional  certificates. 

Nearly  1,000  certificates  of  award  have  been  given  to  pupils  who 
were  neither  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  year. 

Looking  back  over  the  fifteen  years  I  have  spent  in  supervising  the 
schools  of  this  countj^,  I  can  see  much  improvement  and  I  feel  that 
we  have  been  keeping  abreast  of  the  times  in  educational  progress. 


BUCKS  COUNTY— J.  H.  Hoffman. 


In  reviewing  the  educational  work  of  tlie  past  year  we  have  rea- 
sons to  feel  that  we  are  making  progress,  perhaps  slowly  but  surely. 

A  great  many  educational  meetings  were  held  in  all  sections  of  the 
county  and  all  were  largely  attended  and  unusual  interest  was  shown. 
Bucks  county  is  blessed  with  many  local  newspapers  which  help 
things  along  unmeasurably  by  publishing  accurate  accounts  of  our 
educational  events.  Spelling  bees,  literary  and  debating  contests 
were  very  common  throughout  the  school  districts.  Most  of  these 
districts  have  their  own  teachers'  associations  which  meet  monthly, 
while  the  principals  have  an  organization  of  their  own.  About  a 
dozen  local  institutes  were  held  throughout  the  year  and  were  made 
profitable  by  securing  the  best  talent  available.  The  school  directors 
held  two  meetings  during  the  year  making  a  systematic  study  of  the 
proposed  new  School  Code.  They  made  a  number  of  recommendations 
which  the  Code  Commission  saw  fit  to  recognize  and  embody  in  the 
present  Code.  All  these  meetings  proved  great  educational  forces  in 
creating  and  improving  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  educational  prog- 
ress. 

Our  county  institute  proved  a  very  successful  event.  The  day  in- 
structors were  Dr.  Elmer  B.  Bryan,  Dr.  S.  D.  Fess,  Hon.  Eeed  B. 
Teitrick,  Dr.  Ethelbert  D.  Warfield,  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  Dr.  A.  Dun- 
can Yocum,  Dr.  Samuel  C.  Schmucker  and  Prof.  Thomas  L.  Gibson, 
director  of  music.  The  evening  lecturers  were  Ex-Gov.  E.  W.  Hoch, 
Dr.  William  E.  Geil  and  Strickland  W.  Gillilan.  The  Music  Makers 
and  The  Dudley  Buck  Concert  Company  furnished  the  entertain- 
ment. 

The  work  of  visiting  the  schools  was  carried  on  diligently  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.  These  visits  together  with  the  yearly  ex- 
aminations show  that  the  high  schools  are  doing  all  they  can  to  create 
a  high  standard  educationally  and  otherwise,  and  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  raise  the  standard  in  some  of  the  country  districts. 
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We  are  glad  to  state  that  Doylestown  borough  has  occided  upon  a 
four  year  high  school  course  for  next  year.  This  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  and  the  school  authorities  are  to  be  coniiuended  for 
taking  this  action,  liicliliindlown  borough  has  demonstrated  that  a 
properly  conducted  manual  training  department  in  the  school  pays 
in  more  ways  than  one.  Systems  of  free-hand  penmanship  have  been 
introduced  into  many  of  our  schools  during  the  year. 

Too  much  praise  can  not  be  given  to  the  school  directors  of  the 
county  for  thoir  efficient  administration  of  school  affairs  in  their 
respective  districts ;  to  the  public  for  their  continued  interest  in  edu- 
cation; to  the  faithful  teachers  for  their  untiring  efforts;  to  the 
pupils  for  their  ambition  which  they  displayed  and  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  their  assistance  and  courtesies. 


BUTLER  COUNTY— li.  S.  Penfield. 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the  schools  of 
this  county.  The  work  was  thorough,  honest,  and  efficient  and  there- 
fore commendable,  while  along  certain  of  the  more  essential  lines 
of  advancement  decided  progress  was  made. 

Parents  Meetings. 

Several  such  meetings  have  been  held  in  this  county  the  past  year. 
Special  letters  were  written  to  every  parent  having  a  child  attend- 
ing school.  There  was  a  gratifying  response  to  the-se  invitations  and 
many  parents  assembled  on  the  appointed  days.  In  most  instances 
there  was  no  set  program  but  the  conference  idea  was  carried  out  with 
a  view  to  inviting  participation  in  all  discussion  by  the  visitors  them- 
selves. 

It  was  clearly  brought  out  that,  if  teachers  who  have  to  do  with 
young  lives  during  their  most  plastic  age,  are  to  understand  child 
life  in  its  fullness,  there  must  be  a  closer  bond  of  fellowship  and 
understanding  between  the  teacher  and  the  parent  whose  child  is 
being  taught.  The  teacher  needs  the  advice,  suggestion,  and  counsel 
of  the  fathers  and  mothers  in  the  work  he  is  attempting  to  do.  On 
the  part  of  the  parents  also  it  is  essential  that  they  should  come  to 
understand  the  real  point  of  view  of  the  teacher  and  they  can  come 
to  understand  this  only  by  personal  contact  with  the  teacher. 

Professional  Training. 

The  standard  of  our  teachers  was  higher  than  during  the  preced- 
ing year,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  grade  of  certificates  held — a  cri- 
terion which,  while  not  an  infallible  guide,  is  usually  a  safe  one. 
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Yet,  we  have  still  too  many  who  do  not  feel  the  need  of  professional 
preparation — a  preparation  not  obtained  bj  a  mere  study  of  text- 
books in  the  regular  school  course,  but  by  a  study  of  child  life  and 
the  be-st  methods  of  developing  that  life  into  perfect  man  or  woman- 
hood. This  training  is  possibly  of  more  moment  in  primary  work 
than  in  any  other.  "Where  much  is  given  much  is  required,"  surely 
much  is  the  work  and  responsibility  given  the  teacher  of  small  pupils 
and  how  well  she  should  be  prepared  for  her  duties. 

The  Ketlection  of  the  Teacher. 

In  a  few  instances  the  past  year,  failure  in  discipline  has  interfered 
with  the  success  of  our  schools.  Discipline  is  always  with  the  teacher 
an  inseparable  adjunct  of  the  school.  In  schools  and  colleges,  in  fleet 
and  arm}',  disci]>line  means  success  and  anarchy  means  ruin.  In 
every  case  where  there  has  been  a  partial  or  total  failure  of  disci- 
pline the  teacher  has  been  found  to  be  erratic  or  vacillating,  and  it 
is  not  possible  for  such  a  teacher  to  command  the  respect  which  is 
the  key  note  of  successful  teaching. 

The  greatest  element  in  that  magical  power  known  as  discipline 
is  that  of  love.  If  the  teacher  Avishes  his  pupils  to  become  manly  and 
dignified,  he  must  so  walk  before  them,  at  all  times,  that  they  shall 
see  in  him  that  which  they  delight  in  becoming  themselves.  .  A  sen- 
tence of  reproof  is  better  than  a  volume  of  abuse,  and  a  word  of  com- 
mendation is  a  better  stimulant  than  a  dictionary  of  don'ts. 

The  best  disciplinarians  have  been  those  who  have  not  commanded 
simply  because  they  were  in  a  position  to  do  so;  they  issued  few  or- 
ders, but  they  made  sure  that  those  few  were  executed.  The  disci- 
pline of  the  school  has  usually  been  the  reflection  of  the  mental  and 
sometimes  physical  condition  of  the  teacher. 

Superintendent  Criticised. 

We  were  quite  severely  criticised  by  some  teachers  and  by  a  few 
directors  for  insisting  that  teachers  so  far  as  possible,  stand  before 
their  classes  while  instructing. 

We  were  once  one  of  a  body  of  teachers  to  whom  the  famous  Col. 
Francis  Parker  said  that  shoemakers,  tailors  and  seamstresses  were 
about  the  only  people  who  could  do  their  work  successfully  while 
sitting. 

"The  material,"  said  he,  ^'on  which  they  work  has  no  brains." 

Our  teachers  seem  to  be  of  three  grades.  First,  those  whom  I  have 
never  seen  sitting  while  instructing  a  class.  Second,  those  who  some- 
times sit  towards  the  closings  hours  of  the  day.  Third,  those  who  are 
rarely,  if  ever,  found  before  their  class  in  any  position  except  sit- 
ting. 
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It  is  well  known  that  no  one  can  preach  a  sermon,  deliver  a  lecture, 
make  a  ]M)liti('al  speech,  plead  a  case  at  the  bar,  oi-  iiiako  any  iutel 
lectual  ell'ort  intended  to  inlliience  his  hearers  as  enicieiilly  or  success- 
fully while  sitting  in  his  chair  as  when  standing  ou  his  feet. 

It  has  been  so,  and  will  continue  so  as  h)ng  as  human  nature  is 
what  it  is. 

This  human  characteristic  can  neither  be  changed  or  ignored  and  it 
must  be  remembered  that  children  are  very  much  endow<\i  with  iiu- 
man  nature. 

It  is  in  recognition  of  this  well  known  psychological  principle  that 
some  boards  of  education  have  excluded  chairs  from  all  recitation 
rooms. 

Consolidating  Schools. 

The  policy  of  consolidating  the  schools  of  our  county  is  begin- 
ning to  take  strong  hold  upon  our  people.  In  our  county  the  past  year 
we  had  sixteen  schools  that  had  an  average  attendance  of  less  than 
ten  pupils.  Part  of  these  had  an  average  attendance  of  less  than 
five.  The  efficiency  of  many  of  our  outlying  rural  schools  in  the 
county  could  be  increased  hj  abolishing  slimly  attended  schools  and 
transporting  the  pupils  to  other  nearby  schools.  Centralization  or 
consolidation  will  lengthen  the  school  term,  secure  a  more  efficient 
teaching  corps,  insure  better  school  buildings,  and  equipment,  and 
quicken  public  interest  in  the  school.  It  would  prove  a  powerful 
force  in  wielding  the  interests,  tastes,  and  sympathies  of  a  hitherto 
much  separated,  widely  diversified,  thoroughly  unsocial,  and  unsym- 
pathetic township. 

Better  Attendance. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  note  the  increased  regularity  of  attend- 
ance and  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness,  the  past 
live  years.  Since  the  inauguration  of  our  system  of  monthly  and 
term  certificates  of  attendance  three  years  ago,  in  several  districts 
of  the  county  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  has  decreased  more 
than  20  per  cent.  The  present  year  we  have  given  out  631  term  cer- 
tificates to  pupils  who  have  been  neither  tardy  nor  absent  during  the 
entire  term.  We  have,  however,  observed  and  must  not  be  restrained 
from  saying  that  in  many  instances  we  fear  the  farmer  has  forgotten 
for  what  the  rural  community  has  stood,  and  laying  aside  the  oppor- 
tunities which  belong  to  him  and  his  family  has  thrown  effort  into 
the  drudgery  of  farm  life. 

Unfavorable  Criticism  and  Lack  of  Appreciation. 

Not  withstanding  the  fact  that  healthy  public  sentiment  is  grow- 
ing, the  public  school  is  still  the  target  for  more  senseless  platitudes 
and  high  sounding  balderdash  than  all  other  public  and  private  in- 
tutions. 
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Most  subjects  are  taught  better  now  than  they  were  twenty  years 
ago,  and  in  shorter  time.  He  who  would  ridicule  our  public  schools 
or  attempt  to  depreciate  the  splendid  work  the  teachers  are  doing  is 
a  person  devoid  of  discernment  and  lacking  in  knowledge.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  the  teachers  in  America  do  more  work  for  less  pay  than 
any  other  class  of  persons  with  equal  intelligence  that  can  be  named. 
And  the  love,  loyalty,  devotion  and  patience  that  are  shown  in  the 
work  by  many  teachers  in  our  public  schools  is  worthy  of  the  highest 
esteem.  Kindness  and  patience  are  now  to  be  found  where  once  was 
force  approaching  brutality. 

Increased  Interest  in  Agriculture. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  the  largely  increased  and  grow- 
ing interest  in  elementary  agriculture  in  our  rural  schools.  During 
the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  more  than  one  hundred  per 
cent,  in  the  number  of  those  who  have  been  systematically  pursuing 
this  subject. 

While  the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  elementary  schools  may  tend 
toward  conserving  soil  fertility  and  the  raising  of  better  crops,  there 
is  much  more  than  material  things  which  make  life  worth  the  living 
on  the  farm.  The  attitude  of  many  a  farmer  of  the  past  towards  his 
business  has  been  one  that  has  caused  his  own  and  other  children  to 
look  upon  any  agricultural  pursuit  as  a  kind  of  drudger3^  The  teach- 
ing of  agriculture  in  elementary  schools  will  do  much  to  dignify 
honest  labor. 

Aims  of  Progressive  Movements. 

Among  the  other  aims  of  progressive  movements  to  which  we  have 
given  attention  and  which  should  be  worked  out  for  the  benefit  of  the 
rural  schools  are  the  following: 

1.  Better  qualified  teachers. 

2.  Better  salaries. 

3.  Thorough  course  of  study. 

4.  Higher  course  work. 

5.  More  high  schools. 

6.  Young  people's  organizations. 

7.  Teachers'  reading  circles. 

8.  School  libraries  and  pupils'  reading  circles. 

9.  School  officers'  and  patrons'  meetings. 

10.  Better  sanitation  and  decoration. 

There  is  no  set  way  by  which  each  or  all  of  these  can  be  obtained. 

Common  School  Examinations. 

On  April  1  common  school  diploma  examinations  were  held  at  con- 
venient points  throughout  the  county. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  diplomas  were  granted. 
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County  Institute. 

The  county  institute  was  held  the  week  of  December  18.  It  was  a 
most  profitable  session.  But  few  teachers  were  absent.  Among  those 
who  took  j)art  in  the  program  were  the  following:

On  Tuesday  of  institute  week  the  county  directors'  convention  was 
held.  It  was  largely  attended  and  an  interesting  program  was 
carried  out.  The  sessions  of  both  the  institute  and  the  directors'  con- 
vention were  well  attended  by  the  public. 

Work  of  Superintendent. 

During  the  time  the  schools  were  in  session  I  gave  my  entire  time 
to  visitation.  From  September  5th  to  April  1st  I  made  4.31  school 
visits.  In  99  of  the«e  visits  I  was  accompanied  by  one  or  more  direc- 
tors. I  held  the  usual  number  of  public  examinations,  attended  21 
educational  meetings,  attended  two  county  institutes  besides  our 
own,  and  was  a  visitor  at  two  of  our  state  normal  schools. 

In  connection  with  my  official  duties  I  sent  out  through  the  mails 
more  than  2,500  separate  letters  and  packages,  and  my  work  required 
more  than  4,200  miles  of  travel. 

Conclusion. 

We  shall  not  attempt  a  review  of  the  schools  as  we  found  them  six 
years  ago,  and  of  what  they  are  in  the  hands  of  our  successor.  We 
trust  some  advancement  has  been  made.  We  cannot  refrain  from 
referring  to  the  hospitality  of  the  people  during  our  incumbency. 
He  who  would  forget  the  varied  marks  of  kindness,  bestowed,  as 
they  were  upon  us  in  every  section  of  the  county,  would  indeed  be 
guilty  of  base  ingratitude.  We  cannot  pass  without  notice  the 
teachers'  courteous  recognition  and  loyal  support  in  the  discharge  of 
our  duties.  The  friendships  formed  will  be  cherished  with  pleasant 
recollections.  At  the  election  May  2,  Prof.  F.  A.  McClung  of  West 
Sunbury  was  elected  to  succeed  us.  He  is  a  teacher  of  experience  and 
we  feel  that  the  schools  will  make  progress.  We  wish  for  them  pros 
j>erity  and  success  to  our  successor. 
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We  desire  to  thank  the  press  for  their  kind  words  for  the  school 
and  for  their  willingness  to  aid  in  educational  movements.  I  wish 
to  acknowledge  Ihe  prompt  and  courteous  treatment  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction. 


CAMBKIA  COUNTY— Herman  T.  Jones. 


In  submitting  this,  my  last  report,  I  cannot  but  review  the  history 
and  progress  that  our  schools  have  made  during  the  last  nine  years. 
The  school  in  its  influence  and  usefulness  has  kept  abreast 
with  progress  in  other  directions.  The  teaching  force  has  be-en 
strengthened,  more  money  has  been  spent  in  promoting  the  welfare 
of  the  school.  The  home  and  school  have  been  brought  into  closer 
relation  and  the  opportunities  of  the  child  to  make, more  of  himself 
have  been  greatly  enhanced.  Nine  years  ago  the  teaching  force  in 
this  county  numbered  three  hundred  sixty-four.  In  the  year  that 
has  just  closed  five  hundred  thirty-five  teachers  were  at  work.  This 
growth  in  number  has  been  remarkable.  The  advance  along  other 
lines  has  been  marked.  School  equipment  has  been  made  more  cheer- 
ful. Ever^-  safeguard  is  thrown  around  the  physical  well  being  of  the 
child.  We  have  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  value  of  health.  Cul- 
ture secured  at  the  expense  of  health  is  expensive,  to  put  it  mildly. 
School  work  has  been  systematized.  The  standard  of  scholarship  has 
been  gradually  raised.  High  schools  have  been  putting  a  new  vim  and 
energy  into  school  life.  The  tendency  to  consider  seriously  the  ques- 
tion of  local  supervision  is  eloquent  of  the  school  spirit  that  now 
exists. 

EDUCATIONAL  MEETINGS. 

The  most  important  meeting  of  the  year  was  the  Teachers'  Insti- 
tute. It  was  the  most  orderly,  attentive,  and  strongest  body  over 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  preside.  The  interest  was  at  high  pitch 
during  the  entire  week.  The  audience  was  complimented  more  than 
once  for  their  interest  and  splendid  deportment.  The  instruction 
was  of  a  high  order.  Supt.  Samuel  Hamilton's  talks  were  particu- 
larly practical  and  inspiring.  Supt.  James  Coughlin  was  with  us 
three  days.  He  is  sure  of  a  rousing  welcome  on  his  return  to  this 
county.  Prof.  Holsopple  of  Juniata  College  and  F.  S.  Edmonds, 
Esq.,  of  Philadelphia  delivered  strong  addresses.  The  evening  at- 
tractions were  well  attended.  The  Bell  Ringers  and  the  Whitney 
Brothers  each  gave  splendid  satisfaction.     Hon.  E.  W.  Hoch  gave  a 
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most  in(('i('sli!i<;  lectuic.  Jiulgc  Willis  liiown's  leciure  on  "The 
Boy''  was  well  recoived.  I'rof.  K.  If.  Davis  liad  ciiarge  of  the  music 
the  last  two  years.  The  help  that  the  teachers  received  from  the 
music  drills  was  evident  to  one  visiting  the  schools. 

The  (School  Directors'  meeting  was  well  attended.  One  hundred 
seventy-five  directors  were  present.  The  day  was  too  short  for  the 
discussions.  It  was  not  only  a  pleasure  hut  a  great  honor  to  be  as- 
sociated with  men  who  labor  so  conscientiously  to  raise  school  stand- 
ards. It  is  to  be  regretted  that  men  who  put  so  much  of  their  lives 
into  school  work  are  not  more  appreciated  in  the  community  in 
which  they  labor.  Men  who  give  their  time  freely  and  have  no  in- 
terests to  advance  except  those  of  the  child  deserve  the  moral  sup- 
port of  their  constituency  at  least.  It  is  said  we  are  living  in  a  com- 
mercial age.  The  pessimists  declare  that  the  oft  repeated  inquiry  is 
"Does  it  [)ay?"  Let  us  apj)ly  this  to  school  work.  We  have  it  on 
Divine  authority  that  to  receive  we  must  give.  This  is  true  of  our 
school  work.  The  law  makes  its  demands  of  each' citizen  from  a  finan- 
cial standpoint.  Convince  the  average  citizen  that  the  money  ex- 
pended in  school  work  is  a  good  investment  and  his  purse  strings 
will  open.  There  will  be  no  complaint  from  him  about  high  taxes. 
Money  squandered  will  not  strengthen  schools  but  as  a  rule  the  dis- 
tricts that  put  the  most  money  into  school  work  lead  in  educational 
matters.  It  takes  more  than  financial  support  to  make  good  schools. 
In  a  system  of  public  education  the  school  must  be  in  close  relations 
with  the  home  if  it  is  to  make  its  influence  felt.  Interest  on  the  part 
of  the  parents  begets  interest  on  the  part  of  the  child  and  interest 
is  the  great  word  in  education.  The  interest  we  have  in  our  children 
reveals  itself  most  forcibly  in  the  way  we  educate  him.  Some  one 
has  said  if  the  child  is  educated  aright  the  center  of  progress  moves 
onward  and  upward.  Neglect  his  education  and  ruin  of  social,  poli- 
tical, and  moral  nature  inevitably  follows. 

Many  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  year.  These  meetings 
were  well  attended  and  the  teachers  as  a  rule  gave  enthusiastic  sup- 
port. It  must  be  said  once  again  that  those  who  needed  the  help  and 
the  encouragement  that  these  meetings  give  as  a  rule  absented  them- 
selves. The  article  signed  by  the  teachers  in  some  districts  made  it 
obligatory  on  their  part  to  attend  these  meetings.  It  would  be  much 
better  if  teachers  were  to  go  voluntarily  but  where  such  a  spirit  is 
not  shown  the  school  board  certainly  acts  wisely  to  use  compulsion. 

Supervision. 

Our  boroughs  have  raised  their  school  standard  during  the  last 
few  yeai-s.  ^luch  of  this  was  due  to  supervision.  The  principals  of 
the  county  are  a  forcible  enthusiastic  lot  of  men.  They  should  be 
complimented  on  the  splendid  work  they  have  done.     The  work  in 
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the  borough  schools  compares  favorably  with  the  work  done  in  any 
part  of  the  state.  Courses  of  study  have  been  drawn  up  that  show 
an  insight  into  conditions  that  is  born  of  study.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  so  much  cannot  be  said  for  our  country  schools.  The  new  Code 
gives  the  county  superintendent  assistants.  This  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  It  makes  a  system  and  an  organization  possible. 
Under  conditions  as  they  have  been,  for  one  man  to  attempt  to  super- 
vise five  hundred  thirty-five  schools,  makes  it  an  absurdity.  People 
living  in  the  country  can  look  for  new  and  better  things.  May  the 
day  speedily  come  when  along  with  this  will  come  local  supervision. 
Adams  township  has  led  the  rest  of  the  county  in  this  respect  and 
the  excellent  work  done  in  those  schools  attests  its  value.  To  realize 
its  value  one  should  visit  these  schools.  They  are  throwing  the  same 
helpful  conditions  around  the  child  that  can  be  found  in  populous 
centers.  The  inexperienced  teachers  as  a  rule  start  in  the  country. 
These  need  the  help  of  a  supervisor.  Effective  supervision  strenghtens 
young  teachers  and  stimulates  activity  in  others.  The  business  world 
has  long  ago  adopted  this  policy  and  the  school  will  do  well  to  imi- 
tate. 

Teachers. 

The  statistics  of  the  past  year  show  that  sixty-two  had  no  experi- 
ence, that  two  hundred  thirty-six  taught  on  provisional  certificates, 
one  hundred  thirty-two  on  professional  certificates,  ninety-one  on 
permanent  certificates,  seventy-one  on  normal  diplomas  and  five  were 
college  graduates.  These  figures  compared  with  those  of  past  years 
reveals  the  fact  that  higher  grade  certificates  are  gradually  displac- 
ing the  provisional.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  There  is  a  danger  of 
being  misunderstood  here.  All  the  teachers  holding  provisional  cer- 
tificates are  by  no  means  failures  while  it  is  equally  true  that  all 
teachers  holding  higher  grade  certificates  have  not  been  successful 
but  other  things  being  equal  the  teachers  who  bring  to  their  work  the 
most  thorough  preparation  are  capable  of  doing  the  most  for  their 
pupils.  On  the  whole  the  teaching  body  was  one  of  the  most  efficient 
in  the  history  of  the  county.  To  sever  the  pleasant  relations  that 
existed  between  teachers  and  superintendent  is  anything  but  pleas- 
ant. Their  sincerity  of  purpose,  their  anxiety  to  embrace  every  op- 
portunity for  improvement,  and  the  kindly  spirit  in  which  they  took 
suggestions  impress  one  as  to  their  character  and  fitness  to  teach. 
Most  of  them  were  leaders  and  inspired  confidence  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils  and  established  a  tender  bond  between  the  home  and  the 
school. 

Examinations. 

Twenty-three  examinations  for  teachers  were  held  during  the  year. 
Five  hundred  eighty-one  applicants  were  examined.  Of  this  num- 
ber four  hundred  sixty-six  were  successful. 
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The  eighth  grade  examination  for  pupils  was  well  attended.  Four 
hundred  seventeen  presented  themselves.  Out  of  this  number  one 
luiudred  fifteen  failed.  The  (juesticms  were  uniform  and  the  exami- 
nations conducted  by  committees  appointed  by  the  superintendent. 
We  believe  that  a  commencement  exercise  by  districts  having  a  num- 
ber of  young  people  finishing  eighth  grade  work  would  be  productive 
of  much  good.  Those  meetings  could  be  held  at  some  central  point. 
Interest  on  the  part  of  both  pupils  and  patrons  would  be  aroused  and 
it  would  soon  come  to  l)e  looked  upon  as  the  high  school  commence- 
ment is  now,  the  great  educational  event  of  the  year. 

Conclusion. 

In  reviewing  the  years  of  service  I  cannot  but  recall  the  help  which 
has  come  to  me  from  the  Department.  The  courtesy,  the  interest,  the 
suggestions  which  came  from  this  source  will  always  be  a  pleasant 
memory.  In  turning  over  the  office  to  my  successor,  Prof.  M.  S.  Bentz, 
a  gentlemen  of  culture  and  force,  and  one  Avho  has  a  deep  interest 
in  school  and  the  development  of  character  we  wish  him  all  the  pleas- 
ure and  success  possible  in  his  new  relations. 


CAMEKON  COUNTY— Mattie  M.  Collins. 


We  feel  that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  to 
(officers  and  patrons  of  the  public  schools,  and,  on  the  whole,  the  most 
successful  school  year  during  the  past  fifteen  (15)  years.  No  failures 
in  the  school  room  have  been  reported.  More  interest  has  been  taken 
in  the  teachers'  meetings  and  local  institutes.  The  teachers  have 
given  more  time  to  the  course  of  reading  for  teachers  and  to  Educa- 
tional Journals.  A  greater  number  of  teachers  have  attended  the 
Spring  Term  in  some  Normal  School,  or  are  making  preparations  to 
attend  a  summer  school  than  ever  before. 

Our  school  buildings,  with  few  exceptions,  are  in  good  condition. 
There  are  very  few  school  buildings  in  the  county  that  are  not  sup- 
plied with  an  organ  or  piano,  maps,  Dictionary,  Encyclopaedia,  and 
Library  of,  at  least,  a  few  volumes. 

We  have  but  three  (3)  High  Schools  in  the  County — Emporium 
Driftwood  and  Shippen  township.  All  are  doing  excellent  work. 
Eight  (8)  young  people  graduated  from  the  Emporium  High  School, 
five  (5)  from  Shippen  township,  and  six  (6)  from  Driftwood. 
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The  Annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  Emporium  during  the 
week  of  October  24th  to  28th,  1910.  Every  teacher  in  the  county  was 
enrolled,  and  was  present  during  every  session.  The  instructors 
were  Dr.  F.  H.  Green,  West  Chester  Normal  School.

The  instruction,  interest  and  attention  were  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. It  was  pronounced  by  our  teachers  one  of  the  best  Institutes 
ever  held  in  Cameron  county. 

The  Directors'  Convention  was  held  October  27th,  1910.  The  morn- 
ing session  was  in  charge  of  the  President,  Hon.  1.  K.  Hockley ;  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  the  betterment  of  the  schools  were  discussed  by 
the  directors.  Election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  followed. 
The  teachers  and  directors  held  a  joint  session  in  the  afternoon.  Drs. 
Becht,  Lang  and  Green  addressed  the  afternoon  session. 

We  have  been  able  to  make  more  \isits  and  spend  more  time  in 
our  schools  this  year  than  any  previous  year.  With  three  exceptions, 
every  school  in  the  county  was  visited  four  (4)  times,  and  the  ma- 
jorit}',  five  (5)  or  six  (6).  Over  three  hundred  (300)  visits  from  one 
to  three  hours  were  made  during  the  past  year.  A  practice  has  been 
made  of  spending  a  part  of  the  visit  in  teaching,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  period  in  criticising  the  work  of  the  regular  teacher.  An  efi:ort 
has  been  made  to  improve  Avriting  and  spelling.  Teachers  through- 
out the  county,  are  teaching  the  free  arm  movement  in  writing. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors  and  pa- 
trons for  their  hearty  co-operation,  the  public  press  for  the  valuable 
aid,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  for  the  generous  as- 
sistance and  many  courtesies  shown. 


CAEBON  COUNTY— James  J.  Bevan. 


The  past  school  year  was  one  of  consistent  effort  and  of  commen- 
surate results  along  rational  lines  of  progress.  There  were  many 
material  improvements  made  and  much  commendable  activity  in 
school  work  Avas  apparent.  The  importance  of  a  few  items  in  this 
record  makes  them  worthy  of  comment  in  this  report. 
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Iin})rovitaonts. — The  oquiitnient  of  Ihe  High  t^chool  at  Lehijjfhton 
was  iiuieased  by  the  addiliou  of  valuable  apparatus  for  the  teaching 
of  physics.  The  chemical  laboratory  of  the  Mauch  Chunk  High  School 
was  greatly  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  fully  equipped  desks  for  in- 
dividual experimentation  and  investigaticm.  The  most  notable  im- 
provement of  tlie  year  was  the  installation  of  ventilating  stoves  in 
Hanks,  East  Side,  Franklin,  Kidder,  Mahoning,  Parryville,  Packer, 
and  Lower  Towauiensing.  It  is  our  hope  that  in  a  year  or  two  more 
the  old-time  school  stove  will  have  been  removed  forever  from  every 
.school  house  in  our  county.  The  attainment  of  this  end  has  been 
one  of  the  constant  aims  of  our  past  effort,  and  this  partial  realiza- 
tion of  it  is  encouraging  and  full  of  promise. 

In  connection  with  school  improvements,  attention  is  again  called 
to  the  imperative  need  of  better  school  toilets.  In  many  places  they 
are  obstrusive,  unsightly,  and  unsanitary  and  should  be  replaced  as 
rapidly  as  means  and  conditions  will  permit  by  others  located  at  the 
most  unobstrusive  place  on  the  school  grounds,  always  kept  in  a 
sanitary  condition,  and  the  approaches  screened  and  secluded  by  lat- 
tice blinds  and  growing  vines. 

Supervision. — All  available  time  and  means  were  employed  in  the 
visitation  of  schools  to  strengthen  the  weak  places  and  to  give  help 
Avhere  it  was  most  needed.  In  the  supervision  of  the  rural  school  a 
personal  interview  with  the  teacher  was  sought  in  connection  Avith 
every  visit  in  which  the  apparent  errors  and  faults  of  management 
and  teaching  were  pointed  out,  more  rational  aims  and  methods  dis- 
cussed, and  plans  suggested  for  future  improvement.  In  the  inspec- 
tion of  our  borough  schools  prevailing  conditions  and  practices  were 
carefully  noted  and  afterward  discussed  with  the  principals  thereof. 
Daily  Recitation  Program  for  one-room  schools  and  a  schedule 
for  the  use  of  text  books  in  the  Elementary  schools  were  prepared 
and  put  into  use  for  the  guidance  of  teachers  in  these  schools.  The 
purpose  of  this  program  is  to  harmonize  the  varying  practice  of  the 
rural  school  in  this  matter  and  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  school 
by  the  use  of  a  program  that  shall  economize  time  and  effort,  and  pro- 
vide for  equal  attention  to  all  the  grades  of  the  school.  The  purpose 
of  the  Text  Uook  Schedule  was  to  aid  the  teacher  in  making  a  uni- 
form distribution  of  the  matter  of  the  text  book  throughout  the  grades 
and  to  harmonize  this  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Manual  for 
Elementary  schools.  Thus  the  use  of  the  Manual  as  a  guide  to  the 
teacher  was  emphasized,  and  in  consequence  thereof  it  was  gratifying 
to  note  that  there  was  less  mere  text  book  teaching  and  more  general 
teaching  of  topics  and  subjects  than  ever  before  in  this  county.  The 
supervision  of  the  work  of  the  common  school  has  become  more  de- 
finite, intelligible,  and  effective. 

Institutes. — Much  attention  was  given  to  the  preparation  of  ways 
and  means  for  the  professional  improvement  of  our  teachers  and 
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many  meetings  were  held  for  this  purpose.  In  a  series  of  conferences 
of  the  high  and  grammar  school  teachers,  at  which  the  attendance 
was  good,  the  interest  keen,  and  the  discussions  profitable,  the  follow- 
ing general  themes  were  considered  in  detail; — "The  Pupil,"  "The 
Grammar  School  Curriculum,"  "The  Teacher  and  His  Point  of  View," 
"The  High  School  as  It  Is  and  Ought  to  Be."  The  various  local  in- 
stitutes of  the  year  were  also  largely  attended  by  teachers  and  others 
and  proved  most  practical  and  profitable  to  all  concerned.  The  pur- 
pose of  these  meetings  was  to  discuss  many  of  the  details  of  school 
practice  that  cannot  be  considered  at  the  annual  county  institute. 
The  wide  range  of  these  discussions  as  well  as  the  content  thereof 
may  be  noted  from  the  following  topics: — Agriculture  for  Kural 
Schools,  Nature  Study  in  the  Grades,  The  New  Geography,  Story  Tell- 
ing and  Language,  The  Study  Period,  Health  and  Fatigue,  The  Back- 
ward Pupil,  and  others  of  similar  nature  and  importance.  At  several 
of  these  meetings  special  attention  was  given  to  a  general  discussion 
of  the  topic,  "Aims  and  Needs  of  the  Public  School  from  the  Parent 
and  Citizen's  Point  of  View,"  in  which  prominent  citizens,  business 
and  professional  men  took  an  active  part. 

The  annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  during  the  week  of  Oct. 
24,  1910.  From  a  practical  as  well  as  a  professional  point  of  view  it 
was  a  convention  of  high  inspirational  and  instructive  value.  The  de- 
partment conferences  for  the  benefit  of  rural  schools,  graded  schools, 
and  high  schools  respectively  were  especially  valuable  at  this  insti- 
tute. An  illustrated  lecture  on  "Games  and  Athletics  for  School 
Children"  by  Mr.  L.  F.  Hanmer,  of  the  Kussel  Sage  Foundation,  was 
a  strong  feature.  A  course  of  lectures  on  "The  Problem  of  Moral 
Nurture"  by  Dr.-  A.  B.  Van  Ormer  proved  most  impressive  in  subject 
matter  and  most  delightful  in  presentation.  There  was  also  excellent 
instruction  by  Dr.  T.  S.  Lowden,  Columbus,  O.,  and  Miss  Edith  Keid, 
of  Lock  Haven. 

Directors'  Convention. — The  seventh  annual  convention  of  our 
County  School  Directors'  Association  was  held  on  Oct.  27th,  1910. 
The  attendance  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year,  and  all  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  were  marked  by  intelligence  and  enthu- 
siasm. The  president's  address  by  Mr.  Jos.  N.  Bennett,  of  Packer- 
ton,  referred  in  fitting  terms  to  the  growing  interest  of  our  school 
directors  in  all  current  school  activities.  Mr.  C.  G.  Setzer  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Costenbader,  delegates  to  the  State  Directors'  Convention 
gave  complete  and  ably  prepared  reports  of  that  meeting.  "Training 
for  Farm  Life"  was  discussed  by  Prof.  T.  J.  Mairs,  of  State  College. 
The  able  and  ever  welcome  Deputy  State  Supt.  E.  B.  Teitrick  by  his 
j>resence  and  two  appropriate  addresses  on  "Our  Needs"  and  "Efifec- 
tive  Teaching"  added  much  to  the  pleasure  and  value  of  this  conven- 
tion. 
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Mr.  David  J.  Pearsall,  of  Mauch  Chunk,  responded  to  the  call  of 
the  convention  for  an  address  and  spoke  forcefully  of  the  growing 
efficiency  and  tlie  larger  mission  of  the  public  school  in  our  county. 
The  directors  were  entertained  at  dinner  by  Mr.  Pearsall  and  greatly 
enjoyed  his  genial  and  continued  hospitality. 

The  continued  co-operation  of  teachers  and  directors,  the  cordial 
assistance  of  the  public  pre«ss  of  the  county,  and  the  prompt  and 
efficient  service  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in 
all  the  activities  of  the  past  year  for  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of 
the  schools  of  our  county  are  fully  apitreciated  and  hereby  duly  ac- 
knowledged. 


CENTRE  COUNTY— David  O.  Etters. 


In  submitting  this  annual  report,  we  desire  to  express  great  satis- 
faction with  the  spirit  of  progress  shown  in  many  of  the  districts 
throughout  the  county,  as  manifested  in  new  grades  opened  and  bet- 
ter facilities,  generally,  furnished. 

During  the  year,  Bellefonte  dedicated  its  magnificent  new  High 
School  building.  Without  question,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  buildings 
of  the  kind  in  the  state,  and  its  erection  reflects  great  credit  on  the 
school  board  of  the  district.  These  directors  have  a  just  right  to  be 
proud  of  their  work,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  and  confi- 
dence of  their  constituents.  Rush  township  erected  a  one-room  build- 
ing which  was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  makes  the 
fourth  building  erected  by  this  district  in  as  many  years,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars.  State  College  Borough 
found  it  necessary  to  equip  a  new  room  and  open  an  additional  school ; 
while  Milesburg  and  Snow  Shoe  boroughs  made  extensive  improve- 
ments to  their  properties.  Unionville  and  several  other  districts  in- 
stalled improved  heating  and  ventilating  systems. 

The  "New  Code"  is  with  us,  and  because  of  its  having  come,  great 
hope  is  entertained  that  irregularities  and  weaknesses  that  heretofore 
were  responsible  for  retarding  progress,  will  disappear  under  the 
force  of  the  new  law. 


CHESTER  COUNTY— G.  W.  Moore. 


On  the  whole,  substantial  progress  was  much  in  evidence  in  our 
educational  work  during  the  past  year.    The  work  was  more  closely 
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organized  than  ever  before.  The  annual  institute  was  held  in  the  new 
High  School  building.  West  Chester,  during  the  week  beginning  No- 
vember 7th  and  was  up  to  the  usual  high  standard  in  Chester  county. 
A  new  feature  of  tlie  week's  work  was  penmanship.  Four  hundred 
of  our  teachers,  in  sections  of  one  hundred  each,  received  one  hour's 
instruction  and  drill  daily  under  the  supervision  of  Prof.  McHenry 
Mitchell  of  Philadelphia.  This  feature  of  instruction  was  voted  a 
success,  and  that  the  vSuperintcndent  continue  it  next  year.  The  in- 
structors were  Prof.  Jerry  March,  Phila. ;  Dr.  G.  J\l.  Phillips,  S.  N.  S. 
West  Chester, ;  Prof.  Norman  D.  Cameron,  S.  N.  8.,  West  Chester ; 
Dr.  O.  L.  Warren,  Elmira,  N.  Y. ;  Prof.  M.  C.  Henry  Mitchell,  Phila.; 
Dr.  A.  E.  Wagner  of  the  State  Teachers'  League;  Dr.  P.  B.  McCul- 
lough,  Phila. ;  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  Columbus,  Ohio ;  Dr.  Francis  G. 
P>lair,  Dept.  of  Public  Instruction,  111.  The  evening  entertainments 
given  were  an  illustrated  State  Museum  Exhibit,  Alice  M.  Zierden, 
Harrisburg,  and  Julius  Caesar,  Dr.  O.  L.  Warren;  A  Plain  Talk  on 
Tuberculosis  (Lantern  Slides),  Dr.  John  A.  Bause,  Dept.  o'l  Health, 
Harrisburg,  and  the  Robley  Quartette;  concert.  The  Vassar  Girls;  lec- 
ture,'Our  Boys  and  Girls,  Dr.  Francis  G.  Blair. 

The  directors  of  the  county  assembled  at  Institute  Convention  in 
Court  Eoom  No.  1,  West  Chester,  Thursday,  Nov.  10  and  were  ad- 
dressed by  Supt.  James  M.  Coughlin,  member  of  Commission  on 
School  Code,  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  and  Dr.  Francis  G.  Blair.  The  direc- 
tors apjjreciated  these  able  addresses  and  felt  much  helped  thereby. 
The  regular  annual  convention  of  school  directors  was  held  in  Court 
Eoom  No.  1,  West  Chester,  February  25th,  when  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer, 
Harrisburg,  Hugh  Eastburn,  Esq.,  Doylestown,  and  Prof.  Smith  Burn- 
ham,  S.  N.  S.,  West  Chester,  addressed  the  directors  of  the  county, 
these  being  followed  by  questions.  An  interesting  local  institute 
was  held  in  East  Coventry  township  during  the  winter. 

What  proved  to  be  a  most  valuable  experience  for  the  past  year 
was  a  series  of  six  educational  meetings  held  at  Oxford,  Coatesville, 
Downingtown,  West  Chester,  Phoenixville  and  West  Chester,  includ- 
ing all  the  directors  and  teachers  of  the  county.  The  purpose  of 
these  meetings  was  to  speak  to  the  teachers  and  directors  of  the 
special  conditions  in  their  respective  localities.  The  superintenden's 
note  book  supplied  the  texts.  We  were  most  ably  assisted  at  these 
meetings  by  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  Prin.,  S.  N.  S.,  West  Chester,  Supt. 
A.  L.  Jones,  West  Chester,  Supt.  R.  E.  Laramy,  Phoenixville,  Prof 
E.  E.  Hess,  Oxford,  Prof.  F.  S.  Woolson,  Kennett  Square,  Prof.  Oren 
J.  Barnes,  West  Chester,  Supt.  Thos.  A.  Bock,  Spring  City  and  Supt. 
R.  S.  ^Nlacnamee.  The  directors  and  teacliers  expressed  an  opinion 
that  these  meetings  were  more  directly  helpful  than  any  other  meet- 
ings held  in  the  county  and  they  undoubtedly  will  be  continued. 
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Our  ]KM)ple  are  awake  to  the  educational  needs  of  the  day  and 
seem  earger  to  meet  these  demands.  J.arge  numbers  ot  our  teachers 
will  attend  various  summer  schools  and  educational  conventions  thus 
maniiesting  a  desire  to  keep  abrc-ast  with  the  latest  and  nu>st  im- 
proved methods  in  the  educational  world  of  to-day. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Joint  High  School  hxatcd  at 
lierwyn,  i*a.,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  tiiis  Iteport: 

Size,  G5'  X  US'  4";  heighth,  two  stories  and  basement,  12  ro<»nis; 
size  of  auditorium,  47'  x  G8' ;  auditorium  seats  400;  walls  are  con- 
structed of  brick ;  size  of  grounds,  5  acres ;  approximate  cost  of 
grounds  and  buildings  $50,000 ;  date  of  dedication,  February  1909. 

After  twelve  years  of  most  strenuous  work  in  an  etfort  to  serve 
well  our  beloved  county,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  such  service, 
deficient  as  it  must  be,  is  appreciated  by  our  people.  This  was  evi- 
denced at  the  recent  triennial  convention  when  your  humble  servant 
was  again  unanimously  re-elected  for  another  term.  We  are  glad  t(j 
note  that  this  expression  of  appreciation  prevailed  largely  in  our 
state.  It  is  our  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  who  have  in  any 
way  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  work.  We  cordially  invite 
the  continuation  of  this  s])lendid  spirit  of  co-operation. 


CLAEION  COUNTY— N.  E.  Heeter. 


We  feel  tliat  the  schools  of  the  county  have  made  commendable  pro- 
gress during  the  year  just  closed.  To  be  sure  there  was  some  dissatis- 
faction in  a  few  districts,  but  this  can  only  be  expected  since  we  have 
to  experiment  with  new  and  untrained  teachers  every  year.  We  be- 
lieve our  teaching  force  as  a  whole  has  reached  a  point  in  proficiency 
at  which  it  will  compare  favorably  with  the  teaching  force  of  any 
other  county  of  the  state.  We  have  raised  the  standard  for  license 
to  teach  to  such  an  extent  that  the  weaker  teachers  have  been  forced 
to  drop  out  of  the  profession  and  seek  employment  elsewhere,  and 
the  new  ones  who  are  coming  in  are  showing  a  degree  of  proficiency 
that  is  highly  gratifying. 

Eighth  Grade  Tests. 

The  eighth  grade  tests  that  we  are  holding  throughout  the  county 
each  year  are  having  a  stimulating  affect  upon  our  public  schools. 
They  have  set  for  the  pupil  a  standard  to  which  to  work;  they  have 
put  into  concrete  terms  an  ideal  to  the  attainment  of  which  all  pupils 
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may  strive  and  many  of  our  bo^'s  and  girls  have  all  ready  made  up 
their  minds  to  graduate  from  the  public  schools  be-cause  of  the  stimu- 
lating affect  of  these  tests.  Last  year  we  had  more  than  one  hun- 
dred pupils  largely  from  the  country  districts,'  who  successfully 
passed  the  eighth  grade  tests  and  entered  upon  a  high  school  course. 

Our  High  Schools. 

No  phase  of  our  education  in  the  county  has  shown  such  rapid  de- 
velopment within  recent  years  as  our  High  schools.  Clarion  county 
can  now  boast  of  having  fifteen  well  organized  public  High  schools 
in  which  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  boys  and  girls  are  receiving 
the  sort  of  instruction  that  will  tend  to  fit  them  for  any  work  in 
which  they  may  desire  to  engage. 

The  tendency  of  our  High  school  training  is  to  become  more  prac- 
tical. Education  for  efficiency  is  the  cry  now  and  our  courses  of  study 
are  being  adapted  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  people.  Universal  educa- 
tion is  true  Americanism  and  the  sooner  we  get  our  school  system 
adjusted  so  that  it  will  appeal  to  all  classes  of  people  regardless  of 
occupation  or  profession  the  sooner  shall  we  realize  the  highest  ideal 
in  education. 

We  believe  that  agriculture  ought  to  be  taught  in  every  High  school 
in  the  county.  Clarion  county  is  extremely  rural  in  its  population 
and  it  is  a  safe  guess  that  at  least  one-half  the  boys  and  girls  who 
are  attending  these  schools  will  be  farmers  or  farmers'  wives.  Farm- 
ing is  as  necessary  as  the  so-called  learned  professions  and  in  order 
to  get  the  best  results  our  boys  and  girls  need  instruction  in  this 
branch.  The  reason  our  boys  have  drifted  from  the  farm  to  the  shop, 
factory  and  mill  is  because  our  schools  have  made  no  effort  in  the 
past  to  train  them  for  the  farm.  Our  courses  of  study  have  been  so 
arranged  as  to  lead  boys  to  think  that  farming  is  to  be  done  by  the 
uneducated  and  that  boys  trained  in  High  schools  must  look  for  a 
higher  calling. 

It  has  also  been  argued  that  agriculture  is  not  a  cultural  study, 
but  educators  have  recently  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  as 
much  of  culture  in  the  study  of  agriculture  as  there  is  in  Latin  or 
Greek.  The  practical  view  that  men  are  now  taking  of  education  is 
forcing  the  study  of  agriculture  upon  us  and  the  sooner  it  finds  its 
way  into  our  rural  High  schools,  whose  attendance  is  made  up  largely 
by  pupils  from  farming  communities,  the  better  will  these  schools 
serve  the  highest  needs  of  their  people.  What  this  country  needs 
most  now  is  not  doctors,  not  lawyers,  not  dentists,  not  professional 
men,  but  trained  farmers — men  who  can  make  two  blades  of  grass 
grow  where  but  one  originally  grew. 

We  are  not  depreciating  the  value  of  professional  men  by  any 
means,  neither  are  we  urging  that  the  courses  of  study  which  lead  in 
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this  direction  be  eliminated  ironi  our  Ilij^li  school  curriculum,  but 
we  are  insisting  that  the  class  of  pupils  who  have  been  most  neglected 
in  our  High  schools  in  the  past  be  given  at  least  as  much  attention 
as  those  who  seek  professional  training. 

School  Improvements. 

New  Bethlehem  is  about  to  build  a  new  nine-roomed  addition  to 
their  valuable  school  plant  and  when  completed  will  have  one  of  the 
most  valuable  and  up-to-date  school  structures  in  this  section  of  the 
state. 

Both  Bimersburg  and  Sligo  have  added  two  rooms  to  their  build- 
ings and  are  now  able  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  their  districts 
without  crowding  the  sclioools. 

The  Perry  township  school  board  have  done  credit  to  their  town- 
ship bv  building  one  of  the  best  and  most  modern  two-roomed  school 
structures  in  the  county. 

Toby  township  has  also  added  one  new  school  to  relieve  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  the  Hillville  school. 

East  Brady  this  year  opened  school  in  her  new  brick  structure  and 
the  children  of  this  district  are  being  taught  in  one  of  the  finest  and 
most  complete  school  buildings  in  the  state. 

New  Schools,  Schools  Closed  and  Schools  Eeopened. 

The  following  districts  have  added  a  new  school  during  the  year: 
Sligo,  Kimersburg,  East  Brady,  Perry  and  Toby.  Toby  township 
closed  the  Bocker  Kun  school  on  account  of  small  attendance.  Mill- 
creek  township  reopened  the  Wood  school  with  an  attendance  of  fif- 
teen and  Eedbank  reopened  No.  4  at  Fairmount.  This  makes  a  gain 
of  six  teachers  during  the  year. 

Educational  Meetings. 

Local  Institutes  were  held  in  each  of  the  eight  local  institute  dis- 
tricts during  the  year,  and  much  interest  and  enthusiasm  were  mani- 
fested in  the  meetings.  Teachers,  parents  and  school  officers  united 
in  the  discussion  of  school  problems  vital  to  the  advancement  of  the 
public  schools  and  a  great  deal  of  good  resulted.  The  tendency  of 
the  meetings  was  to  bring  teacher  and  parent  to  a  broader  realiza- 
tion of  the  fact  that  the  school  exists  for  the  child  and  that  a  hearty 
co-operation  of  both  is  necessary  in  order  to  give  the  child  the  best 
possible  preparation  for  life. 

The  county  institute  was  the  big  educational  meeting  of  the  year. 
It  was  held  in  Clarion  during  the  week  of  December  19th  and  proved 
to  be  one  of  the  most  helpful  and  enthusiastic  meetings  ever  held  in 
the  county.     Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  teachers  were  in  attend- 
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ance  and  all  seemed  to  appreciate  the  helpful  instruction  given  during 
the  week.  The  instructors  were:  Dr.  A.  S.  Mackenzie,  Professor  of 
English  and  Psychology,  State  University  of  Kentucky,  Lexington; 
Prof.  Harlan  E.  Hall,  Principal  of  the  Mansfield  High  School,  Mans- 
field, Ohio;  Miss  Jeannette  Kling,  Keader  and  Interpreter  of  Litera- 
ture, Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Prof.  A.  J.  Mooney,  of  the  Warren  Conserva- 
tory of  Music,  Warren,  Pa. ;  Prof.  C.  P.  Zaner,  Penmanship  Specialist, 
Columbus,  Ohio;  Prof.  H.  A.  Surface,  State  Zoologist,  Harrisburg, 
Pa. ;  Prof.  W^alter  E.  Egbert,  Teacher  of  English,  Clarion  State  Nor- 
mal School,  Clarion,  Pa.,  and  Miss  Mona  Corlett,  Pianist,  Knox,  Pa. 
The  evening  lecturerers  and  entertainers  were:  Hon.  Luther  ]\[an- 
ship  of  Mississippi,  The  Dudley  Buck  Concert  Company,  Gov,  Kobert 
B.  Glenn  of  North  Carolina  and  The  International  Sextett. 

Directors'  Annual  Convention. 

The  Directors'  Annual  Convention  was  held  during  the  week  of 
the  county  institute  and  over  one  hundred  directors  of  the  county 
took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  attend  this  convention  and  also 
the  county  institute.  Live  topics  were  discussed  by  local  directors. 
Harlan  E.  Hall  discussed— The  Boy,  the  Farm,  the  City;  Dr.  A.  S. 
Mackenzie  enlightened  the  directors  present  on  the  subject — The 
Function  of  School  Boards;  Prof.  Zaner  discussed  the  subject  of  Pen- 
manship in  the  Public  Schools.  Our  directors  reported  one  of  the  most 
interesting  meetings  in  tlie  history  of  the  association  and  voted  to 
hold  the  next  session  during  the  week  of  the  next  county  institute. 


CLEARFIELD  COUNTY— W.  E.  Tobias. 


Another  school  year  has  gone  by  and  it  again  becomes  our  duty  to 
sul)mit  our  annual  report.  The  school  work  in  Clearfield  county  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  moving  along  smoothly  and  we  believe 
efl'ectively. 

We  feel  that  the  work  has  been  reasonably  successful.  While  we 
have  had  our  usual  number  of  failures,  yet  when  we  view  the  work 
done  b}^  the  teachers  of  the  count}'  as  a  whole,  we  believe  that  it  will 
compare  very  favorably',  with  the  work  of  previous  years.  In  one  re- 
spect however  it  is  not  what  it  should  have  been,  and  this  is  in  the 
matter  of  attendance.  During  the  last  six  years,  we  have  made  a 
special  effort  to  increase  the  attendance  each  year,  but  in  this  we 
have  been  only  partially  successful.  This  year  the  percentage  of  at- 
tendance is  a  little  less  than  that  of  last.    This  in  a  measure  was  due 
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to  iiu  epidt'iuic  of  wlidopiiig'  lougli  and  imimp.s  which  swept  over  the 
couuty;  and  ((»  llie  had  condition  of  the  country  roads  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  winter.  In  some  cases,  we  feel  it  was  due  to  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  parents.  Parents  do  not  fully  realize  the 
importance  of  their  children  being  regular  in  attendance. 

This  is  especially  true  in  mining  districts.  In  such  communities 
the  children  drop  out  of  school  too  early.  Just  as  soon  as  the  boys 
have  reached  the  age  of  14  they  apply  for  an  employment  certificate 
and  go  into  the  mines.  Too  often  principals  and  school  boards  are 
careless  in  granting  these  certificates.  They  are  granted  to  pupils 
who  can  scarcely  read  or  write.  The  law  in  this  matter  should  be 
more  definite  and  exacting.  The  boys  should  be  kept  in  school  not 
only  until  they  are  able  to  read  intelligently  and  write  legibly,  but 
they  should  be  kept  there  until  they  have  a  good  working  knowledge 
of  all  the  English  branches.  The  age  demands  it.  There  was  a  time 
in  the  i)ast  history  of  the  country  when  a  boy  could  get  along  pretty 
well  without  an  education ;  but  in  this  day  and  age  of  sharp  competi- 
tion, when  every  one  seems  to  be  engaged  in  the  nmd  struggle  for 
wealth  and  ]tosition,  every  boy  and  girl  in  order  to  keep  uj)  with  the 
procession  should  at  least  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  common 
English  branches.  The  pupil  should  be  kept  in  school,  not  only  until 
he  has  reached  the  age  of  14  to  16  years,  but  until  he  has  reached 
a  certain  proficiency  in  all  the  branches  of  the  common  school  curri- 
culum ;  even  if  it  should  keep  him  there  until  he  has  reached  his  ma- 
jority. 

Our  Annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  during  the  week  of  De- 
cember 12-18th.  It  was  a  success  in  every  particular.  Ninety-seven 
per  cent,  of  the  teachers  of  the  county  were  in  attendance.  Dr.  A.  B. 
Van  Ormer,  Dr.  O.  L.  Warren,  Prof.  Paul  Pearson,  and  Prof.  A.  W. 
Clark  made  up  the  corps  of  instructors.  Prof.  Jerry  March  conducted 
the  music.  Instruction  w^as  given  in  the  following  subjects:  methods, 
reading,  writing,  geography  and  arithmetic.  The  evening  lectures 
and  entertainments  were  given  by  the  following:  Dr.  Peter  Mac- 
Queen,  Dr.  S.  Parkes  Cadman,  Dr.  A.  B.  Van  Ormer  and  The  Whitney 
Brothers'  Quartette. 

Six  local  institutes  were  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county.  These 
with  two  exceptions  were  well  attended.  In  a  few  districts  the 
Teachers  and  Directors  meet  in  joint  session,  once  each  mcmth  for  the 
discussion  of  various  school  questions.  These  meetings  bring  about 
a  better  understanding  between  Directors  and  Teachers  and  are  very 
beneficial  to  both.  The  Directors'  Convention  met  November  18th, 
for  a  two  days  session.  The  New  School  Code  was  the  principal  sub- 
ject of  discussion.  It  Avas  voted  to  change  the  time  of  meeting  from 
November  to  December  in  order  that  it  might  be  held  during  the  week 
of  the  Teachers'  Institute. 
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Only  one  new  building  has  been  erected  during  the  year.  Lumber 
City  borough  built  a  fine  four-roomed  brick.  This  is  a  good  building 
with  all  the  modern  conveniences.  In  erecting  such  a  building  Lum- 
ber City  is  living  up  to  her  reputation  as  one  of  the  best  school  towns 
in  the  county.  A  number  of  our  Districts  have  built  additions  to 
some  of  their  buildings  and  have  done  considerably  repairing  in  the 
way  of  painting  and  papering.  Our  people  are  rapidly  awakening  to 
the  fact  that  money  spent  in  improving  the  school  buildings  and  in 
beautifying  the  school  grounds  is  money  well  invested.  The  Districts 
which  have  the  best  school  buildings  usually  have  the  most  efficient 
schools.  Poor  buildings  and  poorly  kept  grounds  mean  educational 
indifference  and  poor  schools. 

There  were  seventeen  High  schools  in  operation  during  the  year. 
Each  of  which  had  twelve  or  more  pupils  enrolled.  The  courses  in 
these  schools  vary  from  two  to  four  years.  Some  of  these  schools 
graduated  large  classes.    Madera  led  with  a  class  of  twenty-two. 


CLINTON  COUNTY— Ira  N.  McCloskey. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  progress  in  every  department  of  the  school 
work  within  our  county  for  the  year  ending  July  first,  1911. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  and  the  attendance  at  school  was  above 
the  average,  while  the  work  accomplished  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  with  the  teachers  was  helpful  and  did 
much  to  overcome  truancy  and  tardiness. 

The  co-operation  of  press  and  pulpit  added  to  the  educational 
strength  in  spreading  a  healthy  school  sentiment. 

The  local  institutes  held  throughout  the  county  during  the  school 
term  were  special  features  of  the  year.  We  are  indebted  to  Dr. 
Flickinger  of  Central  State  Normal  and  members  of  his  faculty  for 
assistance  in  these  local  meetings.  The  morning  sessions  were  oc- 
cupied by  teachers  in  round-table  conferences,  while  the  afternoons 
were  given  up  to  subjects  of  interest  to  the  general  public. 

The  most  important  educational  meeting  of  the  year  was  the 
County  Institute^  which  was  held  December  12,  one  week  earlier  than 
usual.  Every  teacher  of  the  county  was  present  except  four  who 
were  detained  at  home  on  account  of  sickness.  Enthusiasm  and 
interest  were  kept  at  high  water  mark  during  the  entire  week. 

The  list  of  instructors  previously  published  assured  confidence  in 
the  institute  and  inspired  teachers  with  a  lively  hope  of  great 
things  which  were  brought  to  pass  during  the  week.     Following  is 
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the  list:  Hon.  Henry  Hoiick;  Prof.  C.  D.  Koch  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction;  Dr.  Francis  H.  Green  and  Dr.  Schmucker  of 
West  Chester  State  Normal;  Supt.  L.  E.  McGinnes  of  Steeltou;  Prof. 
Thomas  I.  Mairs  of  State  College;  Prof.  J.  W.  Yoder  of  Juniata  Col- 
lege. The  latter  had  charge  of  the'  music.  Evening  entertainers, 
were  Dr.  Edward  Amherst  Ott,  Miss  Alicia  Zierden,  The  College 
Singing  Girls  and  Dr.  Green. 

The  Directors'  annual  Convention  met  in  the  Court  House  on  Jan- 
uary 12.  The  chief  speakers  for  the  day  were  Hon.  E.  B.  Teitrick, 
Deputy  State  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction  and  H.  I.  Painter,  Esq., 
of  Butler.  Five  delegates  from  among  the  directors  were  elected  to 
represent  our  county  at  the  State  Directors'  meeting  in  Harrisburg. 

The  county  directors'  association  has  done  much  to  inspire  our 
school  directors  in  school  administration  and  in  improvement  of 
school  propert}'.  Our  school  rooms  are  all  equipped  with  modern 
furniture  and  teaching  apparatus-maps,  charts,  globes,  etc. 

Four  high  schools  purchased  pianos  during  the  year,  and  ten 
schools  purchased  organs.  Through  the  P.  O.  S.  A.  many  schools 
have  been  supplied  with  large  flags.  About  500  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  libraries  in  the  county  schools. 

Clinton  county  was  well  represented  in  the  attendance  of  teachers 
at  the  special  terms  of  Summer  schools  in  State  College,  Mt.  Gretna, 
Ebensburg,  Muncy  Normal  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  employed  in  our  county  are 
graduates  of  State  Normal  schools.  Fifty  per  cent,  have  graduated 
from  high  schools,  while  many  of  those  holding  provisional  certificates 
have  attended  State  Normal  schools  for  one  or  more  terms. 

The  high  standard  of  provisional  certificates  required  by  many 
school  boards  eliminate  the  provisionals  in  a  large  measure. 

Loganton  school  board  completed  a  handsome  brick  two-storied 
school  building  during  the  school  year^  and  opened  it  for  school 
January  first.     This  building  has  everything  modern  in  it. 

Porter  school  board  built  a  neat  one-roomed  brick  building. 

During  the  year  we  made  400  visits  to  the  schools  of  our  county, 
and  attended  every  educational  meeting  in  the  county. 

There  were  78  graduates  from  our  to-^Tiship  and  borough  high 
schools.  The  majority  of  these  graduates  will  go  to  the  Normal 
this  fall. 

The  tenure  of  office  in  the  retention  of  good  teachers  is  growing 
in  our  county.  Salaries  are  advancing  and  teaching  school  is  fast 
becoming  a  profession  instead  of  a  stepping  stone  into  something 
else. 

Avis  borough  and  Bitumen  have  outgrown  school  accommodations. 
The  one  is  using  a  church  for  primary  school  and  the  other  employed 
two  teachers  for  one  room. 
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I  want  to  commend  the  teachers  of  the  county  for  their  loyalty 
and  zeal.  Their  co-operation  has  made  it  pleasant  to  execute  the 
duties  of  this  office.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  to  the  Press,  the  Pulpit  and  scliool  officials  for  help 
given  us. 


COLUMBIA  COUNTY— Wm.  W.   Evans. 


I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  schools  of  this  county  have  made 
more  progress  during  the  past  year  than  during  any  other  period  of 
my  administration.  While  we  are  always  conscious  of  our  faults, 
yet  there  seems  to  be  a  general  feeling  that  those  responsible  for 
the  education  f.f  orr  children  are  doing  their  best. 

Our  fifty-fourth  anni.jl  institute  was  held  during  the  week  be- 
ginning November  28th.  The  instructors  were,  Miss  Ada  VanStone 
Harris,  Dr.  Thomas  Bailie  ,  De;  a  Weber,  Prof.  C.  P.  Zaner,  Hon. 
Emerson  Collins,  Prof.  S.  Y.  Gillan,  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller  and  Kev.  E.  B. 
Bailey.  The  Lecture  Course  consisted  of  the  Dunbar  Company,  Frank 
Dixon,  Gov.  E.  B.  Glenn  and  Dr.  Henry  E.  Eose.  It  was  conceded  by 
all  to  be  a  very  helpful  institute.  A  banquet  was  given  to  the  teachers 
by  our  Normal  School ,  which  proved  a  very  enjoyable  occasion. 

The  first  meeting  of  our  Directors'  Association  was  held  on  Thurs- 
day, during  institute.  It  was  well  attended  and  the  sessions  were 
interesting.  The  regular  meeting  was  held  March  18th.  About  one 
hundred  twenty-five  directors  were  present,  many  of  whom  were 
accompanied  by  their  wives.  About  two  hundred  of  our  teachers  at- 
tended. Deputy  Eeed  B.  Teitrick,  Supt.  E.  M.  Eapp,  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller, 
J.  H.  Eisenhauer,  W.  C.  Hosier,  P.  G.  Shultz,  J.  C.  Brown  and  O.  J. 
Hess  were  the  speakers.  The  annual  banquet  was  held  in  the  Normal 
dining  hall.    The  entire  meeting  was  much  enjoyed. 

Our  County  Teachers'  Association  held  a  meeting  each  month 
with  an  average  attendance  of  over  a  hundred.  During  the  year  we 
were  greatly  assisted  in  these  meetings  by  Dr.  Waller,  Supt.  Chales 
Lose,  Supt.  M.  J.  Lloyd,  Prof.  C.  H.  Albert,  Prof.  W.  B.  Sutliff,  Prof. 
Thomas  I.  Mairs,  Arthur  B.  Clay  and  Supt.  W.  A.  Wilson.  At  each 
of  these  meetings  the  time  was  largely  spent  in  the  discussion  of 
school  problems  and  the  teachers  themseles  took  an  active  part. 

Good  rousing  local  institutes  were  held  in  almost  all  the  districts, 
while  the  monthly  district  meetings  were  better  attended  than  in 
former  years.  The  teachers  of  Bloomsburg  and  Berwick  deserve  spec- 
ial mention  for  the  interest  they  manifest  in  their  local  meetings. 
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A  new  organization  was  started  in  the  county  in  March,  known 
as  The  Advanced  Teachers'  Conference.  This  or<i;anization  is  de- 
signed especially  lor  llie  study  and  discussion  of  educalicuial  prob- 
lems from  the  standpoint  of  progressive  teachers  to  the  end  that 
we  may  become  the  better  acquainted  with  the  most  recent  theory 
and  practice  in  our  profession.  Four  meetings  will  be  held  annually. 
Tlie  first  and  third  of  which  shall  be  preparatory  for  the  meetings 
which  follow  them;  the  seccmd  and  fourth  meetings  shall  be  led  by 
some  recognized  authority  on  the  subject  discussed.  Prof.  Earl 
Barnes  was  the  first  leader  and  the  general  topic,  "The  Eelation 
of  the  School  to  the  Community."  This  was  pronounced  the  best 
educational  meeting  of  the  year. 

Perhaps  the  most  novel  thing  of  the  year  with  us  was  the  intro- 
duction of  Babcock  milk  testers  into  our  township  high  schools. 
All  the  schools  but  two  have  them  and  already  the  pupils  have  made 
tests  of  about  a  thousand  cows.  Several  of  our  high  school  principals 
have  induced  their  pupils  to  build  split-log  road  drags  and  hold 
themselves  responsible  for  the  care  of  a  half  mile  of  dirt  road  near 
the  school  road.  We  expect  in  the  future  to  do  much  along  the  line 
of  using  the  problems  of  the  community  as  material  for  education. 
We  find  the  people  much  interested  in  these  two  innovations. 

The  county  contest  in  spelling  was  won  b}'  Dayton  Beishline; 
Emily  Patterson  won  the  contest  in  addition.  Interest  in  our  County 
Debating  Leagues  continues  to  increase.  Lundy  Parker,  Margaret 
Welsh  and  Brooks  Parker,  pupils  of  the  Greenwood  township  high 
school,  won  the  county  championship  and  were  awarded  medals  by 
the  Morning  Press.  The  questions  debated  during  the  year  were: 
Eesolved  that  women  should  be  given  the  right  to  vote ;  Kesolved  that 
the  world  is  growing  better;  Kesolved  that  public  school  teachers 
should  be  pensioned ;  Resolved  that  the  State  should  pay  the  minimum 
salaries  of  its  public  school  teachers  for  the  minimum  term ;  Resolved 
that  the  principle  of  initiative  and  referendum  should  be  applied 
in  our  state  government. 

A  fine  two-room  high  school  building  was  erected  in  Sugarloaf; 
Pine  erected  a  very  good  one-room  building  near  Pine  Summit;  the 
building  in  Mifflinville  was  substantially  improved;  a  two-roomed 
high  school  building  was  erected  at  Jerseytow^n,  which  is  a  credit  to 
the  township ;  a  four-room  addition  was  made  to  the  North  Berwick 
building.  Our  directors  are  taking  more  pride  in  their  buildings  each 
year. 

During  the  year  we  made  three  hundred  twenty  visits  to  the  schools 
and  took  part  in  practically  all  of  the  local  institutes.  We  have  used 
the  stereopticon  for  our  evening  talks.  It  seems  to  be  a  good  means 
to  interest  the  people  in  better  buildings  and  equipment. 
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In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  persons  who  have  in  any 
way  helped  the  cause  of  education  in  this  county;  we  are  especially 
grateful  to  the  county  Press  and  the  officials  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 


CUMBERLAND  COUNTY— J.  Kelso  Green. 


Progress  is  the  keynote  in  all  lines  of  human  effort.  Man's  in- 
genuity and  restless  energy  have  wrought  changes  that  mark  a  new 
era  in  American  life.  The  changes  in  the  social,  industrial,  com- 
mercial, and  intellectual  life  of  our  people  constantly  bring  new 
adjustments  to  existing  conditions  of  the  time.  Whether  these  ad- 
justments can  be  properly  made  or  not,  depends  upon  the  public 
school  system  of  our  country.  While  progress  has  been  made  along 
all  other  linas,  it  is  the  prevailing  belief,  that  the  advancement  of 
the  schools  during  the  last  fifteen  years  has  far  exceeded  that  of  any 
corresponding  period,  and  as  a  result,  have  been  keeping  pace  with 
the  demands  made  upon  them.  We  believe  that  this  is  true  in  a 
measure,  at  least,  of  the  schools  of  our  county:  but  much  in  the  line 
of  improvement  remains  to  be  done. 

An  agricultural  community  moves  slowly  but  effectively  in  the 
right  path.  The  active  and  thoughtful  interest  of  our  people  is  work- 
ing toward  the  best  that  will  prepare  the  young  people  for  success- 
ful living  in  whatever  field  their  opportunities  and  adaptation  may 
lead  them.  Whether  the  School  Code  will  aid  in  the  adjustment  of 
our  school  system  and  thus  improve  the  schools  of  Cumberland  county 
is  a  question  to  be  answered  in  the  future.  It  is  hoped  that  the  re- 
sults it  will  accomplish  will  far  exceed  our  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. We  begin  the  year's  work  feeling  that  all  our  educational 
problems  were  not  solved  by  legislation;  that  there  is  much  to  be 
done;  and  that  we  will  be  obliged  to  contend  with  the  school  ques- 
tions that  must  be  solved  by  the  individual  teacher  or  the  individual 
district. 

During  the  year,  our  school-forces  have  worked  together  in  harmony 
and  have  done  much  for  the  young  people  of  our  schools.  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  satisfactory  conditions  have  prevailed  and  sat- 
isfactory results  have  been  obtained. 

The  usual  series  of  educational  meetings  was  held  according  to 
our  plan  of  previous  years.  Our  annual  picnic  of  teachers,  directors, 
and  patrons  was  held  in  Mt.  Holly  Springs  Park,  where  addresses 
were  made  by  Supt.  J.  C.  Wagner,  Profs.  J.  E.  Carothers,  S.  C. 
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Beitzel,  M.  M.  Metzgar,  and  Dr.  S.  A.  Martin,  Principal  of  the  C.  V. 
S.  N.  S.  The  social  spirit  of  the  occasion  contributes  much  toward 
developing  a  co-operative  feeling  among  all  factors  connected  with 
school  work. 

Local  institutes  and  sub-local  institutes  were  held  with  the  usuail 
interest  and  helpfulness.  The  interest  of  the  patrons  has  been  in- 
creased; professional  study  and  thoughtful  discussion  have  been 
encouraged  among  the  teachers. 

The  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  a  great  success.  Drs.  N.  C. 
Schaeffer,  W.  W.  Black,  Supt.  James  M.  Coughlin,  and  Prof.  R.  B. 
Teitrick  were  the  instructors.  Addresses  were  made  by  Hon.  Filmore 
Maust,  Prof.  A.  L.  Brubaker,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Hunsberger.  Prof.  J.  W. 
Yoder  directed  the  music.  The  evening  numbers  were  Col.  Geo.  W. 
Bain,  Alton  Packard,  The  Wilbur  Starr  Quartette  Company,  and 
The  College  Singing  Girls  with  Walter  Eccles,  Humorist. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was  held 
in  Shippensburg,  February  IGth,  1911.  Question  having  to  do  with 
the  administration  of  schools  were  ably  discussed  by  the  members  of 
the  Association.  Supt.  E.  M.  Rapp  delivered  several  very  helpful 
addresses,  which  have  stimulated  an  interest  in  the  rural  schools. 
The  directors  were  entertained  at  the  Normal  School,  where  a  very 
elaborate  dinner  was  served  to  the  directors  and  their  friends.  A 
deserved  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Dr.  S.  A.  Martin,  the 
Principal,  for  his  hospitality.  The  attendance  of  directors  exceeded 
that  of  any  previous  year. 

Our  twelve  High  Schools  graduated  a  large  number  of  young  men 
and  w^omen.  Forty-two  pupils  received  Common  School  Diplomas. 
Most  all  these  pupils  will  enter  High  Schools  next  term, 

Lemoyne  borough  built  a  four-room  addition  to  its  High  School 
building:  this  provides  facilities  to  relieve  over-crowding,  by  the 
establishment   of   additional   schools. 

In  viewing  the  work  of  the  year  in  a  general  way,  I  am  permitted 
tc  state  that  the  patrons  have  been  interested  and  have  worked  in 
harmony  with  the  teachers.  The  school  attendance  has  been  excellent. 
Almost  one  thousand  pupils  were  perfect  in  attendance  during  the 
entire  term  and  received  certificates.  The  directors  have  aimed 
to  do  the  liest  for  the  schools  that  circumstances  would  permit.  The 
teachers  have  been  loyal  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  I  am  sure  everything  forecasts  well  for  the  future  and  we 
hope  for  greater  improvement  to  follow  the  work  that  has  been 
done.

During  the  school  year  just  closed  we  are  glad  to  say  that  there 
has  been  progress  made  along  many  lines  and  if  we  are  allowed  to 
pass  judgment  b}-  what  we  hear  from  many  localities  as  to  their 
future  intentions  we  will  have  many  good  changes  along  educational 
lines  in  the  near  future.  There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Nation  when  every  body  in  a  general  wa}-  was  so  much  interested 
in  the  proper  culture  of  the  young  mind  toward  practical  education. 

We  have  in  this  county  ten  (10)  borough  and  five  (5)  township 
high  schools.  One  borough  high  school  and  one  township  high 
school  was  added  to  the  list  this  year.  In  speaking  about  the  high 
schools  of  our  county,  fifteen  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  in  the  eyes 
of  many  to  give  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  entire  county  convenient 
access  to  a  high  school  to  procure  an  education  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  boys'  and  girls'  future  success.  And  with  all  this 
supposed  convenience  there  are  six  localities  from  which  pupils  have 
a  distance  of  six  (6)  to  nine  (9)  miles  to  attend  these  high  schools 
which  we  now  have  classified.  We  should  have  twelve  additional 
high  schools  to  be  thoroughly  equipped  and  we  will  get  them  as 
soon  as  public  opinion  is  favorable.  All  our  high  schools  have  a 
common  weakness — their  graduates  do  not  have  a  fair  knowledge 
of  the  common  branches  and  are  unable  to  use  the  knowledge  ac- 
quired in  a  practical  way.  More  attention  must  be  given  to  review- 
ing common  branches  during  the  last  year  of  the  high  school  course. 
It  is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  pupils  entering  high  school  at 
high  school  age  have  the  necessary  maturity  of  mind  to  have  mastered 
common  branches;  and  unless  thorough  and  systematic  reviews  are 
given,  we  must  expect  deficiency.  Most  of  our  high  schools  are  well 
equipped  with  high  school  apparatus,  but  a  few  districts  seem  to 
be  moving  along  slowly.  May  we  pass  judgment  on  the  grade  of 
carpenter  by  his  tools  and  the  condition  of  them,  or  may  we  judge 
a  minister  by  his  librarj^?  If  so,  why  not  get  busy  and  purchase 
the  necessary  appliances  not  only  for  high  schools  but  for  all  schools. 

In  the  majority  of  the  districts  of  the  county  the  Compulsory 
Educational  Act  is  properly  enforced,  but  in  a  few  districts  it  is  a 
complete  farce.  One  would  suppose  that  this  neglect  would  occur 
only  in  districts  w^here  the  educational  standard  is  par  or  below, 
but  this  is  not  so  in  a  few  cases.  The  only  remedy  that  I  can  see 
for  the  welfare  of  the  child  is  to  enforce  the  law  in  districts  in  which 
the  people  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  such  negligent  school  of- 
ficials. 
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Tlio  evil  of  overcrowdiiij;  priraaiy  schools  still  exists  in  some  of 
.'irr  «fliool  <listriets.  The  eiior  made  by  directors  is  based  upcm  an 
(,ld  fallacy  that  the  smaller  the  child  the  greater  number  a  teacher 
can  instruct.  We  have  a  few  primary  teachers  who  are  expected  to 
teach  from  fifty  (50)  to  seventy  (70)  pupils  which  really  means  that 
one  teacher  is  expected  to  teach  two  and  three  schools.  In  any  pri- 
mary schools  containing  more  than  about  thirty  pupils  the  children 
lack  that  close  and  careful  individual  attention  that  jtupils  should 
be  given  and  eventually  fail  behind  the  class,  become  discouraged,  and 
acquire  Uabits  of  idleness  that  cling  to  them  during  life.  In  these 
districts  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  children  in  the  third  grade  that 
are  ten  or  eleven  years  old.  This  is  not  a  result  of  poor  teaching 
but  it  is  the  result  of  giving  the  teacher  more  pupils  than  she  can 
properly  instruct.  So  long  as  such  Jarge  numbers  are  permitf'd 
in  the  lower  grades,  instruction  must  be  insufficient  and  many  of  the 
children  must  sustain  injury  that  can  never  be  repaired.  I  can 
not  understand  why  the  taxpayers  who  are  the  parents  of  young 
children  allow  them  to  be  so  defrauded  in  their  early  years  without 
protesting. 

The  annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, Harrisburg,  during  the  week  beginning  October  31,  1910. 
Our  instructors  were  Dr.  Ellwood  C.  Perisho,  Dean  of  University  of 
South  Dakota  and  State  Geologist,  Vermillion,  S.  D.,  Prof.  F.  B. 
Pearson,  Managing  I^ditor  of  the  Ohio  Educational  Monthly,  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  Miss  Cora  Mel  Patten,  Principal  of  the  Marden  School 
of  Music  and  Elocution,  Chicago,  111.,  Prof.  W.  M.  Harclerode,  Super- 
visor of  Music,  Steelton,  Pa.  The  instructors  gave  the  teachers  a 
very  profitable  week  of  inspiration.  I  found  the  teachers  during 
my  visitations  putting  into  practice  many  of  the  suggestions  given 
at  institute. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  each  of  the  nine  districts  and  most 
of  them  proved  a  great  success.  The  attendance  at  many  of  these 
meetings  was  large,  this  showed  a  good  educational  sentiment.  Poor 
attendance  at  these  meetings  is  sometimes  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
place  and  time  of  holding  them  have  not  been  properly  advertised. 

The  Directors'  Association  held  two  meetings— one  during  week 
of  institute  with  the  largest  attendance  in  the  history  of  the  organi- 
zation and  the  second  or  Mid-Winter  meeting  at  Millersburg  during 
the  latter  part  of  February.  These  meetings  were  well  attended 
and  have  done  and  are  doing  our  schools  a  great  amount  of  good 
especially  so  in  the  districts  which  are  properly  represented  at 
these  meetings. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  press  of  the  county  for  their  interest  and 
assistance  in  creating  the  proper  interest  in  our  schools. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
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tion  for  their  courteous  treatment,  the  patrons,  pupils,  teachers,  di- 
rectors, and  all  who  assisted  in  any  way  to  make  our  educational 
conditions  better. 


DELAWARE  COUNTY— A.  G.  C.  Smith. 


The  schools  for  the  past  year  have  done  quite  satisfactory  work 
and  teachers  and  directors  have  taken  a  commendable  interest  in  their 
progress.  Greatei*  numbers  of  our  young  people  are  graduating 
from  our  high  schools  many  of  Avhom  come  from  the  rural  sections, 
and  continue  their  education  in  Normal  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  school  board  of  Colwyn  added  manual  training^  vocal  music 
and  sewing  to  the  course  of  study.  In  Glenolden^  vocal  music  was 
added  and  in  Yeadon,  drawing  was  taught  by  a  special  teacher,  for 
the  first  time.  In  Upper  Darby,  three  additional  teachers  were  em- 
ployed, in  Haverford  township  one  and  in  Swarthmore,  one.  The 
school  boards  of  Landsdowne  and  ]Media  each  employed  an  additional 
teacher  for  their  high  schools.  These  additions  were  made  necessary 
by  increased  attendance.  The  school  directors  of  Eddystone  are 
building  an  addition  to  their  school  building.  In  Tinicum,  the 
board  is  erecting  a  new  building  to  better  accommodate  their  school 
population.  The  directors  of  Ridley  township  rebuilt  the  Kedron 
school  making  it  a  neat  two  room  building  and  employed  an  addi- 
tional teacher.  The  directors  of  Swarthmore  are  building  a  modern 
school  biulding  to  better  accommodate  the  children.  For  the  last 
few  years  they  have  been  obliged  to  have  two  of  their  schools  in 
rented  rooms. 

The  directors  of  Norwoood  and  Upland  deciding  that  it  would  be 
best  for  the  education  of  the  children  committed  to  their  care,  abol- 
ished their  two  years'  high  school  courses  and  sent  the  children  pre- 
pared for  high  school  work  to  the  most  convenient  high  schools. 

In  Springfield  township,  the  school  directors  closed  the  Eastern 
and  Western  schools  and  brought  the  children  to  a  central  school 
where  they  employed  two  teachers.  This  plan  worked  well  and  gave 
the  children  a  much  better  chance  for  advancement.  The  district 
now  has  two  schools  buildings  in  use  in  place  of  four  and  the  pupils 
are  doing  better  work  with  four  teachers  than  they  previously  did 
with  five. 

The  teachers'  institute  proved  helpful  to  the  teachers,  all  of  the 
instructors  being  those  who  were  actively  engaged  in  school-room 
work  in  New  Jersey,  New  Y'^ork  and  Pennsylvania.    Previous  to  the 
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meeting  <»1'  llu'  in.stitulc,  ilic  Denial  Society  (»f  Chester  and  Delaware 
counties  asked  llii-()>i<i,h  its  comiiiiltee  on  Oral  ifyj^'lene,  the  privilege 
of  having  a  speaker  a[)]»ear  upon  the  institute  program.  Permission 
was  granted  and  the  committee  engaged  Dr.  P.  B.  McCollough,  of 
Philadelphia,  who  spoke  on  "The  Influence  of  Dental  Disea.ses  on 
the  General  Health."  As  a  result  of  this  address^  Mr.  J.  Howard 
Johnson,  principal  of  the  Wallingford  high  school  in  Nether  Provi- 
dence township,  with  the  consent  of  the  school  directors  who 
efficiently  seconded  his  efforts,  arranged  to  have  examinations  made 
and  instruction  given  the  children  in  his  care.  These  talks  were 
given  during  January  by  dentists  who  volunteered  their  services,  chief 
among  whom  was  Dr.  S.  I>.  Luckie,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Oral  Hygiene  for  Delaware  county.  During  February,  free  dental 
clinics  were  started  for  children  of  parents  unable  to  pay  for  pro- 
fessional serices.  Two  chairs  and  an  engine  were  loaned  by  dentists 
interested.  Three  hundred  pupils  were  examined  and  two  hundred 
ninety-six  were  found  to  need  attention.  Of  course  those  able  to 
pay  for  professional  service  were  recommended  to  consult  their 
dentist,  a  notice  to  that  effect  being  sent  to  the  parent.  Forty-eight 
applied  for  free  service  and  thirty-one  of  these  received  treatment. 
The  committee  also  urge  the  necessity  for  instruction  in  the  care  of 
the  teeth  in  order  to  preserve  them  and  better  preserve  the  health 
of  the  body.  The  committee  of  the  Dental  Society  has  certainly 
started  a  good  work  which  must  lead  to  even  greater  results.  Many 
a  child  will,  in  after  life,  be  thankful  that  such  a  movement  w^as 
started  in  the  rural  sections. 


ELK  COUNTY— J.  W.  Sweeney. 


All  things  considered  the  past  school  year  has  been  one  of  unusual 
interest  and  success  in  Elk  county.  There  was  the  most  united  ac- 
tion, the  greatest  harmony,  little  sickness  and  an  educational  interest 
in  the  part  of  teachers,  school  officers  and  patrons  which  could  not 
but  bring  most  satisfactory  results. 

Many  agencies  contributed  to  this  most  pleasing  condition  among 
them,  the  advanced  ideas  and  enthusiasm  gained  by  the  teachers  by 
attending  summer  school  in  preparation  for  the  year's  work,  teachers' 
local  institutes,  teachers'  meetings  and  reading  circles,  a  rousing 
county  institute,  live  school  boards,  active  supervisory  officers,  a  live, 
interested  and  helpful  press  and  last  but  by  no  means  least  a  great 
County  Summer  Normal  School, 
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TEACHEKS: — The  teaching  force  was  especially  strong,  most  of 
our  best  teachers  and  supervisory  ofiQcers  have  continued  in  the 
schools  for  a  number  of  years,  held  in  their  positions  by  generous 
salaries  and  a  co-operating  spirit.  During  the  past  summer,  three- 
fourths  of  the  teaching  force  attended  Summer  Schools  for  teachers 
at  some  Assembly,  Summer  Normal  Classes,  Colleges  or  Universities 
and  in  this  way  greatly  increased  in  efficiency  and  enthusiasm. 

School  Boards,  in  many  cases,  have  encouraged  teachers  to  attend 
school  in  the  summer  by  a  small  advance  in  salary,  on  condition 
of  attendance  and  pursuing  approved  courses  of  education.  Other 
boards  have  given  preference  to  teachers  who  attend  such  schools  and 
also  increase  their  salaries.  We  commend  such  a  course  for  as  the 
teachers,  in  a  chief  measure,  so  will  be  the  schools.  The  one  who 
directs  the  education  and  character  of  the  coming  generation  of  men 
and  women  is  of  the  first  importance  to  the  people  and  of  the  state 
and  nation— more  valued  than  they  who  erect  our  private  and  public 
buildings,  supply  us  with  food  and  clothing,  appeal  to  our  desire  for 
entertainment  or  even  comfort  us  in  our  sickness — and  they  should 
be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  value  of  the  service  rendered. 

There  are  those  of  course  who  think  that  any  kind  of  a  teacher 
will  do,  that  it  is  no  great  loss  to  keep  children  out  of  school  or 
not  to  make  a  good  course  possible  for  them  but  they  should  con- 
sider that  a  few  years  of  neglected  child  life  means  a  half  century 
of  misery,  want  or  ignorance  if  not  all,  for  man-hood  and  woman- 
hood. We  are  happy  to  realize  that  so  many  of  our  patrons  look 
aright  at  this  greatest  of  questions. 

OPPOETUNITY: — The  opportunities  open  to  teachers  and  students 
in  all  walks  of  life  were  never  equal  to  what  they  are  to-day.  Many 
of  the  best  colleges  in  the  land  enrich  their  teaching  body  by  adding 
the  greatest  teachers  of  other  colleges  and  Universities  during  sum- 
mer sessions  and  this  offers  a  superior  college  course  to  all  desirous 
of  advancing  themselves.  These  summer  sessions  being  a  part  of  the 
college  year  it  gives  to  all  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  complete 
college  equipment  during  a  few  summers  and  thus  prepare  for  life 
as  the  strongest  of  college  graduates. 

There  will  of  course  always  be  those  who  do  not  or  will  not  ad- 
vance, sooner  or  later  they  find  places  in  other  callings  where  accurate 
thought  and  knowledge  are  not  so  much  needed. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS: — Our  patrons  have  practically  all  reached  a 
position  where  a  high  school  education  is  no  longer  considered  a 
luxury  but  rather  a  necessity.  Every  child  in  Elk  county  is  now 
offered  an  opportunity  to  attend  a  good  township  high  school  or  a 
first  class  borough  high  school  and  increased  numbers  are  availing 
themselves  each  year  of  the  advantages  offered,  and  they  are  demand- 
ing a  higher  standard  of  teachers  and  surroundings. 
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ATTENDANCE: — The  aUciuliiiicc  dui-iii}^  (lie  year  has  been  good 
owing  to  an  entiiusiaslic  (Mlucational  .spirl.  School  boards  as  a  rub* 
have  enforced  the  attendance  laws.  This  is  especially  true  in  our 
borough  of  Jolinsonburg,  llidgway  and  St.  Marys,  where  the  atten- 
dance t)lticer  visits  the  houses  of  absentees  at  every  occasion  of  their 
delinciuency. 

SUl'EKVISION: — There  is  no  one  egency  that  lias  done  so  much 
for  the  general  uplift  or  that  is  more  needed  in  some  places,  as  is 
closer  and  more  expert  supervision.  Elk  county  has,  for  some  years, 
stood  high  in  this  particular,  and  our  school  work  is  strong  because 
of  this  feature.  Our  three  boroughs  have  as  close  and  as  efficient 
a  sui)ervision  as  is  found  in  many  of  the  cities  of  the  state.  Special 
supervisors  of  drawing,  music,  commercial  courses  and  at  liidgway 
an  expert  in  charge  of  the  industrial  department,  are  employed. 

With  this  proficient  supervision  the  schools  are  kept  to  the  high- 
est standard  and  the  work  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  out- 
side teachers,  it  provides  a  measure  for  comparison  and  an  incentive 
for  advancement.  Several  of  the  townships  also  have  effective  super- 
vision, and  the  results  produced  show  the  wisdom  of  the  directors 
who  provide  it. 

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC: — Drawing  and  music  are  now  quite 
generally  taught,  not  alone  in  the  boroughs  where  expert  supervisors 
have  the  work  in  charge,  but  also  throughout  the  county  with  vary- 
ing success.  We  trust  that  with  closer  supervision  these  arts  will 
receive  more  attention. 

AGRICULTUEE:— The  elements  of  agriculture  is  being  taught 
with  success  in  all  our  township  high  schools  and  in  many  of  our 
three,  two  and  single  room  rural  schools,  and  it  is  a  most  attractive 
subject  to  the  rural  children  and  their  parents. 

TEANSPOETATION:— It  is  becoming  evident  to  most  of  our 
township  people,  that  where  small  country  schools  can  be  closed  and 
the  children  transported  to  graded  schools,  it  is  a  matter  of  economy 
as  well  as  a  source  of  advancement.  Ten  such  schools  were  closed 
in  our  county  last  year  and  others  will  follow  in  the  years  to  come. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GEOUNDS:— Great  improvement  has  been 
made  in  buildings  and  grounds  during  the  year  in  the  way  of  pro- 
viding more  space,  more  decoration,  better  heating  and  ventilation 
and  purer  water  as  well  as  in  the  general  improvement  of  the  grounds. 
New  modern  heating  and  ventilating  furnaces  were  placed  in  many 
single  room  schools.  The  high  school  building  of  Jay  township  was 
doubled  in  size,  a  modern  two  room  brick  building  was  erected  in  a 
farming  section  of  Jones  township  and  an  imposing  brick  and  stone 
building  with  all  modern  equifniient  was  erected  in  the  lOast  Side  of 
St.  Marys  borough  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

EDUCATIONAL  MEETINGS:— The  annual  county  teachers'  insti- 
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tute  wa.s  lield  al  liidgway  and  wa.s  oue  of  the  best  wc*  have  held  both 
in  point  of  attendance  and  in  value  of  the  instruction  given.  The 
instructors  were  Dr.  Elmer  li.  Bryan  of  Colgate  University,  Prof. 
Chailes  Albert  of  Bloomsburg  Normal  School,  Prof.  C.  D.  Koch, 
State  High  School  Inspector  and  Prof.  F.  A.  Wheeler  of  Mercer, 
Pa.     The  evening  entertainments  were  excellent  and  well  attended. 

The  County  Association  of  School  Directors  was  held  in  February 
when  State  Superintendent  N.  C.  Schaeffer  gave  several  addresses 
and  answered  many  questions  that  came  up  for  discussion  in  the 
program. 

The  local  teachers'  institute  continues  to  be  popular  with  our 
teachers.  Twenty-one  such  meetings  were  held  in  the  several  town- 
ships of  the  county  during  the  year  either  for  a  day  or  an  evening 
and  day,  and  much  helpful  work  was  presented  by  teachers,  borough 
and  township  superintendents  and  by  the  county  superintendent 
who  was  present  at  all  meetings.  Teachers'  meetings  and  reading 
circles  have  also  been  held  once  or  twice  each  mouth  in  the  boroughs 
and  larger  townships,  and  great  good  came  from  them. 

BEADING  COURSE. — During  the  year  a  teachers'  reading  course 
was  pursued  with  great  interest  by  the  teachers  and  the  general  public 
took  great  interest  in  such  meetings  as  well  as  in  all  educational 
meetings  held. 

GENERAL  MEETINGS: — General  literary  and  patriotic  exercises 
vrere  held  in  all  parts  of  the  county  and  were  well  attended  as  were 
also  the  graduating  exercises  at  the  many  high  schools  and  grammar 
schools. 

CONCLUSION: — In  conclusion,  the  superintendent  feels  grateful 
to  the  directors  of  the  county  for  unanimously  re-electing  him  with 
an  increased  salary  for  a  sixth  teim,  to  the  superintendents  of  the 
boroughs  and  townships  and  teachers  for  their  ready  and  generous 
support  and  co-operation,  to  the  entire  public  for  their  continued 
confidence,  to  a  progressive  and  enlightened  press  for  their  support 
and  their  contribution  to  educati(m,  and  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  for  encouragement,  assistance  and  support. 


ERIE  COUNTY— I.  H.  Russell. 


I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  transmit  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  schools  of 
Erie  c(mnty. 

As  I  review  the  work  of  rr>y  fiist  term  I  see  a  decided  improvement 
in  the  material  equipment  of  the  schools  under  my  supervision,  and 
I  trust  that  the  intellectual  ]>rogress  has  been  fully  up  to  the  standard, 
and  that  the  schools  of  Erie  county  are  no  discredit  to  the  rest  of 
the  state. 
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During  the  \r,\si  three  years  |10U,()U()  have  been  expended  in  thi.s 
county  tor  new  buildings  and  tiie  purchase  of  real  estate  for  school 
l>urposes.  There  has  also  been  a  great,  improvement  in  many  <.!" 
the  old  school  houses  by  way  of  paint,  wall  decorations,  and  other 
much  needed  but  long  neglected  general  repairs.  The  people  who  for 
the  most  part  have  good  homes  are  coming  to  feel  that  the  school 
buildings  which  house  their  children  for  more  than  half  the  year 
are  really  a  part  of  their  own  homes,  and  should  be  not  only  com- 
fortable but  even  attractive  and  homelike. 

The  people  aie  also  coming  to  realize  that  the  school  taxes  which 
they  pay  should  command  skilled  teachers  and  that  their  children 
are  entitled  to  the  best  that  their  money  will  hire.  During  the  past 
year  45  per  cent,  of  all  the  teachers  employed  have  either  been  col- 
lege or  normal  school  graduates;  31  per  cent,  have  either  held  pro- 
fessional certiiicates  or  permanent  certificates  earned  upon  examina- 
tion. Only  OS  teachers  were  employed  who  had  not  had  previous  ex- 
perience and  of  this  number  21  were  normal  school  graduates,  6 
college  graduates  and  23  had  attended  a  normal  school.  There  is 
practically  no  call  for  inexperienced  teachers  who  have  not  had  pro- 
fessional training. 

Invariably  I  find  the  poorly  prepared  teacher,  holding  down  a 
poor  school  for  poor  pay  while  the  best  prepared  are  continually 
moving  up  to  more  desirable  and  better  paid  positions.  If  the  teach- 
ers could  see  the  situation  as  I  see  it  there  would  be  no  poorly  pre- 
pared teachers:  If  directors  could  see  it  as  I  do  there  would  be  no 
poor  schools. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  366  official  visits  to  the  schools,  I 
have  found  8,157  children  registered  of  which  89  per  cent,  were 
present  upon  the  days  of  my  visits.  This  record  of  attendance  I 
deem  commendable  since  the  greater  part  of  my  visits  are  made  in 
mid-winter  when  the  roads  and  weather  are  most  unfavorable. 

"The  Course  of  Study  for  Elementary  Schools"  put  out  by  the 
Department  last  year  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  younger  teachers, 
and  has  been  the  means  of  unifying  the  work  of  tlie  rural  schools 
throughout  the  county.  It  will  be  the  means  ultimately  of  strength- 
ening the  work  of  our  high  schools  as  the  eighth  grade  pupil  will 
come  up  to  the  high  school  better  prepared  for  the  work. 

While  we  welcome  the  ''New  school  code,"  we  regret  that  two  of 
its  most  promising  provisions  for  this  county  were  defeated.  I  refer 
to  the  eight  months'  minimum  school  term  and  the  assistants  for  the 
County  Superintendent.  However,  the  people  of  Erie  county  are  pro- 
gressive, and  they  are  coming  to  see  that  an  eight  month  school  term 
is  none  too  long  and  that  the  increased  expense  will  be  nominal. 
Each  year  a  few  more  districts  are  falling  into  the  eight  month  line, 
and  I  predict  that  three  years  hence  the  whole  county  will  have 
adopted  an  eight  months'  term,  in  spite  of  the  defeated  legislation 
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As  for  an  assistant  to  the  County  Superintendent,  the  people  must 
know  that  one  man  who  has  charge  of  350  schools,  scattered  over  an 
area  750  square  miles  of  territory,  besides  spending  a  week  at  the 
County  Institute,  a  week  at  the  State  Association,  a  week  upon  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners  at  some  Normal  School,  holding  thirteen 
Teachers'  Examinations  in  as  many  different  towns,  and  grading 
some  3,000  papers  in  addition  to  reviewing  several  hundreds  of 
eighth  grade  examination  papers  and  issuing  the  certificates,  devot- 
ing many  days  and  nights  to  the  detail  work  of  the  office  cannot 
really  be  called  a  Superintendent  of  schools — he  might  more  properl\ 
be  styled  a  school  clerk. 

By  way  of  supervision  I  have  only  found  it  possible  to  visit  each 
school  in  the  county  once  a  year  and  my  visits  can  only  average  35 
or  40  minutes  except  upon  emergent  occasions.  It  must  be  apparent 
that  any  other  business  involving  an  investment  of  |495,000  and  an 
annual  expenditure  of  $254,000  with  348  employes  must  go  to  the 
wall  with  the  same  limited  supervision  as  the  county  schools  receive. 
The  city  schools  fare  far  better  and  the  only  reason  that  the  cftuntT^ 
schools  can  exist  without  supervision  is  due  to  the  careful  and  im- 
paitial  licensing  of  teachers;  we  aim  to  grant  no  certificates  except 
to  candidates  who  give  reasonable  assurance  of  a  fltnesr^  io  teach. 

In  consideration  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  imposed  npon  this 
office,  I  must  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  strive  "To  do  my  best  and 
leave  the  rest,"  trusting  that  in  some  good  time  the  Superintendent 
of  Erie  county  may  have  an  assistant,  and  that  the  schools  then 
may  be  supervised  indeed,  not  simply  in  name. 

In  conclusion  I  am  under  obligations  to  the  two  hundred  sixteen 
directors  of  my  district  not  only  for  a  unanimous  re-election,  and 
a  small  increase  in  salary  but  for  the  most  loyal  support  during 
my  past  term ;  I  am  under  obligations  to  the  press  of  the  county  for 
many  gratuitous  notices  and  announcements  and  repeated  cour- 
tesies, and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  for  all  past  favors  and  to  pledge  a  more 
efficient  administration  of  this  my  second  term  of  service  than  I 
was  able  to  render  in  my  first  term. 


FAYETTE  COUNTY— C.  G.  Lewellyn. 


Institute, 

The  fifty-seventh  annual  session  of  the  Fayette  County  Teachers' 
Institute  was  held  in  the  Grand  Opera  House,  in  TJniontown,  Decem- 
ber 19th  to  23d,  1910.  Seven  hundred  twenty-seven  teachers  were 
present. 
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The  (lay  iiislnulois  wore:  Dr.  .Njitliaii  C.  Schaetfer,  JJarrisburg, 
Pa.;  Dr.  \V.  \\.  Ferris,  Big  Kapidfs,  Mich.;  Dr.  F.  11.  Gieen,  West 
Chester,  Pa.;  Dr.  lleury  Patteuj^ili,  Lausinj>,  Mich.;  ProL  Jerry 
March,  Phihulel];hia.  'ihe  sessions  were  well  attended  aud  the  inter- 
est was  the  giealest  in  the  history  of  the  county. 

Directors'  Session. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was  held 
on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  during  the  week  of  the  institute.  This 
was  the  most  successful  ever  held  by  the  association.  Dr.  Schaetfer 
was  able  to  spend  a  whole  day  with  the  directors.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  his  services  were  appreciated  by  the  members.  One  of  the 
annual  features  of  this  gathering  is  the  half  day  spent  with  the  teach- 
eis  in  the  institute.  The  attendance  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  county.  The  following  men  were  chosen  delegates  to  the 
State  Association:  Mr.  liiddle  llornbeck  of  Dunbar  township;  Mr. 
Charles  Carroll  of  Luzerne  township ;  Mr.  William  Coleman  of  Spring- 
hill  township;  Mr.  David  E.  Bane  of  North  Union  township;  Mr. 
Francis  Morrison  of  Ohiopyle ;  Mr.  T.  P.  Jones  of  Uniontown. 

Local  Institutes. 

As  usual,  local  institutes  were  held  all  over  the  count3\  These 
meetings  were  well  attended.  I'ractical  methods' of  teaching  as  well 
as  other  features  of  school  work  were  discussed. 

Examinations. 

During  the  year  fifteen  examinations  were  held.  There  were 
G8o  applicants,  573  of  whom  received  certificates. 

County  diplomas  were  issued  to  seventy-nine  pupils  who  completed 
the  county  course  of  study.  High  school  certificates  were  given  to 
one  hundred  forty-three  pupils. 

Teachers. 

Kinetj'  teachers  are  graduates  of  Normal  Schools,  one  hundred 
forty-eight  hold  peimanent  certificates,  fifty-two  hold  professional 
certificates,  and  four  hundred  hold  provisional  certificates.  Twenty- 
four  are  graduates  of  colleges. 

High  Schools. 

The  eleven  high  schools  of  the  county  did  substantial  work.  Each 
school  sent  out  a  graduating  class  with  appropriate  exercises. 

Improvements. 

North  Union  township  has  let  the  contract  for  a  fire  proof  high 
school  building  consisting  of  eight  rooms. 
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Luzerne  township  built  three  new  buildings. 

German  township  built  one  building. 

Perry  township  let  the  contract  for  a  ten  room  brick  building 
which  will  be  ready  for  the  coming  term. 

George  toTSTiship  built  three  new  school  houses  during  the  year  and 
re-painted  and  decorated  all  the  old  ones.  New  heating  stoves  were 
placed  in  every  school  room  of  the  district. 

Fayette  City  lost  one  good  frame  building  by  fiie  and  replaced 
it  with  a  brick  building  now  ready  for  occupancy. 

Washington  township  will  build  some  new  rooms  for  the  coming 
term. 

Many  other  school  rooms  were  decorated  and  re-furnished.  School 
grounds  were  improved  in  a  great  many  of  the  districts. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  North  Union  township,  Fayette 
county,  Pa.,  High  School,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report. 
Height  two  stories;  number  of  rooms  eight;  auditorium  seats  three 
hundred;  building  is  fire-proof;  grounds  .one  and  one-tenth  acres; 
cost  of  building  §4.5,000. 

Again,  my  sincere  thanks  are  due  the  Department  for  many  valu- 
able suggestions,  to  the  directors,  teachers  and  citizens  for  their  sup- 
port, and  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  the  interest  shown  in  our  work. 


FOREST  COUNTY— D.  W.  Morrison. 


In  presenting  this  my  last  report  of  the  schools  of  Forest  county, 
and  the  close  of  six  years  in  the  superintendency,  it  aifords  me  pleas- 
ure to  say  that  the  school  work  of  the  county  has  moved  forward  dur- 
ing these  years,  and  that  the  progressive  spirit  that  has  be^n  notice- 
able throughout  the  county  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  school  work 
presents  a  situation  at  this  time  most  gratifying  for  the  future. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  progressive  and  enthusiastic  spirit  of 
the  teachers,  who  have  during  those  years  made  great  strides  'in  their 
educational  equipment.  Summer  schools  have  been  well  attended, 
and  most  of  the  teachers  are  earnest,  faithful,  and  very  successful  in 
the  school  room. 

Dinsmore's  Teaching  a  Country  School,  and  Barrett's  Practical 
Pedagogy  were  studied  by  about  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  teachers, 
and  a  good  number  are  in  addition  thereto  students  of  educational 
magazines. 

Three  very  successful  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  year 
with  an  excellent  attendance  and  spirited,  timely,  discussions  on  edu- 
cational requirements. 


P 
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Ninety-four  schools  wxive  in  operation  during  the  year.  Fifty-three 
of  these  were  ungraded  schools.  Of  the  teaching  forco  only  twelve 
lacked  former  experience,  while  sixty-three  held  certificates  of  a 
higher  grade  than  provisional. 

A  conspicuous  evidence  of  growth  and  progress  has  been  noted  in 
many  schools  in  (he  effort  and  improvement  made  in  writing,  draw- 
ing, and  vocal  music. 

Improvements  in  buildings  and  grounds  have  kept  pace  with  prog- 
ress along  the  mental  side.  Belter  and  more  sanitary  buildings  are 
steadily  taking  the  place  of  the  old,  cold,  and  inconvenient  houses. 
New  furniture  and  modern  heating  apparatus  have  almost  entirely 
displaced  the  crude  etiuipment  of  former  days. 

During  the  six  years  just  past,  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
attendance,  until  the  present  when  practically  all  children  of  school 
age  have  submitted  to  the  ordeal  of  the  ^Vaccination  Age  and  are  now 
in  school: 

Very  efficient  work  is  being  done  in  the  high  schools.  Marked  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  English  work  with  gratifying  results.  In 
all  thirty-four  students  have  completed  the  work  in  the  various  high 
schools.  Four  commencement  exercises  were  held  and  in  each  of 
them  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves  with  great  credit. 

The  annual  teachers'  institute  was  a  most  excellent  meeting.  The 
attendance  was  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  county,  and  the  instruc- 
tion and  interest  were  never  excelled.  State  Superintendent,  Nathan 
C.  Schaeflfer  of  Pennsylvania ;  State  Superintendent,  Morris  P.  Shaw- 
key  of  West  Virginia ;  County  Superintendent,  J.  W.  Sweeney  of  Elk ; 
and  Principal  J.  George  Becht  of  Clarion  proved  themselves  conclu- 
sively the  strongest  quartette  of  educators  that  ever  graced  an  insti- 
tute platform  in  this  county. 

The  Directors'  Association  held  it  annual  meeting  at  the  time  of 
tlie  institute,  and  it  will  go  down  in  history  as  the  poorest  in  attend- 
ance in  the  annals  of  Forest  county.  Too  many  of  our  directors  look 
exclusively  on  the  monetary  value  of  their  time  ,  preferring  to  earn 
three  dollars  at  home  rather  than  two  dollars  in  community  good, 
and  the  interests  of  their  constituency. 

Tavo  hundred  sixty  visits  w^e-re  made  during  the  year,  and  twenty 
educational  meetings  attended  by  the  superintendent. 


FEANKLIN  COUNTY— Lewis  Edgar  Smith. 


We  have  had  many  signs  of  educational  progress  during  the  past 
year  in  this  county;  and,  with  the  ushering  in  of  the  New  Code,  we 
can  hope  for  more  substantial  advancement  in  the  future. 
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Our  most  notable  and  noticeable  progress  lias  been  in  erecting  bet- 
ter school  buildings  with  up-to-date  heating  and  ventilating  systeuis, 
together  with  enlarged  and  well  planned  school  grounds.  St,  Thomas 
and  Montgomerj^  townships  have  taken  the  initial  stej)  in  this  direc- 
tion. Each  of  these  townships  built  a  modern  and  modernly  equipped 
single  room  house.  The  former  also  enlarged  a  number  of  its  play 
grounds  and  paA^ed  the  yvay  for  other  improvements  in  the  future. 

To  Washington  township  must  be  given  the  credit  for  inaugurating 
the  first  extensive  consolidation  plan  yet  undertaken  in  this  county. 
This  township  is  arranging  for  the  abandonment  of  a  number  of 
single  room  houses  and  to  take  their  place,  a  new  building  modern 
in  every  particular  is  being  erected.  It  should  be  noted  also  that  this 
township  has  during  the  past  three  years  erected,  each  year,  a  new 
building  or  enlarged  one  already  in  existence.  Guildford  and  Antrim 
townships  have  added  six  modern  heating  plants  each,  while  Quincy 
added  to  its  equipment  two  new  school  buildings. 

At  Upton  a  Public  School  Improvement  Society  was  organized  sev- 
eral years  ago.  The  work  done  by  this  organization  is  very  commend- 
able. Shade  trees  have  been  planted,  granolithic  walks  have  been 
laid  about  the  building  and  a  library  started.  When  the  patrons' 
interest  for  better  equipped  school  houses  and  more  beautiful  grounds 
has  been  aroused,  we  may  look  for  progress  in  that  community. 

Our  Annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  a  notable  success.  The  in- 
structors were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaetfer,  Superintendent  Public  Instruction, 
Pennsylvania ;  Dr.  F.  G.  Blair,  Superintendent  Public  Instruction, 
Illinois ;  Dr.  Henry  H.  Pattengill,  Ex-Superintendent  Public  Instruc- 
tion, Michigan;  Dr.  Geo.  Edw.  Eeed,  President  Dickinson  College; 
and  Dr.  Chas.  W.  Heathcote,  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania.  Two  ex- 
cellent evening  lectures  were  given  by  Hon.  George  R.  Wendling,  and 
Hon.  Elmer  E.  Burkett,  United  States  Senator  from  Nebraska.  The 
evening  entertainments  consisted  of  concerts  by  the  Dudley-Buck 
Company  and  The  Music  Makers. 

The  Directors'  Association  held  two  meetings  during  the  year, 
one  during  institute  week  and  one  in  Januar3\  An  almost  full  at- 
tendance of  the  directors  of  the  county  was  reported  at  each  of  these 
meetings. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  all  the  districts  of  the  county.  The 
programs  for  these  meetings  were  prepared  by  the  superintendent. 
In  several  districts  monthly  teachers'  meetiugs  were  held.  We  were 
in  attendance  at  all  the  local  institutes;  and  in  several  of  the  dis- 
tricts instructors  from  our  normal  school  and  other  institulions  as- 
sisted in  the  work. 

We  examined  198  applicants  for  teachers'  certificates  during  the 
year,  and  issued  14  professional  and  155  provisional  certificates;  of 
this  number  111  taught  during  the  term.     It  is  gratifying  to  note 
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(hat  the  holders  of  provisioual  certificates  are  realizinjjj  tlial  ilie  re- 
quirements have  been  raised,  and  (liat  the  j^reat  majority  of  this  class 
have  been  in  attendance  at  normal  schools  and  other  higher  institu- 
tions of  learning.  We  believe  the  New  Code  will  bring  about  a  more 
general  attendance  of  teachers  and  those  i)reparing  to  teach,  at  our 
nuin.v  excellent  training  schools.  Speed  the  time  when  all  the  teachers 
in  our  public  schools  shall  have  had  a  thorough  normal  training. 

It  is  most  regretable  that  our  Assembly  failed  to  provide  for  the 
1)ayment  of  salaries  of  additional  supervisors.  The  greatest  weakness 
in  our  rural  schools  is  the  lack  of  system  and  definite  ideals. 
Teachers  grope  about  in  utter  darkness,  with  little  to  guide  them  in 
securing  proper  results.  The  course  of  study  is  a  help,  to  be  sure; 
but  many  are  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  use  it.  With  proper  super- 
vision standards  could  be  fixed;  the  teacher's  work  satisfactorily  ar- 
ranged; weakness  discovered;  and  results  determined. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Department  for  its  many  courtesies 
during  the  past  three  years,  and  we  enter  upon  our  second  term  with 
a  better  understanding  of  the  work  before  us. 


FULTON  COUNTY— B.  C.  Lamberson. 


In  this,  our  fifth  annual  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  schools  of 
Fulton  county  we  have  nothing  startling  to  report.  Our  progress, 
if  any,  has  been  slow  and  not  loud. 

The  eighty-two  schools  were  filled  with  the  best  material  avail- 
able. There  were  a  few  exceptions  to  that  statement,  but  we  are 
glad  to  announce  that  the  undesirables  are  being  kept  out  where  it  is 
possible. 

The  teachers  of  the  county,  as  a  rule,  showed  a  good  deal  of  profes- 
sional spirit  and  made  efforts  to  increase  their  worth  and  efficiency. 
With  but  one  exception,  the  teachers  are  paid  the  minimum  salary. 
That  is  enough  for  some;  it  is  too  much  for  a  few;  and  entirely  too 
little  for  the  many  good  teachers.  If  we  are  to  hold  our  good  teachers 
and  get  rid  of  the  poor  ones,  the  wages  must  be  put  on  an  equal  com- 
parison with  other  labor.  The  good  teacher  soon  has  offers  of  better 
pay  with  better  conditions  and  under  such  circumstances  she  is  not 
to  be  justly  censured  if  she  accepts.  It  is  hard  to  keep  the  kind  of 
material  that  we  should  have.  Out  of  our  county  has  gone  some  of 
the  very  finest  material  in  the  profession,  because  of  the  minimum  sal- 
ary conditions  here.  There  is  a  solution  of  the  matter.  The  remedy  is 
mostly  in  our  own  hands  if  we  will  but  work  it  out.     We  have  too 
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many  small  schools  that  are  costing  too  much  mcmey  and  giving  en- 
tirely too  little  in  return  to  the  child.  Consolidation  is  one  step  in 
the  right  direction. 

Three  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year;  one  in  Ayr,  one  in 
Belfast,  one  in  Bethel.  They  are  all  good  rooms  and  are  a  credit  to 
the  boards  by  which  they  were  erected.  Other  buildings  were  re- 
paired. School  gi'ounds  were  cleaned,  and  in  many  instances  trees 
were  planted  in  the  lots  by  the  teachers  and  children. 

Some  of  our  schools  were  hindered  in  their  work  because  of  the 
failure  of  boards  to  provide  supplies  at  the  right  time.  We  have  in 
mind  two  schools  that  Avere  supplied  by  the  teachers  at  their  own 
expense,  for  six  weeks.  Such  conditions  are  due  only  to  somebody's 
neglect  or  carelessness. 

A  strong  effort  was  made  to  have  a  better  attendance,  but  in  the 
final  result  the  attendance  fell  below  last  year.  This  was  largely  due 
to  the  breaking  up  of  so  many  schools  by  contagious  diseases  being 
allowed  to  spread.  The  effort  was  not  lost.  It  might  have  been 
worse. 

The  local  institute  work  of  the  county  was  very  good.  The  teachers 
took  an  active  part.  They  not  only  attended  for  the  sake  of  being 
present  but  that  they  might  help  to  make  the  meetings  better  and 
that  they  might  be  helped.  The  interest  manifested  by  the  general 
public  in  these  meetings  was  much  appreciated.  In  many  instances, 
one-half  of  those  present  would  be  compelled  to  stand  outside  the 
building.  Though  these  meetings  are  an  old  thing  they  are  one  of 
the  very  best  things  in  the  way  of  a  working  organization  that  we 
have.  No  alive  progressive  teacher  can  attend  one  of  the  sessions 
without  being  better  prepared  to  do  something.  To  the  township  com- 
mittees on  this  work  we  owe  a  word. 

Another  factor  that  plaj^ed  a  good  part  in  the  work  done  dur- 
ing the  year  was  the  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  boards  to  hold 
the  combined  monthly  meetings,  that  is,  a  meeting  once  each  month 
at  which  all  directors  and  teachers  were  expected  to  be  present  for 
the  discussion  of  school  questions.  These  meetings  as  a  rule  were 
and  should  be,  private.  May  there  be  more  of  them  next  year.  Where 
they  were  held  regularly  and  conducted  in  a  busine<5is  like  manner 
there  was  little  complaint  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  schools  were 
conducted. 

The  spirit  and  interest  in  agricultural  work  is  still  growing.  The 
demand  for  the  more  practical  things  in  life  is  rapidly  on  the  increase. 
Education  along  the  line  of  bettering  home  life  in  the  country  is  one 
of  the  problems  that  are  comng  up  before  the  country  school  te-acher. 

Our  Directors'  Convention  was  held  January  25th  and  26th.  Forty- 
four  directors  were  present.  Dr.  C.  H.  Gordinier  was  the  lecturer. 
His  work  was  of  the  highest  order.     We  feel  that  those  who  missed 
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this  meeting-  losi  an  (t|tj)(>ituiii(y  to  heller  ('((iiii)  lluMuselves  for  tlieir 
work  as  directors.  Tlie  sessions  were  full  (»r  li\'el_v  discussions  on 
every  day  (juestions. 

All  the  teachers  but  one  were  jn-esenl  at  the  'i'ea«-liers'  Institute 
which  was  held  Novend»er  14th  to  18.  Two  of  our  instructors  were 
Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis,  Juniata  College;  Prof.  ().  C.  (Jortner,  Mansfield  S.  N. 
S.  They  were  of  the  first  order.  Their  work' was  practical  and  full 
of  inspiration.  ^Vhen  we  say  that  State  Supt.  N.  C.  Schaeflt'er  came 
to  our  institute,  we  need  not  tell  you  that  the  meeting  was  worth 
the  time.  We  are  under  obligations  to  Dr.  SchaeHer  for  his  con- 
sideration, his  great  educational  addresses,  and  his  lielj*  to  the  su- 
perintendent in  person. 

During  tlie  year  we  held  two  public  examinations,  examined 
seventy-five  applicants,  and  rejected  eleven.  In  all,  one  hundred 
eighty-one  visits  were-  made.  Fouileen  local  institutes  were  attended 
by  the  superintendent. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  gave  their  assistance  in  this  great  work 
of  educating  the  boys  and  girls  and  ask  for  your  support  during  the 
future.     We  need  it  badly. 

The  most  courteous  treatment  has  been  received  by  us  at  all  times 
from  Ihe  Department  at  Harrisburg. 


GREENE  COUNTY— John  C.  Stewart. 


We  have  ( (  me  to  the  close  of  another  year  and  in  submitting  this 
my  ninth  and  last  report  of  the  schools  of  the  county  I  wish  to  say 
that  there  are  many  things  for  which  we  are  thankful.  The  work 
of  the  schools  has  been  carried  on  very  pleasantly,  and  we  believe 
as  a  whole  very  profitably.  The  educational  force  of  the  county  has 
been  loyal,  teachers  and  directors  have  been  especially  active.  The 
attendance  has  been  very  good  and  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  advance- 
ment along  all  lines  is  the  most  healthy  in  the  history  of  the  schools. 
The  township  high  school  is  still  growing  in  favor,  last  year  we  had 
eleven  graduates,  this  year  it  increased  to  thirty-two. 

If  the  state  would  pay  the  maximum  amount  of  appropriations  as 
it  should  do,  the  establishing  of  township  high  schools  in  other  dis- 
tricts in  the  county  would  be  very  easy.  The  variation  in  these  mat- 
ters on  the  part  of  the  State  very  often  prevents  advancement  long 
this  line,  especially  in  districts  where  the  sentiment  is  not  very  strong. 
A  few  dollars  is  sometimes  the  strongest  argument  that  can  be  pre- 
sented. 

Two  splendid  high  school  buildings  were  erected  this  year.  The 
one  in  Cumberland  township  is  a  two-story  buff  brick  building  cost- 
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ing  about  eighteen  thousand  dollars.  The  liichhill  township  build- 
ing is  a  frame  structure  costing  about  ten  thousand  dollars.  These 
buildings  are  modern  and  complete  in  every  detail  and  the  school 
boards  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  energy  and  progressive- 
noss  in  this  work.  Center  township  erected  a  four  room  brick  build- 
ing to  be  used  for  the  high  school  and  the  public  school.  Several  one 
room  buildings  were  erected  which  retlect  credit  upon  the  school  sys- 
tem of  the  county. 

The  public  meetings  held  during  the  3'ear  were  not  lacking  in  en- 
thusiasm and  numbers.  The  local  institutes  were  spirited  in  their 
discussions,  skillfully  conducted  and  closely  in  touch  in  the  selection 
of  subjects  with  the  modern  trend  of  progressive  school  work.  The 
county  institute  was  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering  full  of  the 
spirit,  rich  in  the  letter  that  makes  for  a  larger  and  deeper  sense 
of  responsibility  in  the  teacher.  The  directors  association  held  its 
annual  meeting  in  September  and  presented  a  strong  and  most  ex- 
cellent program,  whether  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  the  direc- 
tors or  patrons  and  taxpayers.  Every  thing  contributed  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  meeting. 

The  weather  was  favorable,  the  interest  of  the  members  keen,  the 
response  of  those  who  were  assigned  parts  prompt,  whole-hearted, 
and  the  w^hole  attitude  of  the  meeting  in  sympathy  with  ideas  that 
look  toward  improvement  and  betterment  of  the  schools.  In  point 
of  numbers  and  administrative  zeal  it  was  the  best  meeting  the  asso- 
ciation has  yet  held  in  this  county. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  and  direc- 
tors for  their  loyalty  and  faithful  co-operation,  and  bespeak  for  my 
successor  the  same  confidence  and  support.  I  wish  to  thank  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  for  their  kind  and  courteous  treat- 
ment and  for  their  promptness  in  giving  me  instruction ;  also  the 
press  for  kind  words  about  my  work  and  for  their  willingness  to  aid 
educatonal  movements.  I  also  wish  to  remember  the  people  in  all 
parts  of  the  county  who  have  treated  me  so  kindly  and  have  aided 
me  so  much  in  the  work.  The  friendships  formed  will  always  be 
cherished  with  pleasant  recollections,  and  I  will  ever  be  found  ready 
and  willing  to  assist  in  the  work  of  our  schools  and  trust  that  they 
may  continue  to  prosper  and  that  they  may  rise  to  a  higher  standard 
of  excellence. 


HUNTINGDON  COUNTY— J.  G.  Dell. 


We  had,  in  our  care  during  the  year  just  closed,  forty-six  districts 
which  were  represented  by  two  hundred  seventy-six  directors  and  two 
hundred  thirtv-nine  teachers.     Eleven  of  these  districts  maintained 
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high  schools,  six  in  boroughs  and  live  in  townships.  Two  liigh  schools 
wore  oiganizod  during  I  In'  ycai-  and  one  has  been  organizcMl  since  the 
schools  closed.  Our  larnier  directors  are  becoming  interested  in  the 
township  high  school  to  the  extent  thai  lliey  ai-e  sending  many  of 
their  j)ui)ils  into  a<ljoining  dislricls  for  high  school  advantages  when 
the  district  cannot  support  a  high  school  of  its  own.  This  is  com- 
mendable. 

I'Lxaniinations. 

IJelween  June  first  and  August  twenty-fourth,  there  were  conducted 
thirty-three  examinations  during  which  one  hundred  ninety  pro- 
visional and  twenty-five  professional  certificates  were  issued.  One 
liundred  six  applicants  were  rejected.  While  many  complain  of  the 
severity  of  the  examinations,  I  feel  that  wo  cannot  maintain  a  pro- 
gressive movement  in  our  schools  unless  we  require  a  high  standard  of 
qualification  in  our  teaching  force.  Before  any  professional  certifi- 
cate was  granted,  the  applicant  had  to  pa.ss  a  thorough  examination 
on  the  '"required"  branches,  together  with  English  and  American 
Literature,  physical  geography,  history  of  education  and  our  peda- 
gogical reading  course.  Besides  Kemi)'s  History  of  Education,  the 
course  included  The  School  and  Its  Life,  by  Gilbert,  Henderson's  Edu- 
cation and  Higher  Life,  along  with  McMurry's  How  to  Study  and 
E.  L.  Kellogg's  Educational  Foundations.  A  thorough  written  test 
was  required  in  this  course.  No  applicant  Avas  admitted  to  the  class 
until  after  he  presented  a  written  r?<-()ui!i!?n;':i!ion  from  the  board 
for  whom  the  last  teaching  was  done.  By  this  method  we  endeavor 
to  guard  our  work  })retty  carefully  and  at  the  same  time  give  a  square 
deal  to  all.  The  work  of  these  recipients  proved  that  it  was  no  mis- 
take to  give  them  professional  recognition. 

After  a  searching  examination,  we  issued  fifty-three  high  school 
diplomas  and  one  hundred  four  eighth  grade  diplomas.  Nearly  all 
of  those  who  'eceived  eighth  grade  diplomas  entered  high  school, 
while  more  than  half  of  our  high  school  graduates  entered  higher  in- 
stitutions of  learning.  After  carefully  guarding  our  high  school  en- 
trance, we  find  that  a  large  pC'rcentage  of  those  who  succeed  go  on  to 
higher  educational  achievements.  Nothing  else  stimulates  so  much 
as  success. 

Teachers. 

Of  our  teachers,  thirty-six  had  no  previous  experience,  one  hun- 
dred twenty  taught  on  provisional  certificates,  fifty-nine  held  profes- 
sional certificates,  forty  had  been  granted  state  permanent  certifi- 
cates, fourteen  were  graduates  of  State  Normal  Schools  and  four 
were  college  graduates.  A  large  percentage  of  those  who  held  pro- 
fessional certificates  were  either  graduates  of  Juniata  College,  Nor- 
mal English  Course,  or  other  seminaries  and  academies.  With  a  few 
exceptions,  the  teachers  were  very  zealous  and  did  excellent  work.  A 
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few  were  advised  not  to  come  np  for  examination  again,  beeanse  tlieir 
school-room  work  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent.  It  is  a 
sad  experience  to  find  the  holder  of  a  higher  or  state  certificate  who 
has  lost  interest  and  is  dragging  in  the  work. 

Institutes. 

On  the  28th  of  November,  our  most  successful  institute  convened. 
This  meeting  always  includes  Professor  Barclay's  district  and  his 
very  excellent  body  of  teachers.  Two  hundred  sixty-three  teachers 
enrolled  and  made  an  average  daily  attendance  of  two  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  or  99  per  cent.  Up-to-date  instruction  was  given  by  Dr.  S. 
D.  Fess,  of  Antioch  College,  Dr.  S.  C.  Schmucker,  of  West  Chester 
State  Normal  School,  Prof.  I.  H.  Brumbaugh,  A.  M.  President  of 
Juniata  College  and  F.  F.  Holsopple,  A.  M.,  of  the  English  depart- 
ment of  the  same  institution,  while  Prof.  O.  H.  Yetter,  of  Blooms- 
burg,  led  the  music.  All  did  masterful  work  in  their  respective  lines. 
No  better  test  of  the  impressions  made  by  the  County  Institute  is  to 
be  found  than  the  reflections  found  in  the  teachers'  meetings  and 
local  institutes  which  follow.  These,  during  the  winter,  gave  proof 
that  the  teachers  profited  greatly  by  the  instruction  which  they  re- 
ceived. Enthusiasm  was  quickened,  zeal  stimulated  and  accelerated 
endeavor  was  the  final  result. 

Pupils. 

We  are  proud  of  the  attendance  of  our  pupils,  though  too  many  pa- 
rents keep  their  older  pupils  at  home  to  perform  labor  of  various 
classes  too  often.  We  frequently  wonder  why  children  must  be  con- 
sidered by  some  as  a  commercial  commodity  whose  young  lives  are 
thus  bartered  too  cheaply.  The  individual  suffers  in  later  life  and  the 
state  is  deprived  of  the  intelligent  citizens  of  which  it  is  in  sore  need. 
Notwithstanding  this,  fourteen  hundred  pupils  made  perfect  attend- 
ance and  are  receiving  P.  O.  S.  of  A.  certificates  of  merit  for  so  doing. 
Diplomas  of  Honor  were  awarded  to  two  hundred  forty-seven  as  the 
result  of  two  years  perfect  attendance  in  succession.  While  we  want 
better  attendance,  we  are  thankful  for  health  and  desire  which  al- 
lowed 20  per  cent,  of  all  our  pupils  to  make  perfect  attendance. 

Visitations. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  the  superintendent  to  visit  all  the  schools 
once  and  most  of  them  the  second  time,  while  several  received  the 
third  visit  and  a  few  the  fourth.  This  doe«  not  include  the  visits 
for  the  purpose  of  examination  and  graduation.  The  directors  are 
each  succeeding  year  visiting  more  largely  Avith  the  superintendent. 
This  is  very  desirable. 
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Houses.

The  borough 
can  feel  justly  proud  of  its  new  **lligh  [School."

Directors. 

In  most  cases  our  directors  did  their  duty.  The  embarrassing 
financial  condition  of  some  of  the  districts  makes  the  work  of  the 
directors  hard.  In  some  districts  the  houses  are  not  cared  for  as 
they  should  be.  The  houses  are  allowed  to  become  ''dingy."  The 
grounds  are  unkept  and  no  attempt  is  made  to  produce  modern  sani- 
tati<m.  Houses  are  unventilated  because  no  provisions  are  made  for 
ventilation.  There  is  decided  improvement  needed  along  this  line. 
Not  as  uumy  directors  know  by  actual  observation  the  condition  of 
their  schools  as  is  desirable.  As  a  whole,  we  commend  the  boards 
for  their  activity. 

The  Directors'  Annual  Convention  was  a  decided  success,  being 
more  largely  attended  than  any  former  convention  of  the  association. 
The  instructor  and  lecturer.  Dr.  Samuel  Piamilton,  of  Braddock, 
Pennsylvania,  did  very  sui)erior  work.  Superintendent  Hamilton  is 
highly  a])preciated  by  a  host  of  friends  here. 

Believing  that  we  are  making  decided  })rogress,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  this  my  ninth  annual  report. 


INDIANA  COUNTY— Jas.  F.  Chapman. 


The  schools  of  the  county  have  all  closed  for  this  year.  In  many 
instances  it  can  be  truthfully  said  the  schools  were  most  successful. 
Indiana  county  continues  to  increase  gradually  in  the  number  of  her 
schools.  We  have  now  389  teachers.  In  many  of  our  coal  towns  ad- 
ditional rooms  will  be  provided  this  year. 

In  the  boroughs  of  Cherry  Tree  and  Saltsburg  work  has  already 
begun  in  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings.  In  both  instances  the 
structures  are  to  be  modern  in  every  detail.     These  towns  are  to  be 
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congratulated  upon  the  almost  imauimous  approval  of  a  large  bond 
issue  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  necessary  funds  to  erect  the 
buildings. 

The  number  of  High  Schools  has  not  increased  in  the  county  as 
we  would  like  to  have  seen  them  but  there  will  be  two  additional 
High  Schools  next  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  is  merely  a  be- 
ginning of  greater  things  to  follow. 

The  examinations  for  public  school  diplomas  were  largely  attended 
and  a  number  of  young  peoj)le  were  successful  in  securing  the  diploma 
which  grants  the  holder  the  privilege  of  entering  any  High  School  in 
the  county. 

The  Teachers'   Institute  was  held   during  week  of  December  19, 

Some  relief  is  looked  for  after  the  completion  of  our  new  High 
1910.  From  every  point  of  view  it  was  a  success.  The  speakers  at 
the  day  sessions  were  Tei trick,  Willis,  Warren  and  Houck,  and  they 
certainly  were  rivals  in  point  of  combining  good  cheer  and  good 
wholesome  instruction  in  the  institute.  Prof.  Dobson  had  charge  of 
the  music  and  was  eminently  successful  as  a  director,  and  called  forth 
the  highest  commendation  for  his  solo  work.  The  attendance  during 
the  sessions  was  large,  and  on  Thursday  all  previous  records  were 
broken.  The  evening  attractions  were  much  appreciated.  Gov.  Hoch 
proved  a  successful  starter  for  Monday  night  in  his  "Message  from 
Kansas."  Gov.  Luther  Manship  of  Mississippi  gave  a  lecture  on  "From 
the  Big  House  to  the  Cabin."  The  Dudley  Buck  Company  that  was 
secured  as  a  substitute  for  the  Hinshaw  Company  pleased  the  au- 
dience. One  of  the  greatest  lectures  and  many  term  it  the  greatest 
lecture  ever  given  in  Indiana  was  that  of  Edward  Amherts  Ott  on 
"Sour  Grapes."  The  Kellogg-Haines  proved  to  be  a  pleasing  musical 
combination. 

The  Directors'  Association  was  held  during  the  days  of  December 
19th  and  20th,  1910.  It  was  well  attended  and  a  keen  interest  on  edu- 
cational topics  was  manifested  at  each  session.  Supt.  Teitrick  made 
an  instructive  talk  on  the  New  Course  of  Study.  Hon.  Frank  Willis 
spoke  on  the  duties  of  a  real  director. 

During  the  year  I  visited  every  school  in  the  county,  and  some  of 
them  twice.  In  this  particular  the  schools  will  be  better  looked  after 
since  we  get  one  assistant,  and  by  another  year  will  have  suflficient 
teachers  for  the  second  assistant. 

In  a  number  of  the  districts  of  the  county  Elements  of  Agriculture 
was  introduced  as  a  supplementary  book.  The  interest  manifested  in 
this  subject  in  these  districts  where  it  was  adopted  foretells  the  time 
when  each  boy  and  girl  of  the  rural  schools  will  be  afforded  an  op- 
portunity of  learning  of  that  which  so  much  interests  him. 

In  closing  the  report  for  my  first  term  in  office  I  wish  to  thank 
the  different  members  of  the  Department  for  the  prompt  and  valu- 
able suggestions  they  have  given  me. 
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JEFFERSON  COUNTY— L.  Maviie  Jones. 


Duriiij^  the  .school  year  just  clo.sed  our  school  work  has  been  satis- 
factory, conditions  considered.  In  most  of  the  branches  of  study 
specified  for  the  coninion  and  high  schools  the  work  has  been  i)ursued 
with  the  usual  vigor;  but  there  is  nothing  new  to  report  in  connection 
with  the  work  in  these  branches. 

Writing  and  Drawing. 

These  two  branches  have  been  given  much  special  attention,  and 
the  results  while  not  phenomenal,  are  gratifying.  At  the  four  gen- 
eral teachers'  meetings  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  these  sub- 
jects were  made  the  principal  topics  of  discussion,  and  much  prac- 
tical drill  was  given  in  them.  Then  at  the  County  Institute  Pro- 
fessor C.  P.  Zaner  gave  instruction  in  writing.  Those  who  up  to 
that  time  had  insisted  that  the  arm  movement  was  not  possible  for  all 
grades  now  admit  that  it  is  possible  for  those  who  know  how.  Miss 
Beatrice  Weller  at  this  time  also  gave  very  efficient  instruction  in 
drawing.  Nearly  all  teachers  received  the  instruction  and  inspiration 
necessary  to  cause  them  to  become  students  and  teachers  of  these  sub- 
.lects. 

Agriculture. 

The  interest  in  agriculture  has  been  steadily  increasing.  For  the 
past  three  years  all  applicants  for  teachers'  certificates  have  been  re- 
quired to  read  an  elementary  text  on  agriculture,  and  their  knowl- 
edge of  the  subject  has  been  tested  in  the  annual  examinations.  This 
has  done  considerable  toward  the  creation  of  investigation  relative 
to  the  principles  that  underlie  scientific  agriculture.  In  about  one- 
fourth  of  our  rural  schools  text  books  have  been  supplied  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  We  endeavor  to  correlate  this  subject 
with  other  branches.  Arithmetic  and  geography  offer  abundant  op- 
}>ortunity  to  use  agriculture  as  supplementary  work,  to  provide  speci- 
fic aims,  and  to  make  practical  application.  Agriculture  is  also  oc- 
casionally made  the  basis  of  a  reading  and  language  lesson.  Agricul- 
ture taught  in  this  way  instead  of  taking  time  from  the  other  branches 
strengthens  them.  There  is  such  an  abundance  of  free  literature 
available,  and  so  much  material  for  practical  work  may  be  obtained 
with  little  or  no  cost  that  any  teacher  who  has  an  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject and  is  willing  to  work  can  teach  it. 
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Out  Door  Art. 

Much  good  work  has  been  done  along  this  line.  Unsightly  school 
grounds  are  fast  becoming  the  exception;  and  in  a  number  of  cases 
the  teacher,  pupils,  and  citizens  working  together  have  made  the 
school  ground  a  thing  of  beauty.  We  have  not  many  such  so  far;  but 
a  good  start  has  been  made  and  many  schools  are  striving  to  reach 
this  result.  A  bust  of  Shakespeare  was  presented  to  the  Snyder  Hill 
school  in  Young  district  for  making  the  most  improvement  on  the 
school  grounds.  A  similar  prize  has  been  ottered  for  next  year.  Pic- 
tures of  improvement  made  were  taken,  and  shown  with  the  steropti- 
con  at  the  County  Institute-.  This  plan  aided  in  creating  an  interest, 
and  will  be  followed  the  coming  year.  This  movement  is  also  reach- 
ing out  to  the  homes;  several  thousand  packages  of  flower  seeds  have 
been  ordered  by  the  teachers  for  the  pupils. 

The  State  Course  of  Study. 

The  course  of  study  prepared  for  the  elementary  schools  of  the  state 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  of  very  material 
help.  It  has  given  a  definiteness  to  the  work  that  has  been  much 
needed.  By  studying  this  course  the  teachers  know  just  what  is  ex- 
pected of  them,  and  the  Superintendent  has  a  right  to  expect  definite 
results.  By  adhering  closely  to  this  course  of  study  the  work  of  su- 
pervision was  much  more  satisfactory  than  every  before.  This  course 
would  be  even  more  helpful  if  the  work  of  each  month  were  to  be  out- 
lined. If  the  poems  reijuired  for  memory  work  were  all  selected 
from  some  one  of  the  good  books  compiled  for  the  purpose,  this  fea- 
ture of  the  work  could  be  more  rigidly  insisted  upon.  In  schools 
with  practically  no  library  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  all  the  poems 
mentioned.  The  course  of  study  however,  has  done  more  for  the  rural 
schools  than  any  other  one  thing.  The  percentage  of  successful  appli- 
cants for  common  school  diplomas  jumped  from  twenty-five  to  nearly 
seventy  per  cent. 

Frequent  Change  of  Teachers. 

One  of  the  greatest  evils  in  our  rural  schools  is  the  frequent  change 
of  teachers.  One  solution  for  this  is  better  salaries,  better  buildings, 
and  janitor  service  for  rural  teachers.  Another  solution  that  should 
o-o  with  the  first  is  the  training  of  teachers  especially  for  rural  school 
work.  The  object  of  practically  all  Normal  graduates  is  to  get  into 
graded  or  high  school  work;  this  is  natural  as  they  are  trained  for 
that  kind  of  Avork,  and  are  only  teaching  in  the  rural  schools  until 
they  get  a  start.  I  believe  that  provision  should  be  made  for  a  special 
course  to  pre])are  teachers  for  rural  school  work ;  then,  if  they  after- 
ward desired  to  enter  graded  or  high  school  work,  they  could  make 
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special  prepjuiilion  for  lli:il  work.  Willi  iidcqiiiilc  salaries  for  speoi- 
ally  trained  teachers  there  would  not  be  frequent  change  of  teachers. 
I  have  sought  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  a  good  teacher  deserves  a 
permanent  tenure  of  position. 

Consolidation. 

Some  of  our  districts  are  admirably  located  for  the  consolidation 
of  the  rural  schools.  I  have  presented  the  advantages  of  this  plan; 
but,  while  there  is  considerable  sentiment  in  some  of  the  districts  in 
favor  of  centralization,  the  cost  has  so  far  prevented  any  favorable 
action.  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  this  advance  step  in 
the  near  future. 

The  County  Institute  and  Directors'  Convention. 

These  meetings  were  both  held  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and 
the  general  opinion  expressed  was  that  they  were  among  the  very 
best  educational  meetings  ever  held  in  the  county. 

It  is  with  a  deep  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  support  that  have 
been  accorded  me  by  all  the  educational  factors  of  the  county  that 
I  submit  this  report. 


JUNIATA  COUNTY— Josiah  II.  Deen. 


In  submitting  our  third  annual  report  to  the  Department,  we  have 
nothing  startling  to  report ;  but  we  are  assured  there  has  been  steady 
growth  along  educational  lines.  The  spirit  of  the  work  is  not  waning, 
but  is  shining  with  greater  luster,  as  seen  in  the  home,  in  the  school, 
in  the  institutes,  knd  in  the  directors'  associations. 

There  were  no  positive  failures  among  teachers,  during  the  past 
year.  I  think  the  work  in  general  has  been  the  most  satisfactory 
during  my  supervision. 

Our  teachers  have  been  zealous  in  the  matter  of  professional  train- 
ing, in  State  and  Local  Normal  schools,  and  by  reading  books  on 
methods  of  teaching.  At  our  last  County  Teachers'  Institute,  our 
teachers  placed  three  books  u])on  the  Eeading  Course;  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  most  of  them  purchased  the  same  for  special  reading. 

Many  of  our  experienced  teachers  have  dropped  out  of  the  ranks, 
and  their  jjlaces  are  being  filled  by  beginners.  It  is  important  that 
directors,  patrons,  and  all  friends  of  education  co-operate  with  these 
young  teachers,  and  in  a  helpful  way  show  them  the  responsible  posi- 
tions they  occupy ;  that  their  teaching,  both  by  precept,  and  by  ex- 
ample, is  not  for  time  only,  but  for  eternity. 
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Directors  should  be  more  frank  with  their  teachers,  so  that  they 
ma}'  understand  one  another. 

Especial  mention  is  due  the  School  Board  of  Fayette  township  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  deal  with  their  teachers.  After  electing 
their  teachers,  they  call  them  together,  and  present  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  school  board,  after  which  the  president  of  the  board 
will  comment  on  the  same,  and  explain  very  fully  just  what  they  ex- 
pect from  their  teachers.  This  is  all  done  in  a  very  helpful  way,  so 
that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  and  at  the  same  time  know 
that  whatever  the  teacher  needs  for  his  efficient  work,  the  directors 
are  at  his  service. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  most  suc- 
cessful primary  teachers.  Miss  Mary  Laird  of  Miftlintown,  Pa. 

Miss  Laird  after  teaching  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  rural  schools, 
was  elected  to  teach  the  first  primary  grade  in  the  Mififlintown 
schools,  which  position  she  filled  very  acceptably  until  the  time  of 
her  death. 

This  is  a  vacancy  that  will  be  hard  to  fill. 

The  Eeaper,  Death,  has  taken  one  from  the  school  directors'  ranks, 
in  the  person  of  Jos.  F.  Wirt,  who  for  many  years  was  a  teacher  in 
our  county,  and  latterly  a  very  capable  director.  Mr.  Wirt's  death 
was  so  sudden  we  are  all  reminded— ''In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in 
death." 

If  at  all  possible,  we  visit  each  school  twice,  and  a  few  of  them 
oftener.  In  most  districts  we  have  had  members  of  the  school  board 
accompany  us,  which  was  very  gratifying  to  the  superintendent  and  I 
am  sure  encouraging  to  teachers  and  pupils.  We  would  urge  directors 
and  patrons  to  visit  the  schools  more  frequently,  as  they  should  know 
just  what  kind  of  work  their  teachers  are  doing. 

Our  forty-fourth  annual  session  of  our  County  Teachers'  Institute 
was  held  November  21-25,  1910.  Our  teachers  were  all  present,  but 
one,  and  his  absence  was  caused  by  sickness.  All  the  sessions  were 
interesting,  and  very  instructive.  The  work  was  of  such  a  character 
as  to  inspire  educators  to  greater  diligence. 

We  had  as  Day  Instructors:  Hon.  K.  B,  Teitrick,  of  the  Depart- 
ment; Prof.  T.  S.  Lowden,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  Dr.  Ira  W. 
Howerth,  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  Evening  lecturers  and  attrac- 
tions, Monday:  Prof.  T.  S.  Lowden;  Tuesday,  Byron  C.  Piatt; 
Wednesday  evening,  Maude  Willis  Company ;  Thursday  evening.  The 
International  Sextette.    Each  number  "made  good." 

On  Thursday  of  Institute  week  our  Directors'  Association  con- 
vened in  Annual  Session,  in  the  Grand  Jury  room.  They  had  two  ses- 
sions, which  were  attended  by  directors  from  all  parts  of  the  county. 

The  directors  discussed  various  live  questions  pertaining  to  their 
duties  and  the  advancement  of  the  school.     They  were  addressed  by

T.  S.  I.owdeu,  aud 
Deputy  Supt.  11.  1>.  Tieliick.  All  were  ^leatly  jileased  with  the  ad- 
dresses, and  adjourued,  fc-eling  their  cuiiveutioii  was  very  interesting 
and  inspiring.  I  am  sure  the  benefits  of  sudi  meetings  will  be  felt 
in  every  district  in  our  county. 

Local  Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  in  several  districts,  as  usual, 
and  were  conducted  principally  by  home  talent.  They  were  attended 
by  large  and  appreciative  audiences. 

Directors  were  diligent  in  putting  school  proi>erty  in  good  ropair 
before  the  schools  opened.  Fayette  township  has  centralization  of 
schools  to  some  extent.  Four  schools  have  been  closed,  and  the  pupils 
are  being  hauled  in  closed  conveyances,  to  McAlisterville,  where  they 
have  the  advantage  of  a  graded  school,  with  a  High  School  having  a 
three  year  course.  The  school  board  is  very  well  pleased  with  the 
change,  and  report  economy  financially,  and  greater  advantages  to 
pupils. 

We  have  three  borough  High  Schools,  each  having  a  four  year 
course,  and  one  township  High  School  Avith  a  three  year  course,  all 
doing  good  work.  Aside  from  the  High  Schools,  we  had  very  interest- 
ing Commencement  exercises  at  Tuscarora  Academy ;  and  also  in  Sus- 
quehanna township  where  a  number  of  pupils  completed  the  common 
school  course. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  advice 
and  courtesies;  the  press  for  liberal  support;  directors  and  teachers 
for  willing  co-operation,  and  all  for  the  kind  hospitality  shown  us, 
in  all  parts  of  our  county;  asking  continued  co-operation,  that  we 
mav  be  able  to  do  more  each  vear  for  the  bovs  and  girls. 


LACKAWANNA  COUNTY— J.  C.  Taylor. 


Speaking  in  a  general  way,  I  repoi-t  progress.  In  nearly  all  of  the 
schools  attendance  was  regular,  discipline  good,  and  instruction 
efficient.  Two  partial  failures  occurred  during  the  year;  one  teacher 
resigned,  and  one  was  transferred  to  another  school.  As  shown  by 
my  statistical  report,  the  grade  of  teachers,  as  indicated  by  certifi- 
cates, is  rising.  Of  those  employed  last  year,  six  were  college  gradu- 
ates;  1G3  were  graduate*?  of  State  Normal  schools;  23  held  permanent 
certificates;  39  held  professional  certificates;  and  only  37,  or  about 
13  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  held  provisional  or  one-j^ear  certifi- 
cates. Only  a  few  of  our  school  boards  seem  to  prefer  to  employ 
teachers  with  insufficient  qualifications. 
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We  still  have  several  rural  districts  in  which  the  school  buildings 
are  very  poor ;  but  wherever  new  buildings  are  erected,  they  are  gen- 
erally modern  and  commodious.  The  general  tendency  is  toward  bet- 
ter buildings  and  better  schools. 

Buildings  and  Improvements. 

Throop  borough  is  growing  rapidly,  and  last  year  erected  a  good 
four-room  building.  It  was  much  needed ;  as  primary  schools  had 
been  obliged  to  put  pupils  on  half  time  for  want  of  room.  This  is  a 
modern  building,  and  Throop  will  now  have  i)lenty  of  room  for  a 
year  or  two. 

Glenburn  borough,  after  careful  consideration  (15  years),  decided 
to  unite  its  two  one-room  schools,  and  last  year  completed  one  of  the 
best  two-room  buildings  I  have  seen,  at  a  cost  of  about  |5,000.  It  is 
a  model  building,  has  a  good  location,  is  furnished  with  modern  seats, 
slate  blackboards,  and  steam  heat.  The  money  spent  has  been  well  in- 
vested. It  reflects  credit  on  the  board  of  directors;  they  have  done 
well. 

Dicks(m  borough  built  a  one-room  house  in  a  remote  part  of  the 
borough  to  accommodate  pupils  too  far  from  its  large  buildings,  and 
Fell  also  built  a  new  house  in  place  of  one  destroyed  by  fire.  Vand- 
ling  has  improved  its  high  school  building  by  adding  a  third  story, 
containing  a  principal's  room,  a  recitation  room,  and  a  library. 

Many  of  the  buildings  in  our  rural  districts  need  repairs  and  paint. 
It  pays  both  financially  and  educationally  to  keep  school  buildings  in 
good  repair. 

The  Waterbury  heating  and  ventilating  furnaces  placed  in  6.j  of  our 
75  one-room  schools  last  year  are  giving  good  satisfaction,  and  fully 
solve  the  problem  of  heating  and  ventilation  in  rural  schools.  The 
health-value  of  abundant  fresh  air  in  the  school  room  can  not  be  meas- 
ured in  money.  Every  rural  school  in  the  State  ought  to  have  one  of 
these  ventilating  furnaces. 

The  Annual  Teachers'  Institute. 

The  county  institute  was  held  during  the  week  of  September,  5-9, 
Supt.  R.  M.  McNeal,  Dr.  Earl  Barnes,  Dr.  J.  Adams  Puffer,  Miss 
Edith  A.  Reid,  Miss  Alicia  Zierden,  and  Prof.  John  T,  Watkins. 
While  all  the  lecturers  gave  general  satisfaction,  a  new  and  interest- 
ing line  of  thought  was  opened  up  by  Dr.  Puffer  in  his  discussion 
of  "Boy  Problems,"  in  which  he  presents  views  similar  to  those  which 
have  made  Judge  Ben  Lindsay  famous. 

A  "Teachers'  Reading  Course,"  adopted  at  the  county  institute,  in- 
cluded (1)  McMurry's  How  to  Study,  suggested  in  the  State  Course  of 
Study,  (2)  Irving's  Sketch  Book  and  sketch  of  the  author's  life  and 
works,    and     (3)     Educational    Foundations.    The    Committee    on 
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Teachers'  Meetings  divided  the  ooiiul y  into  hveiitv  districts,  appointed 
a  lender  in  oacli  district,  and  reconiniended  monthly  meetings,  in 
which  the  Teachers'  Eeading  Conrse  above  mentioned  slionld  ho  made 
the  basis  of  work.  This  Committee  also  recommended  that  school  di- 
rectors be  reqnested  to  allow  teachers  to  meet  one  afternoon  each 
month  for  i)rofessional  stndy  without  loss  of  salary.  Both  these 
recommendations  were  adopted,  and  were  afterward  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  school  boards.  As  a  result  of  this  plan,  teachers' 
meetings  were  better  attended  and  more  effective  than  in  i)r('ceding 
years. 

Teachers'  Training  Class. 

Following  a  custom  of  several  years  standing,  a  teachers'  training 
class  was  organized  for  teachers  holding  provisional  certificates,  and 
regular  monthly  meetings  were  held  in  the  office  of  the  county  super- 
intendent. Thirty  teachers  attended  these  meetings.  The  program 
included  a  review  of  the  common  branches  and  the  teachers'  reading 
course.    Ten  meetings  were  held  during  the  school  year. 

Directors'  iVssociation. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was  held 
in  Scranton,  Dec.  8th,  1910.  One  hundred  sixty-six  directors  were 
present.  Every  district  in  the  county  except  two  was  represented  in 
this  meeting.  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaetfer  addressed  the  directors  on  (1)  The 
New  State  Course  of  Study  and  (2j  on  The  Proposed  New  School 
Code.  An  excellent  paper  on  Medical  Inspection  of  Public  Schools 
was  read  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Van  Sickle  of  Olyphant.  Other  interesting  fea- 
tures of  the  meetings  were  an  address  on  Duties  of  the  President  of 
a  School  Board  by  Thomas  H.  Evans  of  Moosic  and  a  paper  on  Em- 
ploying Home  Talent  by  John  Aitken  of  Dickson  City.  Mr.  S.  G.  Reil, 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  read  a  report  of  the  State  Association 
of  School  Directors  held  in  Harrisburg  last  February.  President 
Alex  Shlanta  of  Ma^field  presided  and  delivered  an  excellent  address. 
The  officers  elected  for  next  year  are: — President,  Dr.  J.  W.  Knedler, 
of  Moscow ;  Mce-Presidents,  Richard  Hockings  of  Jermyn,  and  John 
P.  Moore  of  Jefferson ;  Treasurer,  John  Aitken  of  Dickson  City ;  Sec- 
retary, S.  G.  Reil  of  Elmhurst  was  re-elected. 

Discouraging  Features. 

While  the  general  outlook  is  good,  there  are  some  discouraging 
features  that  should  be  mentioned.  (1)  In  rural  districts  the  older 
pupils  are  kept  out  of  school  to  work  on  the  farms  during  the  months 
of  September  and  October.  This  is  a  great  hindrance  to  successful 
work  in  these  schools  both  to  teachers  and  pupils.  The  compulsory 
attendance  law  should  be  more  rigidly  enforced  in  these  districts.    (2) 
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We  should  have  country-bred  teachers  for  all  of  our  rural  schools, 
and  these  teachers  should  not  be  changed  from  school  every  year.  No 
teacher  can  do  his  best  work  until  he  becomes  well  acquainted  in  the 
neighborhood  of  his  school.  (3)  In  some  of  our  districts  a  vicious 
doctrine  prevails ;  viz.,  that  teachers  who  live  in  the  borough  have  a 
special  claim  to  positions  in  the  schools.  In  districts  where  this 
theory  is  held,  I  have  known  cases  where  three  or  four  experienced 
and  efficient  teachers  have  been  discharged  to  make  places  for  green 
graduates  returning  from  normal  schools.  Fidelity  to  the  schools 
should  prevent  school  directors  from  using  them  as  political  footballs. 
The  schools  are  for  the  children,  and  we  should  hire  the  best  teachers 
we  can  get.    Residence  is  no  test  of  efficiency. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  pay  a  tribute  of  respect  to  fellow 
workers  in  the  cause  of  public  education,  to  school  directors  who 
have  died  in  office  since  mj-  last  report. 

Patrick  McDonnell  of  May  field  had  served  his  district  as  a  school 
director  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  During  this  time  he  had  always 
taken  a  deep  interest  in  the  schools.  He  was  a  frequent  visitor,  and 
a  consistent  friend  of  teachers  and  impils.  A  man  of  ready  wit,  and 
strong  personality,  intensely'  loyal  to  His  friends. 

C.  Sumner  Kizer  of  Jefferson  township  had  served  several  terms  as 
school  director,  thus  proving  that  he  held  the  confidence  and  respect 
of  his  fellow  citizens. 

Albert  C.  Henne  of  Dickson  City,  while  not  so  long  in  office,  had 
shown  a  lively  interest  in  the  e-ducation  of  the  children.  As  a  mark 
of  respect,  their  fellow  directors  have  left  each  of  these  vacancies  un- 
filled. 


LANCASTER  COUNTY— Daniel  Fleisher. 


On  February  the  20th  of  the  present  year  the  writer  of  this  report 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  of  county  superintendent  of  this 
great  county.  For  twenty-eight  years  the  schools  had  bec-n  under  the 
care  of  the  well-known  and  able  leader,  Hon.  M.  J.  Brecht.  His  ele- 
vation to  a  position  of  honor  and  distinction  as  a  member  of  the  rail- 
road commission  brought  satisfaction  to  his  friends,  yet,  to  take  away 
such  a  man  from  the  superintendency  meant  a  distinct  loss  to  the 
school  interests  of  the  county.  Perhaps  no  other  man  in  the  State 
ever  exercised  a  more  salutary  and  a  more  potent  influence  upon  the 
schools  of  a  county.  Every  teacher,  every  board  of  directors,  and 
every  school  district  felt  the  masterful  touch  of  the  influence  of  this 
educational  leader  and  superintendent. 
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As  my  woiU  covers  only  a  siiuiU  part  ol'  (lie  year  my  ri'itnit  will  he 
brief,  ('omparatively  few  of  the  schools  were  visited  by  me,  as  nearly 
all  the  rui-al  schools  closed  in  March. 

Lancaster  county  is  highly  favored  in  its  great  agricultural  wealth 
and  resources.  There  is  found  in  the  county  also  a  most  excellent 
school  spirit.  The  people  believe  in  education,  and  the  school  interests 
of  the  county  are  carefully  looked  after  by  the  excellent  boai-ds  oC 
directors  found  all  over  the  county. 

The  numerous  township  and  borough  high  schools  of  the  county 
are  doing  good  work.  INLiny  of  them  are  under  the  care  of  scholai-ly 
and  competent  principals,  and  the  induence  of  these  schools  can  not 
be  measured.  Tt  is  true  that  some  of  these  schools  are  not  able  to 
reach  •,\  very  high  standard,  but  a  good,  strong  system  of  high  schools 
can  not  be  established  in  a  few  years.  Patience  and  wise  and  con- 
siderate direction  are  necessary,  and.  in  time,  our  State  will  have 
high  schools  that  will  be  great  credit  to  our  educational  system,  even 
if  they  no  not  meet  the  theoretical  ideas  of  some  other  states,  and 
of  some  colleges. 


LA  WHENCE  COUNTY— W.  Lee  Gilmore. 


I  am  submitting  this  report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Lawrence 
county  with  the  feeling  that  this  has  been  the  best  of  the  four  years 
of  my  administration.  Three  leading  features  of  the  past  year's  work 
have  been,  (1)  The  introduction  of  the  State  Course  of  Study,  where- 
by the  teachers  have  had  a  plan  and  outline  for  their  work  and  where- 
by the  schools  have  been  placed  upon  a  systematic  basis.  I  feel^that 
the  new  State  Course  supplies  a  long  felt  want.  Our  teachers  have, 
in  the  greater  part,  put  forth  every  effort  to  make  the  working  of  the 
course  a  success.  Necessarily  any  course  of  study  must  be  adapted 
to  conditions  and  communities.  While  the  work  done  along  the  line 
of  the  course  is  not  perfection,  by  any  means,  yet,  a  good  beginning 
lias  been  made  and  results  have  been  all  that  could  be  expected  in 
one  year.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  meeting  the  want  which  the  course  supplies. 

(2)  Uniform  Eighth  Grade  Examinations.  These  have  been  an 
impulse  to  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Eighty-eight  pupils  have  passed 
this  examination  and  will  be  given  diplomas  and  high  school  entrance 
certificates  showing  that  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  the 
course  of  study  and  permitting  them  to  enter  any  high  school  in  the 
county. 
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(3jA  higher  degree  of  efficiency  in  the  teaching  force.  This  has 
been  one  of  the  things  earnestly  advocated  during  my  entire  adminis- 
tration and  the  teachers  are  making  strenuous  elforts  1o  obtain  an  ad- 
vanced standard. 

There  were  5,928  pupils  enrolled  in  the  county  schools  during  the 
past  year.  305  regular  day  school  teachers  looked  after  the  educa- 
tional interests  of  these  boys  and  girls.  EUwood  City,  North  Beaver, 
Hickory,  Slippery  Bock  and  New  Wilmington  districts  had  special 
teachers  for  music.  New  Wilmington  also  had  a  special  teacher  for 
drawing.  Directors  are  recognizing  the  value  of  music  as  a  subject 
that  should  be  taught  in  our  schools  and  are  doing  their  part  by  se- 
curing the  special  instructors  for  this  subject.  I  hope  many  more  dis- 
tricts will  be  in  line  next  year. 

The  higher  qualifications  of  our  teachers  are  indicated  by  the  grade 
of  certificate  which  they  hold.  But  G2  hold  provisional  certificates, 
51  teach  on  professional  certificates,  19  teach  on  permanent  certifi- 
cates, 58  are  graduates  of  a  State  Normal  School,  and  15  are  college 
graduates. 

The  five  borough  and  four  township  high  schools  maintain  good 
courses  of  study,  have  had  competent  instructors,  and  the  work  done 
has  been  highly  commendable.  The  geographical  situation  of  the 
county  with  steam  railways  and  trolley  line  connections  is  such  that 
the  present  high  schools  are  readily-  accessible,  consequent!}-  no  effort 
has  been  made  to  establish  new  high  schools  but  to  have  the  highest 
possible  standard  for  those  already  in  existence. 

The  fifty-eighth  annual  institute  convened  in  the  Central  Presby- 
terian Church,  New  Castle,  Pa.,  during  the  week  of  October  10,  1910. 
The  instructors  were:  Dr.  Henry  S.  Curtis,  Vice-President  of  the 
National  Playground  Association  of  America,  Clark  University,  Wor- 
cester, Mass. ;  Dr.  Paul  M.  Pearson,  Department  of  Public  Speaking, 
Swarthmore  College,  Swarthmore,  Pa. ;  Dr.  Smith  Burnham,  Depart- 
ment of  History,  West  Chester  State  Normal  School,  West  Chester, 
Pa. ;  Prof.  Thomas  W.  Johns,  New  Castle  Public  Schools,  Conductor 
of  Music ;  ]\Iiss  Agnes  Parry,  New  Castle,  Pa.,  soloist ;  Miss  Elizabeth 
McLean  and  T.  J.  Parry,  accompanists. 

Every  teacher  in  the  city  of  New  Castle  was  enrolled  in  this  insti- 
tute and  only  one  absentee  from  the  county. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
press  of  the  county  for  the  assistance,  interest,  and  courtesy  which 
they  have  displayed  in  behalf  of  our  educational  affairs  as  it  has  been 
most  kind  in  bringing  all  our  important  questions  and  reports  before 
the  people.  I  desire  also  to  thank  the  ministers  of  the  city  and  county 
for  their  assistance,  the  directors  and  all  friends  who  have  contributed 
to  the  good  of  the  schols  during  the  past  year,  :

TIk^  \\H)rk  (l((ue  in  our  schools  <luiiu<;  the  past  year  has  heeii  liighly 
satisfactory.  While  the  standard  at  which  we  aimed  has  not  invari- 
ably been  reached  the  resnlts  of  the  etlorts  of  directors,  teachers,  pa- 
rents and  children  liave  been  gratifying.  Our  directors  and  teachers 
have  been  conscientiously  devoted  to  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
Comnumities  with  few  excei)tions  co-opeiated  with  school  authorities 
and  teachers  in  striving  to  attain  the-  best  results.  This  condition 
of  school  work  is  hopeful  and  encouraging.  The  public  schools  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  people  and  they  are,  therefore,  never  better  or  worse 
than  the  people  desire  them  to  be.  When  a  community  looks  upon  a 
common  school  as  an  institution,  which,  in  its  iullucnce  for  good,  is 
next  if  not  equal  to  the  home  and  the  church,  then  will  that  great 
institution  receive  the  supi)ort  it  deserves  and  the  school  will  not 
exist  in  vain. 

The  plan  of  conducting  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  pro- 
visional certificate,  instituted  two  years  ago,  was  continued.  There 
was  only  one  examination  which  was  held  June  9th  and  10th,  in  the 
Lebanon  high  school  auditorium,  a  room  well  adapted  for  carrying  on 
the  work  of  the  examination.  One  hundred  eighteen  (118)  applicants 
were  examined,  to  ninety  (00)  of  whom  I  granted  certificates,  and 
rejected  twenty-eight  (28).  In  the  report  of  last  year  the  reasons 
for  changing  the  old  plan  of  conducting  the  examinations  together 
with  the  many  advantages  of  the  new  method  were  enumerated,  and 
mention  of  the  fact  that  the  new  plan  is  perfectly  satisfactory  to  all 
our  directors  and  teachers  need  only  be  made  in  this  report.  Ui)on 
the  whole  the  candidates  were  well  prepared  in  the  branches  in  which 
they  were  examined,  and  yet  it  is  my  candid  belief  that  teachers 
ought  to  have  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  what  they  are  expected 
to  teach,  and  a  broader  view  of  the  ordinary,  everyday  problems  of 
life. 

With  very  few  exceptions  our  directors  selected  the  teachers  with 
scrupulous  care.  Of  the  many  important  duties  devolving  upon 
school  directors,  none  ought  to  be  performed  with  greater  care  and 
better  judgment  than  the  one  pertaining  to  the  selection  of  teachers. 
T  can  consistently  report  the  fact  that  political  aflRliations,  family 
relations,  church  connections  and  other  relations  equally  pernicious 
do  not  control  our  directors  in  performing  this  all-important  duty. 
It  is  in  long-continued  service  in  the  same  school  that  the  teacher 
really  becomes  responsible  for  the  best  results  in  school  work.  There- 
fore, it  should  follow  that  as  long  as  a  teacher  discharges  her  duties 
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faithfully,  even  though  a  few  narrow-minded,  prejudiced  patrons  may 
have  become  lukewarm  in  giving  her  their  moral  support  and  co- 
operation, so  long  her  services  ought  to  be  continued.  In  some  of 
our  districts  the  teachers  are  too  frequently  changed  from  one  school 
to  another  without  any  good  reasons.  In  the  selection  of  a  teacher  the 
ver}'  first  criterion  is  character.  No  teacher  can  have  her  pupils  be- 
come what  she  is  not  herself.  Every  hour  of  every  day  during  the 
entire  school  term,  the  teacher  breathes  her  very  soul  and  being  into 
her  pupils.  It  should,  therefore,  follow  that  only  those  Avhose  lives 
are  pure,  whose  aspirations  are  noble,  whose  ideals  are  loftly,  whose 
temper  is  sweet,  and  whose  habits  are  worthy  of  imitation,  should 
be  allowed  to  teach  our  children.  Other  criterions  are  scholarship, 
love  for  children,  love  for  the  teacher's  work,  power  to  discipline,  good 
judgment,  the  power  to  interest  children,  an  earnest  devotion  to  the 
welfare  of  children,  and  last,  but  not  least,  perfect  health,  all  of 
which  should  be  considered  in  the  selection  of  the  teacher. 

On  August  26,  1910,  there  was  held  a  conference  of  our  high  school 
and  grammar  grade  teachers.  The  entire  day  was  devoted  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  vital  questions  pertaining  to  the  work  of  these  two  grades. 
A  better  understanding  of  the  requirements  of  pupils  for  admission 
into  our  high  schools  as  well  as  of  the  best  methods  to  attain  these 
requirements  was  gained.  Nearly  every  teacher  belonging  to  these 
grades  was  present  and  well  prepared  to  participate  in  the  discus- 
sion of  the  various  topics  considered.  Very  valuable  assistance  was 
rendered  by  Prof.  W.  S.  Hertzog,  one  of  our  efficient  high  school  in- 
spectors. During  the  week  of  the  County  Institute  this  body  of 
teachers,  which  is  a  distinct  organization,  held  a  successful  session. 
Addresses  were  delivered  by  the  instructors  of  the  institute.  Septem- 
ber 3,  1910,  I  met  all  the  beginner  teachers  at  Lebanon  and  devoted 
the  entire  day  to  the  discussion  of  questions  on  school  organization, 
school  discipline,  etc.  This  custom  has  been  in  vogue  in  our  county 
during  the  last  fifteen  years,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  superinten- 
dent can  do  nothing  else  that  is  more  productive  of  good  results  than 
to  spend  one  day  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  school  term  with  his 
inexperienced  teachers. 

Previous  to  the  opening  of  the  schools,  and  various  evenings  and 
Saturdays  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  school  term.  I  met  the 
directors  and  teachers  of  the  different  districts  to  explain  the  new 
course  of  study  for  the  elementary  schools  of  Pennsylvania,  prepared 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  In  nearly  every  dis- 
trict the  course  was  adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  and  ordered 
by  them  to  be  followed  by  the  teachers.  This  course  of  study,  if  care- 
fully followed,  will  mark  a  step  in  advance  in  our  elementary  schools, 
and  particularly  in  our  ungraded  schools.  As  a  general  thing  our 
rural  schools  are  conducted  with  too  little  system,  and  as  a  conse- 
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(liu'iu'o  llicre  is  too  iinirli  liiipliazard  and  iiidcliiiilc  work  in  lliose 
schools.  The  new  course  will  be  especially  hel]»rnl  in  bringing  about 
an  improvement  inasmuch  as  it  eliminates  many  things  that  are 
purely  Iheoretical  and  strongly  eini)liasies  the  more  practical  Ihings 
needed  in  everyday  life.  Its  following  has  been  recommended  by  the 
superintendent  and  special  attention  has  been  given  in  his  visits  to 
that  part  of  the  course  pertaining  lo  English,  including,  reading, 
writing,  sjtelling,  grammar,  and  all  forms  of  composition.  It  is  hoj)ed 
that  the  directors  will  do  all  they  can  to  carry  to  a  successful  end  the 
I)rovisions  made  in  the  new  course  with  reference  to  ICnglish  and  ])ar- 
ticularly  the  part  referring  to  reading  and  literature.  In  a  former 
rei)ort  I  em})hasized  the  importance  of  this  phase  of  school  work,  but 
a  i)artial  neglect  to  re-cognize  its  great  value  and  to  provide  the  means 
by  which  this  work  can  be  best  accomplished,  justifies  a  second  refer- 
ence to  it. 

You  can  give  a  human  being  nothing  that  is  a  more  never-failing 
source  of  happiness  throughout  life,  and  at  the  same  time  a  stronger 
shield  against  the  ills  of  a  life,  than  a  taste  for  good  reading  and 
ample  means  for  its  gratification.  When  you  give  a  person  this  taste 
30U  place  him  in  contact  with  the  best  society  in  every  period  of 
civilization — with  the  wisest,  the  tenderest,  the  purest  and  the  gravest 
characters  that  have  adorned  all  ages.  You  make  him  an  inhabitajit 
of  all  civilized  nations  and  a  contemporary  of  all  periods  of  time. 
There  is  in  a  well  directed  habit  of  reading  a  gentle  but  an  irrestible 
coercion  over  the  whole  of  man's  character  and  conduct  which,  al- 
though it  does  its  work  insensibly,  is  invariably  effectual.  I  do  not 
wish  to  decry  text-book  work.  Our  pupils  should  thoroughly  master 
their  text-books ;  but  while  this  is  being  done  there  must  be  inculcated 
into  the  minds  of  our  youth  a  love  of  liberty,  truth,  patriotism,  piety, 
patience,  reverence,  philanthroi)y,  fortitude — in  short,  a  love  for  all 
the  virtues,  and  there  must  be  given  a  power  to  subdue  all  passions, 
or  as  Emerson  says,  ''There  must  be  given  to  every  soul  a  power  to 
liold  fast  to  the  man  and  awe  the  beast."  The  resources  furnished 
by  text-books  must  be  enlarged.  The  conscience  must  be  educated 
and  quickened.  Ideas  must  be  multiplied.  The  training  resulting 
from  pursuing  a  course  of  study  must  be  re-enforced.  Inspiration  to 
a  fuller  life  must  be  given.  No  other  agency  can  produce  all  this 
more  effectually  than  the  district  school  library  consisting  of  the  very 
choicest  literature  and  used  under  the  careful  guidance  of  a  teacher 
who  herself  has  mastered  the  whole  field  of  literature.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  books  are  lifek'SS  objects  and  that  the  teacher  must 
be  the  soul-giving  factor. 

While  we  have  quite  many  schools  fairly  well  sujjplied  with  good 
reading  matter,  there  are  too  many  schools  in  our  county  in  which 
not  even  the  nucleus  of  a  library  exists.     In  nearly  all  of  our  graded 
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schools  provision  is  made  to  a  considerable  extent  to  fiirni  ;li  the 
pui)ils  with  suitable  reading  matter.  In  this  respect  Cornwall  and 
Annville  districts  take  the  lead.  Why  should  the  children  in  the 
graded  schools  enjoy  and  receive  the  benefit  of  this  reading  matter 
while  the  same  privilege  is  denied  to  the  children  of  tlie  rural  schools? 
Are  the  former  better  than  the  latter?  A  careful  rerh/ction  will  lead 
anyone  to  conclude  that  the  child  of  the  rural  school  is  unquestionably 
as  much  in  need  of  the  influence  of  this  reading  matter  as  is  the  child 
of  the  graded  school. 

The  annual  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  during  the  week 
beginning  October  17th.  Our  instructors  were  Dr.  W.  N.  Ferris,  Dr. 
Charles  O.  Hoyt  and  Superinteudent  W.  M.  Peirce.  Prof.  J.  W. 
Yoder  had  cliarge  of  the  music.  The  instruction  given  by  these  men 
was  the  very  best.  The  music  could  not  have  been  better.  Every 
teacber  excepting  four  who  were  unavoidably  absent  on  account  of 
sickness  and  deaths  in  families,  was  enrolled  and  in  actual  attend- 
ance during  the  entire  Aveek.  The  teachers  voluntarily  increased  the 
enrollment  fee  to  two  and  one-half  dollars.  This  was  a  commendable 
act  very  much  appreciated  by  the  superintendent  and  indicates  that 
our  teachers  are  not  satisfied  with  anything  but  the  best  in  institute 
work.  The  sessions  were  well  attended  by  the  public.  The  institute 
was  in  every  respect  a  grand  success  and  the  inspiration  it  afforded 
will  undoubtedly  long  be  felt  in  our  school  work.  Following  the 
County  Institute  there  were  held  four  local  institutes,  including  all 
the  districts  of  the  county.  These  were  held  at  Jonestown,  Ann- 
ville, Kichland,  and  Hebron.  The  teachers  manifested  a  genuine  in- 
terest in  their  work  and  performed  their  respective  duties  in  a  highly 
creditable  manner.  Over  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  attended 
their  respective  institutes  and  quite  a  number  attended  all  of  them. 
The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  directors  and  the  public.  In 
nearly  all  our  townships,  district  institutes,  teachers'  meetings  and 
parents'  meetings  continue  to  be  held  during  the  school  term.  The 
superintendent  attended  at  least  twenty  of  these  meetings. 

The  Directors'  Association  convened  at  Lebanon,  February  18,  1911. 
One  hundred  six  (lOG)  directors  from  our  twenty-one  districts  were 
present.  This  is  the  best  attendance  we  ever  had  at  these  conventions, 
and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  in  the  future  every  director  will  be 
present.  No  school  director  who  is  thoroughly  interested  in  the  real 
welfare  of  the  schools  will  wilfully  absent  himself  from  this  import- 
ant annual  gathering.  The  instructors  were  Deputy  State  Superin- 
tendent TJeed  B.  Teitiick,  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis  of  Juniata  College,  and 
Dr.  J.  George  Becht,  i>rincipal  of  the  Clarion  State  Normal  School. 
These  men  gave  the  very  best  instructions  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
same  will  bear  an  abundant  harvest.  A  large  number  of  our  teachers 
attended  the  convention. 
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Friday,  February  10th,  was  observed  throughout  the  county  as 
Parents'  Day.  Quite  a  number  of  parents  visited  their  respective 
schools,  which  was  certainly  encouraging  to  our  teachers  and  pupils. 
All  the  schools  were  visited  twice  M'ith  two  exceptions  and  a  number 
of  them  the  third  time.  In  all  I  made  live  hundred  fifty-seven  (557) 
visits.  In  my  second  visits  I  was  accompanied  by  the  directors.  In 
many  districts  I  met  the  full  board.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  there 
is  not  a  school  in  the  county  which  was  not  visited  by  one  or  several 
directors.  Our  attendance  was  unusually  regular  during  the  whole 
year.  At  the  writing  of  this  report  I  am  unable  to  state  correctly 
how  many  pu])ils  attended  every  day,  but  from  the  reports  thus  far 
received  it  is  believed  that  at  least  eight  hundred  (800)  of  the  seven 
thousand,  six  hundred  twenty-seven  (7,627)  pupils,  our  total  enroll- 
ment during  the  year,  attended  every  day.  A  large  number  missed 
only  half  of  a  day,  one  day,  or  several  days.  Parents  should  put 
forth  every  effort  to  send  their  children  regularly  to  school  and 
teachers  should  use  their  best  influence  to  secure  perfect  attendance. 

It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  chronicle  the  death  of  four  of  our  most 
faithful  teachers.  Ada.  J.  Werner  of  Myerstown,  who  taught  very 
successfully  the  primary  school  at  Newmanstown ;  Mrs.  Eosa  Kochen- 
derfer  who  taught  a  number  of  years  in  Independent  district  and  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  which  was  altogether  unexpected,  she  had 
charge  of  one  of  the  most  important  schools  in  our  county.  Her 
school  consisted  of  about  sixty  pupils,  all  children  of  foreigners,  by 
all  of  whom  she  was  greatly  beloved.  In  this  school  she  was  eminently 
successful  and  her  death  was  a  serious  loss.  The  other  two  were 
Cora  S.  Light  who  for  many  years  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
teachers  of  South  Lebanon  district,  and  Jennie  E.  Royer  who  at  the 
time  of  her  death  was  teaching  successfully  her  third  term  in  Mill- 
creek  district.  These  teachers  all  were  held  in  the  highest  esteem 
as  ladies  of  genuine  Christian  character  by  a  wide  circle  of  acquaint- 
ances who  with  their  parents  and  friends  deeply  mourn  their  de- 
parture. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  State 
Department  for  wise  counsel,  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  a  whole- 
some educational  influence,  and  to  the  directors,  teachers,  pupils  and 
parents  for  their  hearty  co-operation. 
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LEHIGH  COUNTY— Alvin  Eupp. 


After  a  careful  review  of  the  work  for  the  past  year,  I  find  that 
our  schools  have  kept  pace  with  the  general  onward  march  of  prog- 
ress along  educational  lines.  I  cannot  find  any  instance  in  which  a 
backward  step  was  taken  while  I  can  find  a  number  which  will  ulti- 
mately tend  to  elevate  our  schools  very,  materially. 

The  Course  of  Study  for  the  Elementary  Schools  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  was  received  before  the  term  opened 
and  at  once  distributed  among  the  teachers,  one  being  placed  into 
every  room.  I  took  up  the  matter  at  our  Preliminary  Meetings  and 
later  again  at  our  Local  Institutes.  The  latter  was  done  after  the 
teachers  had  full  opportunities  to  read  and  study  it  with  the  greatest 
care.  It  was  found  that  there  was  no  material  difference  between 
the  course  which  we  had  been  following  for  a  number  of  years  and 
the  new  one,  except  that  the  details  were  worked  out  more  fully  in 
the  latter.  The  teachers  at  once  adapted  their  work  as  thoroughly 
as  they  could  to  the  new  course,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  results  will 
be  beneficial  to  the  schools  all  around. 

The  classes  which  were  graduated  from  the  dififerent  high  schools 
this  spring  were  larger  this  year  than  ever  before;  and  so  were  also 
the  classes  examined  for  township  graduation  and  entrance  into  the 
different  high  schools.  The  commencement  exercises  in  connection 
with  the  same  were  of  a  high  order. and  were  very  largely  attended 
by  the  gener-al  pirblic.  In  many  instances  the  churches  and  halls 
where  they  were  held  were  entirely  too  small  to  accommodate  all  the 
I)eople  who  were  anxious  to  listen  to  the  exercises.  These  functions 
bring  out  the  representative  people  of  the  districts  and  pi'ove  a  great 
incentive  towards  increased  interest  in  education. 

Hanover,  Salisbury,  Whitehall  and  North  Whitehall  changed  the 
heating  system  of  some  or  all  of  their  schools  from  the  ordinary  stoves 
to  the  Waterbury  Heating  and  Ventilating  System.  In  nearly  every 
case  the  new  system  gives  excellent  satisfaction,  and  in  addition  to 
heating  the  rooms  thoroughly  also  affords  splendid  ventilation. 
The  one-room  building  at  Hokendauqua  was  supplied  with 
a  Smith  heater  which  works  on  the  same  principle  as  the  Waterbury, 
and  also  gave  satisfaction.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  well  for  the 
directors  to  look  carefully  into  these  heating  plants  especially  where 
the  one-room  buildings  must  be  maintained. 

An  additional  teacher  was  supplied  for  the  Catasauqua  high  school 
and  the  course  changed  from  a  two  to  a  three-year  course,  with  a  view 
to  making  it  a  firgt-class  high  school  in  the  near  future.    An  assist- 
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ant  teacher  was  also  placed  in  the  Emaus  high  school,  thus  mak- 
ing the  course  slronger  as  well  as  giving  llie  i)iincipal  more  time  for 
supervisory  work. 

A  new  one-room  building  was  erected  near  Fogelsville  in  Upper 
Macungie  district.  This  was  done  to  accommodate  a  new  town  that 
has  spiung  up  there  in  consequence  of  a  new  cement  jjlant.  The 
building  is  a  large  and  commodious  structure,  modern  in  all  its  ap- 
pointments. The  old  building  at  Kernsville  in  North  Whitehall  was 
entirely  remodelled  and  is  now  in  excellent  condition.  In  Emaus 
borough  a  new  eight-room  building  was  erected.  This  is  a  model 
building  in  every  respect  having  all  the  new  and  improved  ai)pliances 
for  heating  and  ventilating.  This  building  was  completed  in  the 
middle  of  the  term  and  the  schools  moved  into  it  from  two  of  their 
old  buildings  which  had  become  unfit  for  school  purposes. 

The  teachers  for  next  term  are  all  appointed  and  the  prosj>ects  for  a 
successful  school  year  are  very  bright.  The  number  of  teachers  hold- 
ing provisional  certificates  for  next  term  is  less  than  sixty  for  the  en- 
tire county.  The  number  of  applicants  for  schools  this  year  was 
much  larger  than  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  directors  could  be 
more  careful  in  their  selection  than  formerlv. 


LUZERNE  COUNTY— Frank  P.  Hopper. 


I  respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  the  schools 
under  my  jurisdiction  for  the  year  ending  June.  1911.  Teachers,  su- 
pervising principals  and  directors  are  alert  and  active  and  the  year 
just  closed  has  been  one  of  the  most  profitable  during  my  incumbency. 
There  were  held  throughout  the  county  eighteen  examinations  in 
which  470  applicants  were  examined.  Of  these  340  received  pro- 
visional certificates,  37  received  professional  certificates  and  93  were 
Dinsmore's  Teaching  a  District  School  and  Bagley's  Classroom  Man- 
agement, 
rejected.     The  examination  in  the  theory  of  teaching  was  based  upon 

The  County  Institute  was  held  during  the  week  beginning  Monday, 
October  24,  in  Trem  Temple,  Wilkes-Barre.  The  instructors  were 
Dr.  Nathan  C.  Schaeffer,  Harrisburg;  Dr.  Charles  W.  Kent,  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia:  Prof.  E.  C.  Perisho,  Vermillion.  South  Dakota;  Dr. 
Nathaniel  liutler.  University  of  Chicago,  and  Prof.  Jerry  March,  of 
Philadelphia.  The  enrollment  of  teachers  numbered  1,018  and  the 
Institute  was  in  every  respect  a  pronounced  success.

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The  Luzerne  County  School  Directors'  Association  met  in  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  auditorium  on  Thursday,  January  19,  1911.  Excellent  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  Supt.  Eeed  B.  Teitrick,  Dr.  Samuel  Hamilton, 
and  Wm.  J.  Trembath,  Esq.  There  were  nearly  300  directors  in  at- 
tendance. 

During  the  year  I  made  883  school  visitations,  the  largest  number 
ever  made  by  any  superintendent  in  Luzerne  county.  The  task  was 
an  arduous  one  and  was  accomplished  only  by  great  difficulty. 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  the  public  press,  teacher, 
patrons  and  directors  have  all  been  helpful  to  me  for  which  I  am  duly 
grateful. 


LYCOMING  COUNTY— G.  B.  Milnor. 


During  the  year  all  the  schools  in  the  county  were  visited  and 
many  of  them  a  second  time.  On  these  visits  classes  were  examined, 
inquiry  was  made  concerning  the  grading  and  standing  of  pupils  and 
interior  and  exterior  improvements  suggested.  Attention  was  also 
given  to  the  preparation  of  the  teacher,  care  of  the  room,  the  attend- 
ance and  application  of  pupils,  the  use  of  the  library  and  school  ap- 
paratus, and  the  care  of  text-books,  furniture  etc. 

The  teachers  of  the  county  invariably  took  an  active  part  in  the 
irrany  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  held  throughout  the 
year.  Subjects  pertaining  to  rural  school  improvement  received  most 
attention  at  these  meetings  such  as  beautifying  the  school  interior  and 
grounds,  adapting  the  course  of  study  more  to  the  needs  of  country 
pupils,  making  the  school  a  social  centre  and  securing  greater  co- 
operation of  parents.  These  meetings  arouse  a  healthful  school  spirit 
among  patrons  and  help  to  solve  the  problems  of  irregular  attend- 
ance, discipline  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  pupils.  Teachers  are 
fully  repaid  for  the  time  and  effort  given  to  these  meetings  by  greater 
progress  and  more  satisfactory  results  in  the  work  of  the  school.  In 
order  to  make  a  summary  of  the  work  of  these  educational  meetings 
each  president  or  secretary  was  requested  to  make  the  following  re- 
port to  the  superintendent  at  the  end  of  the  year:  Names  of  officers, 
number  of  meetings  held,  percentage  of  attendance  of  teachers,  im- 
portant questions  discussed,  names  of  teachers,  patrons,  directors  and 
pupils  taking  part. 

A  live  interest  Avas  manifested  in  the  improvement  of  school  in- 
teriors where  necessary.  Reports  from  all  the  schools  at  the  end  of 
the  year  showed  that  over  |1,300  was  raised  through  entertainments 
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and  socials  by  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  purpose  of  papering,  paint- 
ing, purcliasiug  library  books,  pictures  and  other  decorations.  The 
libraries  of  110  rural  schools  now  contain  over  5,U()U  volumes.  A  sub- 
stantial increase  was  made  to  the  Muncy  and  Jersey  Shore  libraries. 
In  Montouisville  a  branch  of  Williamsport  Brown  Memorial  J^ibrary 
was  established  and  is  successfully  maintained  by  the  schools  and  the 
public. 

Certificates  of  award  were  issued  to  022  pupils  who  were  neither 
absent  nor  tardy  during  the  year.  One  hundred  ninety  pupils  com- 
pleted the  county  course  and  received  diplomas.  Of  this  number 
twenty-four  were  admitted  to  high  schools. 

The  attendance  at  the  Teachers'  Exchange  has  gradually  increased 
until  now  nearly  one  hundred  teachers  are  in  attendance  at  these 
monthly  meetings.  During  the  year  the  new  State  Course  of  Study 
received  considerable  attention  and  many  other  topics  of  current  edu- 
cational interest.  The  best  books  on  teaching  have  been  placed  in  the 
library  each  year  for  the  use  of  teachers.  Some  of  the  strongest  edu- 
cators in  the  State  have  given  instruction  here.  In  one  of  his  ad- 
dresses Ur.  Ellis  remarked  that  to  the  work  of  these  meetings  is  due 
the  keen  educational  interest  manifested  by  the  teachers  throughout 
the  county. 

The  instructors  at  the  County  Institute  during  the  week  of  Decem- 
ber 26-30,  were:  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  Columbus,  Ohio;  Dr.  Francis  H. 
Green,  West  Chester,  Pa. ;  Dr.  E.  B.  Bryan,  President  of  Colgate  Uni- 
versity, Hamilton,  N.  Y. ;  Miss  Lillian  W.  Pierce,  Supervisor  of  the 
Model  School,  West  Chester,  and  Prof.  O.  H.  Yetter,  Bloomsburg. 
The  following  evening  course  was  given:  Monday,  ''Around  the  Hub," 
Dr.  Francis  H.  Green;  Tuesday,  entertainment  by  the  Wilbur  Starr 
Quartet  Company ;  Wednesday,  entertainment  by  the  College  Singing 
Girls  and  Walter  Eccles ;  Thursday,  "A  Message  from  the  West,"  Gov. 
E.  W.  Hoch  of  Kansas.  Nearly  one  hundred  directors  were  present 
on  "Directors'  Day"  when  a  number  of  sections  of  the  new  school  code 
relating  to  the  rural  schools  were  taken  up  for  consideration.  The 
instruction  was  of  a  high  order  and  such  as  could  be  readily  applied 
in  the  school  room.  The  week  was  a  most  interesting  and  profitable 
one  for  all  who  were  in  attendance. 

The  thirty-fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  County  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  in  Jersey  Shore,  February  25.  Among  the  subjects 
for  discussion  were:  School  Sanitation,  The  State  Course  of  Study, 
Improvement  of  School  Surroundings,  and  the  School  as  a  Social 
Centre.  The  addresses  of  Supt.  Chas.  Lose  of  Williamsport,  State 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Nathan  C.  Schaeft'er  and  Miss  Alicia  M.  Zierden 
of  the  State  Museum,  Harrisburg,  were  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
present. 

The  annual  directors'  meeting  in  May  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  history  of  the  Association.    The  new  School  Code  just 
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signed  by  tlie  Governor  was  the  chief  topic  for  consideration.  Deputy 
State  Superintendent  K,  U.  Teitrick  of  ilariisburg  and  Supt.  James 
Coughlin  of  W  ilkes-Barre  were  present  and  very  ably  discussed  the 
more  important  provisions  of  the  new  law  with  the  directors.  lie- 
ports  of  the  State  Directors'  Convention  were  made  by  delegates 
LaMonte  Rentz,  Esq.,  of  Montgomery  and  Dr.  A.  T.  Welker  of  Col- 
lomsville. 

A  Eural  Progress  Conference  was  held  in  Muncy  in  September 
under  the  auspices  of  the  improvement  of  the  home,  the  school  and 
the  farm  were  discussed.  Supt.  Chas.  Lose  of  Williamsport,  pre- 
sided. Those  who  took  part  in  the  conference  were:  Dr.  I^athan  0. 
Schaetfer,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  F.  C.  Howe, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  Prof.  R.  L.  Watts,  State 
College ;  li.  P.  Kester,  Crampian  Farm  Homestead,  Pa. ;  Dr.  B.  Frank- 
lin Koyer,  Department  of  Health,  Harrisburg;  Dr.  Charles  W.  Young- 
man,  Williamsport;  Miss  Elizabeth  Crocker,  Brown  Memorial 
Library,  Williamsport;  Thomas  L.  Montgomery,  State  Librarian, 
Harrisburg,  and  Prof.  C.  H.  Tuck,  Cornell  University.  The  work  so 
fully  outlined  by  the  conference  for  the  improvement  of  country  con- 
ditions was  extended  to  every  part  of  the  county  in  the  later  educa- 
tional meetings  of  the  year.  Through  the  assistance  of  teachers  a 
pupils'  agricultural  club  of  300  members  was  organized  and  bulletins 
were  furnished  by  the  Deijartmeut  of  Agriculture,  Washington.  Ar- 
rangements will  be  made  to  have  the  products  raised  by  the  members 
of  the  club  placed  on  exhibition  at  some  important  gathering  such 
as  the  directors'  convention,  teachers'  institute  or  a  county  fair  when 
prizes  will  be  awarded. 

The  Elementary  Course  of  Study  issued  l)y  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  was  placed  in  all  the  schools  at  the  opening  of  the 
term  and  was  made  the  basis  of  the  examination  for  common  school 
diplomas  and  high  school  certificates.  The  course  contains  not  only 
a  careful  selection  of  subject  matter  but  many  helpful  suggestions 
for  presenting  it  most  etiectively  to  pupils.  It  has  proved  to  be  most 
useful  in  rural  schools,  where,  on  account  of  the  frequent  change  of 
teachers,  the  curriculum  has  not  become  so  well  established  as  in 
the  boroughs.  Probably  not  all  rural  schools  can  adopt  the  course  as 
a  whole  at  once,  but  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  work  into  its  require- 
ments gradually  so  that  a  higher  standard  of  education  in  the  rural 
districts  may  be  attained. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,  the  public 
press  and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  their  generous 
assistance  and  continued  co-operation. 
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McKEAN  COUNTY— Burdette  S.  Bavle. 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  1  report  marked  progress  in  the 
schools  of  McKean  county  during  the  year.  All  good  things  come 
slowly  and  cost  much,  and  especially  is  this  true  in  the  held  of  edu- 
cation; but  at  last  the  earnest  efforts  of  our  teachers,  a  faithful  ad- 
herence to  high  standards  and  the  cultivation  of  a  proper  educational 
sentiment,  have  begun  to  produce  results  which  cannot  be  denied. 

Much  of  our  success,  very  much,  is  due  to  a  persistent  following  of 
the  Illinois  Course  of  Study.  Against  considerable  opposition  our 
best  boards  of  directors  and  best  teachers  have  stood  faithfully  by  the 
superintendent  in  demonstrating  the  merits  of  this  course  until  to-day 
its  great  advantages  are  recognized  by  a  large  majority.  As  a  result 
of  this  triumph  the  number  of  County  Diplomas  granted  to  eighth 
grade  graduates  this  spring  is  practically  double  that  of  any  preced- 
ing year. 

Our  school  attendance,  which  has  been  steadily  increasing  for  sev- 
eral years,  has  continued  to  mount  upwards.  One  school,  the  Indian 
Creek  school  in  Eldred  township,  had  a  total  term  attendance  of  99 
per  cent.,  and  nine  of  its  seventeen  pupils  were  neither  tardy  nor  ab- 
sent during  the  entire  term.  Over  two  hundred  term  certificates 
for  perfect  attendance  were  issued,  and  about  eight  thousand  monthly 
certificates  were  used. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  the  work  in  English  in 
all  grades,  and  the  decided  improvement  in  the  composition  work,  as 
shown  b}  the  productions  published  in  our  county  school  paper,  is 
very  encouraging.  The  Illinois  Course  is  undoubtedly  responsible  in 
a  large  measure  for  this  improvement.  The  continued  improvement 
in  reading  and  penmanship  has  also  been  highly  satisfactory. 

Although  considerably  handicapped  by  bad  roads  and  the  necessity 
of  ^'campaigning,"  the  superintendent  made  over  four  hundred  visits 
among  the  two  hundred  twenty-five  schools.  Very  few  of  these  visits 
were  less  than  an  hour  in  length  and  their  average  cost,  including 
office  expenses,  was  a  seven  mile  drive  and  two  dollars  in  cash.  Every 
effort  was  made  to  get  away  from  the  ''formal  call"  idea  and  give  the 
largest  possible  measure  of  helpfulness  to  teachers  and  pupils.  Be- 
sides carefully  observing  "the  teacher  at  work,"  and  taking  note  of 
the  conditions  and  surroundings  which  enter  into  the  success  of  the 
school,  the  practice  of  testing  for  results,  demonstrating  up-to-date 
methods,  and  offering  encouraging  suggestions,  was  continually  fol- 
lowed. In  addition  to  this  a  written  summary  of  each  visit,  in  sys- 
tematic form,  was  left  Avitli  the  teacher,  and  a  copy  filed  in  the  office. 
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The  loose-leaf  triplicate  report  plan  which  was  introduced  two 
years  ago  has  proved  such  a  decided  success  that  teacher  as  well  as 
school  officers  are  wondering  how  it  is  possible  for  anyone  to  con- 
tinue to  run  schools  with  the  cumbeisome  report  book  system.  The 
increased  familiarity  with  the  details  of  the  work  thus  afforded  direc- 
tors and  superintendent  is  a  most  valuable  asset,  and  yet  the  addi- 
tional cost  in  time  and  money  is  practically  nothing. 

The  County  Institute  was  held  in  Smethport  October  31  to  Novem 
ber  4.  Instructors  were  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis,  Dr.  C.  H.  Gordinier,  Miss 
Maude  Willis,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Olcott,  and  Prof.  F.  H.  Gaige.  All  gave 
splendid  satisfaction.  Miss  Willis  had  been  here  as  instructor  on 
two  former  occasions,  Mrs.  Olcott  on  one.  Dr.  Ellis  will  return  for 
the  institute  of  1911.  The  cash  balance  was  increased  about  forty 
dollars.  The  Directors'  Association  met  the  same  week  as  the  Insti- 
tute and  used  the  same  instructors.  Fifty-nine  of  the  one  hundred 
fourteen  directors  w^ere  present.  A  very  interesting  program  was 
carried  out  during  the  two  days'  session^  and  the  universal  sentiment 
seemed  to  be  that  it  was  time  well  spent. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  friends  of 
education  both  within  and  without  the  county,  and  especially  to  the 
body  of  loyal  teachers  who  have  labored  with  me,  for  their  helpful- 
ness and  kindness  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  girls  and  boys. 


MERCER  COUNTY— F.  F.  Foltz. 


During  the  past  year  our  patrons  seemed  to  take  a  broader  view 
of  education  than  ever  before.  They  know  the  difference  between  good 
and  poor  teaching  and  are  beginning  to  demand  better  prepared 
teachers.  In  most  sections  of  the  county  directors  are  encouraged  by 
this  attitude  of  the  people  and  are  trying  to  meet  these  demands. 
We  are  encouraged  by  a  survey  of  the  entire  county  for,  in  the  main, 
we  find  directors  with  a  more  progressive  spirit,  more  efficient 
teachers,  and  a  more  advanced  sentiment  in  favor  of  better  educa- 
tional facilities. 

We  have  not  far  to  go  to  find  the  causes  of  these  improved  condi- 
tions. The  wise  legislation  of  the  past  few  years  has  perhaps  done 
more  than  all  else.  The  Minimum  Salary  Act,  the  High  School  Act 
of  1907,  and  high  school  inspection  have  all  been  helpful  and  bene- 
ficial. 
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Another  cause  is  found  in  (lie  fact  that  we  have  had  a  long  period 
of  peaceful,  prosperous  times.  Prosperity  has  brought  better 
equipped  farms  and  homes.  People  travel  more  and  by  the  extension 
of  the  telephone  to  the  remotest  rural  district  communicate  more 
freely  so  that  new  ideas  in  one  community  are  adopted  in  others.  The 
spirit  of  progress  is  everywhere  and  the  schools  might  be  expected 
to  catch  something  of  the  si)irit  and  to  profit  by  it. 

The  Minimum  Salary  Act  has  awakened  our  teachers.  They  real- 
ize that  better  salaries  call  for  better  preparation  and  better  teach- 
ing. Tn  addition  to  the  work  of  individual  teachers,  our  educational 
organizations  have  done  much  toward  creating  a  proper  sentiment. 
The  local  institutes,  the  Mercer  County  Principals'  Club,  the  County 
Institute,  and  the  County  Directors'  Association  have  all  done  a  great 
deal  in  educating  the  patrons  as  to  what  is  best  and  most  desirable  in 
the  public  schools. 

The  press  of  the  county  has  been  liberal  with  their  columns  and 
has  made  possible  the  success  of  these  organizations  by  reporting 
what  is  said  and  done  in  their  meetings  so  that  our  patrons  have  not 
been  ignorant  of  what  our  school  men  think  and  believe  on  live  school 
issues. 

However,  much  remains  to  be  done  and  many  improvements  are 
yet  needed.  Unfortunately  to  the  same  school  and  but  two  townships 
have  a  school  term  longer  than  the  minimum  of  seven  months.  The 
time  element  is  a  great  factor  in  education  and  it  can  not  be  hoped 
that  the  country  child  can  be  given  equal  advantages  with  the  town 
pupils  until  he  is  permitted  to  attend  school  for  the  same  number 
of  months. 

Much  could  be  done  at  comparatively  little  expense  to  improve  the 
sanitary  conditions.  The  floors  of  our  schools  should  be  thoroughly 
scrubbed  and  cleaned  at  least  twice  each  year,  a  water-tank  with  a 
close  fitting  cover  should  be  provided  for  each  room,  dry  sweeping 
should  be  abolished,  and  means  should  be  provided  for  thorough 
ventilation. 

The  Teachers'  County  Institute  was  held  at  Mercer  during  the  week 
of  January  2-6,  1911,  and  was  up  to  the  standard  of  past  years. 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  County  Commissioners  the  sessions  were 
held  in  the  Assembly  Boom  of  the  new  Court  House.  Our  instructors 
were  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Shaver,  Hon.  H.  K.  Pattengill,  Prof.  Chas.  H.  Al- 
bert, and  Prof.  Robert  J.  McDowell. 

The  Directors'  Association  held  its  annual  meeting  at  Grove  City, 
January  11-12,  1911.  Among  others  who  took  part  in  the  program, 
Drs.  I.  C.  Ketler  and  A.  E.  Maltby  made  excellent  addresses.  Dr. 
A.  I.  Hoon,  of  Mercer,  read  a  well-prepared  and  helpful  paper  on 
'Health  and  Sanitation." 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  State  Superintendent  and  his  assistants  for 
help  and  advice,  teachers  and  directors  for  their  courtesy  and  loyalty, 
and  all  others  who  have  contiibuted  in  any  way  to  make  my  work 
more  pleasant  and  efficient  during  the  six  years  of  my  service  as 
county  superintendent.  I  bespeak  for  my  successor  the  same  kind- 
ness and  assistance. 


MIFFLIN  COUNTY— James  F.  Wills. 


The  annual  report  of  the  educational  work  in  Mifflin  county  during 
the  school  year  of  nineteen-hundred-ten  and  nineteen-hundred-eleven 
is  now  due.  The  year  has  been  a  busy  but  pleasant  one  to  your  ser- 
vant and  we  believe  a  profitable  one  to  the  cause  of  public  education 
throughout  the  county.  Our  director  body  was  composed  of  men, 
the  majority  of  whom  kept  the  welfare  of  the  child  in  mind  in  all 
their  official  acts.  Our  teachers  were  earnest  and  faithful  in  their 
labors  and  deserve  great  credit  for  the  work  which  they  did  and  for 
their  co-operation  in  furthering  the  cause  of  education.  There  were 
very  few  failures  among  our  teachers  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
about  one-fifth  of  them  were  teaching  their  first  term.  The  citizen- 
ship of  the  county  supported  the  school  work  well  which  means  so 
much  to  the  successful  progress  of  public  school  work.  The  pupils 
were  regular  in  their  attendance  and  earnest  in  their  work.  About 
three  hundred  eighty  pupils  attended  every  day  of  the  term.  Cer- 
tificates of  award  were  given  by  the  county  superintendent  to  these 
pupils  for  their  faithful  attendance. 

We  visited  all  the  schools  under  our  supervision  twice  during  the 
year  and  were  in  a  few  of  them  three  times.  The  school  work  through- 
out the  county  is  becoming  more  uniform  and  more  sj^stematic  from 
year  to  year  as  our  county  course  of  study  becomes  more  familiar  to 
our  teachers  and  the  grading  of  the  pupils  is  improved.  The  uniform 
study  of  choice  selections  from  term  to  term  in  all  the  grades,  suited 
to  the  age  and  ability  of  the  pupils,  is  giving  our  pupils  a  good  foun- 
dation for  the  study  of  English.  Our  State  high  school  course  re- 
quires English  throughout  the  entire  four  years  and  we  believe  pupils 
entering  high  school  will  be  better  prepared  for  the  work  there  if 
some  choice  selections  are  taught  them  in  the  grades.  Our  high 
schools  throughout  the  county  this  year  conformed  to  the  course 
recommended  by  the  State.  We  have  five  township  high  schools  from 
which  were  graduated  thirty-two  young  people.  Appropriate  com- 
mencement exercises  w^ere  held.     About  eighty  young  people  passed 
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the  high  school  eiiliance  examination  and  thiily-Ove  of  these  were 
awarded  coiimion  si  hool  diplomas  l»y  us  lor  the  excellent  grades  which 
they  made  in  their  worJc.  .  Five  teachers  were  eligible  to  lake  the 
examination  for  i)rofessional  certificates  which  was  given  the  ninth 
of  May,  nineteen  hundred  eleven,  and  all  were  successful  in  passing. 
About  one  hundred  jirovisional  certificates  were  granted  during  the 
year.  On  the  seventh  and  eight  of  Ai)i'il,  nineteen  hundred  eleven, 
the  permanent  certificate  committee  examined  three  applicants  and 
recommended  them  for  permanent  certificates. 

The  Milllin  County  Teachers'  Association  held  four  very  interest- 
ing meetings  during  the  year  in  Yeagertown,  Lewistown,  Reedsville, 
and  Milioy.  This  organization  is  active  and  helpful  in  many  ways 
and  nearly  all  our  teachers  are  members  of  it.  A  lecture  course  was 
conducted  by  the  high  school  at  Belleville  which  was  well  patronized 
and  highly  enjoyed  by  the  community  and  was  a  financial  success  as 
well  as  a  great  benefit  to  the  people  educationally.  Others  of  our 
schools  had  lectures  and  entertainments  which  are  splendid  to  stimu- 
late and  increase  educational  sentiment  in  a  community.  Spelling 
contests  were  held  in  two  townships  and  were  the  means  of  bringing 
together  the  patrons  and  citizens  and  children  from  all  parts  of  the 
townships,  and  thus  increasing  the  interest  in  this  important  and 
sometimes  neglected  subject  of  spelling.  Prizes  were  given  to  the 
best  spellers.  In  Decatur  toAvnship,  five  pupils  spelled  one  hundred 
fifty  words  without  missing  a  word.  A  number  of  good  local  insti- 
tutes were  held  in  the  dilferent  districts  of  the  county.  The  county 
institute  was  held  in  Lewistown,  November  twenty-first  to  the  twenty- 
fifth  and  was  a  successful  and  profitable  gathering  of  teachers,  pupils, 
and  citizens.  Our  people  were  loud  in  their  praise  of  the  day  instruc- 
tion and  the  evening  entertainment.  Dr.  Henry  R.  Pattengill,  Lans- 
ing, ^Michigan;  Dr.  Bryon  W.  King,  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania;  Prof. 
Oden  C.  Gortner,  Mansfield,  Pennsjdvania ;  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Har- 
risburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  Hon.  Reed  B.  Teitrick,  Harrisburg,  Penn- 
sylvania were  the  day  instructors  with  Prof.  J.  W.  Yoder,  Hunting- 
don, Pennsylvania  leading  the  singing;  and  with  such  men  as  these 
an  institute  must  be  good.  Then,  too,  the  evening  xerograms  were 
popular.  The  Mifllin  County  Teachers'  association  furnished  the  pro- 
gram on  Monday  evening,  and  afterwards  entertained  the  teachers, 
directors,  instructors,  and  friends.  Refreshments  were  served  and  a 
splendid  social  was  enjoyed  by  everybody  present.  Dr.  Byron  W. 
King,  The  Music  Makers,  and  The  College  Singing  Girls  were  the 
other  evening  attractions  and  all  pleased.  The  school  directors'  con- 
vention was  held  in  Lewistown,  January  twentieth  and  twenty-first. 
Hon.  Reed  B.  Teitrick,  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania  gave  two  excellent  addresses  that 
were  greatly  appreciated.    There  was  the  best  attendance  on  the  part 
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of  the  directors  in  the  history  of  the  county.  Sixty  of  the  eighty-four 
directors  were  present.  We  are  pleased  to  report  this  record  break- 
ing attendance. 

On  June  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  ten,  Supt.  W.  F.  Kennedy  re- 
signed the  superintendency  of  the  Lewistown  schools  to  accept  a  prin- 
cipalship  in  the  Pittsburg  schools  and  a  few  weeks  later  Prof.  T. 
Latimer  Brooks  of  Carlisle  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Supt. 
Kennedy  had  been  connected  with  the  Lewistown  schools  for  about 
sixteen  years. 

February  twenty-second  was  observed  as  Patrons'  Day  throughout 
the  county  schools.  Special  programs  were  prepared  by  some  schools, 
but  the  majority  of  them  had  the  regular  school  work  which  we  be- 
lieve the  better  for  the  occasion. 

Three  teacher  normal  classes  were  held  in  the  county  this  year. 
One  at  Milro,y  by  Prof.  John  B.  Boyer;  one  at  McVeytown  by  Prof. 
J.  Paul  Kauflfman ;  and  one  at  Lake  Park  by  Prof.  S.  L.  Hanawalt. 

Our  county  was  blessed  with  no  deaths  during  the  year  among  our 
active  school  workers,  but  four  of  those  who  guided  the  work  in  past 
years  were  called  to  their  reward.  Miss  Mary  McCord  of  Lewistown, 
the  first  principal  of  the  Lewistown  schools,  and  a  teacher  for  almost 
fifty  years,  passed  from  the  busy  scenes  of  earth  to  a  peaceful  rest 
on  October  thirteenth,  nineteen  hundred  ten.  She  was  a  graduate  of 
Dickinson  Seminary,  taught  school  in  primary  and  advanced  grades, 
and  spent  about  twelve  years  of  her  life  teaching  in  Panama.  Many 
of  the  present  citizens  of  LewistovN'ii  went  to  school  to  her. 

Miss  Leah  Bigelow  of  Union  township  fell  a  prey  to  that  dreaded 
disease,  tuberculosis  and  was  called  home  on  March  fifth,  nineteen 
hundred  eleven.  She  was  a  splendid  young  lady  and  an  excellent 
teacher.  She  was  a  graduate  of  the  Belleville  high  school  and  a 
teacher  in  Union  township  until  ((mipelled  to  resign  on  accoimt  of 
failing  health. 

On  February  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  eleven,  Mr.  John  L.  Har- 
per of  Decatur  township  passed  away.  Mr.  Harper  was  a  teacher  in 
the  county  for  a  long  term  of  years.  He  taught  the  same  school  for 
about  fifteen  successive  terms.  Lie  was  a  Cival  War  Veteran  having 
served  with  honor  for  three  years  and  six  months  in  the  rebellion. 

General  Adoniram  Judson  Warner,  Superintendent  of  Mifflin 
County  Schools  in  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  died  at  his  home 
in  Marietta,  Ohio,  August  thir-teenth,  nineteen  hundred  ten,  aged 
seventy-six  years.  General  Warner  lived  a  busy  and  prominent  life. 
He  came  to  Mifflin  county  in  eighteen  hundred  fifty-five,  taught  school 
near  Belleville  one  term  and  was  then  made  principal  of  the  Lewis- 
town  Academy  which  position  he  held  for  two  years.  He  served  as 
county  superintendent  from  December  first,  eighteen  hundred  fifty- 
eight  to  August  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  fifty-nine.     He  en- 
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tered  liie  Civil  War  iii  eigiilecu  hundred  aud  sixly  oue  as  a  captain 
in  llie  'J'euih  l*ennsylvania  Jieserves,  and  served  with  bravery  and 
honor  ihrougiioiit  the  war.  Jle  was  an  intimate  friend  of  Abraham 
J^ineoln  and  was  one  ol'  the  pall-beaiers  at  his  luneral.  lie  represented 
his  district  three  terms  in  Congress  being  a  member  of  the  U.  S.  House 
of  Kepresentatives. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  want  to  thank  the  Department  of  i'ublic 
Instruction  for  their  assistance  and  the  press  of  the  county  for  its 
lielp  in  promoting  educati<mal  tliouglit;  and  we  wish  also  to  express 
our  sincere  gratitude  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  us  during  the 
year  by  the  people  of  the  county,  particularly  by  teachers,  directors, 
and  pupils.  On  the  tilth  day  of  June  last,  our  second  term  as  super- 
intendent of  the  schools  of  the  county  came  to  an  end.  The  direc- 
tors' convention  that  assembled  on  the  second  day  of  May  last  saw 
tit  to  honor  us  with  a  re-election.  This  honor  so  kindly  conferred 
upon  us  is  appreciated  most  highly.  With  renewed  spirit  and  an  in- 
creased determination  to  merit  in  some  degree  the  conhdence  reposed 
in  us,  we  enter  upon  the  work  of  a  third  term,  trusting  that  the  same 
valuable  co-operation  of  the  good  people  of  the  county  shall  be  in  evi- 
dence in  the  future  as  in  the  past. 


MONKOE  COUNTY— F.  Koehler. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  place  before  you  a  report  of  the  chief  educational 
events  of  Monroe  county  for  the  past  year.  The  year's  work  was  ex- 
ceedingly arduous,  yet  greatly  enjoyed  because  of  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  educational  factors.  The  attendance  of  pupils,  the  in- 
terest shown  by  directors,  and  the  efhciency  of  our  teachers  has  never 
been  better  than  during  the  year  just  ended. 

Our  teachers  are  realizing  the  fact,  that  a  great  responsibility  is 
resting  upon  them  and  that  their  calling  is  one  of  the  highest  honor, 
dignity,  and  importance.  All  of  our  teachers  have  received  consider- 
able Professional  training.  Out  of  a  possible  number  of  163  teachers, 
only  53  were  employed  who  were  holding  Provisional  Certificates.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  many  of  our  teachers  holding  Normal  and 
even  College  Diplomas  are  taking  advantage  of  the  Summer  Courses 
for  teachers,  offered  by  our  Colleges  and  Universities,  If  our  best 
teachers  are  greatly  benefited  by  such  courses,  would  it  not  be  advis- 
able for  our  less  experienced  ones  to  do  similar  work?

The  fifty-first  annual  institute  Avas  lield  at  Stroudsbiirg  in  the  court 
house,  during  the  week  November  14  to  18,  1910.  This  was  one  of 
the  best  intellectual  feasts  our  county  ever  enjoyed.  The  instructors 
were:  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  Dr.  E.  L.  Kemp,  Prof.  Smith  Burnham,  Kev. 
William  F.  Curtis,  Hon.  Keed  E.  Teitrick,  Prof.  Charles  A.  Dobson, 
Musical  Instructor.  The  evening  lecture  and  entertainments  were  as 
follows:  Lecture,  "Sour  Grapes,"  by  Dr.  Edward  Amherst  Ott;  The 
Boston  Novelty  Company;  The  Bargelt  Concert  Company;  The  Dud- 
ley Buck  Concert  Company.  District  Institutes  were  held  in  various 
centers  throughout  the  county.  These  were  all  largely  attended  by 
teachers,  directors,  and  friends  of  education. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was  held 
in  the  court  house,  on  Wednesday,  January  11,  1911.  Two  able  and 
inspiring  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Hon.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Several  of  our  directors  also 
give  excellent  addresses  upon  topics  of  local  importance. 

Our  School  of  Methods  for  beginner  teachers  was  well  attended  and 
all  in  attendance  seemed  enthused  with  the  proper  educational  spirit 
of  the  live  teacher.  Many  educational  meetings  and  conferences  were 
held  with  teachers  and  directors  as  well  as  patrons  of  the  schools. 
All  these  meetings  resulted  in  greater  love  for  the  work  of  the  educa- 
tional field. 

All  our  High  Schools  seemed  to  do  excellent  work  during  the  year 
and  should  have  no  difficulty  in  being  properly  classified  by  the  In- 
spector this  year.  Barrett  township  has  decided  to  establish  a  town- 
ship High  School  at  Canadensis. 

Coolbaugh  township  erected  a  modern  new  public  school  building 
at  Pocono  Summit. 

East  Stroudsbuig  borough  enlarged  their  building  by  an  annex  at 
a  cost  of  ,510,000,  which  makes  it  an  up-to-date  and  very  commodious 
High  School  building.  The  Borough  of  Stroudsburg  is  now  erect- 
ing a  $50,000  High  School  building.  A  number  of  districts  are  be- 
ginning to  grade  their  school  grojinds  and  to  remodel  the  buildings 
so  as  to  conform  with  modern  ideas  of  education. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  New  School  Code  wall  give  new  inspiration  and 
an  enlarged  vision  of  educational  possibilities  in  our  Commonwealth. 

Permit  me  to  thank  the  directors  of  Monroe  county  for  their  kind 
expression  of  indorsement  of  my  work  and  educational  policy  during 
the  past  six  years,  by  re-electing  me  to  serve  for  another  term. 

Permit  me  to  thank  likewise  the  many  friends  of  education  and  the 
press  of  the  county  for  their  kind  words  of  encouragement  and  hearty 
co-operation  in  my  humble  efforts  to  uplift  the  educational  standard 
in  our  countv  and  Commonwealth. 
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MONTGOMERY  COUNTY— J.  Hoi  ace  Landis. 


During  I  he  school  year  just  closed,  I  made  932  visits  to  the  480 
schools  under  my  direct  supervision.  All  schools  except  a  few  were 
visited  twice.  A  lew  schools  were  visited  three  times.  It  was  my 
aim  to  visit  each  school  twice  during  the  year. 

The  average  school  term  of  Montgomery  county  is  nine  months. 
The  length  of  the  school  terms  of  the  various  districts  is  as  follows: — 

Seven  districts  have  a  seven  months'  school  term. 

Three  districts  have  a  seven  and  a  half  months'  school  term. 

Nine  districts  have  an  eight  months'  school  term. 

Three  districts  have  an  eight  and  a  half  months'  school  term. 

Seventeen  districts  have  a  nine  months'  school  term. 

Five  districts  have  a  nine  and  a  half  months'  school  term. 

Twenty  districts  have  a  ten  months'  school  term. 

During  the  school  year  just  closed  Lower  Pottsgrove  increased  its 
school  term  from  seven  months  to  eight  months. 

The  following  districts  have  increased  their  number  of  teachers: — 
Abington  and  Upper  Merion  each  two,  and  Plymouth,  Schwenksville, 
West  Pottsgrove  and  Upper  Dublin  each  one. 

Vocal  music  is  taught  by  special  teachers  in  Abington,  Ambler, 
Bridgeport,  Lower  Gynedd,  Hatl)oro,  Jenkiutown,  Souderton,  North 
Wales,  Springfield,  lioyersford,  Warberth,  Moreland,  Lansdale  and 
Whitpain. 

Special  teachers  also  give  instruction  in  drawing  in  Abington, 
Ambler,  Jenkintown,  Narberth,  Souderton,  Springfield  and  Lansdale. 

Jenkintown  also  has  manual  training  and  sewing  taught  by  special 
teachers. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  new  buildings  are  being  considered  in 
East  Greenville,  Green  Lane,  Lansdale,  Limerick,  Plymouth,  Lower 
Providence,  Souderton  and  Upper  Merion.  All  of  these  buildings 
will  be  of  modern  type  and  up-to-date  in  their  furnishings. 

Nine  educational  meetings,  especially  for  teachers  and  director-s, 
were  held  in  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  during  the  early  part 
of  September,  and  were  largely  attended. 

Local  school  needs,  especially  the  need  of  uniformity  of  work  and 
sanitary  care  of  grounds  and  buildings,  were  brought  directly  to  the 
notice  of  both  teachers  and  directors. 

Five  local  Institutes  were  held  during  the  year  and  were  enthusias- 
tic gatherings  of  the  patrons  of  the  schools.  Timely  educational 
topics,  pertinent  to  the  local  needs  of  the  community  were  discussed. 
Sanitation  pertaining  to  the  exterior  as  well  as  the  interior  of  schools 
w  as  dwelt  upon  by  the  Superintendent  at  some  length. 
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Parents'  meetings  are  becoming  more  popular  as  was  evidenced  by 
the  increased  number  held  during  the  year.  The  school  can,  and  by 
right  should  be  made,  the  centre  of  educational  and  civic  interest  of 
the  community,  a  place  to  discuss  all  pertinent  subjects. 

The  special  features  of  the  County  Institute  program  were  the  sec- 
tional or  divided  Institute  work  and  the  round  table  conferences  of 
the  various  grades.  These  proved  very  acceptable  and  helpful  and 
Avill  be  continued  in  the  1911  Institute. 

The  directors'  meeting  in  the  court  house,  Norristown,  was  largely 
attended.  Mr.  E.  M.  McNeal  addressed  the  convention,  and  the  pro- 
gram was  exceedingly  interesting. 

The  spring  meetings  of  the  directors  was  held  at  Pottstown,  March 
16,  1911.  The  attendance  was  large,  and  the  directors  expressed 
themselves  well  pleased  with  the  program.  Prof.  Carl  Kelsey  lec- 
tured at  the  evening  session  and  his  talk  was  well  received  and  thor- 
oughly appreciated.  -Mr.  Bowman's  address  at  the  morning  session 
on  ''The  Flexibility  of  High  School  Courses"  was  helpful,  instructive 
and  timely  in  argument,  an  earnest  plea  for  flexible  courses  to  meet 
the  actual  and  rightful  needs  of  the  greatest  number  of  pupils. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  many  lines  of  school  work,  no- 
tably in  the  subject  of  English.  The  chief  aim  of  all  schools  was  to 
emphasize  the  constructive  phase  rather  than  the  technical  phase  of 
English.  Teachers  show  the  best  by  evidence  of  deeper  interest  in 
their  work  by  careful  daily  preparation  for  their  work. 

I  feel  greatly  encouraged  with  the  progress  made  in  educational 
work  during  the  last  year,  and  will  in  the  coming  year,  with  renewed 
energy,  continue  the  work  along  the  same  lines,  striving  for  greater 
uniformitv  and  efficiencv  of  work  and  method. 


MONTOUR  COUNTY— Charles  W.  Derr. 


I  desire  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  school  conditions 
of  Montour  county  for  the  year  ending  1911. 

The  course  of  study  sent  out  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion was  well  received  by  our  teachers,  was  adopted  by  all  of  our 
boards  in  the  comity,  and  will  be  a  potent  factor  in  the  advancement 
of  our  schools. 

The  examinations  for  the  county  diplomas  were  held  on  April  first 
by  committees  appointed  by  the  superintendent.  The  questions  were 
uniform  throughout  the  county  and  the  result  of  the  examinations 
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has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  both  teachers  and  superintendent. 
They  have  been  a  great  incentive  to  the  eight  grade  pupils  to  still 
go  on  after  knowledge. 

Our  institute  was  held  during  the  week  beginning  Monday,  Novem- 
ber 1*8,  101(1.  The  attendance  and  interest  were  very  gratifying.  Our 
instructors  included  Di-.  S.  Y.  Gillian  of  Milwaukee,  Prof.  Bromley 
{Smith  of  Bucknell  and  J)r.  Woodruff  of  Selinsgrove.  In  music  we 
had  Supt.  Daniel  Dieffenbaucher  of  Danville.  In  many  respects  we 
considered  the  institute  one  of  our  best. 

A  series  of  local  institutes  was  held  during  the  school  term.  The  in- 
terest taken  by  the  teachers  and  also  manifested  by  the  patrons  in  the 
discussions  and  exercises  was  one  of  the  encouraging  features  of  the 
years'  work. 

It  has  always  been  our  practice  to  put  particular  stress  ujion  two 
branches  during  the  years'  work.  This  last  year  we  took  up  penman- 
ship and  spelling.  To  get  our  teachers  upon  the  right  road  in  the 
matter  of  penmanship  we  had  Prof.  Zaner  of  Columbus,  Ohio.,  with 
us  at  the  county  institute  and  we  can  see  marked  improvement  in  the 
penmanship  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.  For  the  work  in  spelling 
we  outlined  a  plan  which  accom.plished  wonders  for  us  in  both  oral 
and  written.  All  the  teachers  held  contests  in  their  respective  schools 
to  determine  the  two  best  spellers  in  each  school.  Then  contests 
were  held  in  each  district  by  the  superintendent  to  determine  the 
two  best  spellers  in  each  district.  Then  a  contest  was  held  between 
the  two  best  spellers  from  each  district  for  the  championship  of  the 
county;  Miss  Dora  Kirkner  and  Miss  Florence  Billmeyer  were  the 
winners.  For  a  help  and  plan  for  the  teachers  we  used  the  Champion 
Speller  by  Warren  E.  Hicks.  For  the  coming  year  we  expect  to  put 
stress  upon  the  work  in  History  and  English  Grammar. 

In  closing  this  report  I  owe  my  thanks  to  the  department  for  the 
many  favors  received,  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  a  loyal  continu- 
ance of  their  confidence  and  respect,  and  to  the  people  at  large,  direc- 
tors, teachers  and  pupils  for  expressions  of  good  feeling  and  of  loyalty 
all  of  which  inspires  me  to  do  the  best  work  jjossible  for  the  schools 
of  the  county. 


NOKTHAMPTON  COUNTY— G.  A.  Grim. 


In  thirty-one  of  our  districts  reading  is  taught  according  to  an 
approved  method,  two  more  districts  tried  a  method  in  a  few  schools, 
and  were  well  pleased  with  the  results.     W^e  are  well  pleased  with 
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this  hearty  co-operation  of  teachers,  directors,  patrons  and  pupils. 
Our  directors  and  teachers  are  well  pleased  with  the  rapid  progress 
the  pupils  make  in  learning  to  read  and  the  amount  of  interesting 
material  they  learn  while  reading.  We  can  truthfully  say  that  while 
they  learn  to  read,  they  also  read  to  leain. 

Several  of  our  schools  were  frequently  visited  by  teachers  and  su- 
perintendents who  were  interested  in  the  uiethods  employed,  and  the 
results  obtained. 

We  were  pleased  to  have  High  School  Inspector  Koch  as  one  of 
our  visitors,  he  was  well  pleased  with  the  thoiouglmess  of  work,  and 
the  interest  manifested. 

Those  who  prophesied  that  our  methods  and  system  would  fail 
after  the  second  or  third  .year,  were  disappointed,  because  some  of 
the  best  work  is  accomplished  in  our  third  and  fourth  grades. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  provisional  certificates  is  growing 
less,  but  the  ai)plicants  are  better  prepared,  only  a  very  few  of  the  as- 
pirants have  not  completed  a  High  School  course.  Some  of  our  best 
teachers  are  included  in  this  class  of  applicants. 

This  3'ear  the  applicants  for  professional  certificates  were  not  ex- 
amined in  political  geography,  instead  thej^  prepared  "How  the  World 
is  Fed,"  ''How  the  World  is  Clothed,"  and  "The  New  Basis  of 
Geography"  by  Redway.  Last  year  we  substituted  ''Stories  of  Penn- 
sylvania," ''The  iMaking  of  Pennsylvania,"  "Critical  Periods  in  Ameri- 
can History"  for  the  text-book  questions.  The  experiment  proved  a 
success  and  we  expect  to  continue  next  year  with  a  few  good  books 
on  English.  The  same  line  of  work  is  continued  by  our  permanent 
committee.  This  gives  many  teachers  a  broader  and  deeper  knowl- 
edge of  interesting  material  and  better  methods. 

Geography  received  most  attention  at  our  "Local  Teachers'  In- 
stitutes" a  great  deal  of  important  information  was  derived  from 
the  following  books.  "The  New  Basis  of  Geography" — Redway; 
"The  Teaching  of  Geography" — Sutherland ;  "Teaching  of  Geography 
in  Elementary  Schools," — Archer  Lewis  and  Chapman  (Englishmen)  ; 
"Geographical  Influences  in  American  History."  Our  meetings  were 
well  attended,  the  assigned  subjects  were  well  prepared,  the  discus- 
sions were  exceptionally  good  and  showed  a  great  deal  of  prepara- 
tion. 

Miss  Ada  Van  Stone  Harris  had  charge  of  the  })rimary  section  at 
our  County  Instiute,  High  School  Inspector  Koch,  Prof.  Hughes  and 
Miss  Zierden,  had  charge  of  the  High  School  section. 

Dr.  S.  D.  Fess,  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  Miss  Jane  Brownlee,  Supt.  F.  W. 
Robbins  and  G.  A.  Grim  spoke  before  the  entire  institute  and  the  un- 
graded section.  Prof.  C.  Royer,  Easton,  Pa.,  was  our  Musical  In- 
structor and  did  excellent  work. 
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The  Directors'  Convi'iilioii  iiii'l  ;il  U;iili  jind  sjiciil  ;i  proJiljiltIc  (\i[\. 
The  "New  School  Code"  discussion  was  opened  liy  i'rof.  John  JO. 
Stocker,  picsidcnf  of  the  Hcthleheni  school  board.  Deputy  State  Su- 
perinteudeul  K.  I».  TeitricU  and  (J.  A.  (Jiini  addressed  the  meeting  in 
the  afternoon.  .Many  and  sinrcic  were  the  praises  spoken  in  behalf 
of  lh(»  hold  ]»roj(riclors  who  served  the  splendid  dinners. 

Durinj";  the  year  many  appioi)riate  patriotic  exei-cises  were  ren- 
dered in  our  schools,  numerous  flags  and  jioles  were  presented  by 
public  sjtirited  citizens. 

Jlollertown  is  Justly  ])roiid  of  its  new  seven  room  building.  The 
building  contains  a  large  auditorium  which  is  used  frequently  by 
the  i»npils  and  i>atr()us,  and  well  does  it  play  its  part  in  making  tlie 
sclu)ol  an  educational  and  social  center. 

Bushkill  township  erected  a  new  building  and  equipped  it  with 
single  desks. 

It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  regret  that  we  learned  how  one  of  the 
school  supply  houses  was  guilty  of  selling  school  supplies  in  some  of 
our  districts  at  a  cost,  in  some  cases  double  the  price  received  in  other 
districts.     In  several  cases  the  i)rices  were  exorbitant. 


NORTHUMBEKLAND  COUNTY— Wallace  W.  Fetzer. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  schools  of  Northumberland  county  for  the  school  year  ending 
June,  1911. 

In  summing  up  the  work  of  the  schools  of  the  county  during  the 
past  six  years  we  are  able  to  report  a  healthy  growing  sentiment  in 
favor  of  better  school  facilities.  The  directors  have,  in  general,  been 
careful  in  the  selection  and  placing  of  their  teachers,  have  furnished 
the  necessary  books  and  supplies  and  have  looked  after  the  school 
property  in  a  conscientious  manner. 

For  several  years  we  have  followed  rather  closely  the  ''Illinois 
Course  of  Study."  With  the  advent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Course, 
furnished  by  the  Department,  we  placed  a  copy  in  each  school  and 
advised  the  teachers  to  conform  to  the  new  course  as  far  as  conditions 
would  warrant  without  in  any  way  requiring  pupils  to  again  go  over 
work  already  completed.  ^Many  teachers  met  the  requirements  very 
successfully.  By  another  year  the  course  should  be  in  good  working 
order  in  all  the  schools. 

By  reference  to  the  certificates  held  by  the  teachers  it  will  be  noted 
that  we  are  securing  a  higher  grade  of  teachers.    Much  professional 
study  is  being  done  by  our  teachers.    The  majority  of  our  High  School 
principals  are  exceptionally  well  qualified. 
8—5—1911 
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One  hundred  two  pupils  were  granted  eighth  grade  diplomas.  Over 
one  hundred  took  the  seventh  grade  examination. 

Local  institutes  were  held  throughout  the  different  sections  of  the 
county.  The  teachers  by  their  attendance  at  these  meetings  and  the 
part  they  take  in  the  programs  evidence  the  great  help  they  are  in 
systematizing  and  grading  the  work  in  the  schools. 

Our  County  Institute  measured  up  to  our  expectations.  Our  in- 
structors dealt  with  the  every  day  life  in  the  school  room.  Our 
instructors  consisted  of  Hon.  M.  P.  Shawkey,  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  West  Virginia;  Superintendents  James  M. 
Coughlin,  W.  M.  Peirce,  I.  C.  M.  Ellenbeiger,  W.  A.  Wilson  and  Prof. 
E.  B.  Bailey.  The  evening  programs  were  filled  by  Alton  Packard, 
Dr.  Ott,  Strickland  W.  Gillilan  and  The  Kellogg-Haines  Singing 
Party. 

Each  year  brings  an  increased  attendance  to  our  Directors'  Con- 
vention. This  year  we  numbered  one  hundred  forty-six  members. 
This  speaks  well  for  the  interest  taken  by  the  directors  and  for  the 
class  of  instruction  prepared  by  the  committee.  Deputy  State  Super- 
intendent Eeed  B.  Teitrick  and  Supt.  I.  C.  M.  Ellenberger  were  the 
speakers  employed.  The  directors  manifested  such  a  lively  interest 
in  the  discussions  that  part  of  the  program  had  to  be  omitted. 

At  Pottsgrove  and  Kulpmont  modern  four-room  brick  buildings 
were  erected.  A  new  building  was  erected  at  Exchange.  Several 
buildings  were  repaired.  The  Waterbury  system  was  installed  in  a 
few  districts.     In  many  schools  suspension  globes  were  supplied. 

We  still  have  a  few  buildings  which  should  be  rebuilt. 

We  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Department  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  received  from  time  to  time. 


PERRY  COUNTY— D.  A.  Kline. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  improved  school  conditions  during  the 
year  just  closed.  A  better  average  attendance  prevailed  over  the 
county  than  for  a  number  of  years  preceding.  A  laudable  teaching 
spirit  was  in  evidence  throughout  the  term.  The  local  institutes 
were  notably  in  respect  to  the  almost  perfect  attendance  on  the  part 
of  teachers,  and  the  healthy  enthusiasm  that  leavened  the  sessions. 
It  is,  moreover,  gratifying  to  say,  that  it  is  the  practice,  practically 
without  exception,  for  our  various  boards  of  directors  to  discharge 
their  duties  according  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law  as  nearly  as 
it  is  humanly  possible. 
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In  H\nte.  of  the  allurements  of  more  imMccnai-y  vocations,  teaching 
is  gradually  becoming  more  of  a  fixed  prolession  with  at  least  seventy- 
five  ])ei'  cent,  of  our  force.  During  the  next  few  years  the  ranks  will 
be  depleted  of  many  of  our  best  teachers  hohling  provisional  cerliti- 
cates  by  reason  of  a  desire  on  their  part  to  become  graduates  of  nor- 
mal schools.  Tt  is  to  be  hoped  however  that  the  county  will  not  prove 
the  loser  by  their  temporary  absence,  for  it  is  to  be  expected  that  they 
will  return  enriched  with  added  mental  accomplishments  and  with 
a  i)ower  for  effective  teaching  that  comes  alone  from  a  consciousness 
of  thoroughly  knowing  how  to  do  the  thing  intended  to  be  done. 
Doubtless  some  of  these  will  obtain  schools  in  other  parts  of  the  State, 
but  we  devoutly  wish  that  a  sense  of  local  patriotism  may  constrain 
many  of  them  to  return.  Now,  don't  think  us  too  well  fed  on  school 
sentiment.  We  acknowledge  room  for  improvement,  but  somehow  we 
feel  that  nothing  short  of  the  best  possible  teaching  corjjs  is  good 
enough  for  Perry.  The  only  salutary  condition  that  can  ever  prevail 
will  be  in  that  time  when  all  of  our  teachers  shall  look  upon  their 
work  as  strictly  and  truly  professional,  seeking  every  grace  and  ac- 
complishment that  should  dignify  the  honorable  and  important  ser- 
vice which  they  chose,  or  whereunto  they  arc  called. 

Of  our  teachers,  97  held  provisional  certificates ;  47,  permanent  or 
professional  certificates;  45,  State  Normal  School  diplomas.  Nine 
were  college  graduates.    Twenty-nine  had  no  previous  experience. 

The  Teachers'  Annual  Institute,  held  in  New  Bloomfield,  Novem- 
ber 28  to  December  2,  Avas  rated  equal  to  the  best  within  the  memory 
of  most  of  our  teachers,  in  respect,  both  to  the  character  of  instruc- 
tion, and  the  evening  entertainments  and  lectures.  The  course  of  in- 
struction was  well  balanced,  and  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  teachers. 
Dr.  Eeed  B.  Teitrick,  Dr.  Ira  Howerth,  Dr.  Leslie  Omwake,  Dr.  J. 
George  Becht,  and  Dr.  J.  I.  Woodruff  ran  the  mill  during  the  day, 
and  the  grist  was  full-weight  and  of  "^A"  grade.  Concerts  were  held 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings.  Dr.  John  W.  Weeter  delivered 
an  instructive  lecture  on  Monday  evening.  On  Thursday  evening.  Col. 
Robert  L.  Taylor,  the  word  artist  from  the  Southland,  delighted  a 
large  audience. 

The  Convention  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was  well  at- 
tended, notwithstanding  the  prospects  of  inclement  weather  for  the 
day.  Able  addresses  were  made  by  President  H.  E.  Eitter,  Dr.  H. 
O.  Lightner,  J.  M.  Barnett,  Esq.,  and  John  D.  Baker,  Jr.  Hon.  Reed 
B.  Teitrick  captured  and  held  the  careful  attention  of  all,  through 
two  helpful  and  inspiring  talks.  By  way  of  digression,  I  desire  to 
say  that  we  feel  complimented  up  here,  in  that  Dr.  Teitrick,  when  in 
Cumberland,  claims  nativity  in  Perry.  We  thought  Jefferson  county 
was  to  blame. 
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A  public  school  examination  was  held  throughont  the  county  March 
25.  One  hundred  foui-  pupils  were  examined  of  whom  sixty-three 
were  awarded  diplomas. 

Two  substantial  brick  school  houses  were  destroyed  by  fire  shortly 
before  the  expiration  of  the  school  term.  The  one  was  located  in 
Saville  township  and  the  other  in  Spring  township.  The  fiie  was  due, 
in  each  instance,  to  a  defective  Hue.  Both  will  be  replaced  in  time 
for  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Newport  board  to  have  erected  upon  the  site  of  the  old  high  school 
building,  a  modern  and  commodious  structure  to  cost  approximately 
$30,000.  All  necessary  improvements  were  made  in  most  of  the  dis- 
tricts. Tuscarora  township,  in  pursuance  of  a  policy,  entered  upon 
several  years  ago,  remodeled  another  of  its  buildings.  There  remains 
but  one  to  be  over-hauled  until  seven  attractive  and  comfortable 
school  buildings  replace  almost  as  many  e^^e-sores  of  five  years  ago. 

Death  entered  our  ranks  and  removed  Miss  Pearl  Bitting,  a  teacher 
of  Oliver  township,  and  Mr  Wm.  C.  Bixler,  a  teacher  of  N.  E.  Madison 
township.     Both  were  young  in  years  and  full  of  promise. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  public  press'  of  the  county  for  its  help  and 
its  courtesies;  the  school  directors  for  their  liberal  attitude  and  faith- 
ful service;  the  ])rogressive  and  spirited  teachers  for  their  fidelity  to 
the  cause  of  education ;  and  the  general  public  for  its  friendly  in- 
terest manifested  in  my  work,  ^fy  thanks  are  due,  in  no  mean  meas- 
ure, to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  a  forbearance  that 
at  times  transcends  the  limits  of  virtue. 


PIKE  COUNTY— Lucian  Westbrook. 


During  the  past  year  no  radical  changes  were  attempted  in  the 
school  work  of  the  county.  The  work  has  been  very  harmonious,  the 
teachers,  with  but  few  exceptions,  were  earnest  and  enthusiastic  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  much  that  will  tell  for  the  future 
has  been  accomplished.  We  are  forcibly  confronted  with  two  con- 
ditions: too  many  who  are  really  unable  to  teach  well  work  at  the 
business  for  the  money  they  can  earn  for  the  time  being;  the  salary 
inducements  are  insuflfrcient  to  keep  enthusiastic,  progressive  teachers 
in  the  profession.  On  an  average,  one-sixth  of  our  teachers  enter  the 
profession  each  year  without  previous  experience,  and  with  little  or 
no  special  preparation.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  children  cannot  be  kept 
in  school  until  they  complete  the  work?  The  real  teacher  quickens 
life,  stirs  souls  and  causes  children  to  make  high-minded  efforts  to 
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work  lor  soiiiediiii^.  rM|til.s  need  mciitiil  slinmli,  wliicli  only  llie 
line  Icjidicr  (Mil  supply.  The  greatest  need  of  this  country  is  better 
(pKililicd  t(';n  hers,  men  Jiiul  women  wlio  know  how  to  strengthen  the 
intelleii  and  will  of  the  <liild,  develop  habits  of  coiK-ent rated  atten- 
tion, i^owcrs  of  ol)servation  and  reasoning. 

A  majority  of  onr  schools  can  boast  of  fairly  good  school  lihraries. 
Between  live,  and  six  hundred  volumes  wei'e  added  during  the  year,  and 
about  fifteen  hundred  volumes  are  now  available  to  the  pupils  and 
patrons  of  the  schools.  Under  the  direction  of  judicious  teachers 
these  books  are  intellectual  fortunes  to  the  pupils. 

Needed  repairs  were  made  to  buildings  in  the  several  districts, 
Diugnian  and  Shohola  increased  their  school  terms  from  seven  to 
eight  months,  and  complete  sets  of  sjiring  rolb'i"  ma])s  were  placed  in 
the  schools  of  Delaware  district,  making  a  total  of  forty-three  schools 
thus  supplied  with  the  latest  maps. 

The  Annual  Teachers'  Institute  and  the-  Directors'  Association 
were  held  at  Milford  during  the  week  f)f  October  24.  lioth  were  well 
attended  and  were  productive  of  much  good. 

Our  usual  numbei-  of  local  institutes  was  held  during  the  year. 
They  were  fully  up  to  the  standard  and  in  some  respects  were  su- 
perior, to  those  of  former  years.  AVe  find  these  meetings  the  best 
mediums  through  which  to  arouse  public  interest  in  the  schools. 

The  schools  of  the  county  in  general,  and  those  of  Milford  in  par- 
ticular, lost  one  of  their  most  ardent  supporters  in  the  death  of  C.  W. 
Bull,  Esq.,  on  December  sixth,  in  the  sixty-sixth  year  of  his  age.  Pre- 
vious to  his  admission  to  the  bar  in  1867,  he  had  taught  two  terms 
of  school  at  ^lilford.  He  was  a  lawyer  of  ability,  a  man  of  honor  and 
integrity,  ever  faithful  to  the  bar,  his  clients  and  his  duty.  He  had 
repeatedly  served  as  school  director  and  was  a  member  of  the  Mil- 
ford Board  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A  man  of  sound  judgment,  clear 
foresight  and  a  safe  counselor,  he  Avill  be  greatly  missed  hj  a  large 
circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
their  many  courtesies,  to  the  directors,  teachers  and  patrons  for  their 
loyal  support,  and  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  the  interest  taken  in 
public  education. 


POTTEK  COUNTY— K.  O.  Welfling. 


The  teaching  force  of  Potter  county  for  the  past  school  year  con- 
sisted of  nine  college  graduates,  eighty-five  normal  school  graduates, 
fifteen  taught  on  permanent  certificates,  thirty -nine  on  professional 
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certificates,  and  eiglity-seven  on  i^rovisional  certificates.  A  splendid 
professional  spirit  was  manifest.  Nearly  all  teachers  did  satisfactory 
work.  Three  of  our  very  weakest  teachers  were  normal  school  gradu- 
ates. By  far  the  greatest  Aveakness  in  our  schools  at  present  is  lack 
of  thoro  daily  preparation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

The  rural  schols  made  satisfactory  reports.  From  these  reports  we 
take  the  following  items: 

(a)  Money  raised  by  school  socials,  1855.98. 

(b)  Pictures  bought  for  the  school  rooms,  106. 

(c)  Cost  of  these  106  pictures,  1228.61. 

(d)  Number  of  trees  planted  on  school  grounds,  209. 

(e)  Other  plants  (rosebushes,  lilacs,  hydrangeas,  etc.),  103. 

(f)  Books  added  to  the  rural  school  libraries,  762. 

The  report  of  these  items  does  not  include  any  of  the  twelve  (12) 
high  schools  all  of  which  did  excellent  work  along  these  lines  of  work. 

During  the  school  year,  I  held  eight  teachers'  examinations  and 
examined  one  hundred  twelve  candidates  (112).  Of  these  one  hun- 
dred twelve  candidates  only  fourteen  were  rejected.  This  is  quite 
a  contrast  from  two  years  ago  when  I  examined  two  hundred  twelve 
candidates  and  was  compelled  to  reject  sixty-five.  As  a  rule  candi- 
dates make  thoro  preparation  now  before  trying  the  examinations. 

On  April  twenty -ninth,  the  final  eighth  grade  examinations  were 
given.  These  examinations  were  also  intended  for  admission  to  the 
high  school.  One  hundred  forty-three  took  these  examinations. 
Twenty-two  received  common  school  diplomas  and  one  hundred  eight 
passed  satisfactory  examinations  for  admission  to  the  high  school. 

Twice  during  the  term  examination  questions  based  on  the  course 
of  study  were  sent  to  all  rural  schools.  Papers  and  grades  from  sev- 
eral of  the  grades  were  sent  to  the  county  superintendent.  In  this 
way  a  closer  relationship  was  established  between  the  rural  schools 
and  the  superintendent  than  ever  existed  before. 

The  professional  reading  for  this  year  consisted  of  the  following 
books : 

(a)  Reading  in  the  Public  Schools  by  Briggs  and  Coffman. 

(b)  Among  Country  Schools  by  O.  J.  Kern. 

(c)  The  Illinois  Course  of  Study. 

During  the  year,  I  visited  two  hundred  sixty-two  schools.  All 
schools  but  one  were  visited  once,  some  twice  and  several  three  times. 

After  having  visited  the  schools,  I  made  a  very  complete  report  to 
the  school  boards  touching  on  the  following  points:  (a)  school 
grounds,  (b)  school  house,  (c)  furnishings  and  supplies,  (d) 
organization,  (e)  teacher.  Each  one  of  these  items  was  reported 
as  poor,  fair,  good,  or  excellent  and  many  sub  topics  under  each  item 
were  touched  upon. 
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Our  county  institute  was  hold  at  (laleton,  October  twenty-four  to 
twenty-eight.  Tho  instructors  were:  Dr.  Earl  Barnes,  Dr.  Ira 
Howerth,  Supt.  L.  Mayne  Jones,  Supt.  J.  VV.  Sweeney,  and  Prof.  J. 
W.  Yoder. 

The  School  Directors'  Association  held  its  sessions  during  the  same 
week,  October  fifteen  and  sixteen. 

The  evening  entertainments  were: 

Monday  evening:  The  Clifton  Mallory  Dramatic  Company  in  David 
Garrick. 

Tuesday  evening:  Lecture,  "A  Successful  Failure,"  Dr.  Earl 
Barnes. 

Wednesday  evening:    Pamahasika  and  His  Pets. 

Thursday  evening:     The  Oonodaga  Indian  Concert  Band. 

Eleven  teachers  were  absent.  The  attendance  was  good  and  the 
evening  entertainments  were  well  patronized. 

The  sessions  of  the  Directors'  Association  were  conceded  to  have 
been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  county  while  the  Teachers'  Insti- 
tute was  fully  up  to  the  standard.  This  is  the  first  year  we  have 
tried  the  plan  of  having  four  lectures  daily  instead  of  six.  We  feel 
that  this  is  by  far  the  better  method. 

The  local  institutes  this  year  were  well  attended  as  a  rule  and 
were  the  means  of  arousing  a  great  deal  of  interest.  The  teachers 
did  splendid  work  in  these  sessions  and  many  attended  three  and  four 
meetings. 

I  have  decided  to  edit  and  publish  the  School  Companion  another 
year  altho  I  have  done  so  in  the  past  at  a  big  financial  loss.  I  con- 
tinue it  because  it  is  doing  a  good  work.  During  the  past  year  it 
has  done  a  noble  work  in  arousing  an  interest  in  corn  and  potato  con- 
tests, school  gardens,  and  beautifjang  school  grounds  and  school 
houses. 

The  school  board  of  Coudersport  is  the  first  in  the  county  to  adopt 
a  scale  of  salaries  for  the  teachers.  Their  method  is  this:  after  a 
teacher  has  taught  in  the  Coudersport  school  three  terms  she  receives 
an  increase  of  $2.50  per  month  each  term  for  four  consecutive  terms. 
I  consider  this  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  am  glad  of  the  op- 
portunity to  congratulate  the  school  directors  of  Coudersport  on  this 
movement. 

Two  new  school  buildings  are  being  erected  this  summer,  one  at 
Walton  in  Ulysses  township  and  one  in  Shingle  House  boro.  The 
building  at  Walton  will  be  a  two  story  frame  building  with  two  rooms 
and  will  cost  about  |3,100.00. 

The  building  at  Shingle  House  will  be  76'  8  "  by  80'  10".  Two 
stories  with  basement  containing  two  play  rooms,  physical  labora- 
tory, toilet  rooms  and  boiler  room.  The  material  used  will  be  blue 
cut   stone   for   the   basement   and    Bradford   No.    1.    pressed   brick 
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for  the  remainder  of  the  building.  On  the  first  floor  there  will  be 
five  graded  rooms  with  teachers'  room  12'  by  18''.  The  second  floor 
has  three  grade  rooms,  a  study  hall  35'  8"  by  48'  8",  two  class  rooms, 
and  a  principal's  office.  The  building  will  be  heated  and  ventilated 
by  the  True  Vacuum  Steam  System.  The  cost  complete  will  be 
121,000.00. 


,  SCHUYLKILL  COUNTY— Livingston  Seltzer. 


My  sixth  annual  report  of  the  school  of  Schuylkill'county  records 
nothing  new  or  startling.  There  have  been  no  important  changes  from 
the  i>lans  of  previous  years  and  nothing  extraordinary  accomplished 
nor  attempted ;  nevertheless,  a  careful  review  of  the  work  of  the  year 
shows  a  stead},  substantial  progre-ss.  It  has  been  a  year  of  honest, 
hard  work  on  the  part  of  the  great  majority  of  teachers  and  the  re- 
sults are,  on  the  whole,  most  gratifying.  There  are  good  indications 
that  the  coming  year  will  witness  advancement. 

Selection  of  Teachers. 

The  day  for  the  selection  of  teachers  is  the  most  important  day  in 
the  school  year.  If  good  teachers  are  selected,  the  success  of  the 
school  with  the  usual  support  of  directors  and  patrons  is  insured. 
If  inefficient  teachers  are  selected,  all  the  help  that  directors  and 
patrons  can  contribute  will  likely  end  in  dismal  failure.  Hence  the 
work  of  this  day  should  be  conscientiously  and  carefully  done. 

"As  the  teacher  is,  so  the  school  will  be,"  is  in  the  main  true. 
P^ivoritism  and  all  considerations  foreign  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
( hihhen  should  be  set  aside.  If  teachers  had  more  assurance  of  being 
retained  from  year  to  year,  their  interest  would  be  increased,  they 
would  surround  tliemselves  with  more  books  of  reference,  feel  them- 
selves under  greater  obligations  to  attend  all  educational  meetings, 
would  be  looked  upon  by  patrons  of  their  district  as  leaders  of 
thought,  would  be  less  (^-riticised  by  local  gossips  who  never  enter  the 
school  room  to  ascertain  the  true  nature  of  the  teacher's  work,  and 
would  become  a  stronger  factor  in  the  cause  and  advancement  of 
the  common  school  system. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  many  directors  secure  the  best  avail- 
able talent  for  teachers  regardless  of  other  considerations,  yet  some 
assume  that  all  who  hold  certificates  are  equally  desirable  regardless 
of  the  grade  of  scholarship,  experience  or  success  in  the  schoolroom. 
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The  greatest  care  slioiild  be  exercised  in  I  lie  selection  of  teachers. 
Directors,  make  your  teachers  feel  that  continued  growth  and  prepar- 
ation are  needed.  The  well  i)repared  teacher  should  be  ])referred  to 
the  novice,  while  the  teacher  who  ceases  to  grow  should  be  dropped. 

Visitation  of  Schools. 

The  co-operation  of  the  parents,  the  schools,  is  a  hopeful  sign  of 
encouragement  to  the  teachers.  A  friendly  visit  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  will  do  much  in  a  quiet  wa^^  to  help  the  school  to  share  in 
some  degree  the  cheerful  influence  of  the  home  itself. 

The  directors,  too,  can  do  much  in  a  personal  way  to  aid  the 
teachers  in  their  work  by  regular  visiting  the  schools,  and  thus  show 
to  the  patrons  that  they  have  a  deep  and  growing  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  their  children,  and  in  the  progress  of  the  schools  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  board.  Time  and  elfort  are  recpiired  to  do  this, 
but  good  results  will  follow. 

• 
School  Libraries. 

We  believe  that  more  could  be  done,  and  ought  to  be-  done,  along 
this  line.  One  or  two  entertainments,  or  special  exercises  of  a  literary 
character,  could  be  given  in  each  school,  and  aside  from  the  many 
other  advantages  to  be  derived,  enough  money  could  be  procured  to 
to  start  a  library.  We  doubt  if  the  teacher  can  render  a  much  greater 
service  to  his  pupils  than  to  get  them  interested  in  this  matter.  Once 
started,  the  collection  of  books  will  constantly  increase.  Proper  care 
should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  these  books.  Only  those  which 
are  not  too  heavy,  and  which  point  good  moral  lessons  should  be 
selected.  For  the  common  school  library  we  prefer,  Trowbridge,  Al- 
ger, Alcott  and  Kingsley,  to  Scott,  Dickens,  Thackeray  and  Irving. 
Good  reading  leads  to  right  living,  right  tliinkiug  and  right  acting. 
Pupils  should  be  trained  on  three  very  important  things  in  connection 
with  reading,  viz:  1.  What  they  read.  2.  How  they  read.  '.i. 
Why  they  read. 

School  Decorations. 

More  attention  was  given  to  the  decoration  of  school  rooms  than 
formerly.  Commendable  and  successful  elforts  were  made  during  the 
year  by  a  number  of  the  teachers  to  beautify  their  school  rooms  with 
pictures  and  other  suitable  decorations. 

This  movement  of  adorning  the  school  rooms  with  suitable  pictures, 
etc.,  meets  my  heartiest  approval. 

If  man  is  educated  by  all  the  influences  of  his  life,  we  should  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  silent  influences  exert  a  power  over  the  child,  and 
the  constant  presence  of  an  atmospheric  beauty  will  cultivate  a  taste 
for  the  beautiful  and  lead  to  the  developing  of  a  beautiful  life.

School  property  is  being  improved  each  year.  Directors  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested  in  this  respect. 
Fewer  school  houses  are  noAv  dismal  because  they  need  painting  or 
papering;  inconvenient  because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient  room,  good 
blackboard  or  proper  apparatus ;  unhealthy  or  uncomfortable  because 
of  poor  furniture,  lack  of  sufficient  breathing  space  and  proper  heat- 
ing and  ventilation. 

County  Institute. 

The  1910  County  Institute  was  held  in  Shenandoah  during  the  week 
of  October  17th.    The  instructors  were  as  follows:

Hoping  for  a  continuance  of  progress,  and  thanking  all  who  have 
in  any  way  aided  me  during  the  past  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  schools,  I  submit  my  annual  report. 


SNYDEK  COUNTY— T.  A.  Stetler. 


In  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report  of  the  public  schools 
of  Snyder  county,  I  must  admit  that  my  ideals  have  not  been  realized 
in  the  practical  affairs  of  our  schools.  I  know,  however,  that  ma.ny 
of  the  patrons,  teachers,  and  directors  have  more  serious  ideas  of 
what  the  public  schools  should  accomplish  for  our  boys  and  girls.  I 
believe  they  have  a  better  sense  of  the  responsibility  of  teaching  school 
and  what  sort  of  example  in  conduct  and  studious  habit  may  be  rea- 
sonably expected  of  the  teacher. 

The  schools  exist  for  the  purpose  of  educating  and  training  the 
boys  and  the  girls,  though  some  do  not  realize  this  fact.  In  order 
that  a  reasonable  degree  of  excellence  may  be  attained,  it  is  necessary 
to  have  the  co-operation  of  all  factors.  Successful  results  are  fre- 
quently announced  that  possibly  would  not  be  if  there  were  to  be  an 
examination  of  the  facts.  A  term  may  be  pronounced  a  complete  suc- 
cess from  the  teacher's  view-point,  while  the  patrons  of  the  district 
who  are  in  daily  touch  with  their  children,  may  not  be  able  to  see 
any  progress. 

In  order  to  have  good  schools,  we  must  have  good  teachers,  healtliy 
and  inviting  school-buildings  and  playgrounds,  and  a  liealthy  educa- 
tional sentiment.     Every  parent  should  be  led  to  see  that  every  dol- 
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lar  Spent  for  the  course  of  education  is  a  public  investment  that  will 
pay  a  large  dividend.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  such  a  view  is  held 
by  many  pe()i)le  in  Snyder  county. 

Fifteen  public  examinations  were  held.  One  hundred  forty-one 
apjdicants  were  examined,  of  which  thirty-six  were  rejected.

Number  of  teachers  holding  professional  certificates,   30 

Number  of  (eachers  holding  permanent  certificate-s, 21

Number  of  College   Graduates,    5 

I  made  two  hundred  eighty-seven  visits  to  the  one  hundred  thirty 
schools  of  the  county.  T  visited  every  school  in  the  county  twice,  and 
some  three  times.  On  my  second  visit  to  the  schools,  I  was  accom- 
l>anied  by  many  of  the  directors.  In  the  majority  of  the  districts  the 
entire  board  joined,  and  every  district  in  the  county  was  represented 
by  some  of  its  members.  This  brings  the  directors  face  to  face  with 
the  true  conditions  of  the  school  and  the  school  room,  and  much  good 
has  resulted  from  these  visitations. 

Our  high  schools  are  doing  hard,  earnest  work,  with  an  honest  in- 
tention of  meeting  the  requirements  and  approval  of  the  Department. 
Commencement  exercises  were  held  in  Middleburg  and  Selinsgrove 
boroughs,  and  in  the  townships  of  Beaver,  West  Beaver,  Spring,  and 
Washington.  Forty-five  young  men  and  women  completed  the  High 
School  Course  in  the  county.  The  interest  manifested  by  the  public 
was  gratifying. 

The  County  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  Middleburg,  Dec.  5-9. 
It  was  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  best  attended.  All  but  three  of  the 
teachers  were  present,  and  these  could  not  attend  due  to  illness.

Ohio. 

The  following  were  the  evening  attractions: — 

Lectures  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Pattengill,  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  and  Dr.  John 
M.  Driver ;  entertainment  by  The  College  Singing  Girls. 

Local  Institutes  were  held  in  Beavertown,  Middleburg,  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant Mills,  Krearaer  and  Port  Trevorton, 

Two  Farmers'  Institutes  were  held  in  the  county,  one  at  Beaver- 
town and  one  at  Mt.  Pleasant  Mills.  One  session  of  each  meeting 
was  devoted  entirely  to  education. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  County  School  Directors'  Association 
was  held  in  Middleburg,  January  3-4,  1911.  Eighty-one  directors 
were  present,  many  of  them  taking  an  active  part  in  the  various  dis- 
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cussions.  Dr.  Geo.  Gerwig,  of  Allegheny,  gave  several  strong  ad- 
dresses relative  to  the  duties  and  opportunities  of  school  directors. 
In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction for  the  courtesies  shown  me  during  the  year.  I  desire  to 
thank  the  teachers,  the  directors,  the  public,  and  the  public  press  for 
all  that  they  have  done  to  help  me  in  my  efforts  to  advance  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  Snyder  county.  If  all  our  forces  work  in  har- 
mony, there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  make  greater  progress  in 
the  future.  I  fondly  hope  and  believe  that  the  day  will  come  when 
the  boys  and  the  girls  in  our  rural  districts  will  be  placed  on  an 
equality  with  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  larger  towns  and  cities,  and 
I  firmly  believe  that  the  centralization  of  schools  would  help  to  hasten 
this  day. 


SOMEKSET  COUNTY— D.  W.  Seibert. 


Interest  in  the  subject  of  public  schools  has  shown  no  abatement 
during  the  past  j'ear.  Seldom  in  the  history  of  the  county  have  they 
occupied  so  large  a  share  of  public  attention,  or  given  signs  of  such 
vigorous  life  as  at  the  present  time. 

"This  spirit  is  perhaps  largely  due  to  the  interest  aroused  by  the 
School  Code." 

The  attitude  toward  education  on  the  part  of  the  critizens  has 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  schools,  extended  their  field  of  use- 
fulness, borne  an  important  part  in  procuring  the  financial  demands 
arising  from  the  constantly  increasing  cost  of  progression  in  schools 
and  slowly  but  steadily  raised  the  ideal  of  popular  education.  While 
we  have  reason  to  be  encouraged  with  Avhat  seems  to  us  educational 
progress  there  are  many  weak  places  in  our  work  that  give  us  cause 
for  regret.  In  many  instances  plans  and  recommendations  were  suc- 
cessfully carried  out  while  in  others  there  was  no  apparent  attempt 
to  remedy,  or  even  to  learn  about  existing  evils.  We,  however,  be- 
lieve that  the  constantly  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  good  schools 
will  give  us  many  better  things  in  the  near  future.  With  the  majority 
of  our  citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  respective  schools 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  remove  many  of  the  old-time  hinderances  to 
progress. 

Marked  improvement  in  the  attendance  of  pupils  in  the  common 
and  the  high  schools  of  the  county  has  been  made  during  the  year. 
The  falling  pff  ijj  attendance  from  the  lower  to  the  higher  grades 
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has  not  been  so  rapid  as  last  year.  The  new  employment  certificate 
is  serving  a  useful  purpose  and  will  c(mliuue  to  increase  the  at- 
tendance. 

In  some  of  the  districts  where  mines  were  opened  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  was  so  rapid  that  adequate  i)r()vision  for  hous- 
ing the  children  comfortably  could  not  be  made  and  half-day  sessions 
for  pupils  were  established.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  this 
condition. 

A  noticeable  feature  in  the  improvement  of  attendance  is  the  em- 
ployment of  truant  officers  in  nearly  all  of  our  boroughs  and  some  of 
our  town.shii)s.  These  have  faithfully  enforced  the  provisi(ms  of 
the  truancy  laws  and  brought  punishment  upon  violaters  regardless 
of  whether  they  were  parents  or  children. 

Too  frequently,  this  work  has  been  attached  to  some  other  official 
position  and  as  a  result  the  work  has.  been  considered  of  minor 
importance. 

This  i)ractice  encouraged  truancy  more  than  it  suppressed  it.  Kind 
teachers  and  attractive  surroundings  occupy  an  important  place  in 
keeping  children  in  school  but,  needful  as  they  are,  they  often  fail 
to  hold  an  uneasy,  restless  boy.  The  truant  officer  is  indispensable 
in  the  teaching  of  this  class  which  forms  so  large  a  share  of  the 
troublesome  body  of  society. 

The  professional  spirit  of  our  teachers  is  quite  good.  Nearly  all 
have  worked  faithfully.  Fully  three-fourths  of  them  have  attended 
the  spring  sessions  of  higher  schools  in  an  effort  to  further  fit  them- 
selves for  the  duties  of  the  school-room.  Ninety  per  cent,  of  them 
have  read  and  studied  the  books  selected  for  our  professional  reading 
course.  The  largest  class  of  graduates  from  the  common  schools  in 
the  history  of  the  county  was  passed  last  year.  The  main  body  of 
our  teachers  is  realizing  that  these  is  no  resting  place  in  teaching 
where  they  may  stand  secure  on  former  laurels  and  watch  the  world 
move   on. 

The  course  of  study  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction is  serving  a  useful  purpose.  It  suggest  eliminations  from 
the  over-crowded  curriculum  and  lessens  the  formation  of  classes 
promiscuously.  The  new  teacher  frequently  brought  new  plans  and 
reorganized  the  classes  with  the  usual  result  of  establishing  more 
confusion  than  progress.  By  the  uniformity  of  the  new  course  and 
the  election  of  supervising  principals  in  all  districts  a  great  many 
of  the  annoying  irregularities  in  our  common  schools  can  be  removed 
and  the  same  advantages  placed  within  the  reach  of  all. 

The  demand  for  high  school  advantages  has  sensibly  increased 
during  the  year  and  the  more  liberal  discussion  of  this  need  has 
Jed  to  ai  clearer  understanding  of  their  province  of  usefulness  in  the 
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past  and  their  probable  accomplishment  in  the  future.  However,  one 
of  the  difficult  j)roblems  in  the  rural  school  districts  still  remains — 
the  development  of  sentiment  in  favor  of  toT^mship  high  schools. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  our  pupils  have  access  in  a  way  to  borough 
high  schools  but  in  fact  it  is  not  access  at  all.  The  country  boy  and 
girl,  who  now  go  to  borough  and  city  high  schools  do  not,  as  yet, 
find  the  kind  of  training  and  opportunities  which  they  need  to  fit 
them  for  life  on  the  farm. 

And  especially  is  the  work  lacking  so  far  as  creating  a  desire  for 
parents  to  send  their  children.  They  need  such  training  that  will 
lead  them  to  see  the  possibilities  and  probabilities  for  large  returns 
for  well  directed  effort  on  the  farm.  The  pupils  need  to  have  the  dig- 
nity of  farm  life  up  held,  as  well  as,  to  be  shown  that  there  is  perhaps 
more  in  this  than  in  any  other  occupation — an  opportunity  for  some 
leisure  and  for  some  comfort  in  life. 

Our  County  Institute  held  during  the  week  of  November  21st-25th 
proved  to  be  a  most  helpful  and  satisfactory  one  to  the  teachers,  the 
directors  and  the  great  number  of  people  who  attended  the  sessions. 
We  aimed  to  have  each  number  as  good  as  could  be  obtained  and 
only  talent  of  the  highest  standard  was  selected.  The  personnel  was 
as  follows:

The  Directors  Convention,  held  November  22nd  and  23rd,  recorded 
the  largest  attendance  in  the  history  of  the  association.  In  point  of 
interest  it  could  hardly  be  surpassed. 

There  were  thirty-two  local  institutes  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
county,  besides  almost  three  hundred  meetings  of  a  greater  or  less 
degree  of  educational  interest  in  the  individual  school  communities. 
These  meetings  were  very  well  attended  and  a  lively  interest  in  the 
program  was  taken  by  the  patrons. 

Our  Parents'  Day  was  observed  February  24th.  A  greater  interest 
was  manifested  in  the  children  and  the  work  they  are  doing  than  ever 
before.     It  has  brought  about  a  more  intelligent  form  of  co-operation 
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between  the  school  and  llie  home  and  has  given  fhe  teachers  and  school 
oflicers  a  valuable  ojijioi-l unity  to  study  the.  school  problems  from  the 
parents'  viewpoint. 

We  feel  that  the  sincere  appreciation  of  all  interested  in  education 
is  due  those  who  without  hope  of  reward  have  labored  so  indefatigably 
in  formulaling  the  now  school  code  in  such  a  manner  that  it  has  just 
been  enacted  into  law.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  "Code" 
marks  the  beginning  of  an  inqtortant  change  that  will  stand  as  a 
lasting  benelit  to  the  Pennsylvania  Educational  System. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  parents,  pupils, 
teachers,  directors  and  the  county  press  for  aid  in  the  interest  of 
the   public   schools. 


SULLIVAN  COUNTY— J.  E.  Reese  Killgore. 


The  work  of  the  schools  of  Sullivan  county  during  the  past  year 
has  been  done  with  the  same  earnestness  which  has  characterized 
the  etforts  of  an  etiflcient  teaching  force  during  the  years  of  my  super- 
intendency.  Nothing  unusual  or  spectacular  has  been  attempted.  It 
has  been  our  constant  aim  to  improve  the  schools  by  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  teaching  force.  This  involves  constant  and  persistent 
effort  along  lines  which  are  of  such  a  nature  as  not  to  attract  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  general  public.  The  gradual  increase 
in  the  number  of  teachers  who  are  qualifying  for  higher  grade  certifi- 
cates and  more  thorough  preparation  for  the  work,  taken  with  the 
unquestioned  increase  in  all  matter  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the 
schools,  seems  to  prove  that  all  of  our  efforts  have  not  been  made  in 
vain. 

It  is,  then,  to  this  increasing  interest  in  the  work  manifested  by 
the  teachers  of  the  county,  that  we  would  attribute  any  success  we 
may  have  attained.  Higher  standards  have  been  demanded.  In 
response  to  this  demand  the  teachers  have  taken  increased  interest 
in  every  department  of  the  work. 

In  order  that  the  people  might  know  more  of  the  work  of  the 
schools  of  the  county  we  requested  that  the  management  of  the  County 
Fair,  held  annually  in  Forksville,  give  us  some  space  for  the  exhibi- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  pupils  of  the  various  schools.  Teachers  and 
pupils  responded  with  a  mass  of  work  which  more  than  crowded 
the  space  provided  for  it.  This  work,  taken  from  the  actual  daily 
work  of  the  schools,  was  highly  creditable  and  assuredly  increased 
public  interest. 
9 
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Two  meetings  of  the  Sullivan  County  Teachers'  Association  were 
held.  The  first,  in  Estella,  where,  in  spite  of  an  eight-inch  fall  of 
snow,  sixtj-two  of  the  teachers  were  in  attendance.  Prof.  li.  M. 
McNeal  of  the  Department  of  Public  Intsruction  was  present  and 
ma'de  several  helpful  addresses.  The  second  meeting  was  held  jointly 
with  the  annual  session  of  the  School  Directors'  Association.  In 
addition  to  a  large  number  of  local  speakers  Prof.  C.  D.  Koch  and 
Superintendent  Eli  M.  Kapp  contributed  to  the  interest  of  the  meet- 
ings. 

The  county  institute  held  in  Kline's  Opera  House,  Dushore,  during 
the  week  of  January  2,  1911,  was  unusually  successful.  The  instruc- 
tors were  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis,  Dr.  0.  L.  Warren,  and  Prof.  O.  C.  Gortner. 
All  of  the  sessions  were  well  attended.  No  previous  institute  has 
excelled  this  one,  no  matter  from  what  point  of  view  the  institute 
be  considered. 

Our  high  schools  continue  to  do  good  work.  The  attendance  is 
steadilj"  increasing.  A  large  number  of  our  high  school  graduates  are 
in  attendance  at  higher  schools  of  learning.  This  indicates  that  they 
are  surely  accomplishing  the  things  desired  of  them. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  its  helpfulness,  the  directors  of  the  county  for  re-election  by 
a  substantial  majority,  the  press  for  its  generosity,  the  teachers  for 
faithful  and  efficient  service,  and  directors  and  people  for  a  generous 
and  helpful  attitude  to  the  public  schools  of  Sullivan  county. 


SUSQUEHANNA  COUNTY— Geo.  A.  Stearns. 


During  the  past  school  year  visits  were  made  to  all  the  schools  in 
the  county  except  one.  Three  were  closed  temporarily  at  the  time 
of  our  call. 

Epidemics  of  sickness  have  prevailed  in  a  few  localities,  but  as 
a  whole  the  attendance  has  been  good.  About  five  hundred  perfect 
attendance  certificates  were  issued. 

Of  the  two  hundred  eighty-five  teachers  engaged,  thirty  had  had 
no  previous  experience,  and  sixty  others  had  taught  not  over  three 
years.  The  grades  of  certificates  held  were, — College,  11 ;  State  Nor- 
mal, 64 ;  Permanent,  46 ;  Professional,  46 ;  Provisional,  118.  Number 
of  examinations  held  for  teachers,  12.  Applicants  for  provisional 
certificates,  196;  number  granted,  147.  Applicants  for  professional 
certificates,  21 ;  granted,  16.  Eighty-seven  pupils  tried  the  examina- 
tions in  the  spring  for  high  school  entrance,  and  forty-seven  passed. 
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Mauy  (»r  tlie  t('ii(li(M-s  of  llu'  niiiil  scliools  do  not  yet  have  the  true 
concei)(i()ii  of  tli<)n)U}2;linoss  and  work  that  is  demanded  for  higli 
school  preparation.  There  is  a  (cndency  on  the  part  of  a  few  to 
crowd  pupils  into  the  higher  work  too  young  and  without  proper 
preparation. 

The  County  Teachers'  Association  held  its  two  regular  meetings 
at  Forest  City  and  at  Great  Bend.  Prof.  Bakeless,  of  Bloomsburg, 
addressed  the  tiist  and  Dr.  Banta,  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  the  second 
meeting. 

Local  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  at  Thompson,  Jackson, 
Susquehanna,  Hartford,  Rush,  Flynn,  Auburn  Center,  and  Brooklyn. 

Prof.  Albert,  of  Bloomsburg,  addressed  the  one  at  Harford,  and 
Prof.  O.  C.  Gortner,  of  Mansfield,  the  others.  As  a  rule  the  teachers 
responded  well  at  these  meetings,  and  in  some  instances  the  public 
in  general  was  well  represented ;  but  in  a  few  instances  there  seemed 
to  be  a  lack  of  real  educational  interest. 

In  making  the  annual  visits  marked  improvement  has  been  noted 
in  the  appearance  of  several  buildings.  Painting  and  papering  have 
added  much  to  the  general  appearance  and  attractiveness.  Several 
others  should  receive  as  early  attention  as  possible. 

The  matter  of  heating,  lighting,  and  ventilating  is  not  so  carefully 
considered  by  directors,  teachers  ,and  the  public  in  general  as  it 
should  be.  The  law  now  requires  that  windows  be  arranged  for 
raising  and  lowering,  and  an  arrangement  to  protect  pupils  from 
direct  draft. 

These  requirments  are  not  always  provided  ,and  even  when  they 
are  a  few  teachers  fail  to  use  them.  Some  rooms  are  found  oppressive 
with  heat  while  others  are  kept  too  cool.  Thermometers  do  not  yet 
seem  to  attract  the  attention  of  some  as  the  law  and  necessity  demand. 

Buildings  hereafter  erected  at  a  cost  of  .$4,000  or  more  must  pro- 
vide fifteen  square  feet  of  floor  space  per  pupil,  and  at  least  one- 
fourth  as  much  lighting  space  as  floor  space.  Two  hundred  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  pupil  is  required  ,and  a  ventilator  capable  of  furnish- 
ing thirty  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  for  each  pupil.  Because  our 
houses  are  already  built  and  do  not  cost  |4,000  exempts  us  from  the 
legal  obligation  of  providing  these  conditions;  but  the  moral  obliga- 
tion is,  nevertheless,  just  as  binding;  and  if  it  is  possible  to  im- 
prove the  conditions  relative  to  the  general  health  and  eyesight,  it 
is  as  much  our  duty  so  to  do  as  though  the  strong  arm  of  the  law 
could  strike  us  for  our  neglect.  Tn  a  few  instances  children  are 
obliged  to  face  windows  while  studying.  This  is  a  serious  objection, 
and  should  be  remedied. 

Possibly  the  medical  inspection  provided  in  the  present  law  will 
give  necessary  help  in  this  respect.     In  spite  of  frequent  visits  by 
state  health  inspectors,  a  few  out  buildings  are  still  in  very  unsani- 
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tary  condition.  These  are  matters  which  shoiikl  receive  the  atten- 
tion of  the  community  in  general.  Public  sentiment  should  not  toler- 
ate such  conditions. 

Last  3'ear  we  gave  special  attention  to  the  classification  of  pupils 
in  geography,  history  and  arithmetic.  Too  often  we  found  pupils 
attempting  the  work  in  a  text  book  considerably  beyond  their  years 
of  comprehension.  Many  parents  and  some  teachers  frequently  over- 
estimate the  child's  ability.  In  several  instances  we  found  pupils 
worse  than  wasting  time  with  text  book  algebra  and  civil  government, 
who  were  but  eleven  and  twelve  j'ears  of  age. 

Penmanship  is  seriousl}^  neglected  in  all  our  schools.  Many  teach- 
ers may  have  the  theory  of  writing,  and  may  be  good  writers  them- 
selves; but  a  great  deal  of  the  so-called  writing  practice  is  nothing 
more  than  a  poor  drawing  exercise.  We  hope  for  better  things  in  this 
respect. 

We  hope,  too,  for  the  co-operation  of  teachers  and  directors  in  an 
effort  to  use  the  recommended  state  course  of  study  to  the  best  possible 
advantage. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  the 
directors,  teachers,  pupils,  the  county  press,  and  the  public  in  general 
for  the  many  courtesies  receiA'^ed. 


TIOGA  COUNTY— W.  R.  Longstreet. 


'The  work  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been  up  to  the 
usual  high  standard.  Our  teachers  have  labored  faithfully  and 
earnestly,  and  with  good  results.  Our  pupils  have  shown  more  than 
the  usual  interest  in  their  work.  The  number  of  certificates  for 
perfest  attendance  has  gradually  increased — the  past  year  nearly  a 
thousand  certificates  were  awarded.  This  was  certainly  a  splendid 
record,  and  the  fact  is  significant. 

The  usual  nurrrber  of  Educational  meetings  has  been  held,  and  the 
results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  We  have  given  considerable 
attention  to  these  meetings  because  we  are  satisfied  that  they  pay. 
They  often  mean  a  great  deal  of  extra  work  and  expense  to  the 
County  Superintendent,  more  than  the  public  usually  realizes.  I 
have  ridden  as  far  as  twenty-five  miles  to  my  home  after  the  close 
of  a  Saturday  afternoon  session  Avith  the  temperature  nine  degrees 
below  zero.    These  meetings  have  become  very  popular,  and  are  well 
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atteuded  by  the  palrou.s,  aud  the  geueral  public,  aud  we  are  confident 
have  been  a  great  means  of  awakening  a  live  public  sentiment  in 
I'avor  of  our  schools. 

Our  Annual  Institule  was  held  November  14-18  and  had  its  usual 
large  attendance  at  the  day  sessions.  On  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  there  was  not  seating  capacity  for  all  present.  The 
sessions  of  the  Directors'  Association  were  held  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  of  Institute  week.  The  attendance  was  as  good  as  previous 
years  but  still  too  small.  With  two  hundred  and  forty  directors  in 
the  county,  but  a  little  over  a  hundred  were  present.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  who  apparently  came  largely  for  political  purposes, 
the  interest  was  most  excellent.  And  here  let  me  ask,  why  not  make 
the  office  of  County  Superintendent  appointive?  Under  the  present 
system  many  directors  are  determined  to  regard  it  as  a  political 
office.  Our  legislators  in  making  the  present  law  intended,  no  doubt, 
to  remove  the  election  to  this  office  entirely  from  politics,  but  in  the 
majority  of  cases  it  does  not  do  it.  If  it  is  a  political  office,  then  as 
in  the  state  of  New  York,  let  the  people  elect  as  with  other  county 
offices,  and,  too,  when  bar-rooms  are  closed.  Why  not  give  the  State 
LJoard  of  Education  the  appointment  and  removal  of  County  Super- 
intendents of  Schools?  This  would  give  the  incumbent  of  this  office 
a  freedom  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties  that  he  can  not  have  under  the 
present  system.  A  County  Superintendent  may  be  never  so  con- 
scientious in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  yet  will  be  subject 
by  his  enemies  to  the  charge  of  favoring  his  friends.  I  believe  the 
majority  (and  surely  the  better)  of  directors  would  be  glad  to  have 
such  a  change  in  the  laws  enacted. 

This  is  my  thirteenth  and  last  report  as  County  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  Tioga  county.  These  reports  cover  a  period  of  twelve 
and  a  half  years  of  hard  and  assiduous  labor  in  the  interests  of  the 
schools  of  this  county,  I  have  labored  faithfully  and  conscientiously, 
and  belive  a  considerable  has  been  accomplished  for  our  schools 
during  these  years,  and  yet,  I  realize  there  are  still  many  things  yet 
to  be  done.  I  would  urge  patrons,  teachers  ,and  school  officers  to 
a  joint  and  renewed  effort  in  the  interests  of  our  boys  and  girls.  In 
several  districts  we  need  better  buildings,  better  and  more  school 
apparatus,  and  better  and  more  school  supplies,  and,  in  rural  districts, 
a  longer  term  of  school,  and  in  the  county,  several  more  high  schools. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  all  teachers  for  their  loyalty,  all  the  boys 
and  girls  for  their  cheerful  greetings,  the  many  patrons  for  their 
kind  and  open  hospitality,  and  all  directors  who  have  shown  a  spirit 
of  kindness  and  co-operation;  in  fact,  all  who  have  in  any  way  ren- 
dered me  assistance  in  my  labors.  There  are  many  faces  and  names 
I  shall  ever  remember. 
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UNION  COUNTY— Wm.  W.  Spigelmyer. 


In  reviewing  the  school  woik  for  the  past  year,  we  have  nothing 
startling  to  report. 

The  work  was  done  consistently  by  all  but  a  very  few  teachers, 
who  seemed  to  sleep  on  the  job,  to  the  detriment  of  all  concerned. 

One  aim  we  had  in  mind  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  to  lay 
plans  that  each  district  should  get  all  their  scholars  into  the  schools 
of  the  district,  and  thus  live  up  to  the  letter  as  well  as  the  spirit  of 
the  Compulsory  Attendance  Law.  In  this  we  believe  we  have  been 
more  successful  than  any  preceeding  year.  When  facilities  are  pro- 
vided for  each  boy  and  girl  of  school  age  in  a  district^  and  parents 
deliberately  keep  them  from  enjoying  these  facilities,  or  at  least  allow 
their  children  to  miss  them,  they  are  committing  crimes  the  magni- 
tude of  which  will  be  revealed  as  time  rolls  on.  We  know  it  means 
sacrifice  at  times  to  parents,  especially  in  rural  districts,  to  follow 
this  doctrine ;  but  life  is  always  made  better  by  sacrifice — if  this  be 
tiue  then  parents  when  they  make  the  saciflce,  will  be  gladdened 
v.'hen  son  and  daughter  develop  into  good  citizens,  a  crown  of  glory  to 
their  old  age  and  a  blessing  to  the  state. 

The  spirit  of  improvement  of  the  preceeding  year  has  continued, 
the  painter  and  paper  hanger  has  come  to  stay,  until  each  school 
house  has  felt  his  artistic  touch.  Still  a  few  more  houses  are  left  for 
next  year. 

We  notice  a  new  spirit  developing  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
pupils,  who  are  willing  to  help  improve  conditions,  do  it,  by  holding 
public  exercises,  or  by  subscription,  and  with  the  proceeds  purchase 
flamed  pictures  or  an  organ,  or  some  other  article  that  may  beautify 
the  room. 

The  observance  of  ''Patrons'  Day"  in  February  of  each  year  has 
created  a  spirit  of  patriotism  that  lasts  and  also  has  placed  the 
portraits  of  Washington  and  Lincoln  in  most  of  the  school  rooms  of 
the  county. 

Local  Institutes  were  held  in  Oregg.  White  Deer,  Kelly,  Buffalo, 
Limestone  and  Lewis  districts.  These  were  well  attended,  not  only 
by  the  teachers,  but  also  by  the  patrons  of  the  district  in  which  they 
were  held.  The  local  institute  is  a  very  important  factor  in  our 
public  school  work,  creating  and  keeping  alive  a  deeper  interest  in 
school  affairs,  also  in  that  it  localizes,  bringing  up  only  such  subjects 
that  will  enlarge  the  vision  of  school  possibilities  in  that  particular 
localitv. 
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The  Teachers,  Associaliou  of  the  coimty  h(;ld  two  meetings  during 
the  year,  which  were  well  attended  by  the  teachers.  Live  questions 
were  taken  and  mutli  interest  was  manifest  in  the  various  discus- 
sions. Hon.  Albert  Johnson  of  Lewisburg,  gave  a  very  inspiring 
address  on  one  of  these  occasions. 

Our  Annual  County  Institute  was  held  at  Lewisburg,  the  week 
beginning  December  2Gth.  The  instructors  were  Deputy  State  Supt. 
11.  li.  Teitrick,  Dr.  C.  11.  Gordinier,  Dr.  Byron  W.  King  and  Prof. 
O.  C.  Gortner.  The  instructors  were  all  practical  men,  who  were 
greeted  by  large  and  attentive  audiences.  Each  session  was  marked 
by  an  earnest  desire  to  derive  help  from  the  excellent  instruction 
given  and  a  thoroughly  live  enthusiasm  prevailed.  The  fact  that  we 
did  not  have  one  sleepy  teacher  during  the  sessions  is  evidence  enough 
that  the  instructors  gave  good  thoughts.  It  was  gratifying  to  me, 
to  hear  young  teachers  express  themselves  as  being  helped — in  that 
their  vision  beheld  greater  possibilities  and  they  themselves  as  lead- 
ing actois.  The  evening  lectures  and  entertainments  were  enjoyed 
by  all.  Monday  evening,  the  Teachers'  Reception,  a  decided  success. 
Tuesday,  Parsifal,  an  illustrated  lecture  by  Kev.  Rose,  which  was 
elevating,  placing  manhood  and  womanhood  on  a  high  plans,  Wednes- 
day ''Eyes  that  see  not  and  Ears  that  hear  not,"  by  Byron  W.  King — 
the  King  of  entertainers.  Thursday,  The  Ionic  Quartette.  The  masic 
of  the  Institute  was  under  the  directior  of  Prof.  A.  R.  Gilbert  assisled 
by  Miss  Maude  Ringler. 

The  Directors'  Association  met  at  the  same  time  as  Institute,  but 
in  the  High  School  room  in  a  two  day  session.  They  were  addressed 
by  the  institute  instructors,  who  gave  the  directors  practical  talks, 
on  business,  the  selection  of  teachers  and  on  school  questions  in 
general.  Many  questions  were  asked  the  Deputy  State  Superinten- 
dent by  the  directors  on  points  of  law.  It  was  the  opinion  expressed 
by  those  present  that  it  was  the  most  helpful  meeting  yet  held.  Mr. 
J.  N.  Glover,  the  delegate  to  the  State  Directors'  Convention,  gave  an 
excellent  report  of  the  same. 

Examinations  for  county  diplomas  were  held  at  four  central  points : 
seventy-three  young  people  were  granted  dii>lomas  and  certificates  to 
enter  high  schools.  There  is  a  growing  sentiment,  that  a  teacher's 
success  is  measured  only  by  the  number  he  or  she  can  turn  out  each 
year.  Thus  some  teachers  recommend  many  pupils,  who  are  unable 
to  successfully  do  high  school  work.  When  these  fail,  it  is  a  matter 
of  great  discouragement  to  the  pupil  and  the  parent. 

White  Deer,  Buffalo  and  Kelly  townships  held  graduating  exer- 
cises which  were  well  attended  and  much  interest  was  manifest. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  opening  of  a  township  High  School  in 
Gregg  township.  This  school  starts  with  bright  prospects,  since  the 
patrons  of  the  entire  district  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  make 
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it  a  success.  Hartley  township  high  school  also  Lewis  township 
high  school  closed  very  successful  years  with  fine  graduating  exer- 
cises. While  the  classes  in  each  school  were  not  as  large  as  the 
preceding  years,  it  is  no  indication  of  a  lack  of  interest,  but  is  due 
rather  to  local  conditions. 

Lewistown  and  Mitflinburg  high  schools  have  been  doing  a  fine 
grade  of  work  during  the  past  year.  The  graduating  exercises  were 
fitting  climaxes  for  these  young  people,  who  improved  well  the  time. 

Bucknell  University  has  closed  another  successful  year.  We  feel 
glad  that  we  have  in  our  midst  an  institution  of  so  a  high  standing 
to  encourage  our  etforts  in  public  education.  Every  year  we  lose 
some  of  our  best  teachers,  who  enter  the  classic  walls  of  this  institu- 
tion; but  who  never  come  back  to  us  again.  They  find  in  the  teach- 
ing world  more  remunerative  fields  in  which  to  labor,  than  Union 
county.  Speed  the  day  when  teachers  shall  be  paid  in  proportion  to 
their    real    worth. 

Union  Seminary  in  addition  to  the  regular  preparatory  course,  also 
conducted  a  Normal  Course.  A  number  of  our  young  teachers  took 
this  course.  A  few  of  our  young  people,  who  have  set  their  mind 
on  teaching,  find  their  way  into  the  Normal  Schools;  but  entirely 
too  few. 

This  year  we  must  report  the  public  examinations  of  two  years, 
because  of  the  school  year  ending  in  July  instead  of  June.  Seventeen 
public  examinations  were  held  for  provisional  certificates  and  one 
hundred  and  eleven  such  certificates  were  granted.  One  professional 
examination  was  held  and  ten  of  these  certificates  were  granted. 
We  were  highly  gratified  with  those  young  teachers  who  had  taken 
the  examination  before,  we  find  they  have  made  decided  improve- 
ment. There  still  is  a  tendency  for  graduates  of  high  schools  to 
enter  these  examinations  with  no  professional  training — no  not  so 
much  as  having  read  even  a  book  on  teaching.  These  generally  are 
the  ones  that  drop  by  the  way — this  is  not  a  reflection  on  the  high 
school  from  which  they  graduate,  but  rather  to  impress  upon  them 
as  well  as  others  to  make  the  necessary  preparation. 

The  progressive  teachers,  no  matter  what  grade  of  certificate  they 
may  have,  take  up  the  Reading  Course  and  find  it  very  helpful.  Since 
the  State  recommends  certain  texts  on  teaching,  we  trust  the  non- 
progressives  may  get  busy. 

Ten  more  heating  and  ventilating  plants  have  been  installed  in 
our  schools  during  the  year  which  has  improved  school  conditions 
very  much.  The  subject  of  agriculture  has  been  more  successfully 
taught,  owing  to  more  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  a 
greater  demand  for  it,  on  the  part  of  the  rural  patrons. 

The  whole  number  of  official  visits  made  during  the  term  was  285. 
During  the  year  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  accompanied  by  243 
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direclors  whidi  means  (hat  in  some  dislricls  I  had  the  company  of 
Ihe  entire  P.oard.  This  j;ives  (he  snix'i-inlendent  an  opportunity  to 
point  out  delects  as  well  as  to  suggest  impi'ovements. 

Wliile  the  year  as  a  whole  has  been  successful,  still  we  felt  that 
many  things  were  left  undone.  The  direct  cause  could  be  traced  in 
some  degree  at  least  (o  (he  agitation  of  the  New  Code — pro  and  con. 
Now  since  the  Code  has  become  a  law,  let  us  hope  that  all  may 
adjust  themselves  to  the  changed  condition  and  press  forward  to  still 
greater  achievements. 

Many  thanks  are  due  and  are  here  offered  to  the  directors  of  the 
county  for  their  continued  sup])oi  t,  shown  by  a  unanimous  re-election, 
and  a  liberal  raise  of  my  salary;  to  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation and  good  will ;  to  the  children  for  their  genuine  friendship 
and  their  little  courtesies;  to  the  public  press  for  kindly  publishing 
full  and  accurate  reports  of  our  educational  events ;  to  the  clergy  for 
their  words  of  encouragement  and  the  interest  they  have  manifested 
in  the  cause  of  education  and  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
for  the  manv  kind  words  of  counsel  and  official  favors. 


VENANGO  COUNTY— Dallas  W.  Armstrong. 


The  schools  of  this  county  have  made  substantial  progress  during 
the  past  year.  This  progress  is  due  to  a  more  intelligent  co-operation 
among  the  various  school  factors.  The  teachers  of  the  county  make 
a  more  careful  preparation  for  their  work  from  year  to  year.  The 
directors  encourage  this  better  preparation  for  teaching  by  retaining 
the  teachers  who  are  the  most  competent.  We  have  some  districts 
where  teachers  feel  that  their  positions  are  secure  as  long  as  they  do 
good  work  regardless  of  the  changes  that  are  ever  taking  place  in 
the  membership  of  the  school  boards.  When  teachers'  positions 
become  secure  and  relatively  permanent,  the  problem  of  securing  and 
retaining  good  teachers  will  be  practically  solved. 

The  plan  of  having  sermons  preached  at  the  beginning  of  the  school 
term  by  the  ministers  of  the  county  in  their  respective  churches,  the 
holding  of  local  institutes  in  the  various  sections  of  the  county,  and 
the  observing  of  Patrons'  Day  uniformly  over  the  whole  county  as 
a  means  of  helping  the  interest  in  school  work  as  reported  to  you  in 
our  last  year's  report,  was  followed  this  year  with  the  same  good 
results. 
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Our  high  schools  are  creating  a  good  school  interest  all  over  the 
county.  There  were  eighty-seven  students  graduated  Iroin  these 
schools  this  year.  They  furnish  an  incentive  for  the  boys  and  girls 
to  finish  their  common  school  work.  There  were  two  hundred  thirty- 
eight  passed  the  eighth  grade  work. 

Sugarcreek  township  finished  its  high  school  building  of  six  rooms 
this  year.  It  is  one  of  the  very  best  buildings  in  the  county.  The 
dedication  of  this  building  occurred  on  September  23rd.  The  pupils, 
teachers,  and  principal  helped  in  the  exercises.  Addresses  were  made 
by  W.  J.  Cochran,  president  of  the  board  of  school  directors,  F.  J., 
Fitzgerald,  secretary  of  the  board,  B.  K.  Peters,  architect  of  the 
building,  D.  W.  Armstrong,  County  Superintendent,  Hon.  H.  F. 
James.  C.  D.  Phipps  and  others.  This  townshij)  also  finished  an 
excellent  four  room  building  at  Reno.  Polk  borough  completed  a 
first-class  four  room  brick  building.  Rockland  township  built  ail 
excellent  one  room  building.  Cranberry  township  also  built  a  modern 
one  room  building  this  year.  At  all  of  these  buildings  proper  dedi- 
catory exercises  were  held  by  the  school  officials  and  citizens.  The 
school  boards  in  each  case  are  to  be  commended  for  putting  up  such 
good  substantial  school  houses. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  School  Directors'  Association  was 
held  in  the  court  house,  Franklin,  Pa.,  January  17th  and  January 
18th.  The  program  was  made  up  chiefly  with  the  addresses  and 
discussions  of  the  members  of  the  association.  The  only  outside 
help  was  given  by  Superintendent  Samuel  Hamilton  of  Allegheny 
county,  Pennsylvania.  Some  of  the  questions  discussed  were  as  fol- 
lows: The  Responsibility  of  the  School  Director  for  the  Health 
of  the  School  Children ;  How  to  Select  a  Good  Teacher ;  The  Records 
of  School  Business  Transacted ;  The  Secretary's  Reports ;  The  Teach- 
er's Reports;  The  New  School  Code.  The  attendance  and  interest 
at  this  convention  were  good. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  held  at  Franklin,  Pa.,  December 
19-2.3.  The  work  done  by  the  teachers  and  instructors  was  very 
good.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  instructors :  Prof.  F.  B.  Pearson, 
Columbus,  Ohio ;  Dr.  Robert  A.  Armstrong,  Morgantown,  W,  Va. ; 
Prof.  W.  S.  Hertzog,  High  School  Inspector,  Harrlsburg,  Pa. ;  Prin- 
cipal John  F.  Bigler,  Pincipal  of  the  Edinboro  Normal  School,  Edin- 
boro.  Pa.;  Supt.  N.  P.  Kinsley,  Franklin,  Pa.;  Supt.  J.  J.  Palmer, 
Oil  City,  Pa. ;  Prof.  David  Ross,  Franklin,  Pa.  The  evening  enter- 
tainers were  as  follows :  Rev.  Robert  B.  Beattie ;  Foss-Lamprel  Whit- 
ney; Ex-Gov.  J.  Frank  Hanly;  Wilbur  Starr  Quartette  Company.

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WAKKEN  COUNTY— C.  S.  Kuapp. 


The  work  of  auotlier  school  year  has  been  completed  and  we  have 
leasou  to  believe  that  the  general  results  have  been  more  satisfactory 
than  they  were  the  year  before.  The  attendance  was  not  interrupted 
by  epidemics  as  during  the  previous  year,  and  the  roads  were  in  good 
condition  during  the  entire  winter.  In  the  northern  counties  deep 
snow  often  interferes  with  regular  attendance  and  it  is  only  by 
regular  attendance  of  the  pupils  that  good  results  can  be  obtained. 
The  course  of  professional  study  adopted  by  the  teachers  was  care- 
fully and  systematically  pursued  by  more  teachers  in  this  county 
than  ever  before.  Not  only  do  the  beginners  realize  the  necessity 
of  this  professional  training,  but  teachers  of  long  experience  have 
also  taken  an  active  interest  in  this  work  in  -their  determination 
to  "keep  up  with  the  times."  The  books  for  the  coming  year  are: 
Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the  School,"  and  Seeley's  "School  Man- 
agement." 

Eighty  pupils  completed  the  eighth  grade  and  were  given  Common 
School  Diplomas.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  good  record  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  several  of  the  larger  districts  do  not  take  this  examination 
and  that  the  pupil  is  allowed  to  fall  below  seventy-five  per  cent,  in 
but  ori°  branch  in  order  to  secure  the  diploma.  There  were  many  who 
passed  all  but  two  branches.  These  are  not  held  back  from  high 
school  provided  their  general  average  is  good  and  they  are  given  a 
chance  to  make  up  the  two  subjects  and  thus  secure  the  much 
desired  Common  School  Diploma.  xA_ll  examination  papers  are  for- 
warded to  the  county  superintendent  and  are  marked  by  a  committee 
of  three  teachers  who  do  not  know  whose  papers  they  are  examining 
or  even  what  district  they  come  from. 

Thirty-six  pupils  passed  the  non-resident  High  School  Entrance 
Examinations  and  were  given  certificates.  We  feel  that  this  is  a 
good  record  since  we  have  seventeen  districts  that  maintain  their 
own  high  schools,  all  but  one  of  which  met  the  state  requirements. 
Much  credit  should  be  given  the  High  School  Inspectors  for  their 
efficient  work  and  sx^lendid  advice.  The  township  high  school  is  no 
longer  a  joke  in  Warren  county.  We  have  reasons  to  believe  that 
nearly  every  one  will  have  a  nine  month  term  the  coming  year. 

The  forty-ninth  annual  institute  w^as  held  during  the  week  be- 
ginning August  28th.  This  was  the  first  time  it  was  held  in  Warren 
county  before  the  opening  of  schools.  The  following  from  the  resolu- 
tions indicates  that  this  date  is  very  satisfactory  to  the  teachers: 
Resolved,  "That  we  affirm  our  belief  that  the  greatest  good  is  derived 
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from  the  institute  when  held  at  this  time  of  year,  and  that  we  de- 
sire to  have  our  institute  next  year  before  the  opening  of  schools." 
This  was  unanimously  carried.  The  resolutions  passed  by  the  di- 
rectors at  their  annual  convention  closed  with  the  following:  "  .  .  . 

also  his  successful  Teachers'  Institute,  and  further  commend 

the  time  of  year  it  was  held."  The  institute  was  well  attended,  two 
hundred  ninety-six  of  the  three  hundred  sixteen  teachers  of  the 
county  being  present.  It  was  pronounced  a  grand  success  in  every 
way.  The  instructors  were:  Dr.  Edwin  E.  Sparks,  president  of 
State  College,  who  gave  five  talks,  Mrs.  Anna  Botsford  Comstock, 
of  Cornell  University,  Prof.  A.  J.  Mooney,  of  the  Warren  Conserva- 
tory of  Music,  Oden  C.  Gortner,  of  Mansfield  Normal  School,  Miss 
Alice  M.  Zierden,  of  Harrisburg,  and  Paul  M.  Pearson,  of  Swarth- 
more  College.  The  evening  numbers  were  the  Whitney  Brothers 
Quartette,  and  Alton  Packard,  Cartoonist. 

The  annual  Directors'  Conention  was  held  at  the  Court  House, 
Warren,  Pa.,  Novenjber  18,  1910.  This  was  the  best  meeting  so  far 
held  in  the  county.  One  hundred  sixteen  directors  were  present  and 
showed  their  interest  in  the  educational  problems  of  today  by  re- 
maining after  adjournment  of  both  the  forenoon  and  afternoon  ses- 
sions for  continued  discussion  of  the  various  subjects  presented. 
High  School  Inspector,  C.  D.  Koch,  and  Superintedent  J.  W.  Sweeney 
of  Elk  county  were  the  pincipal  speakers  of  the  day.  Mr.  Koch  dis- 
cussed the  proposed  School  Code  under  five  heads,  viz.:  (1)  The  Di- 
rector, (2)  Length  of  Term,  (3)  Text  Books,  (4)  State  Board,  (5) 
State  Funds.  In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Koch  took  for  his  subject,  "The 
Course  of  Study  for  the  Elementary  Schools  of  Pennsylvania."  The 
subject  of  Superintendent  Sweeney's  morning  talk  was  "As  the 
Teacher,  So  the  School."  He  divided  this  into  five  heads  as  follows, 
(1)  Character,  (2)  Scholarship,  (3)  Experience,  (4)  Culture,  (5) 
Adaptability.  In  the  afternoon  he  spoke  on  "The  Business  Side 
of  the  Directors'  Work."  Both  these  gentlemen  proved  themselves 
thoroughly  familiar  with  school  matters  and  their  presence  and  talks 
were  a  souce  of  helpfulness  and  inspiration  to  all  present.  Dr.  J.  C. 
Russell,  C.  J.  Gibson,  Hon.  A.  J.  Schofield,  and  Superintendent  C.  S. 
Knapp  were  elected  delegates  to  the  State  Convention.  These  all 
attended  with  the  exception  of  C.  J.  Gibson  who  was  detained  on  ac- 
count of  sickness. 

There  were  but  three  local  institutes  held  during  the  year  but 
these  were  very  well  attended,  over  one-third  of  the  teachers  of  the 
county  being  present  at  each. 

The  Cornplanter  Indian  school  had  a  successful  year  with  Maude 
M.  Bowman  as  teacher.  We  feel  that  much  better  results  can  be 
obtained  with  the  increased  appropriation  as  these  pupils  need  ma- 
terial and  supplies  which  we  have  heretofore  been  unable  to  provide. 


w 
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A  very  successful  summer  school  was  held  at  Youngsville.  About 
thii'ty-flve  teachers  were  present  most  of  whom  were  preparing  to 
meet  the  new  requirements  of  a  professional  ceitificate.  A  number 
of  others  went  to  Normal  Schools  for  the  same  purpose.  Twenty- 
nine  professional  certificates  were  granted  and  the  pai)ers  are  on 
file. 

1  visited  prattically  all  the  schools  of  the  county  during  the  year 
ami  tried  to  make  my  visits  helpful  to  teacher  and  pupil.  1  was  pres- 
ent at  the  State  Directors  Convention,  the  State  Convention  of  Super- 
intendents, and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  State  Educational  Asso- 
ciation. I  found  all  these  meetings  interesting  and  helpful.  1  also 
served  as  ineiiil)er  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  at  Bloomsburg 
Normal  School. 

Warren  borough  elected  a  commissioned  superintendent  this 
year  for  the  first  time,  and  is  not  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
county  superintendent.  They  expect,  however,  to  join  with  the  county 
teachers  in  annual  institute  and  Directors  Convention.  They  have 
our  best  wishes  and  we  believe  the  school  will  be  very  successful 
under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  K.  T.  Adams  and  his  assis- 
tants. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  Warren  High  School,  a  cut  of 
which  appears  in  this  Report: 

Size,  125  feet  x  150  feet ;  heigkth,  3  stories ;  25  rooms ;  size  of  audi- 
torium, 50  feet  X  75  feet ;  auditorimu  seats  350 ;  walls  constructed  of 
brick  and  stone ;  size  of  grounds  200  feet  x  200  feet ;  approximate  cost 
of  grounds  and  buildings,  |100,000.00 ;  date  of  dedication,  1897. 

Sheflfield  will  probably  occupy  their  new  High  School  building  at 
the  opining  of  the  fall  term.  We  believe  this  will  be  the  finest  pub- 
lic school  building  in  the  State  for  its  size.  No  expense  will  be 
spared  to  make  it  so.  It  is  to  accommodate  two  hundred  pupils  and 
will  cost  completed  in  the  neighborhood  of  |125,000.  This  is  a  gift 
to  the  towTiship.  There  are  at  present  about  100  high  school  pupils, 
so  the  building  will  be  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  the  pupils 
for  some  time  to  come. 

We  trust  that  we  may  be  able  to  report  continued  progress  in  our 
next  report. 


WASHINGTON  COUNTY— L.  R.  Crumrine. 


We  feel  that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  reasonably  successful. 
In  general,  efficient  service  was  rendered  by  the  teachers  of  the 
county.     A  large  percentage  of  our  teachers  are  governed  in  their 
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work  bj  a  high  sense  of  duty  and  responsibility.  Our  best  teachers 
manifest  a  healthy  professional  spirit.  Many  of  them  attend  school 
during  vacation,  where  training  is  odeied  to  teachers,  and  thus 
better  equip  themselves  for  their  work.  However,  we  have  our 
share  of  those,  who,  in  their  inefficiency,  demonstrate  either  incapac- 
ity or  indisposition  for  study  and  professional  improvement. 

There  is  healthy  school  sentiment  in  districts  where  good  teachers 
are  employed;  it  lags  where  teachers  show  little  activity  other  than 
is  required  in  securing  a  school  and  in  drawing  the  salary.  Where 
little  school  sentiment  exists,  it  is  a  part  of  the  teacher's  business  to 
arouse  such  sentiment. 

During  the  year,  school  attendance  suffered  in  some  districts  from 
epidemics  of  contagious  diseases.  ^Measles  and  scarlet  fever  prevailed 
in  three  districts,  causing  the  schools  to  be  closed  for  some  time. 

In  building,  commendable  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year.  Monongahela  City  and  Mariana  borough  erected  new  brick 
structures,  modern  in  every  particular.  The  building  at  Mononga- 
hela was  dedicated,  December  17,  with  appropriate  exercises.  Dr. 
Schaelfer  made  the  principal  address.  The  building  at  Mariana  is 
a  magnificent  structure,  and  speaks  well  for  the  educational  enter- 
prise of  the  community.  New  buildings  were  erected  in  Carroll 
township,  Chartieis  township,  and  Centerville  borough.  Burgetts- 
town  built  an  annex  of  two  rooms  to  their  building.  West  Browns- 
ville built  an  annex  of  four  rooms,  to  their  building,  and  put  in  an 
up-to-date  heating  and  ventilating  plant  for  the  entire  building. 

While  this  spirit  of  progress  has  been  shown  in  erecting  new 
buildings,  three  districts  suffered  loss  of  buildings  from  fire.  A 
six  room  building  was  burned  in  Canton  township,  an  eight  roomed 
building  in  Claysville,  and  a  one  roomed  building  in  Chartiers  town- 
ship. Steps  have  already  been  taken  to  replace  these  with  new 
buildings. 

The  Principal's  Round  Table  has  been  an  active  organization  during 
the  year.  Four  meetings  were  held,  and  at  all  sessions  the  attendance 
and  interest  were  never  better  in  the  history  of  the  organization. 
At  the  third  meeting.  Superintendent  Samuel  Hamilton,  of  Allegheny 
county,  was  present,  and  delivered  a  masterly  address  on  the  subj 
ject,  "Supervision." 

During  the  year,  I  examined  450  applicants  for  teacher's  certifi- 
cates. Of  these,  312  were  granted  provisional  certificates,  24  were 
granted  professional  certificates,  and  114  were  rejected. 

On  the  twenty-first  of  April,  pupils  were  examined  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  common  school  branches  and  for  admission  to  the 
high  schools.  Of  the  450  examined,  315  were  granted  diplomas  or 
high  school  certificates. 
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Most  ol  our  liigh  schools  are  doiiijjf  hard,  earnest  work,  with  an 
honest  iuleulion  of  meeting  the  re(j[uii'enients  of  the  Department, 
East  AVashinglon  and  liurgettstown  boroughs  increased  the  length 
of  tlie  course  fiom  thrcMJ  to  four  ^ears.  In  each  of  these  schools, 
over  one  huuderd  lifty  dolhirs'  worth  of  apparatus  was  purchased 
during  the  year. 

Teachers'  nieeliugs  were  numerous.  As  usual,  the  County  Insti- 
tute proved  the  great  "educational  rally"  of  the  year.  The  gathering 
was  attended  by  over  700  teachers,  and  was  pronounced  by  many 
to  be  the  most  successful  institute  ever  held  in  the  county.  It  could 
not  be  otherwise  with  the  perosunel  of  our  program.  Our  instructors 
were  Dr.  N.  C.  Shaelfer,  Dr.  S.  D.  Fess,  Dr.  Earl  Barnes,  Dr.  S.  C. 
Schmucker  and  Dr.  C.  C.  Miller.    Prof.  J.  li.  Burke  led  the  music. 

The  Directors'  convention,  held  during  the  week  of  the  county 
institute  was  largely  attended.  The  sessions  were  addressed  by  Dr. 
Schaetfer  and  Dr.  Schmucker. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  note  the  death  of  Ex-Sperlntendent,  Frank 
R.  Hall.  He  died  October  29,  1910.  Prof.  Hall  was  a  man  of  rare  in- 
tellectual vigor,  great  decision  of  character,  and  firmness  of  pur- 
pose. As  superintendent  of  this  county  for  twelve  years,  his  admini- 
stration was  positive  and  aggressive.  In  laboring  to  bring  the  schools 
up  to  his  high  ideals,  he  did  much  to  increase  their  efficiency  and 
advance  the  general  interests  of  education.  In  his  death,  the  schools 
have  lost  a  staunch  friend,  the  teachers  a  wise  counselor,  the  home 
a  devoted  husband. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  glad  to  say  that  we  have  had  the  hearty  co- 
operation form  directors,  teachers,  pupils,  patrons,  the  county  press 
and  the  Educational  Department  at  Harrisburg.  For  it  we  are 
profoundly  grateful. 

We  also  desire  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  directors  of 
the  county  for  unanimous  re-election  and  substantial  increase  in 
salary.  We  trust  that  our  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  schools 
of  the  county  may  be  such  as  to  prove  that  we  deserved  it. 


WAYNE  COUNTY— J.  J.  Koehler. 


In  summing  up  the  school  work  of  the  year  and  comparing  it  with 
that  of  the  two  preceding  years,  we  have  reasons  to  feel  encouraged. 
Our  expectations  are  never  fully  realized.  Most  progress  is  made  in 
districts  where  the  school  directors  are  careful  in  the  selection  of 
teachers  and  make  an  effort  to  retain  good  workers  from  year  to 
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year.  Where  custom  makes  a  teaclier  feel  that  the  tenure  of  office 
is  but  one  year,  the  future  of  the  pupils  has  not  the  same  personal 
value  to  the  teacher. 

Nothing  can  do  more  toward  steady  progress  than  close  rural 
supervision,  which  I  am  glad  to  say,  is  coming.  Many  young  teachers 
have  adequate  academic  training  but  lack  maturity  of  mind  and 
professional  insight  to  cope  successfully,  Avithout  help,  with  the 
many  difficult  problems  constantly  arising.  The  work  in  the  rural 
schools  should  be  outlined  specifically  for  the  teachers  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year;  teachers'  meetings  should  be  conducted  fre- 
quently by  a  skilled  supervisor,  and  patrons  should  have  a  chance 
to  meet  an  expert  school  man  to  discuss  rural  problems  and  condi- 
tions. It  is  difficult  to  secure  and  maintain  a  high  standard  unless 
parents  are  thoroughly  alive  to  the  needs  of  the  times.  It  is  an 
easy  matter  for  the  public  at  large  to  fall  to  a  level  where  the  senti- 
ment— anything  is  good  enough  as  long  as  it  does  not  cost  much — 
can  prevail.  A  judicious  agitation  on  the  part  of  teacher  and  super- 
visor for  better  schools  keeps  alive  the  spirit  of  progress. 

Clinton  township  reconstructed  their  high  school  building  during 
the  year,  making  it  sanitary  and  suitable  in  every  respect.  In 
sparsely  settled  school  districts  in  which  the  school  tax  is,  of  neces- 
sity, high  the  school  properties  are  too  frequently  neglected.  Dilapi- 
dated school  buildings  have  a  depressing  effect  upon  teacher  and 
pupil.  Good  results  are  more  likely  to  be  obtained  in  districts  where 
there  is  a  healthy  local  pride  or  patriotism  in  school  affairs.  This 
pride  can  not  be  secured  if  the  school  property  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  the  people  of  the  sub-district  feel  ashamed  of  it. 

The  State  Course  of  Study  has  been  a  great  help  to  us.  It  helped 
to  unify  and  standardize  our  schools.  Many  of  the  non-essentials 
in  Arithmetic  have  been  dropped  and  more  time  has  been  devoted 
to  language  aird  literature.  A  large  number  of  standard  classics 
suited  to  the  ditferent  grades  were  purchased  and  carefully  studied. 
Many  townships  purchased  a  fine  line  of  supplementary  readers. 
School  boards  are  beginning  to  see  the  need  of  a  larger  supply  of 
varied  standard  literature  in  the  common  schools. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  school  board  of  Buckingham  township 
the  high  school  term  was  changed  from  seven  to  eight  months.  Of 
the  fourteen  high  schools  in  the  county,  ten  have  a  nine  months'  term, 
and  the  remaining  four  have  an  eight  months'  term.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  High  School  Inspector  C.  D.  Koch,  the  alternation  system 
was  introduced  in  some  of  our  high  schools.  It  has  proved  very 
satisfactory.  In  a  small  school  it  enables  one  good  teacher  to  carry 
a  three  years'  course  with  almost  the  same  effort  as  a  two  years' 
course  under  the  old  systeiu.  The  same  plan  has  been  tried  in  the 
advanced  classes  of  our  common  schools  and  has  worked  well.

JOpidemics  of  cliiUlrcn's  diseases  were  prevaleul  in  many  districts 
duiiiig-  January  aud  February,  llius  decreasing-  the  attendance. 
Barring  this  cause,  the  attendance  was  excellent. 

Our  county  institute  was  a  source  of  great  inspiration  to  the 
teachers  and  liad  a  wlioiesonie  ellecl  upon  school  work  during  the 
year.  'Ihe  instructors  were  Dr.  Ira  Woods  ilowerth  of  Chicago 
University,  Dr.  C.  T.  McFarlane  of  Columbia  University,  Trof.  Chas. 
Ji.  Albert  of  the  liloomsburg  fc5.  2s.  S.,  and  i'lol.  John  T.  Watkins. 
The  lines  ol  woric  were  Geography,  School  Manageiuent  and  Psychol- 
ogy. Si>ecial  wcrk  was  assigned  to  the  high  school  teachers  and 
principals  in  a  separate  division.  This  proved  highly  boneticial  to 
our  high  schools.  The  English  teachers  of  our  lirst  grade  high 
schools,  nameh': — lionesdale,  llawley,  aud  Damascus,  prepared  and 
read  papers  on  the  work  done  in  Elementary  English  in  their  schools. 
Some  of  our  small  high  schools  are  rather  deficient  in  this  work. 
This  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  last  schools  mentioned  the 
positions  are  tilled  with  young  teachers  who  fail  to  see  the  impor- 
tance of  thorough  work  in  this  subject.  In  some  cases,  however,  the 
teachers  themselves  lack  the  proper  preparation  in  English.  Our 
high  schools  can  not  atford  to  send  out  graduates  who  are  obviously 
deficient  in  English.  At  this  series  of  meetings  an  annual  high 
school  literary  contest  for  the  county  was  agreed  upon,  to  be  held 
on  the  Monday  evening  of  the  county  institute.  The  county  was 
divided  into  sections.  Each  section  is  to  hold  a  preliminary  contest 
and  the  winning  contestant  is  to  enter  the  county  contest.  This  no 
doubt  will  have  a  good  effect  on  the  literary  work  of  our  high  schools. 

The  evening  attractions  of  the  institute  were  as  follows:  Lecture — 
The  University  of  Adversity — Dr.  W.  Quay  Roselle.  Entertainment 
— Rogers  and  Grilley.  Entertainment — The  Dudley-Buck  Concert 
Company.     Lecture — Sour  Grapes — Dr.  Ed.  Amherts  Ott. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Wayne  county  Directors'  Association 
followed  the  institute.  A  large  number  of  the  directors  were  present 
and  keen  interest  was  manifested  in  all  the  talks  and  general  dis- 
cussions. Dr.  Ira  Woods  Howerth  talked  on  "Public  Health"  and 
Prof.  C.  H.  Albert  discussed  "Improvement  of  Our  School  Proper- 
ties," De.  Ed.  Amherts  Ott  delivered  his  lecture  "The  Haunted  House" 
before  a  large  body  of  teachers,  directors,  and  the  public.  Local  men. 
Dr.  A.  J.  Simons,  Judge  A.  T.  Searle  and  Hon.  F.  P.  Kimble  gave 
splendid  addresses  on  school  work. 

The  teachers'  reading  course  consisted  of  Hawthorne's  "Twice 
Told  Tales,"  Shakespeare's  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  McMurray's  "How 
to  Study  and  Teaching  How  to  Study,"  and  Wenzloff's  "Mental 
Man."  Parts  of  these  books  were  discussed  at  our  district  insti- 
tutes.   It  is  our  aim  to  make  a  careful  studv  of  each  book. 
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The  Teachers'  Association  of  the  county  held  its  semi-annual  meet- 
ings at  South  Canaan  and  Pleasant  Mt.  At  the  latter  meeting  the 
chief  feature  was  expert  instruction  in  I'enmanship. 

There  were  twelve  district  institutes  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
county,  besides  a  number  of  extra  teachers'  meetings.  They  were 
well  attended  by  teachers.  In  many  sections  the  patrons  showed 
a  strong  interest  in  this  work.  We  seldom  find  teachers  who  hesi- 
tate to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  make  the  meetings  a  success.  At 
nearly  all  our  district  institutes  the  State  Course  of  Study  was 
discussed  and  the  necessary  explanations  given  how  to  make  our 
individual  school  work  harmonize  Avith  its  instructions. 

There  were  175  applicants  for  Provisional  Certificates,  134  of  whom 
passed  the  examination  successfully.  Of  the  31  applicants  for  Pro- 
fessional Certificates  27  were  successful.  Of  the  131  apj)licants  to 
whom  were  granted  Provisional  Certificates,  39  had  completed  a 
high  school  course  of  four  years ;  66  a  similar  course  of  three  years ; 
20  a  course  of  two  years.  There  was  only  one  successful  beginner 
without  a  high  school  or  academic  training  beyond  common  school 
work. 

We  had  244  teachers  in  the  county;  9  holding  College  Diplomas, 
62  holding  State  Normal  Diplomas,  3  holding  State  Certificates, 
29  holding  Permanent  Certificates,  31  holding  Professional  Certifi- 
cates, 110  holding  Provisional  Certificates. 

Summer  schools  for  teachers  were  conducted  at  Newfoundland, 
Ariel,  and  Damascus.  A  number  of  young  teaclieis  attended  State 
Normal    Schools    during    the    Spring   term. 


WESTMORELAND  COUNTY— Kobt.  C.  Shaw. 


We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  schools  of  Westmoreland  county 
are  making  rapid  progress  in  efficiency.  We  have  just  closed  a 
year  of  very  successful  work.  It  is  a  constant  pleasure  to  watch 
the  growth  of  professional  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and 
the  increased  enthusiasm  in  education  on  the  part  of  a  very  large 
number  of  citizens  of  our  county. 

According  to  the  last  census  (1910)  our  county  has  increased  in 
population  more  than  seventy-one  thousand  (71,000)  making  a  popu- 
lation now  of  two  hundred  thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred  four 
(231, .304). 
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Tliis  rapid  iiurt'asc  ii<H-«'ssarily  caiiMrs  a  rorresiioiHling  increase 
iu  nuniber  of  schools.  For  ten  years  the  iiuiiiher  ctl'  schools  has 
increased  al  the  rale  of  thirty  {'M)  schools  each  year  or  three  hun 
dred   (3U0j   for  the  ten  years. 

In  some  cases  this  has  caused  an  overcrowding  of  rooms  which 
hindered  the  teachers  in  getting  the  best  results.  In  nearly  all  cases 
the  diiectors  of  the  district  provided  rooms  and  teachers  without 
delay  and  the  "had  conditions"  were  overcome. 

The  growth  of  our  high  schools  has  been  marvelous.  Nearly  all 
our  high  schools  are  very  much  overcrowded  due  to  this  rapid 
growth.  Jt  might  be  stated  here  that  we  feel  that  the  State  will  have 
to  increase  its  appiopriations  to  high  schools  or  these  will  become 
burdensome  to  many  of  our  smaller  districts.  The  high  schools  of 
many  of  these  districts  are  growing  so  rapidly  and  the  demands  made 
up(m  many  of  the  local  boards  for  greatly  extended  courses  of  study 
are  so  great  that  the  school  funds  of  the  district  will  not  meet  the 
needs. 

During  the  year  twenty-nine  (20j  examinations  were  held.  Nine 
hundred  thirty-one  (lt.'51j  applicants  were  examined. 

Of  these  seven  hundred  eight  (708)  received  provisional  certificates, 
and  forty-eight  (48)  professional  certificates.  One  hundred  seventy- 
five  (175)  received  reports. 

The  superintedent  assisted  by  the  principals  of  the  county  examined 
nearly  five  hundred  (500)  eighth  grade  pupils.  More  than  three 
hundred  of  these  received  diplomas  and  high  school  entrance  cer- 
tificates. 

We  are  still  able  to  report  that  many  of  our  teachers  are  doing 
everything  they  can  to  prepare  themselves  for  more  efficient  work. 
A  very  large  number  of  them  took  special  work  in  dilTerent  training 
schools  during  the  summer  vacation  ,and  a  marked  improvement 
in  their  work  is  the  result.  We  hope  that  in  a  short  time  all  the 
teachers  of  our  county  will  avail  themselves  of  these  opportunities. 
We  are  preparing  a  program  for  a  school  of  methods  to  be  held 
in  Greensburg,  August  21-25,  1911.  All  teachers  of  the  county  having 
one  year's  experience  and  those  who  are  about  to  teach  their  first 
term  this  coming  year  will  be  expected  to  attend. 

We  will  be  assisted  in  the  school  by  Dr.  Isaac  C.  Ketler,  Grove 
City,  Mr.  H.  E.  Winner,  Principal  of  the  Howard  Public  Schools, 
Pittsburg,  Dr.  H.  B.  Davis,  California  Normal  School,  Dr.  W.  G. 
Chambers,  Pittsburg  University,  Mrs.  Horace  Greeley  Carmalt,  Pitts- 
burg University  and  Dr.  A.  E.  Maltby,  Slippery  Kock  Normal  School, 
together  with  the  principals  and  experienced  teachers  of  the  county. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  class  drills  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
examples  of  good  teaching  to  beginners.

Another  school  year  has  sunk  into  the  deep  abyss  of  time.  Being 
deeply  sensible  of  the  opportunities  of  the  past  and  solicitous  of 
the  future  welfare  of  the  public  schools  of  our  county,  and  in  con- 
formity with  law,  I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  written 
report. 
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The  general  public  manifsted  great  interest  in  the  schools  of  the 
county  during  the  past  year.  The  feeling  for  better  schools  is  growing 
and  becoming  more  intense  as  the  years  come  and  go.  This  was 
clearly  demonstrated  in  the  past  year  by  the  large  attendance  at  the 
educational  meetings,  and  farmers'  institutes  held  in  the  county. 
The  latter  deserved  much  credit  for  arousing  enlightened  public 
favor  of  better  schools. 

I  feel  warranted  in  reporting  that  we  never  had  a  higher  grade  of 
teachers  than  during  the  past  year.  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to 
say  that  all  things  considered,  this  has  been  a  prosperous  year  for 
our  schools  and  judging  from  the  activity  already  manifested  by  the 
directors  and  cititzens,  tlie  coming  year  promises  to  be  even  more 
successful. 

Several  districts  lengthened  their  school  terms  resulting  in  rais- 
ing the  length  of  the  county  school  term  from  7.54  to  7.71  months. 
To  the  children  in  the  schools  of  the  county  3  per  cent,  in  an  increased 
school  term  means  much  more  than  one's  first  thought  would  ordinar- 
ily indicate.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  the  result  tends 
to  raise  the  standard  of  the  pupils'  scholarship  generally  throughout 
the  county,  and  many  a  girl  and  boy  will,  in  the  future,  no  doubt, 
praise  the  action  of  school  officials  who  have  thus  provided  a  better 
means  of  education. 

Eighty  children  in  the  rural  schools  took  the  central  examinations, 
resulting  in  thirty-six  having  passed  successfully.  Of  this  number, 
twenty-seven  passed  the  final  examination  held  at  the  county  seat 
on  April  15th,  1911,  and  received  County  Common  School  Diplomas. 
The  three  highest  averages  were  attained,  namely:  Anna  O'Mara, 
98  2-11  per  cent.,  Windham  township,  Junia  Carpenter,  91  2-3  per 
cent.  Lemon  township,  and  Glenn  Smith,  90  4-11  per  cent.,  North- 
moreland  township. 

Of  the  153  teachers  employed,  102  were  ladies  and  32  gentlemen; 
5  are  college  graduates,  36  hold  Normal  diplomas,  9  hold  permanent 
certificates,  24  professional  certificates  and  48  proisional  certificates. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  held  during  the  week  of  December 
12,  Only  three  teachers  were  absent.  The  institute,  it  was  said, 
ranked  as  high  as  any  ever  held  in  the  county.  And  the  Wyoming 
county  teachers'  institutes  have  the  reputation  of  affording  more 
for  the  money  expended  and  number  of  her  teachers,  than  any  other 
county  institute  in  the  state.  The  following  instructors  were  present : 
Dr.  Nathan  C.  Schaeffer,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction; 
Dr.  W.  N.  Ferris,  Dr.  O.  T.  Corson,  Prof.  Pitt  Parker,  Prof.  L.  N. 
Shields,  Miss  Mary  Sulliv^an  and  Miss  Alicia  Zierdon.  For  enter- 
tainments and  lectures,  we  had:  Dr.  W.  N.  Ferris,  Big  Rapids,  Mich. ; 
Dr.  W.  Quay  Rosselle,  Philadelphia ;  Dr,  G.  R.  MaGuire,  New  York 
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City;  Sidney  Landon,  Cleveland;  M.  Shackelford,  New  York  City; 
The  Floyds  (Majj^icians),  Boston;  The  International  Girls,  Chicago; 
The  Southern  Jubilee  Singers  and  Players  (eight  people). 

Larger  audiences  than  could  be  comfortably  seated  attended  both 
day  and  evening  sessions  of  the  institute  and  the  teachers,  Tunkhan- 
nockites  and  citizens  from  all  over  the  county  wore  enthusiastic  in 
their  praise  of  the  institute. 

The  Directors'  Association  convened  Wednesday  and  Thursday. 
This  was  pronounced  a  very  successful  and  stiniulatingly  helpful 
meeting.  Over  a  hundred  directors  responded  to  the  roll-call.  In 
his  vigorous  and  masterful  manner  so  strongly  characteristic  of  State 
Superintendent  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffor,  did  he  addres  the  association 
three  different  times.  His  presence  and  help  were  highly  appreciated 
by  the  directors ;  also,  the  teachers  showed  their  appreciation  of  him 
by  listening  most  intently  to  his  sound  and  practical  addresses. 

For  fire  drills  under  the  new  law  we  have  formulated  the  following 
plan  for  Wyoming  county  schools,  namely :  Floor  plans  of  the  school 
should  bo  placed  in  each  room  in  a  prominent  position,  so  that  all 
children  may  become  fully  acquainted  with  the  general  arrangement; 
school  exits  should  be  marked  distinctly,  as  well  as  exit  for  each 
class;  drills  should  be  had  at  least  once  a  fortnight;  drills  should 
not  be  announced  in  advance;  drills  should  not  come  at  the  same  time 
twice  in  succession ;  teachers  should  be  instructed  specially  to  be  on 
the  alert;  special  signals  should  be  had  for  these  occasions;  teachers 
should  see  that  no  pupil  remains  in  the  building ;  monitors  should  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  crippled  children. 

In  the  interest  of  public  speaking  and  oratorical  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  county  schools  the  directors  of  the  Citi- 
zens' National  Bank  of  Tunkhannock  at  a  meeting  held  November  10, 
1910,  passed  the  following  resolution:  Kesolved  that  the  Citizens' 
National  Bank  of  Tunkhannock,  Pa.,  offer  a  permanent  yearly  prize 
of  fifty  dollars  in  gold,  to  be  divided  into  a  first  prize  of  |25,  a  second 
prize  of  1 15,  and  a  third  prize  of  |10,  upon  the  following  conditions : 

All  contestants  shall  be  regularly  enrolled  students  of  a  high  school 
in  Wyoming  county,  Pa.,  in  good  standing  for  the  year,  and  not  more 
than  two  persons  from  each  school  shall  enter  the  contest,  these  con- 
testants to  be  selected  by  the  Principal  of  each  school  in  any  way 
he  may  determine. 

The  contest  shall  be  held  each  year  during  the  month  of  March 
in  the  court  house,  or  some  other  public  building  in  Tunkhannock, 
Pa.,  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal  of  Tunkhannock  high  school, 
who  shall  publish  at  least  thirty  days  in  advance  the  time  and  place 
said  contest  will  be  held  each  year  and  the  conditions  governing  the 
same.

The  judges  shall  be  the  pastor  of  the  M.  E.  church  and  the  pastor 
of  the  Presbyterian  church,  Tunkhannock,  Pa.,  and  the  Judge  of  the 
District  Court,  and  on  failure  of  any  of  these  to  act  the  remaining 
two  shall  select  the  third.

Miss  Katherine  Lindsey  w^as  awarded  the  first  prize;  Mr.  Sterling 
Swetland,  the  second,  and  Miss  Louise  Hahn,  the  third.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  the  next  contest  and  anticipate  another  occasion 
fraught  with  marked  interest  from  all  parts  of  the  county. 

At  the  close  of  their  Commencement  program  rendered  Monday 
evening.  May  29,  school  director,  Mr.  Llewellyn  Shields,  in  behalf  of 
the  board  and  teachers  of  Nicholson  borough,  presented  Miss  Dora 
Rachel  Kelly  with  a  handsome  gold  locket,,  suitably  inscribed,  for 
perfect  attendance  in  the  high  school.  Miss  Kelly  attained  the  re- 
markable record  of  never  being  late  or  missing  a  session  in  eleven 
years,  and  the  gift  was  indeed  well  merited. 

Since  patrons'  and  visitors'  day  was  first  observed  in  the  county 
tbirteen  years  ago,  there  have  been  seventeen  thousand  six  hundred 
and  twelve  visits.  Last  year  there  were  nineteen  directors  present, 
parents,  five  hundred  sixty-five,  and  other  visitors  present  one  thou- 
^and  twenty-eight,  making  a  total  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
twelve. 

The  following  suggestions  were  offered  teachers:  1.  Decide 
W'hether  to  invite  visitors  for  all  day  or  only  for  the  afternoon 
session.  2.  Send  a  cordial  invitation  (written,  printed  or  oral), 
to  each  patron  of  your  school,  also  to  each  member  of  your  school 
board.  3.  Make  your  school  room  as  attractive  as  possible,  but  do 
not  take  time  from  your  regular  school  work  for  this  purpose. 
4.     Have  on  exhibition  meritorious  written  work  which  your  pupils 
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liav^e  prepared.  This,  more  tliau  aiiylliiuy;  else,  will  give  your  visitors 
a  detinile  knowledge  ol"  Uie  character  of  (he  work  being  done  in  the 
branches  represented.  5.  Each  teacher  siiould  provide  a  short  pro- 
gram lor  reciting  poems,  physical  culture  exercises,  and  singing  of 
songs,  thus  allording  pleasing  entertainment.  Some  citizen  might 
be  invited  to  address  the  pupils  and  thoir  visitors.  Teachers  should 
teach  one  or  two  classes,  illustrating  the  method  by  which  the  chil- 
dren are  instructed.  G,  Do  not  annoy  visitors  by  urging  them  to 
address  the  school.  The  fear  of  being  asked  to  "make  a  speech" 
keeps  many  a  patron  away  from  the  school  room.  Give  an  oppor- 
tunity for  remarks  by  visitors  but  let  them  be  entirely  voluntary. 
7.  Come  to  the  county  institute  prepared  to  give  the  data  concern- 
ing "Patrons'  and  Visitors'  Day"  in  your  school.  1.  Number  of  di- 
rectors present.  2.  Number  of  parents  present.  3.  Number  of 
other  visitors  present.  4.  Number  of  pupils  enrolled.  5.  Number 
of  pupils  present.  A  report  will  be  made  before  the  close  of  the  in- 
stitute, giving  the  number  of  schools  in  each  district  in  which  the 
day  was  observed. 

We  hope  that  every  leacher  in  the  county  will  observe  the  day. 
Get  the  children  interested  and  the  work  will  be  easy. 

Any  special  exercises  this  given  year  should  be  in  harmony  with 
the  proper  observance  of  our  forthcoming  Thanksgiving  Day  oc- 
casion. 

Tunkhannock  borough  put  the  fourth  teacher  in  her  high  school, 
thus  making  four  teachers  now  doing  distinctl}-  high  school  work. 
Meshoi'peu  borough  board  will  put  another  teacher  in  their  high 
school  the  coming  year,  thereby  having  two  teachers  doing  high 
school  work.    These  are  advance  steps. 

The  law  abolishing  Mehoopany,  Northumberland,  West  Nicholson 
and  Eaton  Independent  Districts  making  them  parts  of  as  many 
different  township  districts  affords  the  latter  increased  facilities  for 
establishing  township   high  schools. 

The  directors  of  Mehoopany  township  are  already  strongly  agitat- 
ing the  propriety  of  establishing  a  township  high  school;  and,  by 
another  year,  or  sooner,  it  seems  likeh^  they  will  have  one. 

Consolidation  of  schools  which  means  longer  terms,  more  even 
grading,  better  trained  teachers,  sufficient  apparatus,  and  many 
other  advantages,  does  not  necessarily  imply  transportation  of  pupils 
to  a  central  school,  in  all  cases,  or  the-  abandonment  of  schools  in 
which  the  younger  pupils  may  be  taught.  It  implies  a  central  school 
in   which   all   grades   are   taught. 

The  good  roads  problem  is  a  very  vital  factor  in  the  development  of 
the  rural  school.  Without  good  roads,  the  ideal  rural  school,  es- 
pecially where  an  agricultural  high  school  is  maintained,  cannot 
exist. 
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More  than  anything  else,  there  must  be  loj^al,  heart}',  enthusiastic 
co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers.  We  need  only  such  teachers 
as  are  consecrated  men  and  women,  Avho  believe  in  boys  and  girls, 
and  who  are  thoroughly  prepared  for  their  work.  Even  such  teach- 
ers will  only  partially  succeed  unless  the  community  sincerely  be- 
lieves in  education,  unless  the  parents  are  willing,  if  necessary,  to 
make  some  sacrifice  to  their  children.  In  the  final  analysis  it  is 
not  beautiful  grounds,  pretentious  buildings,  extensive  equipment, 
close  supervision,  a  rational  course  of  study  that  make  a  school. 
They  are  only  helpful  accessories.  The  determining  factors  are  the 
teachers  and  the  home  working  in  close,  active,  and  sympathetic 
co-operation. 

It  is  deeply  gratifying  to  find  that  I  have  reasonably  met  the  ap- 
proval of  those  who  ought  best  to  know  hoAV  I  have  performed  the 
duties  of  my  office,  and  whose  good  opinion  is  therefore  most  de- 
sired. In  entering  upon  my  sixth  consecutive  term  of  office  as  County 
Superintendent,  I  desire  to  express  my  earnest  thanks  for  the  kind- 
ness and  consideration  of  a  generally  appreciative  public,  for  the 
warm  and  flattering  terms  in  which  my  official  acts  have  been  men- 
tioned by  the  press ;  and  finally  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  safe  and  kindly  counsel  given  to  aid  me  in  advancing  the 
educational  interests  of  Wyoming  county  during  another  school  year.

The  educational  progres  during  the  past  year,  so  far  as  we  knoM^, 
compares  favorably  with  that  of  the  preceding  years. 

We  have  quite  a  number  of  good  teachers,  live  men  and  women, 
whose  hearts  are  in  the  work.  They  are  known  by  their  attendance 
at  institute  and  by  the  interest  which  they  manifest  every  day  and 
everywhere  in  education.  Good  teachers  interest  their  pu])ils  in 
study  and  consequently  secure  regular  attendance  and  good  order. 

In  some  districts  where  directors  once  secure  good  teachers,  they 
retain  them  as  long  as  possible  by  increasing  their  wages. 

Believing  that  the  time  had  come  when  a  class  of  better  qualilied 
teachers  should  be  demanded,  the  standard  of  qualifications  was 
raised. 

The  consequence  was,  that  teachers  were  scarce. 

613  visits  were  made,  at  an  average  of  one  hour  and  five  minutes. 

It  would  not  do  to  pass  over,  without  notice,  the  very  successful 
county  institute  which  was  held  at  York,  last  fall.  A  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  exercises  would  involve  too  much  space.  The  hon^e  was 
crowded  at  every  session. 
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The  instnictors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeller,  \)i-.  U.  T.  Corson,  Coluiu- 
biis,  O. ;  Dr.  Frank  B.  Willis,  Ohio  Northern  University,  Ada,  Ohio; 
Dr.  Robert  A.  Armstrong,  West  N'irginia  University,  iMoigantovvn, 
W.  Va. ;  Dr.  A.  S.  Martin,  Norristown,  Pa.;  Dr.  Arthur  Holmes, 
U.  of  P.-;  Prof.  W.  S.  llertzog,  llarrisburg,  Pa.;  Prof.  E.  B.  Bailey, 
Director  of  Music,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Many  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  were  held  during 
the  school  term. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  be  present  at  21  of  these  meetings.  They 
were  well  attended  by  teachers,  citizens  and  directors.  Where  the 
institutes  prosper  the  schools  are  better  taught.  It  elevates  the 
standard  of  the  poorest  teaching  in  the  district.  It  ex<,-ites  profes- 
sional spirit. 

There  were  four  new  school  houses  built  last  year;  two  in  Peno 
township,  two  in  York  township. 

The  borough  of  Dallastown,  retained  architect  C.  A.  Keyworth,  o:^ 
York,  to  prepare  jjlans  for  an  eight  room  school  building,  four  rooms 
of  which  will  be  completed  this  year.  The  plans  submitted  provide 
for  eight  large  class  rooms  which  will  comfortably  seat  forty-five 
pupils  each,  all  class  rooms  are  provided  with  a  sanitary  drinking 
fountain  and  a  lavatory,  the  waste  water  from  the  fountains  and 
lavatories  is  piped  to  flush  tanks  of  toilets  in  basement. 

There  are  three  entrances  provided,  one  in  the  center  of  the  building 
which  opens  into  a  large  hall,  at  the  end  of  which,  is  the  main 
corridor  which  is  ten  feet  wide  and  the  length  of  the  building,  at 
each  end  is  a  stairway  and  a  side  entrance,  all  the  class  rooms  are 
provided  with  cloak  rooms. 

The  basement  plans  provide  for  play  rooms,  toilets  and  rooms  for 
the  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus. 

The  building  will  be  of  red  brick  and  sand  stone  construction  and 
will  be  substantial  and  modern  in  every  respect,  an  ornament  to 
the  town. 

During  the  six  years  of  my  incumbency  as  superintendent  of  York 
county  I  have  found  that  the  best  schools  are  where  the  best  public 
school  sentiment  exists.  The  educational  problem  has  been  solved  in 
a  measure  by  the  means  of  system,  classification,  and  direction  of 
the  law,  but  there  is  danger  that  with  all  this  educational  harness, 
we  may  ignore  the  strongest,  the  healthiest,  the  most  vitalizing  factor 
of  all,  and  that  is  public  interest. 

The  Commonwealth,  from  time  to  time,  has  embodied  in  the  school 
law  a  number  of  requirements  and  restrictions,  far  in  advance  of 
the  public  sentiment  of  many  communities,  but  as  time  wore  on 
the  people  have  invariably  endorsed  every  forward  movement  of  the 
legislature.  However,  mere  acquiescence  in  the  wisdom  or  value  of 
a  measure  or  movement  is  not  sufficient.     The  important  thing  re- 
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maining,  not  for  directors  and  teachers  alone,  but  for  tlie  whole 
people,  is  to  warm  and  enliven  the  system  with  cordial  and  generous 
support. 

The  school  director  has  certain  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
law,  in  addition  to  which  he  is  expected  to  manifest  an  indefinable 
sort  of  zeal,  which  would  seem  quite  unnecessary  and  unnatural  in  a 
mere  citizen.  What  we  need  is  to  have ,  every  body  interested  in 
the  matter  of  general  education.  The  common  laborer,  the  mechanic, 
the  professional  man,  the  merchant,  the  farmer,  the  rich  and  the 
poor — all  must  be  made  to  feel  that  their  greatest  opportunity  lies 
in  the  children,  and  that  the  be-st  system  that  the  wisdom  of  a  legis- 
lature can  devise  is  cold  and  inert  without  the  energizing  power 
of  popular   interest   and  support. 

The  attendance  roll  is  the  best  index  of  the  value  a  community 
places  on  education.  When  I  find,  especially  where  the  term  is  but 
seven  months,  that  one-third  of  the  children  who  belong  to  the  school 
are  not  enrolled  until  the  first  month,  or  even  more  has  elapsed,  and 
that  the  same  pupils  quit  from  three  to  five  weeks  before  the  close  of 
the  term,  I  am  forced  to  conclude  that  the  educational  sentiment  in 
that  community  is  much  below  par,  or  that  the  school  has  not  suc- 
ceeded in  demonstrating  its  value  and  importance. 
'  The  teacher  is,  of  course,  the  most  important  factor  in  the  educa- 
tional problem.  He  should,  in  the  nature  of  alfairs,  be  able  to  secure 
a  full  enrollment  and  regular  attendance  during  the  entire  term; 
but  even  the  best  teacher  ma}'  fail  in  this  if  his  patrons  are  so  short- 
sighted as  to  place  a  higher  value  on  the  few  dollars  their  children 
earn,  than  they  do  on  the  life  asset  of  an  education,  because  the 
latter  is  not  of  immediate  material  benefit. 

The  liberal  appropriations  of  the  state,  and  the  taxes  assessed 
on  property  are  wasted  on  small  and  poorly  attended  schools,  and 
the  pupils  Avho  come  only  during  the  middle  of  the  term  disarrange 
the  classification,  thus  doing  great  injustice  to  those  children  who 
are  there  from  start  to  finish.

CITY.  BOROUGH  AND  TOWNSHIP  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ALLEGHENY— John  Morrow. 


The  last  year  of  the  existence  of  the  Allegheny  Tublic  Schools, 
1910  and  1911,  is  here  reported.  There  will  be  a  supplementary 
report  to  this  one  for  the  interim  between  June  1st,  1911  and  January 
1st,  1912. 

On  January  1st,  1912  the  New  Code  goes  into  effect  and  I  may 
add  that  we  are  all  looking  forward  with  great  hope  and  expectation 
of  improvements  in  educational  matters  under  the  new  order  of 
things.  The  old  law  lasted  about  fifty-seven  years.  The  new  code 
will  do  well  if  it  weathers  the  storms  of  mixed  and  adverse  criticism 
that  long. 

Our  schools,  as  usualj  have  been  prospered  during  the  last  year 
and  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  no  epidemics  among  either 
teachers  or  pupils. 

We  have  never  had  greater  cordiality  and  good  will  among  our 
teachers,  principals  and  people  than  exists  at  the  present  time. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure,  unalloyed,  for  the  present  Superintendent 
to  work  in  the  Allegheny  Schools  and  with  the  Allegheny  people. 


A LLENTOWN— Francis  D.  Raub. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  elected  two  medical  inspec- 
tors, dividing  the  city  into  two  districts.  They  were  under  con- 
tract to  spend  a  certain  time  each  school  day,  and  they  faithfully 
complied  with  their  agreement.  The  city  was  free  from  any  epidemic, 
and  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  reported  was  considerably  lo«s 
than   in  preceding  years.     Whether  this   was   owing  to   any  other 
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cause,  still  we  congratulated  ourselves  on  the  i>revailing  freedom 
from  contagious  diseases.  We  found  tlieir  services  very  satisfactory 
and  the  attention  of  parents  being  called  to  various  defects  existing 
in  the  case  of  children,  many  had  them  treated  and  others  promised 
to  have  them  attended  to  in  due  time. 

There  were  some  however,  through  poverty  or  carelessness,  who  were 
not  benefitted  by  the  advice  rendered,  and  to  reach  those  is  quite 
a  problem.  Medical  inspection,  however,  was  so  popular  in  this 
city,  that  though  the  code  makes  it  compulsory,  still  in  our  place 
it  would  have  remained  if  it  had  been  left  optional. 

The  registration  of  pupils  in  some  districts  of  the  city,  made  by 
the  assessors,  was  so  faulty,  that  it  failed  to  serve  the  purpose 
which  it  was  intended  for.  But  in  the  future  when  the  registration 
of  pupils  is  made  by  emr;loyees  of  the  Board,  we  can  expect  a  correct 
compilation  or  registration  of  pupils,  which  will  greatly  facilitate 
matters  in  enforcing  the  compulsory  attendance  laws. 

In  previous  reports  to  the  Board  I  recommended  the  introduction 
of  Manual  Training,  and  whilst  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  it  was  not  able  to  come  to  any 
conclusion  and  so  failed  to  report. 

We  hope  however  in  the  near  future  to  induce  the  Board  to  take 
up  this  matter. 

The  Twelfth  Ward,  the  section  lately  annexed,  for  the  first  time 
in  September  last,  had  its  pupils  housed  in  the  new  building,  which 
is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  city.  Its  location  on  an  eminence  renders 
it  conspicuous,  and  its  arrangement  is  such  that  all  conveniences 
called  for  in  a  modern  school  building  are  provided.  This  section 
of  the  city  is  rapidly  increasing  in  population  and  it  will  not  be 
many  years  until  the  structure  will  not  be  able  to  accommodate 
the  school  population. 

The  old  Livingstone  building  in  the  Third  ward  was  razed  and 
by  the  opening  of  school  next  September  a  modern  new  building 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy.  In  the  northwestern  part  of  the  city 
a  new  eight  room  building  will  be  ready  by  next  September.  This 
building  is  greatly  needed  and  will  supply  a  real  want. 

For  the  coming  year  all  pupils  in  grades  below  the  High  School 
can  be  readily  accommodated.  But  a  new  modern  High  School 
building  is  greatly  needed,  and  one  of  the  things  confronting  the  new 
Board  in  December  will  be  to  arrange  for  the  erection  of  such  a 
building. 

And  now  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Department  for  cour- 
tesies extended  in  Ihe  tlie  past.

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ALTOONA— H.  H.  Baish. 


The  new  ycliuol  buildiug  iu  the  Teulli  ward  is  coni[)let6d  and  will 
be  finished  during  the  summer.  It  has  been  named  the  Thaddeus 
Stevens.  Ten  rooms  will  be  o|)ened  in  liie  new  building  next  term 
and  the  congested  condition  in  the  schools  on  the  east  side  of  the 
city  will  be  greatly  relieved.  As  the  new  Stevens  building  contains 
sixteen  rooms,  there  will  be  ample  school  accommodation  for  several 
years.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  at  the  Irving  or  Seventh  ward 
building  during  the  year. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Altoona  High  School,  a  cut 
of  which  appears  in  this  Keport. 

Size,  220  feet  x  100  feet  at  the  ends,  220  feet  x  180  feet  in  the 
center;  heighth,  four  stories  including  basement,  the  greater  part  of 
v.'hich  being  out  of  ground;  42  rooms;  size  of  auditorium,  80  feet  x  80 
feet;  auditorium  seats  1,457;  walls  constructed  of  Hummelstown 
brown  stone;  size  of  grounds,  250  feet  x  255  feet;  approximate  cost 
of  grounds  and  buildings,  |364,841.00;  date  of  dedication,  March 
22,  1907. 

The  Domestic  Science  Course  for  girls  that  was  introduced  into 
our  high  school  one  year  ago  has  given  excellent  results.  The  course 
which  includes  instruction  in  plain  cooking  and  the  chemistry  of 
foods  and  food  values  covers  a  period  of  two  years  and  is  required 
of  all  the  girls.  Equipment  for  a  class  of  twenty-four  has  been 
installed  and  a  competent  supervisor  and  two  assistants  employed. 
Lunch  for  the  High  and  Central  Grammar  School  students  is  served 
under  the  direction  of  the  Domestic  Science  Department  and  so 
thoroughly  is  the  work  organized  that  over  one  thousand  students 
are  served  with  lunch  in  twenty  minutes  without  any  apparent 
confusion.  The  lunch  is  sold  at  a  low  price  yet  the  profit  from  the 
food  sold  last  term  amounted  to  nearly  six  hundred  dollars,  and  this 
n!oney  was  used  to  help  pay  for  the  equipment. 

Tie  friends  of  the  Altoona  High  School  are  pleased  with  the  result 
of  11.  ■»  Essay  Contest  conducted  by  the  American  School  Pe/ace 
Leagnr.  A  prize  of  seventy-five  dollars  was  offered  for  the  best  essay 
on  Arbitratio'i  written  by  a  student  in  any  American  high  school. 
A  number  of  high  schools  representing  twenty-eight  different  states 
participated  in  the  contest.  The  first  prize  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Harold  Swank,  a  student  in  the  Altoona  High  School.  Seattle 
High  School  won  second  prize.  Spokane  High  School  won  third 
jjrize.  High  schools  in  New  York  City,  Denver,  Buffalo  and  Indian- 
apolis received  honorable  mention. 
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Ten  interesting  and  largely  attended  patrons'  meetings  were  held 
during  the  year.  These  meetings  have  become  very  popular  in  Al- 
toona  and  have  helped  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  with 
the  teachers.  Deputy  Superintendent  Eeed  B.  Teitrick  was  present 
and  made  an  address  at  the  high  school  patroons'  meeting.  Several 
thousand  citizens  inspected  the  manual  training  shops  one  evening 
Mhen  they  were  opened  for  that  purpose. 

Public  kindergartens  were  opened  in  the  Altoona  schools  in  Sep- 
tember, 1903,  and  continued  four  years.  They  were  discontinued 
as  the  result  of  an  election  in  February,  1907,  held  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  whether  they  should  be  continued  or  not.  Since 
that  time  a  private  kindergarten  has  been  conducted  in  the  Webster 
building.  Four  kindergartens  were  established  in  1903  and  this 
number  was  increased  to  six  for  the  term  of  1906-07.  About  two 
hundred  children  attended  the  kindergarten  schools  during  the  last 
term  of  the  public  kindergarten  in  Altoona.  In  order  to  determine 
the  effect  of  kindergarten  training  on  the  children  I  recently  secured 
the  average  age  of  all  the  pupils  who  attend  kindergarten  as  well 
as  the  average  age  of  those  who  did  not  attend.  The  result  of 
my  investigation  shows  that  the  kindergarten  trained  child  has  the 
advantage  and  is  nearh'  a  year  younger  on  the  average  in  each 
grade  than  the  non-kindergarten  child.

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ARCHBALD— W.  A.  Kelly. 


Our  schools  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  on  June  6. 

The  teachers  were  most  enthusiastic  over  the  results  obtained 
during  the  term  in  all  grades  and  an  expression  of  satisfaction  was 
noticeable  on  all  connoetod  with  our  schools  when  an  immense  crowd 
gathered  together  to  witness  and  enjoy  the  final  efforts  of  one  of 
the  largest  classes  graduating  from  our  High  School. 

Teachers'  Institutes  were  held  at  Olyphant,  Jessup  and  Archbald. 
Those  that  took  part  at  the  Archbald  Institute  were:  Deputy  Supt. 
R.  R.  Tetrick,  Prof.  Costello,  Technical  High  School  Scranton,  Miss 
Blewitt,  Department  of  Drawing,  Scranton.  This  Institute  awakened 
an  interest  among  our  citizens  that  was  never  noticeable  before. 

During  the  term  the  district  lost  one  of  its  buildings  by  fire.  It 
was  rebuilt  without  delay. 


ASHLAND— Wm.    C.   Estler. 


We  are  pleased  to  report  that  Ashland  closed  another  successful 
school  year. 

A  partial  commercial  course  was  added  to  the  High  School.  The 
Sub- junior  class  was  required  to  pursue  the  regular  course,  with 
more  extended  lessons  in  orthography,  bookkeeping  and  business 
arithmetic,  and  to  receive  a  course  of  instructions  in  penmanship. 

Members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  had  the  privilege  of 
substituting  bookkeeping  for  Latin;  typewriting  and- shorthand  for 
physics.  The  consent  of  the  parent  was  necessary  in  order  to  take 
up  any  of  the  commercial  subjects.  Blank  forms  were  prepared  for 
the  purpose. 

The  Junior  class  numbered  forty-six,  eighteen  of  which  pursued 
the  regular  course,  and  twenty-eight  the  partial  commercial  course. 

The  Senior  class  numbered  twenty-seven,  eight  of  which  took  the 
regular  course,  and  nineteen  the  partial  commercial. 

With  only  one  year's  experience,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  whether 
or  not  the  partial  commercial  plans  is  a  success. 

After  a  two  year's  trial,  we  are  convinced  that  taking  grammar, 
arithmetic  and  U.  S.  History  from  our  High  School  was  a  mistake. 

11 
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In  order  to  get  one  hundred  or  more  dollars  High  School  appropria- 
tion we  sacrifice  vital  interests  of  our  pupils.  We  do  not  hesitate 
to  state  that  in  our  humble  opinion,  it  were  better  that  High  School 
appropriations  should  be  discontinued.  Money  prizes,  scholarships, 
fellowships  are,  in  the  language  of  Sir  J.  G.  Fritch,  elaborate  systems 
of  bribery. 

The  wealth  of  our  community  is  in  its  coal  deposits,  the  removal 
of  which  necessarily  affects  the  land  surface.  The  first  borough  school 
building,  a  five  room  brick  erected  in  1857,  must  be  abandoned. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a  building  of  six  rooms,  one  story 
high,  have  been  prepared.  By  November  the  committee  expect  to 
have  the  building  ready  for  the  schools. 

A  graduating  class  of  twenty-seven,  eight  boys  and  nineteen  girls, 
held  their  commencement  exercises  in  the  Temple  Theater  Friday 
evening,  June  2nd. 


BANGOK— J.   W.    GEUVEE. 


On  June  1,  our  schools  closed  another  term  of  nine  months.  The 
term  was  marked  by  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  The  percentage  of  promotions  was  fully  up  to  and  in  many 
cases  above  that  of  previous  years. 

There  were  enrolled  in  all  our  schools  during  the  year,  1,1H5 
children,  of  which  there  were  589  boys  and  576  girls,  an  increase  of 
15  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  60  boys  and  80  girls,  or  a  total 
of  142  pupils  attend  the  high  school.  57  pupils  successfully  passed 
the  required  examinations  in  the  grammar  grades  and  were  promoted 
to  the  high  school. 

On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
throughout  the  year,  our  attendance,  while  good,  was  somewhat  lower 
than  usual.  One  of  our  teachers  was  quarantined  on  account  of 
her  being  afflicted  with  diphtheria,  while  several  of  her  pupils  died 
of  the  same  disease.  The  wisdom  of  the  Board  and  the  vigilance  of 
the  teachers  of  the  building  prevented  the  closing  of  the  schools.  AH 
rooms  were  disinfected  as  soon  as  there  was  any  evidence  of  a  case 
of  contagious  disease,  and  by  these  wise  precautions  the  schools 
were  kept  open.  We  had  an  average  daily  attendance  of  999,  and 
our  yearly  percentage  of  attendance  was  94. 

We  regret  very  much  that  so  many  of  our  children,  especially  our 
girls,  look  forward  to  the  day  when  they  become  fourteen  years  of 
age,  that  they  may  withdraw  from  school  and  go  to  the  factory  to 
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Avoi-k.  ^^''('  arc  j;hi(l  (o  rcijorl,  however,  llial  not  iiiauy  leave  the  high 
school  for  this  imrposc,  the  mills  drawing  principally  from  the  inter- 
mediate and  grammar  grades. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  bring  our  schools  and  the  home  closer  to- 
gether. During  the  year  w^e  held  several  public  meetings  to  which 
all  parents  were  invited.  We  had  some  prominent  educator  to  ad- 
dress them  on  some  interesting  subject.  We  also  tried  the  experi- 
ment of  having  our  teachers  visit  the  homes  of  the  children  under 
their  caro,  whereby  they  might  become  acquainted  with  the  condi- 
tions of  the  home  that  would  in  many  cases  give  them  a  knowledge 
of  a  better  and  wiser  dealing  with  the  child.  This  plan  Avas  highly 
approved  by  the  patrons  and  we  have  decided  to  continue  the  visits. 

Several  of  the  i)atriotic  orders  of  our  Borough,  of  w'hich  the  P.  O. 
S.  of  A.  and  O.  U.  A.  M.  took  the  leading  part,  presented  our  schools 
with  a  beautiful  large  flag.  Our  Board  then  erected  a  suitable  flag 
pole,  75  feet  high.  AVashington's  Birthday  was  accordingly  celebrated 
with  appropriate  exercises.  The  school  children  assembled  on  the 
laAvn  in  front  of  the  high  school  building  and  sang  "The  Star 
Spangled  Banner"  while  the  flaj^:  w^as  being  raised,  after  which  mem- 
bers of  the  Orders  as  well  as  many  patrons  of  the  schoools  assembled 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  high  school  building  where  exercises  suitable 
to  the  occasion  w^ere  held. 

We  feel  that  the  success  of  our  schools  is  due  largely  to  the  loyal 
support  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  the  patrons  of  the  schools,  and 
the  harmonious  and  faithful  work  of  our  teachers. 

We  desire  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  many  courtesies  shown  during  the  year. 


BEAVER  FALLS— Andrew   Lester. 


In  submitting  this,  my  third  and  final  report  of  the  Beaver  Falls 
schools,  I  think  it  proper  that  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  of  the  past 
three  years   should  be  given. 

Our  American  public  schools  have  experienced  an  abnormal  de- 
velopment along  intellectual  lines.  W^e  have  had  an  American  re- 
naissance. We  have  forgotten,  in  an  inordinate  desire  to  show 
results  on  pajjer  that  the  child  has  either  a  body  or  a  spiritual  life, 
and  we  have  dissipated  jjhysical  energy  and  have  left  the  finer  quali- 
ties of  life  alone  for  the  sake  of  what  we  are  pleased  to  call  intellec- 
tual development.  All  this  has  been  an  experiment  but  a  costly 
one,  both  to  teacher  and  pupil.  Happily,  sensible  people  now  see 
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that  this  is  all  wrong  and  sentiment  is  changing.  Educators  are 
now  talking  more  about  manual  training,  physical  growth,  jjreven- 
tion  of  disease,  ventilation,  courtesy,  honesty,  truthfulness,  cleanli- 
ness of  language,  of  mind,  of  body,  and  less  about  intellect.  We 
have  talked  for  decades  about  a  certain  three-fold  development,  men- 
tal, moral,  and  spiritual,  but  we  were  merely  talking.  The  talk 
was  harmless.  We  kept  right  on  trying  to  train  the  one  to  the  abso- 
lute detriment  of  the  growth  of  the  other  two.  We  have  gone  to 
such  an  extent  with  our  vaunted  intellectual  training  that  it  is  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule  that,  when  children  do  graduate  from 
high  school,  they  are  not  broken  in  health. 

I  wish  to  mention  some  things  we  have  accomplished  in  our  schools 
in  Beaver  Falls,  things  that  do  not  look  to  the  development  of  the 
mental  side  of  the  child's  life.  And  possibly  the  first  effort  that 
should  be  named  is  that  of  the  teachers  and  superintendent  in  con- 
stantly endeavoring  to  furnish  pure  air  to  the  children.  I  mention 
this  first  because,  outside  of  eternal  salvation,  it  is  the  most  important 
thing  in  all  the  universe.  A  few  years  ago  many  of  our  teachers 
and  pupils  did  not  appreciate  the  difference  between  pure  air  and  foul. 
At  the  present  time  the  teachers  and  children  of  our  schools  so  much 
appreciate  good  air  that  they  have  regular  systematic  ventilation, 
both  constant  and  periodic.  Our  teachers  have  opinions  on  ventila- 
tion and  heating.  A  schoolroom  heated  to  sixty-five  or  sixty-eight 
degrees  is  very  popular  now  in  Beaver  Falls. 

Through  study  and  investigation,  our  teachers  are  becoming  ex- 
])ert  in  reading  children's  faces.  Many  children  who  were  formerly 
considered  dull  are  found  to  be  dull  from  physical  causes.  Such 
maladies  as  adenoids,  enlarged  tonsils,  catarrh,  anemia,  nervousness, 
defective  sight,  dullness  of  hearing,  improper  nourishment  do  not  now 
incriminate  a  child  and  brand  him  as  a  dullard.  Our  teachers  are 
reading  the  indexes.  They  realize  that  this  is  a  time  of  personal 
work,  and  they  are  doing  personal  work  with  the  children  and  in 
their  homes.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  said  that  a  number 
of  operations  have  been  performed  gratis  as  a  result  of  the  investi- 
gations carried  on  in  the  schools.  No  pains  or  money  ought  to  be 
spared  to  provide  the  children  with  the  most  healthful  conditions 
possible.  Statistics  show  that  many  children  who  are  considered 
dull  are  really  not  so  when  certain  physical  ailments  are  removed 
and  proper  heat  and  ventilation  are  provided. 

The  common  drinking  cup  has  been  abolished.  Dry  dusters  have 
been  supplanted  by  dust  consuming  cloths.  Oiling  of  floors  was  dis- 
continued three  years  ago  because  the  oil  only  served  to  hold  the 
germs.  Since  the  oil  has  been  removed,  we  are  using,  not  dry  sweep- 
ing, but  a  dust  consuming  preparation,  so  that,  with  dust  consuming 
cloths,  we  have  much  less  dust  floating  about  in  our  rooms.     We 
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still  need  vacuum  cleaners.  Vacuum  cleaners  have  been  tried  and 
are  lound  to  be  ;i  success  if  properly  installed.  Of  course  an  electric 
current  is  necessary. 

This  suggests  the  question  of  artificial  lighting.  The  Board  of 
Education  have  considered  electric  lighting,  and  have  now  accepted 
a  proposition  from  the  \'alley  Electric  Company.  Since  fully  one- 
third  of  all  the  school  days  in  a  year  are  too  dark  without  artificial 
light,  it  goes  without  saying  that  every  building  in  our  town  ought 
to  be  speedily  e<iuipi>ed  with  a  proper  system  of  eler-trlc  lighting. 

One  feature  of  hygienic  work  that  has  been  properly  started  ought 
to  receive  much  attention  the  coming  year.  That  is  proper  care 
of  the  teeth.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  have  all  the  children  sup- 
plied with  tooth  brushes.  Some  of  our  teachers  report  that  practi- 
cally all  of  their  children  have  tooth  brushes.  There  may  be  many 
parents  who  find  it  hard  to  understand  that  not  every  child  in  the 
schools  has  a  tooth  brush.  The  fact  is  that  before  we  began  our 
iuvestigations,  not  half  of  them  had  tooth  brushes.  I  do  not  know 
of  a  better  thing  than  a  clinic  and  an  appropriation  of  money  for 
the  care  of  the  teeth  of  children  whose  parents  are  not  able  to  pay 
and  many  of  whom  do  not  know  that  the  teeth  need  care. 

There  need  be  little  said  of  the  course  of  study  or  the  standing  of 
our  schools  from  the  standpoint  of  intellectual  training.  Our  stand- 
ards are  on  a  par  with  the  best  schools,  a  standard  which  I  think 
requires  too  much  book  knowledge.  If  our  teaching  is  the  best  and 
our  course  of  study  requires  only  what  is  most  vital  and  essential, 
we  need  not  worry  if  one-third  of  all  that  is  now  required  be  elimi- 
nated from  the  course.  The  best  way  to  eliminate  part  of  our  course 
of  study  is  to  devote  about  one-third  of  every  day  to  manual  training 
and  recreation.  Our  new  high  school  building  has  two  rooms  which 
should  be  speedily  equipped  for  manual  training  work  for  the  fifth, 
sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grade  pupils,  and  in  each  grade  below 
these  the  teacher  should  spend  at  least  an  hour  each  day  in  simple 
manual  work  leading  up  to  the  regular  course  in  the  manual  training 
shops.  Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  room  for  manual 
training  work.  With  the  new  building  in  use  there  will  be  sufficient 
room.  Along  with  manual  training  should  come  a  course  in  domes- 
tic science  for  the  girls. 

After  all  is  said,  no  school  will  be  efficient  without  the  guiding 
hand  of  an  efficient  teacher.  I  believe  that  in  our  graded  schools 
there  is  entirely  too  much  of  the  work  doled  out.  The  children 
furnish  too  little  of  what  we  call  initiative.  The  teacher  furnishes 
most  of  the  energy  while  the  children  are  passive  and  permit  them- 
selves to  be  treated  to  the  prescribed  doses.  However,  this  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  teachers  so  much  as  the  fault  of  the  system.  The 
system  is  too  rigid,  too  mechanical.     It  lacks  the  personal  element. 
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I  wisli  I  could  .say  something  in  this  report  that  might  be  an  ex- 
pression of  a  real  appreciation  of  the  teachers  of  the  Beaver  Falls 
schools.  Mavbe  we  have  worked  together  long  enough  that  I  have 
sho\^Ti  mj'  appreciation  by  my  treatment  of  the  teachers.  I  hope 
this  is  true.  Teachers'  salaries  have  been  discussed  almost  yearly 
ill  the  sujierintendent's  reports  and  1  was  much  jjleased  at  the  in- 
crease made  by  the  Board  of  Education  last  year,  but  that  is  not 
sufficient.  A  word  of  commendati<m  for  work  well  and  faithfully 
done  costs  nothing,  but  is  worth  much.  The  fact  is  that  parents 
do  not  realize  the  teacher's  responsibility  or  they  would  live  closer 
to  the  teachers.  It's  a  shame  that  parents  seldom  go  to  the  school 
house  except  to  make  complaints  about  trivial  matters.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  teachers  of  our  town  are  not  valued  as  they  should  be. 
J  believe  that  Beaver  Falls  is  most  fortunate  in  its  corps  of  teachers. 
I  doubt  whether  any  other  town  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  of  similar 
.size  has  such  a  large  i»roportion  of  devoted  teachers  as  has  our  own 
town.  2^0  system  of  schools  can  afford  to  lose  a  single  good 
teacher  because  of  a  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  patrons 
or  because  of  a  few  dollars'  increase  in  salary.  The  motto  should  be, 
"Get  good  teachers,  and  take  care  of  them."  1  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  loyal  support  I  have  had  from  the  teachers  in  Beaver  Falls  during 
my  three  v-ears  of  work  here,  and  to  testify  to  the  careful,  intelligent 
\\ork  that  our  teachers  are  doing  with  the  children. 

I  lay  dowTi  the  work  in  the  schools  of  Beaver  Falls  reluctantly 
because  my  work  here  has  been  a  source  of  gi^eat  fjleasure  and  profit 
to  me,  and  because  of  the  friendly  relations  that  exist  between  me 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  teachers,  directors,  and  pujjils  on  the  other.. 

I  wish  to  express  my  hearty  appreciation  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education  for  many  helpful  suggestions  and  for  the  many  cour- 
tesies which  I  have  received  at  the  hands  of  Dr.  Schaeffer  and  his 
assistants. 


BETHLEHEM— F.  ^Y.  Kobliins. 


The  present  year  has  closed  with  the  largest  enrollment  in  the 
history  of  our  schools — 2,00G  pupils.  To  take  care  of  this  increase  in 
school  population  the  Board  is  now  erecting  an  addition  to  the 
Franklin  High  School  Building,  consisting  of  eight  standard  class 
rooms,  and  an  auditorium  <m  the  first  floor  with  a  seating  capanty 
of  eight  hundred  persons.  The  total  cost,  including  a  new  Iieating 
system  in  the  Franklin  building,  is  not  to  exceed  |5.5,000. 
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This  new  building  will  bo  modeiii  in  every  i)articular.  The  class 
rooms  will  bo  lightod  i'rom  one  side  only,  and  with  one  exception, 
from  the  north  or  the  oast.  A  stoam  heating  system  will  be  installed, 
both  direct  and  indirect  radiation,  with  a  fan  system  of  ventilation. 
Well  appointed  Itnuhers'  rooms,  cloak  rooms,  and  a  rest  room  for 
girls,  are  provided  lV>r.  Provision  has  also  boon  made  for  an  electric 
program  clock,  a  vacuum  cleaning  system,  and  a  stereopticon  for 
use  in  the  auditorium.  Tlie  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  the  middle  of  October  next. 

Four  additional  teachers  have  been  employed  for  next  year,  in- 
cluding a  high  school  teacher,  and  a  supervisor  of  drawing.  The 
teachers'  salary  list  for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  increased  to  the 
amount  of  $3,4G0,  or  about  twelve  per  cent,  over  that  of  last  year. 

The  work  in  the  high  school  has  been  very  successful,  although 
some  classes  have  been  too  large  to  reach  the  individual  pupil,  re- 
sulting in  some  waste  of  effort  both  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  as 
well  as  of  the  high  school  puijil  who  needed  individual  instruction. 
This  will  be  remedied  by  the  addition  of  another  teacher  next  year. 
The  total  enrollment  in  the  high  school  was  270  students,  equally 
divided  between  the  two  sexes,  and  amounting  to  thirteen  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  of  the  total  school  enrollment. 

The  graduating  class  consisted  of  sixteen  boys  and  sixteen  girls, 
a  total  of  thirty-two.  Thirteen  of  them  completed  the  commercial 
course,  some  of  whom  had  obtained  excellent  positions  before  gradua- 
tion. Of  those  graduating  in  the  other  classes,  at  least  three  expect 
to  enter  college  next  term. 

The  growth  of  our  schools  during  the  past  eleven  years  deserves 
mention.  The  school  population  has  increased  from  1,100  to  2,000; 
the  number  of  teachers  from  twenty-nine  to  fifty-one ;  the  high  school 
from  120  to  270  pupils.  The  growth  is  partly  due  to  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  borough  of  West  Bethlehem  with  Bethlehem,  but  in  some 
measure,  also,  to  a  greater  interest  in  educational  affairs,  of  teachers, 
directors,  and  parents,  but  especially  the  sympathetic  relations  be- 
tween the  school  authorities  and  Lehigh  University. 


BRADDOCK— Grant  Norris. 


Enrollment  during  the  year,  male-s  1,211 ;  females  1,193 ;  total 
2,404.  Average  attendance,  male  936 ;  females  893  ;  total  1,829 ;  High 
School,  males  57 ;  females  8G ;  total  143.  Parochial  Schools  1,922 ; 
Greer's  Business  College  142.    The  above  makes  the  total  enrollment 
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in  all  tlie  schools  in  Braddock  during  the  year  4,468.  It  will  be 
noted  that  over  2,000  students  are  enrolled  in  other  schools  than 
the  public  schools.  The  St.  Thomas  Parochial  school  graduated  its 
first  class  from  its  high  school  this  year. 

The  liraddock  High  School  graduated  thirteen  students  this  year 
from  its  four  year  course,  and  issued  two  certificates  of  work  done 
in  the  two-year  commercial  course,  making  fifteen  students  in  all 
who  went  out  from  the  high  school  at  commencement,  on  Thursday 
evening,  May  25,  1911.  Fifty-six  pupils  finished  the  eighth  grade  and 
qualified  for  high  school  next  year.  105  pupils  finished  the  seventh 
grade  and  will  be  classified  as  the  high  school  class  next  year.  From 
75  to  80  per  cent,  of  these  pupils  will  be  back  next  year. 

During  the  year  the  high  school  conducted  three  public  meetings. 
On  March  24th  a  public  literary  program  was  rendered  in  Carnegie 
Hall,  total  receipts  of  which  was  |149.90.  On  April  28th  the  grad- 
uating class  rendered  the  comedy  drama,  "Cupid  at  Vassar,"  the 
total  receipts  of  which  was  |229.55.  The  third  meeting  was  that  of 
Commencement.  The  mony  obtained  from  these  meetings  was  used 
in  purchasing  pictures  for  the  school  rooms  and  for  the  high  school. 
On  February  15th  Dr.  S.  D.  Fess,  President  of  Antioch  College, 
Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  lectured  to  the  Braddock  teachers,  pupils,  and 
patrons  on  "Wiliam  McKinley."  The  total  receipts  from  this  lecture 
was  $147.06.  We  gave  the  children  selling  tickets  three  cents  for 
every  ticket  they  sold.  This  rewarded  the  child  who  sold  one  ticket  • 
as  well  as  the  one  who  sold  ten  tickets.  Formerly  we  gave  one 
ticket  free  for  every  ten  tickets  sold. 

The  Braddock  High  School  has  an  athletic  association.  Its  busi- 
ness is  conducted  by  an  executive  committee  of  two  students  and 
a  member  of  the  high  school  faculty.  All  the  finances  are  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  faculty.  jSIo  pupil  is  permitted  to  take  part 
in  any  of  the  games  without  the  consent  of  parents,  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  high  school  faculty.  No  pupil  is  recommended 
for  any  of  the  games  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  his  classes. 

Medical  inspection  was  again  carried  on  in  the  schools  during 
the  past  year.  With  the  2,143  pupils  examined  the  following  defects 
were  found :— Anaemia  2 ;  Ears  63 ;  Heart  24 ;  Eyes  238 ;  Tonsils  375 ; 
Palate  4;  Throat  111;  Teeth  1,084;  Nose  392;  Nerves  2;  Skin  19; 
Speech  14 ;  En.  Glands  8 ;  Eczema  2 ;  Other  Defects  52 ;  making  a  total 
number  of  defects  of  2,390.  Number  of  pupils  defective  1,484.  Ac- 
cording to  our  direct  knowledge  over  400  pupils  have  been  treated  fol- 
lowing the  medical  examinations.  One  thorough  inspection  of  all 
the  pupils  was  given  in  November.  All  other  inspections  were  given 
by  the  request  of  the  teacher,  or  principal  in  charge.  The  Braddock 
Medical  Association  have  done  every  thing  possible  in  carrying  on 
these  inspections.     The  first  year  the  inspection  was  given  without 
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any  charge.  This  year  uo  charge  was  made,  but  the  School  Board 
allowed  $G.UU  per  room,  making  a  total  cost  of  $324.00.  This  does 
not  include  the  cost  of  printing,  card  file  for  each  pupil,  tongue 
blades,  etc.,  but  is  the  money  paid  to  the  doctors.  The  school  board 
has  voted  to  continue  the  inspection  next  year. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  the  re-e«tablishment  of  Manual 
Training  and  Domestic  Science  in  the  Braddock  Schools.  It  had 
been  discontinued  for  three  years  on  account  of  the  financial  de- 
pression, and  not  on  account  of  its  not  being  valuable  as  an  educa- 
tional factor  in  the  public  school  work.  Manual  Training  and  Do- 
mestic Science  are  carried  on  in  the  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eighth 
grades,  and  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes  in  the  high 
school.  While  the  boys  are  in  manual  training  the  girls  are  in  Do- 
mestic Science.  The  sixth  grade  is  given  one-fourth  day  out  of 
every  six  days;  the  other  grades  are  given  one-half  day  out  of  every 
six  school  days.  The  schedule  alternates  the  classes,  on©  time  the 
class  goes  in  the  forenoon,  the  next  time  in  the  afternoon,  and  com- 
ing every  sixth  day,  you  will  see  that  it  is  a  long  time  before  it 
strikes  the  teacher's  program  at  the  same  place.  The  cost  of  these 
tw-o  departments  during  the  year,  counting  supplies  and  salaries  was 
12,250.00. 

The  school  board  this  year  increased  all  the  salaries,  making  the 
total  increase  amount  to  12,205.00  for  the  coming  year.  The  maxi- 
mum salaries  fixed  are.  First  Grade  |75.00  per  month ;  Second  Grade 
$70.00;  Third  Grade  $70.00;  Fourth  Grade  $70.00;  Fifth  Grade, 
$75.00;  Sixth  Grade  $75.00;  Seventh  Grade  $80.00;  Eighth  Grade 
$90.00.  A  certain  number  of  years  experience  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  superintendent  are  required  to  receive  the  maximum 
salary. 

The  Woman's  Club  of  Braddock  are  conducting  two  Play  Ground 
Schools  this  summer.  The  club  raised  its  money  by  donations,  sale 
of  play  ground  buttons,  as  last  year,  and  by  appropriation  from 
the  Braddock  and  North  Braddock  School  Boards.  Too  much  praise 
cannot  be  given  these  noble  women  for  the  excellent  work  they  are 
doing  in  Braddock.  It  is  the  case  of  a  Club  that  is  constantly  doing 
something,  and  something  of  valuable  and  lasting  importance. 

And  now,  "What  about  the  New^  School  Code?"  We  are  glad 
that  this  question  has  heen  answered  by  the  Legislature  and  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  The  writer  was  enthusiastic  for  the  Code 
from  the  time  of  its  inception,  and  kept  quiet  on  many  things  he 
thought  he  would  like  to  see  in  the  Code  and  other  things  he  would 
like  to  have  changed.  The  Commission  certainly  has  done  a  monu- 
mental work,  and  were  the  skillful,  broad  minded,  and  scholastic  men 
to  gather  up  the  tangled  ends  of  the  past  and  weave  them  into  a 
Code  of  School  Laws  that  will  ever  stand  out  as  one  of  the  epochs 
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and  pivotal  points  in  the  history  of  public  school  education  in  Penn- 
sylvania. It  is  also  one  of  the  things  that  will  bring  Govenoi-  Tener's 
administration  into   future  prominence. 


BKADFOKD— E.  E.  Schermerhorn. 


The  school  year  of  1910-11  has  been  one  of  substantial  growth  and 
increased  efliciency.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  few 
changes  have  occurred  in  our  teaching  force,  and  that  harmony 
and  co-operation  have  prevailed. 

During  the  summer  of  1910  a  play-ground  was  secured  by  the 
school  board  and  supplied  with  swings^  slides,  giant  strides,  basket 
ball  equipment,  etc.  As  our  city  lacks  facilities  of  this  nature  the 
move  appears  to  be  in  the  right  direction,  and,  judging  by  the  use 
made  of  the  grounds,  as  well  as  by  the  comments  of  citizens,  it  is 
a  popular  one.  A  committee  of  the  Board  has  been  appointed  to 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  city  councils  toward  securing  and 
equipping  other  grounds  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 

Our  enrollment  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  the  total 
registration  being  2,462,  of  whom  402  attended  the  High  School. 
At  the  close  of  the  term  134  pupils  were  promoted  from  the  grades 
to  the  High  School,  and  61  students  completed  High  School  work 
and  received  their  diplomas. 

Class  Night  and  Commencement  exercises  were  largely  attended 
and  thoroughly  enjoyed.  The  Senior  class  presented  the  play,  "A 
College  Town,"  to  an  audience  that  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  Brad- 
ford Theatre.  On  Commencement  night  Prof.  Browley  Smith,  of 
Bucknell,  delivered  the  class  address  and  Major  A.  C.  Hawkins, 
president  of  the  School  Board,  presented  the  diplomas. 

Our  Institutes  and  grade  meetings  during  the  year  have  assisted 
materially  in  our  work.  Interesting  and  helpful  addresses  were 
made  by  Prof.  Gortner,  of  Mansfield  Normal,  Dr.  Persis  Straight, 
of  Bradford,  and  others.  At  the  beginning  of  the  term  Dr.  Mc- 
Murray's  "How  to  Study"  was  assigned  for  professional  reading,  and 
the  different  chapters  were  discussed  in   grade  meetings. 

An  exhibit  of  the  work  in  drawing  was  prepared  under  the  direc- 
tion of  our  drawing  Supervisor  and  on  May  6th  the  parents  were 
invited  to  visit  the  school  buildings.  Nearly  2,000  people  availed 
themselves  of  the  ()p|>ortunity  of  looking  over  the  work. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  School  Board,  Principals 
and  teachers  have  given  me  loyal  support  in  carrying  on  the  Avork 
of  the  schools  during  the  year.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  State  De 
partment  for  their  consideration. 
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BKISSTOI.  IJOliOLUJH— Louise  D.  Boggs. 


The  Bristol  schools  closed  another  successful  year  on  June  30th. 
There  has  been  no  marked  change  in  the  general  policy  of  the  schools, 
nor  any  special  new  features  added  to  the  work.  Particular  atten- 
tion has  been  given  to  writing  and  the  change  made  from  the  verti- 
cal to  the  semi-slant.  The  progress  made  by  the  High  School  pupils 
in  this  work  was  remarkable  and  we  believe  that  when  the  present 
classes  enter  the  business  world,  their  penmanship  will  be  satis- 
factory. The  class  that  graduated  from  the  High  School  this  year 
was  the  first  class  to  have  the  Commercial  Course.  Several  of  them 
secured  positions  at  once  in  the  town,  which  was  very  gatifying. 
The  majority  of  the  pupils  elect  the  Commercial  Course. 

The  health  of  the  children  and  teachers  has  been  unusually  good 
and  that  permits  of  uninterrupted  attention  to  school.  The  semi- 
monthly meetings  of  the  teachers'  reading  circle  were  helpful  and 
interesting.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  educational 
progress. 

The  most  difficult  problem  with  which  we  have  to  contend  is  the 
loss  of  the  boys  and  girls  from  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  who 
go  to  work  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  legal  age.  One  of  our  interest- 
ing problems  is  the  "foreign  child."  We  have  a  large  number  of 
such  in  our  midst  but  we  keep  them  in  the  rooms  with  the  American 
child,  and  aim  to  make  them  future  American  citizens.  Our  people 
are  awake  to  the  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls  and  are  eager  for  them 
to  have  every  opportunity,  so  we  are  most  hopeful  for  the  future. 


BIJTLEK— John  A.  Gibson. 


The  school  year  1910-1911  has  been  one  of  substantial  growth  and 
progress  in  the  Butler  public  schools.  All  statistical  records  have 
again  been  liroken.  The  total  enrollment,  number  of  common  school 
graduates^  number  of  high  school  graduates,  and  the  size  of  the 
teaching  corps  exceed  that  of  previous  years.  Manual  training  in 
the  form  of  sewing,  mechanical  drawing,  and  woodwork  was  added 
to  the  curriculum.  It  is  anticipated  to  introduce  cooking  next 
year. 
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A  pleasing  and  successful  feature  of  the  year  was  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Parent-Teachers'  Association.  In  this  body  was  secured 
the  successful  co-operation  of  the  school  board,  teachers,  and  parents 
of  the  city.  Meetings  were  held  at  regular  intervals  and  the  best 
spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness  was  aroused.  This  organization  is 
planning  a  more  extensive  program  for  the  coming  school  year. 

At  a  special  election  in  April,  the  school  board  asked  the  voters 
to  approve  a  small  bond  issue  in  excess  of  the  2  per  cent,  limit  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  the  third  floor  of  the  High  School  building. 
That  this  referendum  vote  approved  the  proposed  issue  by  a  ballot 
of  five  to  one  in  its  favor  is  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which 
the  school  board's  management  of  school  finances  is  held  by  the 
general  public. 

The  writer  has  now  been  associated  with  the  public  schools  of 
this  place  for  twenty  (20)  years,  the  latter  fifteen  (15)  as  super- 
intendent. A  survey  of  the  great  improvements  which  have  been 
wrought  in  the  schools  in  that  period  through  the  progressive  attitude 
of  our  public  spirited  citizenship  speaks  most  highly  for  the  self- 
governing  and  self-protecting  capacity  of  the  average  American 
community.  And  in  spite  of  the  muckraking  tendencies  of  our  day, 
and  the  inclination  on  all  sides  to  decry  the  weakness  of  our  public 
institutions,  the  public  stands  as  a  most  effective  achievement  of 
public  co-operation. 


CAKLISLE— John  C.  Wagner. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  July,  1911: 

No  radical  changes  were  made  in  the  administration  of  our  schools 
during  the  year.  39  teachers  were  employed.  Of  this  number  13 
were  college  graduates ;  13  were  graduates  of  state  normal  schools ; 
and  13  held  permanent  certificates.  The  average  experience  of  the 
39  teachers  was  10  years. 

During  February  w^e  closed  school  two  days  to  permit  our  teachers 
to  visit  schools  in  other  places.  Fifteen  different  cities  and  bor- 
oughs were  visited  and  something  helpful  was  brought  back  from 
each.  Seeing  the  best  schools  of  our  State  in  actual  running  order 
gives  teachers  such  an  uplift  and  respect  for  their  profession  that 
the  whole  tone  of  their  work  rises  for  months  following. 

1,739  pupils  were  enrolled  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  267, 
or  more  than  15  per  cent.,  were  in  the  high  school.  The  average  at- 
tendance for  the  year  was  1,462. 
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The  Civic  Club  provided  teachers  of  sewing  for  the  girls  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  One  hour  each  week  was  given  to  the 
work.  Half  of  this  time  was  taken  from  the  school  hours  and  half 
from  the  pupil's  time.  The  work  was  optional.  Of  85  girls  who 
entered  tlie  class  practically  all  continued  to  the  end  of  the  course. 

The  friendly  relationship  between  the  home  and  the  school  c(m- 
tinues  to  be  strong.  Each  teacher  found  time  to  visit  all  the  homes 
of  her  pupils  during  the  year  at  least  once,  while  more  than  four 
thousand  visits  were  made  to  the  schools  by  patrons  and  friends. 
On  our  "Patron's  Day"  thirty-three  per  centum  of  the  parents  visited 
the  school  in  which  their  child  was  a  pupil. 


CHAMBERSBURG— Samuel  Gelwix. 


We  are  not  overjoyed^  neither  are  we  discouraged.  Were  we  to 
place  the  agreeable  on  one  side  of  the  scales  and  the  disagrc'^able 
on  the  other,  I  am  confident  the  former  would  preponderate. 

Our  directors  have  exerted  themselves  very  positively  in  favor  of 
better  accommodations  for  our  schools.  Our  new  high  school  build- 
ing is  a  witness  to  the  truthfulness  of  my  assertion.  Having  given 
a  description  of  the  structure  in  a  former  report,  I  refrain  from 
further  comment.  Owing  to  unavoidable  delay,  the  school  did  not 
open  until  a  week  after  the  time  set.  With  a  revised  curriculum,  an 
enlarged  corps  of  teachers,  and  superior  advantages  in  every  respect, 
we  can  reasonably  look  for  a  more  thorough  equipment  of  our  young 
people  when  their  educational  course  is  completed. 

The  building  in  which  the  high  school  formerly  met  was  so  remod- 
eled as  to  accommodate  seven  schools.  With  new  heating  appliances, 
modernized  sanitary  conditions,  and  tasteful  furnishings,  the  house 
can  be  regarded  as  up-to-date  in  every  particular.  Further  contem- 
jdated  improvements  have,  for  the  time  being,  been  suspended,  owing 
to  the  unwillingness  of  our  directors  to  enter  into  contracts  that  will 
in  any  wise  embarrass  the  new  board  to  be  elected  in  November. 
Our  present  board  has  done  well,  and  certainly  deserves  to  be  com- 
plimented for  its  faithfulness  in   office. 

The  progress  in  our  schools,  particularly  in  the  primary  grades, 
has  been  considerably  interrupted  by  the  prevalence  of  contagious 
diseases.  Teachers  have  worked  hard  to  make  up  for  lost  time  and 
have  succeeded  well  in  their  efforts  to  reach  the  required  standard. 
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Partons'  Day  was  observed  on  the  21st  of  February.  Many 
parents  availed  themselves  of  the  opijortunity  of  seeing  us  in  our 
everyday  clothes.  No  special  programs  were  prepared,  the  regular 
work  of  the  day  being  adhered  to.  We  are  sorry  that  parental  visits 
are  generally  confined  to  special  days,  but  we  are  glad  that  on  such 
occasions  many  are  willing  to  give  us  indication  of  their  interest 
in  the  wefare  of  their  children.  A  representative  of  the  Ladies' 
Civic  Club  visits  the  schools  once  a  month  and  encourages  the 
young  people  in  their  studies,  as  well  as  in  civic  pride. 

The  libraries  in  the  grades  are  growing.  Both  pupils  and  teachers 
take  great  interest  in  providing  literature  of  a  healthy  character, 
and  as  a  result  our  children  are  reading  a  better  class  of  books. 
The  citizens  of  the  town  respond  when  appealed  to  for  aid  to  enlarge 
these  libraries. 

The  teachers'  meetings  held  during  the  year  were  productive  of 
good  results.  No  attention  was  given  to  the  fanciful  side  of  teaching, 
the  aim  being  to  confine  ourselves  to  the  practical  and  useful.  The 
meetings  were  held  one  Friday  afternoon  of  each  month. 

Our  teachers  were  pleasantly  surprised  at  the  opening  of  the  term 
to  learn  that  another  increase  of  salary  had  been  granted.  In  the 
last  fourteen  years  salaries  have  advanced  40  per  cent. 

Twenty-nine  young  people  were  graduated  from  our  high  school 
on  the  evening  of  June  2d.  Of  these,  twenty-three  had  taken  the 
classical  course  and  are  prepared  to  enter  any  collge  in  the  state, 
according  to  present  entrance  requirements.  The  closing  exercises 
were  held  in  the  new  auditorium.  This  auditorium  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  over  SOU,  and  every  chair  was  occupied  on  commence- 
ment evening.  The  address  to  the  graduates  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
F.  L.  Bergstresser,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  Trinity  Lutheran  church.  The 
baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  John  Allen  Blair,  pastor 
of  Falling  Spring  Presbyterian  church. 

We  join  with  the  many  friends  of  the  revised  code  in  hoping  that 
the  new  order  of  things  will  cause  our  educational  machinery  to 
move  more  smoothly,  and  that  the  public  schools  of  the  state  will 
now  take  a  much  higher  rank  in  the  educational  field.  That  dif- 
ferent opinions  should  exist  as  to  the  wisdom  of  certain  provisions 
was  to  be  expected.  If  such  provisions  prove  unwise  it  will  not  be 
a  difficult  matter  to  correct  the  faults  by  future  legislation.  It  is 
the  duty  of  every  friend  of  our  school  system  to  yield  willing  sub- 
mission to  the  will  of  the  majority.  Opposition  will  tend  to  dis- 
organization, and  growth  will  be  hindered. 
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CHARLEKOI— James  G.  Pentz. 


It  atloi'ds  iiie  gieal  pleasure  to  icixnl  a  vear  of  steady  progress 
characterized  l»,v  tlio  coiiliiiued  co-operation  of  the  teaching  and  super- 
visory force.  Harmony  has  prevailetl  throughout  our  work  iu  all 
departments.  This  marks  (he  close  of  a  year  of  intelligent  effort  on 
tlie  part  of  the  teachers  and  gi-eatcr  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the 
citizens  for  a  higher  standard  of  education  in  the  community.  Though 
the  year  was  accompanied  by  several  unavoidable  conditions  injurious 
to  school  progress^  yet  the  willing  support  of  all  directly  concerned 
together  with  the  intelligent  management  of  a  competent  Board  of 
Directors,  have  materiall}-  raised  the  standard  of  accomplishment 
along  all  lines. 

Public  education,  in  order  to  render  its  greatest  service  to  the  com- 
munity, must  progress  at  the  same  rate  as,  if  not  at  a  greater  rate 
than,  development  in  other  lines  of  activity.  We  realize  more  than 
ever  to-day  the  fact  that  the  schools  exist  for  a  twofold  purpose, 
namely,  to  educate  the  children  who  come  within  their  jurisdiction, 
and  to  raise  the  standard  of  morals,  intelligent  thought  and  activity 
in  and  the  elevation  of  the  character  of,  the  community  at  large. 

It  has  been  our  aim  not  only  to  register  the  standard  of  worth  of 
the  school  by  the  amount  of  text  book  learning  which  could  be 
imparted  to  the  children,  but  also  to  interest  the  parents  in  better 
things  and  higher  ideals  for  their  children  with  the  hope  that  not 
only  they  but  their  advisors  as  "well,  might  acquire  such  learning 
and  develop  such  character  as  will  enable  them  to  secure  the  most 
good  from  life  and  place  them  in  a  position  to  perform  their  duties 
and  successfully  discharge  their  obligations  to  humanity.  We  are 
gratified  to  state  that  the  citizens  of  this  communit}'  have  for  the 
most  part,  extended  their  sympathy  and  shown  their  willingness  to 
co-operate  as  is  evidenced  by  the  many  visits  made  to  the  school 
rooms  throughout  the  year. 

Advancement  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  will  take  place  just  in  pro- 
portion to  the  encouraging  interest  and  laudable  support  given  by  the 
men  and  w^omen  of  the  community.  We  have  reason  to  be  proud 
of  the  attendance  at  school  during  the  year,  the  average  of  which  was 
over  96  per  cent.^  but  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  many  days  and  half 
days  were  lost  by  the  pupils  through  the  indifference  and  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  the  parents.  The  cultivation  of  the  habits  of  punctual- 
ity and  regular  attendance  and  strict  devotion  to  duty  on  the  part 
of  the  young  people  are  among  the  highest  aims  of  any  true  teacher 
and  parent. 
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The  year  just  closed  marks  one  of  progress  along  the  line  of  literary 
accomplishment  and  training.  Numerous  weekly  exercises  of  this 
character  were  held  throughout  the  year  and  several  "special  pro- 
grams" which  the  public  patronized  liberally  were  given  much  to  the 
credit  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  of  those  in  charge.  It  is  our  aim  in 
this  as  well  as  in  all  other  lines  of  school  work  to  bring  the  children 
in  touch  with  the  customs  and  actual  problems  of  our  daily  life. 
We  wish  the  school  period  of  their  life's  work  to  be  as  serious  real- 
istic and  natural  as  will  be  their  active  business  life  as  men  and 
women. 

The  corps  of  teachers  is  deserving  of  great  credit  for  the  pro- 
fessional manner  in  which  they  handled  the  various  problems  which 
confronted  them,  and  for  the  sympathetic  support  which  they  gave 
in  all  things  tending  toward  the  betterment  of  the  schools.  Our 
force  of  teachers  deserve  special  credit  for  this  kind  and  willing 
co-operation  in  carrying  out  to  the  best  of  their  ability  the  provisions 
of  our  system,  A  united  force  of  teachers  working  in  harmony  for 
the  common  good,  is  one  of  the  greatest  credits  to  any  school  com- 
munity. 

The  high  record  of  promotions  established  during  the  preceding 
year  was  even  surpassed  by  the  number  of  promotions  this  year. 
ISIinetj^-one  and  three-tenths  per  cent,  of  all  the  pupils  in  average 
attendance  in  the  grades  and  a  higher  percentage  even  than  this 
in  the  high  school  were  promoted.  Of  the  remaining  8.7  per  cent,, 
or  those  who  failed,  at  least  2|  per  cent,  will  make  their  grade  by 
special  examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term. 

The  commendable  report  of  the  condition  of  our  high  school  is 
worthy  of  note.  Special  credit  is  due  the  pupils  for  their  hard 
work,  co-operation,  good  discipline,  the  loyal  and  energetic  spirit 
which  they  manifested  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  growth  of 
the  school.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  to  the  extent  of  our  course 
of  study  and  from  the  standpoint  of  our  limited  facilities,  we  have 
an  efiQcient  high  school.  A  great  many  things  remain  to  be  accom- 
plished and  I  trust  no  effort  will  be  spared  to  make  this  branch 
of  our  public  education  attractive  to  a  much  larger  number  of  our 
young  people. 

After  careful  study,  we  reach  the  conclusion  that  our  field  of 
activity  in  our  school  work  in  a  community  of  this  character  is 
neglected  to  the  sacrifice  of  the  best  interests  of  many  of  its  chil- 
dren. Every  school  should  aim  in  part  to  educate  the  young  people 
along  the  general  lines  of  work  which  they  are  likely  to  follow  in 
life.  We  are  living  in  an  industrial  community  yet  our  education 
is  almost  wholly  of  the  humanitarian  type.  Many  of  our  boys  and 
girls  through  force  of  circumstances  are  compelled  to  drop  out  of 
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school  at  an  early  age  to  work.  The  onward  march  of  industry 
demands  both  a  trained  mind  and  a  trained  hand.  It  is  imperative, 
therefore,  that  some  form  of  industrial  training  should  be  introduced 
without  delay. 

Through  lack  of  space  man}'  things  must  be  omitted  from  this 
report.  Let  me  repeat  however,  that  I  am  pleased  with  the  progress 
of  the  past  year.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  a  Board  of  Di- 
rectors who  have  had  the  welfare  of  the  schools  at  heart,  and  that, 
handicapped  as  we  were,  distinct  results  have  been  produced. 


CHELTENHAM    TOWNSHIP,    MONTGOMERY    COUNTY—   Wm. 

G.  Cleaver, 


The  enrollment  of  pupils  during  the  term  of  1909-1910  reached 
1,473,  the  highest  figure  in  the  history  of  the  township.  The  classes 
that  completed  the  elementary  course  and  the  High  School  course 
respectively  numbered  06  and  22,  also  an  increase  over  those  of 
preceding  years.  The  address  at  the  High  School  commencement 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  Talcott  Williams  of  Philadelphia.  In  con- 
nection with  the  various  closing  exercises,  an  exhibit  of  work  done 
in  various  lines  in  our  schools  attracted  considerable  attention  from 
this   and  other  districts. 

Good  health  conditions  prevailed  throughout  the  year,  no  serious 
epidemic  having  threatened  at  any  time,  and  the  spread  of  even  the 
minor  ailments,  such  as  measles  and  whooping  cough,  having  been 
held  well  in  check.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  entire  term 
was  93  per  cent. 

A  course  of  entertainments  was  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
High  School,  this  being  the  first  year  in  which  such  a  departure 
was  attempted.  The  school  building  contains  a  fine  auditorium 
which  lends  itself  admirably  to  this  purpose.  The  success  of  the 
course  made  possible  the  addition  of  a  Victor- Victrola  for  musical 
instruction  and  entertainment.  With  a  grand  piano,  a  player-piano 
and  a  Victrola,  the  school  now  has  an  enviable  equipment  for  work 
in  music. 

Building  operations  during  the  year  consisted  of  the  erection  of 
a  large  boiler  house  for  the  High  School.  The  cost  of  this  improve- 
ment, including  a  thorough  overhauling  and  enlargement  of  the 
steam  heating  system,  was  more  than  $10,000.  The  room  made  avail- 
able by  the  removal  of  the  boilers  is  being  used  as  a  machine  room 
for  the  Manual  Training  department.

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During  the  term,  Mr.  W.  F.  Ziegler,  who  had  been  principal  of 
the  High  School  for  more  than  sixteen  years,  resigned  his  position 
and  is  now  devoting  himself  to  business  pursuits.  The  development 
of  the  school  from  what  was  practically  its  beginning  to  a  first-class 
High  School  of  more  than  1(50  pupils  was  very  largely  due  to  his 
efforts.  Strong  as  a  teacher  and  in  the  management  of  the  school, 
Mr.  Ziegler  was  recognized  as  a  prominent  member  of  the  i)rofession 
in  Montgomer}'  county.  He  leaves  many  friends  who  wish  him  suc- 
cess in  his  future  work. 

For  the  coming  term  a  revised  course  of  study  has  been  prepared 
for  the  High  School.  Three  courses  are  offered — the  general,  the 
classical  and  the  commercial.  A  special  effort  has  been  made  to 
arrange  the  work  in  such  a  manner  that  a  Avell  rounded  course  must 
be  taken  in  order  to  graduate,  while  at  the  same  time  an  unusually 
wide  choice  of  elective  studies  is  permitted.  The  course  of  study  for 
the  elementary  schools  is  also  undergoing  gradual  but  steady  re- 
vision, and  it  is  proposed  to  put  all  studies  on  the  outline  or  syllabus 
basis,  making  the  unit  for  class  work  and  examinations  a  topic  or 
group  of  topices  of  related  Avork  instead  of  a  number  of  pages  in  a 
textbook  or  a  period  of  time. 


CHESTER— Thomas  S.  Cole. 


The  chief  event  of  the  school  year  now  closing  has  been  the  adop- 
tion of  a  retirement  fund  plan,  closely  resembling  those  of  Phila- 
delphia and  Harrisburg.  It  is  expected  that  two-thirds  of  our  hundred 
and  fifty  teachers  will  join.  The  cost  to  this  district  seems  likely 
to  be  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year — a  small  sum  in  view 
of  the  obvious  benefits  to  be  received. 

The  death  of  Miss  Margaret  Crosby  on  May  16,  1911,  closed 
a  career  of  nearly  thirty-seven  j'ears  as  a  teacher  in  this  district. 
Miss  Crosby  was  a  member  of  the  first  graduating  class  of  West 
Chester  Normal  School,  and  had  taught  continually  since  her  grad- 
uation. Always  faithful  and  reliable,  and  exhibiting  high  ideals 
of  mental  and  moral  culture,  her  lofty  example  will  always  inspire 
her  friends  in  the  educational  fiejd. 

Chester  surrenders  gracefully  to  the  code,  but  reserves  the  right 
to  object  to  the  favoritism  shown  in  it  to  the  normal  schools.  We 
have  maintained  a  normal  course  in  this  city  for  over  twenty  years, 
and  its  graduates  ask  for  no  handicap  in  competition  with  normal 
school  graduates,  yet  it  now  seems  as  if  our  girls  would  have  to 
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go  to  normal  sdiools,  or  submit  to  onerous  cxaminatiou  re(|',iiro- 
uients.  ^Vliy  are  the  normal  stliools  so  favored,  and  what  do  they 
expect  to  gain  by  this  discrimination?  Tlu'y  will  get  only  the  well- 
to-do  girls,  and  luucli  of  our  tinest  local  material  will  be  driven  away 
from  teaching  altogether.  The  normal-school  girls  pass  in  their 
subjects  a  year  at  a  time,  and  are  promoted  and  graduated  with  one 
deficiency,  and  awarded  ])ernmnent  certificates  two  years  after  grad- 
uation on  their  record  as  teachers.  On  the  other  hand,  the  graduates 
of  a  city  high  school  can  take  no  examination  for  the  permanent 
certificate  until  two  years  after  they  have  graduated,  and  must 
then  pass  in  twenty-two  subjects,  apparently  all  at  once.  Are  the 
city  schools  so  inferior  to  the  normal  schools?  How  other  super- 
intendents feel  about  this  matter  I  do  not  know,  but  to  us  in  Chester 
it  seems  like  a  hard  blow. 

Our  high  school  graduated  one  hundred  students  last  week.  The 
cost  of  this  department  has  increased  greatly  in  the  past  few  years, 
but  its  efficiency  seems  to  have  kept  pace  with  the  cost  and  we  have 
no  complaints.  We  have  welcomed  this  year  a  large  number  of 
high  school  jmpils  from  nearby  suburban  districts.  The  advantages 
of  such  a  policy  to  all  concerned  are  obvious. 

Manual  training  was  introduced  into  the  four  lowest  grades  of 
our  schols  during  the  year  and  will  be  extended  as  fast  as  our 
means  justify  the  step. 


COAL  TOWNSHIP,  NORTHUMBEKLAND  COUNTY— S.  C.  Yocum. 


I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
June,  1911.  The  school  year  just  closed  has  not  been  distinguished 
by  any  radical  changes  or  any  unusual  events,  yet  we  are  pleased 
to  report  what  seems  to  us  a  year  of  substantial  achievement. 

New  Buildings. 

One  two-room  modern  building — Morse  building — was  completed 
during  the  year.  It  is  an  up-to-date  building  in  every  respect,  hav- 
ing a  hot-air  furnace  heating  plant,  toilet  rooms,  and  well  lighted 
rooms. 

The  board  has  recently  given  a  contract  to  T.  J.  Coates  &  Bro.  for 
a  new  eight-room  grammar  school  building  at  Springfield  to  take 
the  place  of  an  old  two-room  building  known  as  the  Washington 
building  and  situated  near  the  Coal  Township  High  School  building.

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Institute. 

Our  second  annual  teachers'  instiute  was  held  October  3-7th  in 
the  study  hall  of  the  high  school  building.  Seventy-nine  teachers 
were  enrolled,  making  almost  perfect  attendance. 

The  instructors  were  Hon.  K.  B.  Teitrick,  Deputy  Superinteud- 
dent ;  Dr.  F.  H.  Green,  West  Chester,  Pa. ;  Miss  Lillian  Johnson, 
Kutztown,  Pa. ;  Prof.  Chas.  H.  Albert,  Bloomsburg,  Pa. ;  Prof.  O.  H. 
Yetter,    Bloomsburg,   Pa. 

The  lectures  were  of  a  high  order  and  inspired  our  teachers  and 
visitors   to   greater   zeal   in   their   work. 

Annexation. 

The  North  Coal  district,  contiguous  to  the  borough  of  Shamokin, 
was  annexed  to  the  borough  during  the  school  year,  and  became  a 
part  of  the  school  district  of  the  Shamokin  borough.  There  are 
ninety-seven  (97)  pupils  enrolled  and  three  teachers  employed  in 
the  district. 

High  School. 

A  class  of  eleven  (11)  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  graduated 
from  our  high  school  this  year.  Eighty-three  (83)  students  were  en- 
rolled, maintaining  an  average  of  97  per  cent,  in  attendance  for  the 
term.    Our  high  school  alumni  now  numbers  two  hundred  one  (201). 

Course  of  Study. 

Believing  that  the  "mother  tongue"  should  be  well  taught  and 
that  language  is  the  key  to  unlock  the  other  studies,  stress  has  been 
placed  on  story-telling,  composition  work,  and  supplementary  read- 
ing. A  new  manual  for  the  teachers  has  recently  been  printed,  giv- 
ing the  teachers  timely  suggestions  along  these  lines.

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COATESVILLE— W.  T.  Gordon. 


In  matters  educational,  the  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  our  schools.  During 
the  entire  year  special  effort  was  made  to  improve  the  quality  of 
wt)rk  throughout  the  grades  below  the  High  School,  especially  in 
lauguage  and  number  work;  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  our  efforts 
were  attended  with  marked  success. 

At  the  opening  of  our  schools  last  fall,  we  found  our  C  grammar 
grade  very  uiuch  overcrowded.  To  relieve  this  condition  we  were 
obliged  to  open  another  school  of  this  grade.  Even  with  this  relief 
each  room  of  the  grade  was  obliged  to  accommodate  between  fifty 
and  sixty  pupils,  too  many  for  an}'  one  teacher  to  successfully  handle. 
During  the  year  we  enrolled  in  all  of  our  schools  1,951  pupils,  of 
whom  955  were  males  and  996  females.  This  is  an  increase  of  118 
over  the  enrollment  of  the  preceding  year.  The  average  per  cent,  of 
attendance  for  the  year  was  96,  an  increase  of  one  point  over  that  of 
the  preceding  year.  From  present  indications,  several  grades  will 
be  much  overcrowded  next  term.  It  is,  therefore,  probable  that 
several  new  rooms  will  have  to  be  opened  to  relieve  this  condition. 

During  the  latter  part  of  May,  our  Board  met  and  reappointed 
all  of  our  grade  teachers,  excepting  two  who  resigned  to  accept 
more  lucrative  positions.  Their  places  have,  however,  already  been 
filled  by  competent  teachers. 

And  now  a  word  in  reference  to  our  High  School:  This  we  believe 
to  be  one  of  our  most  important  departments^  and  one  of  which 
we  feel  somewhat  proud.  The  school  is  in  charge  of  a  principal  and 
a  corps  of  nine  strong  assistants.  At  the  opening  of  last  term,  a 
new  and  improved  course  of  study  was  introduced,  and  has  been 
followed  throughout  the  term  with  excellent  results.  The  work 
in  the  Commercial  Department  has  been  especially  strong.  Every 
graduate  of  this  department  had  accepted  the  offer  of  a  lucrative 
position  within  a  few  days  (and  some  within  a  few  hours)  after 
receiving  his  diploma. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  High  School  faculty  have  been  re- 
elected for  another  year,  each  receiving  a  substantial  increase  in 
salary. 

While  we  are  well  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  year  just  past, 
we  are  aware  that  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement ;  and  we 
have  resolved  to  put  forth  renewed  and  determined  effort  to  accom- 
plish more  next  year  than  we  have  in  the  past. 
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It  is  tL-ue  that,  in  many  respects,  our  schools  are  deficient  in 
material  equipment.  Especially  is  this  true  as  it  relates  to  the 
present  equipment  of  our  High  School  laboratory.  To  make  it  what 
it  should  be  would  require  the  outlay  of  several  hundred  dollars. 
Again,  we  are  deficient  in  the  matter  of  school  buildings.  To  prop- 
erly accommodate  our  present  school  population  would  require,  at 
the  least,  one  new  building  for  the  grades  and  a  new  commodious, 
thoroughly  equipped  and  thoroughly  up-to-date  high  school  building. 
With  such  buildings  completed,  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  a  thorough  course  in  manual  training  and  domestic 
science,  without  which  no  school  system  of  the  present  day  is  thor- 
oughly up  to  date.  To  provide  all  this  would,  however,  require  the 
expenditure  of  many  thousand  dollars;  which,  in  turn,  would  prob- 
ably arouse  a  strong  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  tax  payers.  I 
trust,  how^ever,  that  long  before  my  present  term  of  ofifice  expires, 
I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  the  "Department"  the 
school  system  of  Coatesville  is  thoroiighly  up  to  date  in  every  par- 
ticular. 


COLUMBIA— Daniel  Fleisher. 


The  appointment  of  the  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Columbia 
to  the  position  of  superintendent  of  schools  of  Lancaster  county  left 
in  the  former  position  a  vacancy  that  was  not  filled  until  May.  The 
superinteudent-elect  did  not  assume  the  duties  of  his  office  until 
June.  The  report  for  the  scholastic  year  is  made,  therefore,  by  the 
writer. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  schools  was  carried  on  in  a  quiet 
and  unostentatious  manner.  In  all  the  departments  the  work  was 
up  to  a  high  standard.  From  February  until  June,  the  chairman 
of  the  Superintending  Committee,  Mr.  B.  F.  Y.  Graeff,  a  former 
teacher,  intelligently  looked  after  the  interests  of  the  schools.  Up 
to  the  closing  days  of  the  year  the  work  was  carried  on  in  a  spirit  of 
earnestness,  co-operation,  and  harmony. 

The  graduating  class  of  the  high  school  numbered  26,  and  the 
closing  exercises  of  the  school  were  made  especially  interesting  by 
a  masterly  address  by  Hon.  W.  U.  Hensel. 

For  more  than  twelve  years  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  at  the  head 
of  the  schools  of  Columbia.  The  years  spent  in  this  borough  were 
greatly  enjoyed.  At  all  times  a  most  intelligent  and  progressive 
spirit  was  shown  by  the  different  boards  of  directors.     The  failures 
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to  provide  Ifellcr  laiilitiis  lor  (he  scliool  children  has  been  due  to 
the  linancial  condition  of  the  borough,  and  not  to  any  indill'erence 
to  the  welfare  of  the  young  people. 

Fortunate,  indeed,  is  any  connnunity  in  which  a  good  school  senti- 
ment exists,  and  in  which  a  band  of  wideawake,  earnest  teachers 
is  found  at  the  head  of  the  schools.  In  this  respect  Columbia  has 
been  favored.  It  is  no  easy  matter  for  a  superintendent  to  withdraw 
from  such  a  courteous  and  considerate  board  of  directors,  such  a 
loyal  band  of  teachers,  and  sik  h  kind  peoi)le. 

In  ^lay  ]\Ir.  11.  W.  Do<ld  was  chosen  to  superintend  the  schools, 
and  the  wise  choice  of  a  well  trained  and  successful  man  insures 
the  future  satisfactory  operation  of  the  scliools  of  Columbia. 


CONSHOIIOCKEN— E.  B.  Zieeler. 


Looking  back  over  the  work  of  the  past  year,  I  find  there  is  very 
little  that  is  new  to  report.  Our  work  has  gone  on  in  the  same 
quiet  way  as  in  previous  years.  We  have  attempted  to  make  our 
teaching  more  intensive  and  more  practical  and  have  in  a  measure 
been  successful. 

The  School  Board  has  been  in  most  respects  very  liberal  and 
business-like.  They  have  furnished  all  the  supplies  and  books  neces- 
sary for  the  successful  operation  of  the  schools.  They  have  kept 
the  buildings  well  repaired,  placing  in  one  building  a  new  boiler 
so  that  we  have  no  more  trouble  in  heating  the  buildings  during 
cold  weather.  1  regret  that  they  were  unable  to  install  the  new 
toilet  system  which  we  contemplated  last  year,  but  hope  that  this 
will  be  one  of  the  improvements  of  the  coming  year. 

Contributions  from  puj^ils  and  teachers  which  were  increased 
by  special  gifts  from  parents,  have  enabled  us  to  improve  the  appear- 
ance of  our  class-rooms  by  the  addition  of  some  good  pictures. 

The  co-operation  of  free  library  and  school  has  been  made  much 
closer.  Lists  of  reading  for  each  of  the  grades  from  the  Fourth  to 
the  High  School  were  made,  and  the  pupils  are  required  to  procure 
these  books  from  the  library.  ^Ve  are  already  beginning  to  notice 
the  results  of  wider  reading  in  the  greater  general  interest  of  our 
children. 

The  graduating  class  numbered  twenty-two,  six  boys  and  fifteen 
girls.  Dr.  Gowing  formerly  State  Superintendent  of  New  Hampshire, 
made  the  address.  The  class  acquitted  itself  creditably,  and  the 
programme  was   appropriate. 
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DANVILLE— D.  N.  Diefifenbacher. 


It  is  gratifying  to  me,  indeed,  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  progress 
of  the  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been,  in  the  main,  satisfactory, 
and  perhaps  all  that  could  be  desired  or  reasonably  expected.  There 
has  been  no  excessive  growth  in  any  particular  direction,  but  we 
are  confident  that  there  has  been  a  general  and  uniform  develop- 
ment as  the  result  of  better  and  more  systematic  instruction. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  buildings  and  grounds,  as 
well  as  the  entire  material  equipment  of  the  schools,  are  maintained 
in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  Careful  provision  has  been  made 
for  light,  heat  and  proper  ventilation;  the  rooms  are  cheerful  and 
the  seats  are  comfortable.  This  is  a  cause  for  congi-atulation,  since 
the  mental  and  moral  development  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  their 
physical  well-being  is  conditioned  no  less  upon  proper  sanitary  con- 
ditions, than  upon  the  excellence  of  the  teaching  force.  Much  credit 
is  due  the  janitors  for  the  condition  of  things  in  and  around  the 
buildings.  They  do  their  work  honestly  and  well,  are  accommodating 
and  gentlemanly  to  the  teachers,  and  kind  to  the  scholars.  In  this 
connection  I  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  the  attendance  officer. 
His  duties  are  peculiar,  and  call  for  ability  of  an  unusual  kind.  Mr. 
Young  has  discharged  his  duties  faithfully  and  satisfactorily. 

The  teachers  are  doing  as  effective  work  as  is  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  and  are  working  up  to  the  full  capacity  of  their 
strength,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  their  faithful  and 
conscientious  work.  It  is  a  trite  remark,  ^'As  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the 
school;''  but  it  needs  to  be  reiterated  from  time  to  time  in  order 
that  the  full  force  of  the  truth  which  it  expresses  may  be  felt  and 
acted  upon.  In  the  appointment  of  teachers,  the  applications  of 
those,  who  intend  to  make  teaching  their  profession,  should  be  the 
only  ones  considered.  The  work  of  tliose  teachers,  who  are  using 
this  work  as  a  means  of  accomplishing  another  end,  is  a  detriment 
t^>  the  schools. 

The  subjects  receiving  special  attention  the  past  year  were  spell- 
ing, composition,  and  expressive  reading,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
very  marked  progress  in  these  lines.  The  work  in  music  has  more 
than  held  its  own.  The  development  of  sweetness  and  purity  of 
tone,  the  formation  of  the  habit  of  clear  distinct  articulation;  the 
acquirement  of  correct  vowel  elements,  are  sedulously  sought  in  all 
singing  exercises.  The  coarse,  shouting  style  of  performance  is  dis- 
couraged, and,  so  far  as  possible,  prohibited.  In  these  particulars, 
there  has  been  decided  improvement. 
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Lincoln's  and  Washington's  birtlidays  were  fittingly  celebrated 
on  the  same  day, — Friday,  February  17tli.  The  occasion  was  also 
known  as  "Fareuts'  Day,"  with  an  exhibition  of  the  pupils'  work. 
About  three  hundred  visitors  were  present.  In  the  High  School  two 
excellent  addresses  were  delivered — one  by  Kev.  McKinney  on  "Wash- 
ington," the  other  by  Kev.  Musselman  on  "Lincoln,"  which  with  the 
fine  music  we  had,  made  the  occasion  enjoyable  and  profitable. 

Forty-nine  pupils  graduated  from  our  three  Grammar  schools 
and  received  diplomas.  The  great  majority  of  them  will  enter  our 
high  school  next  term.  The  graduating  class  in  the  high  school 
numbered  thirty-seven, — the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Several  of  those  who  completed  either  the  Classical  or  Scientific 
Course,  will  enter  higher  institutions  of  learning,  while  the  Com- 
mercial students  will  engage  in  business  pursuits,  many  of  them 
having  already  accepted  desirable  positions. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  teachers  for  their  cordial  support  during 
the  year,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  aid  and  en- 
couragement given,  and  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  its  continued 
and  unanimous  support. 


DAKBY— Charles  P.  Sweeny. 


This  has  been  the  best  year  in  my  thirteen  years  of  administration 
of  the  Darby  schools. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  been  alert,  sympathetic  and  harmon- 
ious, having  spent  much  time  and  due  service  in  official  care  of  the 
borough  school  interests. 

The  teachers  have  been  loyal,  faithful  and  active;  likewise  in 
hearty  accord  with  the  school  management. 

The  enrollment  has  been  much  the  largest  in  the  history  of  our 
schools  and  the  total  number  enrolled  for  the  current  year  is  1,286. 

Miss  Marion  Kerr,  a  member  of  the  Junior  class  in  our  high  school, 
was  awarded  the  ''Mary  A.  Sipler  Prize" — an  annual  offering  by  the 
local  W.  C.  T.  U.  The  subject  of  her  essay  was  "Alcohol  and  the 
Laborer."  Likewise,  both  the  county  and  state  Unions  have  awarded 
Miss  Kerr  special  prizes. 

Early  in  the  term,  the  Board  of  Directors  tendered  a  reception 
to  the  teachers,  in  the  high  school  auditorium.  A  literary  and  musi- 
cal program  was  rendered,  school  duties  were  discussed,  and  re- 
freshments were  served.  As  a  desired  resultant,  the  esprit  de  corps 
of  our  teaching  force  has  been  most  pleasing. 
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The  third  annual  Chri.stmas  offering  of  the  high  school  ijupils  to 
the  poor  was  made  December  23rd.  Money,  food  and  clothing  were 
given.  Seven  large  baskets  of  provisions  were  sent  out.  These  offer- 
ings give  great  delight  to  the  boys  and  girls,  while  the  lesson  of 
sympathy-  and  though tfulness  for  others  is  of  marked  value. 

A  fine  collection  of  classical  maps  and  a  large  globe  have  been 
placed  in  tJie  schools. 

A  new  eighth  grade  was  opened  in  the  Walnut  Street  building, 
in  September  last. 

In  (jrder  that  orderly  and  rapid  exit  from  the  buildings  might  be 
had  under  extreme  circumstances,  fire  drills  were  adopted  this 
year.  These  drills  inculcate  attention,  quickness,  obedience  and 
self-control. 

A  series  of  instructive  and  pleasing  entertainments  by  our  pupils 
have  been  given  during  the  term,  in  the  high  school  auditorium. 
The  exercises  were  well  attended  by  patrons  and  friends,  and  the 
home  interests  in  school  affairs  have  been  thereby  stimulated  and 
enlarged. 

During  the  past  term,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  work 
in  spelling  of  the  different  grades.  In  connection  with  the  written 
work,  more  attention  has  been  given  to  oral  sjjelling  along  the  lines 
of  phonics  and  syllabication.  The  words  of  John  Iluskin  upon  the 
subject  of  spelling  are  most  applicable  and  worthy  of  quotation, 
"I  tell  you,  earnestly^  you  must  get  into  the  habit  of  looking  in- 
tensely at  wordSj  assuring  yourself  of  their  meaning,  syllable  by 
syllable,  nay,  letter  by  letter  ....  A  well-educated  gentleman  may 
not  know  many  languages,  may  not  be  able  to  speak  any  but  his  own, 
may  have  read  very  few  books;  but  whatever  lauguage  he  knows,  he 
knows  precisely ;  whatever  word  he  pronounces,  he  pronounces  rightly. 
Let  the  accent  of  words  be  watched,  by  all  means,  but  let  their 
nieaning  be  watched  more  closely  still." 

The  graduating  class  of  1011  has  fifteen  members. 


DUBOIS— J.  H.  Alleman. 


It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  another  year  of  successful  work 
and  results  in  the  DuBois  public  schools.  Our  educational  forces 
have  worked  together  in  unity  and  harmony.  Each  year  we  move 
steadily,  forward  along  lines  of  substantial  progress,  and  our  citi- 
zens manifest  x>r'ifle  and  interest  in  our  system  of  education. 
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The  completion  of  the  new  high  school  building  has  given  added 
facilities  for  work  and  results,  and  the  directors  deserve  especial 
coninieiidalion  for  their  faithful  ell'orts  and  wise  economy  in  erect- 
ing such  a  handsome^  modern,  up-to-date  building.  We  now  have 
six  school  buiUlings — jtraclically  new;  and  the  problem  of  over- 
crowded conditions  has  been  solved,  at  least  for  several  years. 

Slight  etl'orls  were  made  during  the  year  towards  medical  inspec- 
tion. Dr.  Arthur  Holmes  of  the  Psychological  Clinic,  Philadelphia, 
examined  manj'  of  our  pupils  and  gave  instruction  to  our  teachers  on 
"Retardation — 'Its  causes  and  extent."  Many  pupils  were  found  to 
sutler  from  adenoids,  enlarged  tonsils,  defective  vision  and  hearing, 
etc.  Full  explanation  of  the  physical  defects  was  submitted  to  the 
parents  of  such  children,  and  in  many  instances  j^upils  were  greatly 
helped  through  special  treatment.  Our  citizens  are  convinced  of 
the  wisdom  and  economy  of  medical  inspection.  The  astonishing 
question  is,  Wh}'  have  our  public  schools  so  long  neglected  this  im- 
portant work? 

Our  educational  meetings — teachers'  grade  meetings  and  insti- 
tutes, were  excellent  in  every  detail.  Every  teacher  in  the  district 
discussed  one  or  more  educational  subjects  during  the  year.  Since 
we  give  our  teachers  definite  assigned  tasks  at  thase  meetings  we 
have  interest,  earnest  application,  and  great  professional  advance- 
ment in  our  school  work.  Professional  growth  implies  self-effort. 
One  educational  topic  carefully  prepared  by  a  teacher  is  often  of 
more  value  to  such  teacher,  than  ten  lectures  on  education  prepared 
and  delivered  by  some  one  else.  Among  our  institute  instructois 
were  Miss  Ada  Van  Stone  Harris,  Supt.  W.  M.  Peirce,  Dr.  Arthur 
Holmes,  Dr.  Preston  Search,  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis  and  Supt.  Charles 
Lose.  _ 

The  enrollment  in  onr  schools  during  the  term  was  1,130  male; 
1,191  female;  total  2,321.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  was  94.  The 
largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  schools  numbered  46;^ 
17  boys,  29  girls. 


DUNMORE— C.  F.  Hoban. 


On  the  whole,  our  schools  enjoyed  a  very  prosperous  year.  We 
did  not  by  any  means  attain  our  highest  ideals  of  efficiency,  but 
feel  that  substantial  progress  was  made. 

The  greatest  advance  was  in  the  matter  of  reducing  the  number 
of  pupils  per  teacher.  This  will  be  best  understood  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  our  total  enrollment  in  the  grades  showed  an  increase 
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of  but  100  over  last  year,  and  yet,  nine  additional  teachers  were 
employed.  In  the  high  school  there  was  an  increase  of  39  over  the 
previous  year  and  an  aditional  teacher  employed. 

So  that  every  opportunity  might  be  given  to  solve  the  problem  of 
retardation  in  our  schools,  the  school  board  had  demolished  our 
No.  3  building,  a  four  room  school,  and  had  erected  in  its  stead  a 
fine  eight  room  brick  structure,  modern  in  every  respect.  Four  rooms 
were  also  added  to  our  No.  10  school,  thus  making  it  an  eight  room 
building.  Ample  accommodations  were  provided  as  a  result,  and 
the  teachers  showed  their  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  board 
by  putting  forth  extraordinary  efforts.  Never  before  did  teachers 
work  so  hard  to  advance  pupils;  the  response  was  so  satisfactory 
that  the  end  of  the  year  showed  the  best  results  we  have  been  able 
to  attain  in  Dunmore. 

The  compulsory  education  law  was  strictly  enforced.  Forty -three 
arrests  were  made  and  356  certificates  issued. 

The  school  district  was  presented  with  one  of  the  finest  athletic 
fields  in  this  region  on  March  1st.  The  field  was  a  gift  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Coal  Company  to  the  school  children  of  the  town. 
We  had  always  been  handicapped  in  this  respect  because  of  a  lack 
of  a  suitable  place  on  which  to  play  baseball  and  other  games.  This 
generous  spirit  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company  made  it  possible  to 
organize  ball  teams  in  every  school  in  the  town.  In  addition  it  gave 
a  great  impetus  to  track  and  field  athletics,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year  a  monster  field  day  was  held.  It  was  attended  by  thousands 
of  people,  particularly  the  parents  of  the  children,  who  were  profuse 
in  their  compliments  to  the  donors.  I  cannot  commend  too  highly 
this  manifestation  of  public  spirit.  This  gift  will  be  of  inestimable 
benefit  to  the  boys  of  this  town.  It  will  enable  us  to  give  more  at- 
tention to  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children  than  has  been  possible 
heretofore. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  its  many  kindnesses  and  for  extreme  courtesy 
at  all  times. 


EASTON— Wm.  W.  Cortingham. 


"The  City  of  Kesources"  being  the  Slogan  for  Easton  the  Board 
of  Trade  whilst  it  has  been  its  greatest  stimulant  in  providing  for 
its  many  industrial  improvements,  the  Board  of  Control  with  its 
excellent  corps  of  teachers  has  been  no  less  active  in  looking  after 
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the  youth  of  this  district  in  securing  for  them  advantages  that  auger 
well  for  the  future  citizens  of  this  city.  Industrial  inii)rovement  is 
the  very  life  of  any  community,  but  the  proper  training  of  its  youth 
that  leads  to  civic  righteousness,  is  more  than  mere  life. 

From  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  last  to  the  closing 
days  in  June,  there  was  no  relaxation  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
teaching  force,  and  as  all  were  actuated  by  motives  in  harmony  with 
a  strong  will  and  resolution  to  succeed  in  inculcating  in  their  pupils 
those  principles  and  right  ideas  which  mark  the  true  basis  of  any 
sound  educational  edifice,  we  feel  assured  that  our  year's  work  has 
kept  pace  with  the  industrial  progress  of  Easton. 

The  course  of  Manual  Training  incorporated  in  the  curriculum 
of  the  High  Grammar  Schools  has  been  tried^  and  having  proven  a 
gratifying  success,  the  Board  of  Control  has  made  provision  for  its 
extension  through  all  the  grades  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school 
term.  While  the  boys  therefore  will  be  engaged  in  manual  training 
work  the  girls  will  be  taught  domestic  science  including  instruction 
in  sewing  and  other  useful  household  duties. 

Close  supervision  of  all  scholastic  work  and  efficient  instructors 
of  special  branches  are  potent  factors  in  educational  advancement. 
Without  this  supervision  too  much  valuable  time,  energy,  and  mate- 
rial are  utterly  wasted.  There  needs  to  be  unity,  system,  and  har- 
mony throughout  the  grades  in  all  branches,  but  music,  writing  and 
drawing  require  special  supervision  to  make  the  training  of  real 
value  to  the  pupils.  We  feel  the  necessity  of  expert  instruction  in 
writing  and  drawing  to  put  them  on  the  same  plane  with  our  music 
course  which  under  the  guidance  of  a  special  supervisor  has  been 
greatly  improved  and  to  an  extent  meriting  our  highest  commen- 
dation. 

The  Public  Library  keeps  in  touch  with  our  schools  and  provides 
suitable  literature  and  reference  books  for  all  the  grades.  Lecture 
courses  on  educational  subjects  for  the  benefit  of  the  teaching  force 
were  maintained  during  the  year,  while  every  Saturday  afternoon 
was  given  over  to  the  children  of  the  public  schools  for  their  enter- 
tainment by  story  telling  and  suitable  readings  from  popular  authors. 

To  meet  the  growing  demands  of  our  progressive  city  the  Board  of 
Control  has  wisely  provided  for  future  needs,  by  securing  suitable 
sites  for  two  modern  school  buildings. 

The  exercises  of  the  graduating  class  were  held  in  the  Opera  House 
on  June  23d  and  consisted  of  orations  by  members  of  the  class  which 
were  strictly  original  and  ranked  very  high  in  point  of  intrinsic 
merit  and  delivery.  Diplomas  were  presented  to  the  6G  members 
of  the  class  by  Mr.  Charles  M.  Magee  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Control. 
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The  awarding  of  the  several  prizes  is  always  an  interesting  and 
attractive  feature  of  our  graduating  exercises.  Mr.  George  K.  Miller, 
Jr.,  of  the  Classical  Department,  was  awarded  the  Lafayette  College 
Scholarship  which  was  formally  presented  by  Dr.  Edward  Hart  of 
Lafayette  College.  Miss  Anna  K.  Seip  of  the  Latin  Scientific  Course, 
was  awarded  the  Goucher  College  Scholarship  which  was  formally 
presented  by  Kev.  Wm.  H.  Ford,  D.  D.  A  special  feature  of  the 
occasion  Avas  an  oration  in  German  by  Mr.  Frank  J.  Seibert  who 
had  no  acquaintance  whatever  with  the  German  language  prior  to 
his  admission  to  the  High  School.  The  German  prize  was  formally 
presented  to  Mr.  Seibert  by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  L.  Rauschen  of  Lafayette 
College. 

The  Alumni  Scholarship  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Easton  High 
School  Alumni  Association  by  the  Trustees  of  Lafayette  College, 
was  presented  to  Mr.  Dudley  A.  Giberson  by  Mr.  Sayre  P.  Uhler 
a  member  of  the  High  School  faculty. 

The  Commercial  prize  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Russell  C.  Seiple  and 
formally  presented-  by  Mr.  Charles  K.  Williams,  President  of  the 
Easton  Board  of  Trade. 

Since  the  new  Child  Labor  Law  w^ent  into  effect  we  have  issued 
about  500  labor  certificates  of  which  number  175  have  been  issued 
during  the  school  year  that  has  just  closed.  There  is  a  growing 
impression  that  the  law  although  of  recognized  utility  in  many 
directions,  nevertheless  proves  an  obstruction  to  educational  effort 
by  the  influence  it  exerts  in  inducing  so  many  children  to  quit  school 
for  work  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  age  limit  who  otherwise  would 
remain  at  school  two  or  three  years  longer  and  thus  secure  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  better  equipment  for  life's  duties.

This  was  our  first  year  of  medical  inspection.  The  work  was 
done  by  one  physician  and  two  nurses.  The  cost  to  the  school  dis- 
trict was  about  $2,000.00  for  the  year.  The  report  of  the  medical 
officer   presents   the   following   interesting   data: 

Six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-four  children  were  ex- 
amined in  the  grades.  Fifty-two  per  cent.,  more  than  half,  had 
defective  teeth.  Seventeen  per  cent,  had  enlarged  tonsils.  Fourteen 
and  one-half  per  cent,  had  defective  vision.  Six  and  one-half  per 
cent,  had  adenoids.  Five  and  three-tenths  per  cent,  had  skin  disease. 
One  and  seven-tenths  per  cent,  had  defective  hearing.  One  and  two- 
tenths  per  cent,  had  defective  nasal  breathing.  Four-tenths  per  cent, 
showed  pulmonary  disease.  One  and  two-tenths  per  cent,  showed 
one  or  the  other  of  the  following:  malnutrition^  enlarged  glands, 
chorea  and  infectious  disease.  Three-tenths  per  cent,  indicated  de- 
ficient mentality.  These  defects  cause  about  40  per  cent,  of  our 
so-called  "retardation,"  and  irregular  attendance  causes  the  remain- 
ing 60  per  cent. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  boys  from  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  and  8th 
grades  received  manual  training  in  wood  work,  during  the  year — a 
half  day  every  two  weeks. 

Four  hundred  and  eighteen  girls  received  lessons  in  cooking  the 
same  length  of  time. 

Ninety  per  cent,  of  all  pupils  in  the  grades,  from  the  first  grade 
through  the  eighth,  study  German. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  pupils  were  graduated  from  the 
high  school,  nearly  49  per  cent,  of  the  number  who  entered  four 
years  before. 

We  still  have  reasonable  "retardation"  in  the  Erie  schols  because 
we  have  never  been  able,  as  yet,  to  elimiate  the  dull  child,  the  slow 
child,  the  lazy  child,  or  the  child  who  labors  under  the  disadvantage 
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of  shiftless,  indifferent,  selfish  parents.  Such  children  make  slow 
progress  in  school,  and  to  have  them  repeat  is  a  matter  of  natural 
right,  a  moral  necessity,  and  is  no  disgrace.  To  hire  special  teachers 
for  such  pupils  to  give  them  special  help  in  order  to  keep  them  up 
to  the  grade  costs  just  as  much  money  to  the  taxpayer,  as  to  have 
them  go  over  the  work  once  more  in  the  regular  grade.  So  it's  just 
as  broad  as  it  is  long,  from  an  economical  point  of  view.

The  work  of  the  year  was,  in  general,  well  done,  and  the  progress 
made  by  the  pupils,  satisfactory,  interrupted  somewhat,  however, 
by  an  epidemic  of  children's  diseases. 

In  January  Charles  S.  Webb,  who  for  ten  years  had  been  at  the 
head  of  the  Scientific  Department  of  our  High  School,  left  us  to  take 
a  similar  position  in  the  Sol  dan  High  School  of  St.  Louis.  At  the 
election  of  Superintendents  in  May,  Mr.  L.  E.  Cross,  for  two  years 
in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Latin,  was  elected  to  the  office  of 
City  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Corry.  Miss  Gertrude  E. 
Gaylord,  for  three  years  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Modern 
Languages,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  accept  a  similar  po- 
sition to  which  she  had  been  elected  in  the  Washington  Irving  High 
School  of  New  York  City.  W^hile  we  regret  the  loss  of  these  strong 
members  of  our  High  School  faculty,  we  feel  that  the  change  in 
each  case  is  a  promotion  well  earned. 

Miss  Annex  Walker,  for  forty-two  consecutive  years  a  grade  teacher 
in  our  schools,  declined  a  re-election.  After  a  life-time  of  active  work 
in  the  cause  of  education,  Miss  Walker  now  retires  from  the  teacher's 
profession,  bearing  with  her  the  respect  and  affection  of  her  co- 
laborers  and  all  those  who,  at  any  time,  have  been  her  pupils,  and 
they  are  numbered  by  the  thousand. 

Can  any  school  in  Pennsylvania  show  a  more  honorable  record? 
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GliEENSBURG— Thos.  S.  March. 


There  were  enrolled  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year  2,765  pupils. 
Tlie  average  attendance  was  2,164.  There  were  404  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  high  school,  with  an  average  attendance  of  366.  We  grad- 
uated 52  pupils,  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  schools. 
There  were  102  out-of-town  pupils  in  the  high  school' and  54  in  the 
lower  grades.  These  paid  a  total  of  |5,473.77,  the  largest  amount 
ever  collected  by  our  district. 

This  year  marks  a  radical  advance  in  the  work  of  the  schools. 
Manual  training,  domestic  science,  and  mechanical  drawing  were 
introduced.  Steps  were  also  taken  which  led  to  a  medical  inspection 
for  communicable  diseases. 

Four  rooms  in  the  Grammar  school  building  were  set  apart  for 
manual  training.  One  was  equipped  for  drawing,  another  for  bench 
work,  the  third  for  the  machines,  and  the  fourth  was  set  aside  as 
a  stock  room.  Unfortunately  we  had  but  one  room  which  could 
be  devoted  to  domestic  science,  but  that  was  very  nicely  equipped 
for  cooking  and  sewing.  No  expense  was  spared  to  make  both  these 
departuients  a  success.  Mechanical  drawing  was  taught  in  con- 
nection with  manual  training  by  the  special  teacher  of  that  depart- 
ment. In  addition  another  teacher  in  the  high  school  had  a  special 
class  in  mechanical  drawing.  These  were  given  two  hours  a  week, 
and  got  good  results. 

The  medical  inspection  was  a  very  superficial  examination  for 
communicable  diseases,  and  was  carried  on  by  the  board  of  health 
at  their  expense.  The  school  board  had  previously  agreed  to  defray 
half  the  expenses  of  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  schools  on  condi- 
tion that  the  town  council  pay  the  other  half.  The  latter  body, 
however,  were  unable  to  meet  the  condition.  However,  we  are  very 
glad  that  a  beginning  has  been  made. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  number  of  teachers'  meetings,  one  of 
which  was  addressed  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Hertzog,  of  the  Department. 
The  High  School  also  was  addressed  at  different  times  by  Dr.  Henry 
W.  Temple,  of  Washington  and  Jefferson  College,  Dr.  E.  A.  Shaeffer, 
of  the  University  of  Pittsburg,  and  a  number  of  local  speakers. 

The  usual  number  of  gifts  were  made  by  the  trustees  of  the  Un- 
derwood Fund — the  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  the  study 
of  botany  greatly  augmented,  and  many  desirable  books  added  to 
the  library.  Captain  John  B.  Keenan  also  made  a  present  of  between 
300  and  400  valuable  books.

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GREENVILLE— G.   B.   Gerberich. 


A  very  successful  school  year  closed  on  June  1.  This  success  was 
due  to  a  number  of  causes — chief  among  them,  an  excellent  teachin.^ 
force.  It  is  pleasing  to  revert  to  the  fact  that  the  main  stay  of  the 
successful  school  system  lies  in  the  skill  of  its  teachers,  and  in  a 
proper  articulation  of  the  work  from  year  to  year.  Given  a  teacher 
with  the  ability  to  teach^  a  good  preparation  for  it,  a  pleasure  in 
growing  youth,  and  success  may  be  written  large  in  the  system. 

The  spirit  of  a  community  has  much  to  do  with  success.  If  a 
community  is  bound  to  have  successful  schools  the  yvay  is  clear 
for  it, — progressive  boards  of  education,  satisfactory  buildings  and 
equipment  and  a  strong  teaching  force. 

The  interest  sho^Ti  by  the  patrons  of  the  schools  during  the  year 
was  unsual.  The  number  of  regular  visitors  was  large  and  the 
attendance  on  special  occasions, — Washington's  Birthday,  Patrons' 
Day,  musical  and  literary  entertainments,  and  commencement  week, — 
was  most  gratifying.  This  interest  was  shown,  not  only  by  parents 
who  are  directly  concerned  but  also  by  organizations  that  have  the 
welfare  of  children  at  heart.  During  the  year  the  Ladies  Auxiliary 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  presented  a  fine  framed  picture  to  the  schools, 
as  one  way  of  showing  their  interest.  We  are  also  glad  to  note  that 
the  Board  of  Trade  has  furthered  the  idea  of  a  Park  system  for  the 
town.  They  have  secured  two  plots  of  ground  near  the  town  totaling 
about  forty  acres  which  will  become  splendid  parks.  The  boys  of 
the  schools  were  invited  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  help  put  these 
grounds  into  shape.  May  15,  was  a  working  holiday  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  boys  enjoyed  it  and  appreciate  so  much  more  these 
grounds.  Sunshine,  fresh  air,  running  water  and  suitable  pleasure 
grounds  are  a  fine  adjunct  to  a  school  system. 

Early  in  the  spring  State  College  held  another  '^Farmers  Week" 
in  Greenville,  using  our  Auditorium  for  part  of  the  day  instruction 
and  all  of  the  evening  entertainments.  State  College  sent  ten  of 
its  regular  instructors  and  four  men  of  repute  from  other  states. 
The  teaching  was  of  a  high  order  and  the  attendance  unusually  good. 
Systematic  agriculture  and  the  improvement  of  condition  of  living 
were  strongly  emphasized.  Surrounded  by  a  rural  community  as 
we  are  feeling  our  dependence  upon  it  such  intellectual  awakenings 
are  mutually  helpful. 

During  the  year  we  had  an  enrollment  of  1,236  pupils  of  which 
number  205  were  in  the  High  School.  The  number  promoted  into 
the  High  School  was  85.  The  graduating  class  numbered  twenty- 
nine,  nine  boys  and  twenty  girls.  More  than  half  of  these  are  con- 
tinuing their  work  in  higher 'institutions. 
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We  feel  our  .slKtrUomiuj^s;  \\v  need  sonic  tuiin  of  industrial  train- 
ing; for  various  reasons  we  lose  loo  many  good  students  during  their 
high  school  course;  we  are  without  a  public  library  or  a  good  school 
library ;  the  salaries  of  teachers  should  be  increased,  but  we  hope 
that  one  after  the  other  these  weaknesses  may  be  overcome.  We 
feel  that  the  new  school  code  is  a  long  step  in  advance  and  that  it 
contains  many  valuable  features  the  worth  of  which  time  only  will 
prove   to   us. 


HANOVER— J.  C.  Carev 


We  have  nothing  of  unusual  interest  to  report  for  the  school  year 
just  finished,  though  our  schools  are  successful  and  progressive. 

Our  work  was  up  to  the  standard  of  other  years  in  spite  of  much 
interruption  due  to  the  prevalence  of  many  communicable  diseases. 
We  had  epidemics  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Chicken  Pox,  and 
Whooping  Cough  w^hich  at  times  reduced  our  attendance,  especially 
in  the  primary  grades,  to  a  very  low  percentage,  in  some  cases  more 
through  fear  of  contracting  disease  than  because  of  the  diseases 
themselves. 

Some  of  our  schools  w^ere  necessarily  quite  large  and  we  were,  on 
the  other  hand,  because  of  a  lack  of  accommodations,  forced  to  use 
three  small  rooms  intended  for  storage  purposes,  as  school  rooms. 
The  teachers  in  all  of  these  rooms  had  many  diflSculties  and  incon- 
veniences with  which  to  contend. 

An  additional  teacher  was  employed  in  the  High  School  where 
the  same  conditions  of  congestion  are  being  contended  with. 

Nineteen  graiduates  of  the  High  School  received  diplomas  and 
sixty  boys  and  girls  were  granted  certificates  of  promotion  to  the 
High  School  at  the  grammar  school  exercises.  At  the  high  school 
commencement,  caps  and  gowns  were  used  for  the  first  time  and 
all  necessary  expenses,  W'hich  had  been  cut  to  a  minimum,  were 
borne  by  the  Board. 

During  the  year  two  good  addresses  were  delivered  to  the  teachers 
on  timely  and  interesting  subjects  by  our  townsmen,  D.  D.  Ehrhart, 
whose  subject  was  "What  the  Business  Man  Expects  of  the  Public 
Schools,"  and  Dr.  A.  C.  Wentz  on  "The  Duty  of  the  Teacher  in 
Regard  to  Health  and  Sanitation." 

Drawing  and  Music  received  a  fair  share  of  time  and  attention  and 
excellent  results  in  both  were  attained.  An  exhibition  of  the  work 
in  Drawing,  given  during  the  second  week  in  May,  and  our  annual 
Patrons'   Day   attracted  many   interesting  visitors. 
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Interest  in  public  schools  here  still  continues  to  increase  and 
sentiment  in  favor  of  good  schools  is  strong,  which  fact  promises 
much  good  for  the  future. 


HAKRISBUKG— F.  E.  Downes. 


The  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  unusual  innovations  in  edu- 
cational policies  or  methods.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  make 
thoroughness  the  watchword  in  every  department  of  work  and  in 
every  subject  of  study.  Special  stress  has  been  laid  on  fundamentals. 
Penmanship  has  received  daily  thought  and  effort.  The  enrollment 
figures  and  the  usual  increase  in  the  teaching  force  indicate  that  our 
schools  have  continued  their  health}^  growth  numerically.  Yeiy  few 
changes  were  made  nece-ssary  in  our  teaching  force  owing  to  death, 
resignation,  or  retirement.  In  fact,  the  year  has  been  one  of  quiet 
and  steady  growth  along  all  lines,  without  glamour  or  excitement, 
and  without  friction  or  drawbacks  of  any  kind.  Principals  and 
teachers  have  given  their  usual  hearty  co-operation  by  aiding  the 
Board  and  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  supervision  in  their  import- 
ant work. 

The  new  law  affecting  child  labor,  which  went  into  effect  Januar;\ 
1,  1910,  is  the  most  progressive  child  labor  enactment  ever  passed  by 
the  legislature  of  I*ennsylvania.  The  placing  in  the  hands  of  the 
school  authorities  the  duty  of  issuing  certificates,  and  the  prescrib- 
ing of  certain  definite  methods  by  which  proof  of  age  is  to  be  deter- 
mined, have  been  the  means  of  excluding  thousands  of  under  age 
and  practically  ignorant  children  from  the  factories  and  other  estab- 
lishments of  the  state,  where  they  were  formerly  employed,  and  of 
keeping  them  in  school. 

Our  Patrons'  Day  this  year  was  attended  with  more  than  the  usual 
interest.  More  than  two  thousand  visits  of  parents  and  friends 
were  recorded  (m  this  day  in  the  various  schools.  In  several  instances 
schools  were  dismissed  at  an  early  hour,  and  the  last  afternoon  period 
was  given  over  to  a  general  meeting  of  visitors  and  teachers,  to  their 
mutual  profit  and  pleasure.  The  inauguration  of  Patrons'  Day  has 
meant  much  to  our  schools.  Each  year  has  indicated  an  increasing 
interest  of  parents  in  the  movement.  There  need  be  no  apprehension 
as  to  the  outcome  of  our  efforts,  so  long  as  the  home  and  the  school 
labor  together  in  sympathy  with  a  view  to  accomplishing  the  ends  to 
be  desired. 

During  the  year  a  new  special  school  for  defectives  was  opened 
and  two  new  schools  for  the  exceptionally  gifted.  All  of  these  schools 
liave  been  successful  beyond  our  expectations.     We  shall  continue

gi'()U])ing,  etc.,  iiuhMs  llio  needs  ol'  acMial  condilions  so  fully  as  the 
special  solutol  idea.  Sixty  of  our  pui>ils  dui-ing  the  year  completed 
Ihe  work  of  the  last  two  elementary  grades  and  will  enter  the  High 
School  in  the  fall.  The  saving  of  a  year  to  them  will  mean  more  than 
can  he  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents.  There  is  no  plausible  reason 
why  these  exceptional  pupils  should  not  be  given  a  chance  to  ad- 
vance as  their  abilities  warrant,  due  regard  being  i)aid  to  their  health, 
and  there  is  ever}-  reason  why  they  should  be  so  advanced. 

The  opening  of  our  Technical  High  School  in  Septeml)er  next  will 
usher  in  a  new  era  for  this  rapidly  growing  institution.  During  the 
])eriod  of  its  ertM?tion,  which  has  covered  about  a  year  and  a  half, 
many  visitors  from  other  cities  have  been  shown  through  the  build- 
ing and  scores  of  inquiries  have  been  received  and  answered  regard- 
ing it.  Ample  provision  has  been  made  for  growth  for  many  years, 
it  is  believed,  in  the  construction  of  the  building.  A  splendid  audi- 
•torium  (m  the  first  floor  will  supply  a  meeting  place,  convenient  of 
access,  for  educational  meetings,  public  lectures,  and  other  gather- 
ings of  various  kinds.  The  courses  of  study  in  the  school  have  been 
extended  from  three  years  to  four.  They  include  a  college  i)repara- 
tory  course,  a  scientific  course,  and  an  industrial  course,  which  will 
go  into  effect  in  September,  1911. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Technical  High  School,  Har- 
risburg,  Pa.,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report. 

Size,  front  VM  feet,  side  210  feet,  rear  105  feet,  heighth,  front  4 
stories,  rear  2  stories;  48Tooms;  size  of  auditorium,  80  feet  x  50  feet, 
Avith  gallery  on  three  sides ;  auditorium  seats  1,146 ;  walls  constructed 
•on  the  outside  of  stone  and  brick  and  on  the  inside  of  concrete  and 
iron,  concrete  floors ;  size  of  grounds,  142  feet  x  210  feet  x  105 ;  cost  of 
grounds  and  buildings,  |299,3S8.72;  date  of  dedication,  October  25, 
1911. 

Acknowledgment  is  rendered  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  dur- 
ing the  year  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  for  valu- 
able suggestions  and  assistance  received  from  the  Department  on  fre- 
quent occasions. 


HAZLETON— D.  A.  Hartman. 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  characterized  by  much  progressive^ 
ness  upon  the  part  of  the  school  authorities.  Last  July  the  Board 
adopted  a  schedule  of  wages  that  confirmed  the  action  of  the  previous 
year  and  placed  it  in  definite  form.  The  result  has  been  a  slight  in- 
crease in  the  total  of  the  pay  roll. 
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About  tlie  same  time,  the  action  of  the  former  Koai-d  pi-ovidiug  for 
Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  was  ccmflrmed  and  a  com- 
plete equipment  of  those  dejiartments  was  autliorized  and  teachers 
were  elected  to  take  charge  of  them. 

Later  in  the  term,  the  Board  decided  to  erect  a  new  iligh  School 
building,  modem  in  every  way  and  thoroughly  adapted  to  High  School 
purposes.  A  one-hundred  thousand  dollar  building  is  now  in  course 
of  erection. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  night  schools  were  opened  and 
so  anxious  were  young  people  to  redeem  lost  time  and  oi)portunities 
that  it  was  necessary  to  employ  four  teachers  to  properly  conduct  the 
schools.  The  enrollment  reached  150  for  a  short  time  and  of  these  60 
persisted  to  the  close  of  the  four  months'  term.  Among  the  night 
school  jjupils  were  many  foreigners  who  showed  most  commendable 
zeal  in  trying  to  secure  an  English  education. 

Still  later  in  the  school  year,  the  necessity  of  a  school  for  tuber- 
culous children  appealed  to  the  sympathy  and  sense  of  fairness  of  the ' 
controllers,  with  the  result  that  Hazleton  set  the  example  to  the 
smaller  cities  of  the  country  by  providing  a  Fresh  Air  School  for  more 
than  forty  children.  As  is  customary  wdth  our  Board  and  community 
when  an  advanced  step  has  been  decided  upon,  nothing  was  left  un- 
done to  make  the  school  as  nearly  ideal  as  possible.  A  first'  class 
teacher  was  placed  in  charge  with  two  assistants — one  to  help  in- 
struct and  the  other  to  take  charge  of  the  rooms,  the  lunch  and  the 
cots.  The  last  two  items  were  furnished  by  the  Anti- tuberculosis 
Committee  of  the  United  Charities.  The  same  Committee  furnished 
esquimo  suits  and  felt-boots  for  all  the  children.  It  was  also  decided 
unanimously  by  the  Board  that  the  Fresh  Air  School  should  be  con- 
tinued one  month  after  the  close  of  the  regular  term  of  school.  Prob- 
ably no  action  of  the  controllers  ever  received  more  hearty  support 
than  the  establishment  of  this  school,  and  certainly  no  more  worthy 
object  could  be  presented  for  the  approval^  of  any  community.  Forty 
some  children  not  only  receive  an  education  that  their  misfortune  of 
ill-health  deprived  them  of  by  force  of  law,  but  the  attention  and  care 
that  were  bestowed  upon  them,  resulted  in  restoration  to  health  of 
several  and  in  great  physical  benefit  to  all. 

Two  exhibitions  of  pictures  containing  more  than  400  subjects 
were  held  during  the  year  and  |500  were  expended  for  suitable  prints, 
photogravures,  and  carbons  to  complete  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to 
supply  each  school  room  with  at  least  one  good  picture  properly 
framed.  About  |1,500  have  been  spent  for  pictures  during  the  past 
four  years  and,  in  addition,  a  number  have  been  presented  to  the 
schools. 

Several  years  ago  the  teachers  of  tlie  city  incorporated  the  Hazle- 
ton Teachers'  Library  Association  and  from  time  to  time  added  books 
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uutil  tlicii-  libraiy  uuuibt'i-ed  about  .SOU  and  L'inl)rac-cd  liistory,  science, 
tiction  and  professional  books.  Ilecently,  by  will  oi  tlie  late  Hon. 
E.  P.  Kisncr,  the  Association  came  into  possession  of  liis  splendid 
library  of  nearly  :5,()()()  volumes.  Probably  no  better  selection  of 
books,  numbers  considered,  bad  been  collected  in  any  private  library 
than  Mr.  Kisner  had  gathered,  and  wo  now  have  a  teachers'  library 
second  to  none  in  the  State.  Wa  are  planning  to  have  it  properly 
catalogued  and  housed  that  we  may  secure  from  it  all  the  advantages 
that  naturally  accrue  from  such  a  possession. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  school  term  an  exhibition  of  drawing 
and  industrial  ,work  of  the  schools  was  held  in  the  Walnut  Street 
School  building  and  was  attended  by  hundred  of  parents.  The  char- 
acter and  amount  of  work  that  was  done  in  drawing,  domestic  science 
and  manual  training  was  a  surprise  to  our  citizens.  I  trust  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  several  centers  of  industrial  training 
will  be  established  in  our  city  and  when  other  manual  arts  will  be 
included.  Too  many  children  are  leaving  the  school  at  an  early  age 
because  the  course  of  study  does  not  properly  i>rovide  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  useful  arts.  Every  school  girl  in  our  city  should  have  in 
addition  to  her  ability  to  speak,  read  and  compose  Euglisli  intelli- 
gently, a  workable  and  usuable  knowledge  of  the  domestic  arts,  and 
every  boy  should  have  such  a  training  in  the  use  of  tools  and  ma- 
terials that  he  could  turn  that  training  to  practical  use. 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  the  fulfillment  of  a  promise  made  by  a 
former  Board  that  the  maximum  of  the  grade  teachers'  salary  should 
be  |G00.  Unless  good  work  is  done  in  the  grades,  we  cannot  have  de- 
sirable results  elsewhere.  The  foundation  must  be  broad  and  sound 
or  the  superstructure  will  lack  stability.  Hence  we  plan  widely  and 
liberally  for  the  grades  and  look  to  the  regular  teachers  for  faithful- 
ness and  efficiency.  As  in  an  army,  the  technical  training  and  ad- 
ministrative skill  of  the  officers  must  be  supplemented  by  the  pre- 
cision and  loyalty  of  the  men  in  the  ranks,  so  the  grade  teachers  must 
give  their  intelligence,  their  earnestness  and  their  support  to  the 
measures  and  methods  of  those  Avhose  business  it  is  to  map  out  the 
plans  and  campaigns  that  result  in  the  greatest  possible  efficiency  in 
the  work  of  the  schools. 

The  High  School  has  maintained  the  record  of  the  past  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  done  and  graduated  the  largest  class  in  its  history. 
We  are  looking  forward  anxiously  to  the  completion  of  the  new  build- 
ing when  Ave  shall  have  ample  accommodations  for  all  and  an  equip- 
ment that  will  enable  us  to  do  our  work  still  better. 

In  connection  with  this  review  of  what  has  been  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  past  term,  I  would  be  unjust  to  this  Board  of  Controllers  did 
1  not  express  my  sincerest  appreciation  of  the  interest  that  they  have 
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taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  of  the  intelligent  and  sympathetic 
consideration  that  they  have  always  given  me,  and  of  the  unselffish 
manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the  many  and  varied  duties 
that  have  devolved  upon  ihem,  I  think  probably  that  no  one  except 
a  superintendent  of  schools  understands  fully  the  sacrifice  that  a  con- 
scientous  school  director  must  make  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools.  Not  only  doe-s  he  give  time  and  labor  without  remuneration, 
but  we  well  knoAV  also  that  he  must  expect  the  adverse  criticism  of 
many  persons  who,  either  through  malice  or  ignorance,  misinterpret 
his  actions  and  misrepresent  his  motives.  I  have,  however,  lived  long 
enough  in  this  community  to  observe  that  the  names  of  the  directors 
and  controllers  who  have  accomplished  things  for  the  public  schools 
are  green  in  the  hearts  and  memories  of  the  lovers  of  youth.  Invariably 
has  their  good  work  been  commended  almost  upon  the  heels  of  its 
accomplishment,  even  though  at  first  their  plans  for  improvement 
might  have  been  bitterly  assailed. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done,  but  with  a  similar  devotion  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  schools  by  the  new  Board  of  Directors,  that  has 
been  shown  by  those  who  will  retire  in  December,  I  have  no  fear  that 
there  will  be  any  sprags  placed  in  the  wheels  of  progress  that  have 
been  carrying  us  forward  during  the  last  decade. 


HAZLE  TOWNSHIP,  LUZEKNE  COUNTY— Joseph  B.  Gabrio. 


The  nine  months'  term  of  school  which  closed  on  June  7th,  1911 
was,  from  the  viewpoint  of  results  obtained,  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful in  the  history  of  Hazle  Township  School  District.  The  District 
has  grown  each  year  since  the  annexation  of  a  portion  of  it  to  the 
City  of  Hazleton  so  that  it  still  maintains  its  place  as  one  of  the 
largest  township  school  districts  in  the  State. 

During  the  term  there  were  sixty-two  (62)  teachers  employed  and 
a  total  enrollment  of  2,241.  The  new  High  School  building  has  been 
occupied  since  January  1911  and  new  interest  is  added  to  the  work 
not  only  by  the  teachers  employed  in  the  building  but  also  by  the 
pupils.  There  are  nine  (9)  pupils  from  surrounding  districts  who 
pay  tuition  to  the  Hazle  Township  School  District  that  they  may  re- 
ceive the  benefits  of  the  advantages  given  the  Hazle  Township  pupils 
in  the  new  High  School. 

There  were  ten  (10)  pupils  who  received  diplomas  this  year, — seven 
boys  and  three  girls.  The  Commencement  Exercises  were  held  on 
June  6th,  1911,  in  the  Hazle  Park  Theatre  and  this  building,  with  a 
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seadug  (•ai)aci(y  ol  1,L'0U,  was  filled  to  overllowiu}.?.  The  speaker  of 
llio  ev('iiin<jc  was  Dr.  K.  M.  McNeal  of  llie  Stale  Doparlment  of  Pub- 
lic liistiuciion,  wlio  j^ave  invaluable  advlre,  uot  only  to  those  engaged 
in  ('ducat idual  work,  but  also  to  the  graduates. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  jiopuplafion  in  the  District  and  the 
additional  denumds  on  the  schools,  the  lioard  of  Directors  of  the  Dis- 
trict have  elected  sixty-six  (6G)  teachers  for  the  next  term.  Almost 
all  of  the  teachers  chosen  are  old  experienced  ones  as  it  has  been  the 
])olicy  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  increase  the  eillciency  of  schools 
by  increasing  the  ability  of  the  teachers,  rather  than  to  choose  new 
untried  ones. 

A  new  two  roomed  school  building  has  been  erected  and  occupied 
during  the  last  term  at  the  village  of  Harleigh.  A  new  two  roomed 
school  building  has  boen  contracted  for  to  be  erected  at  Green  View. 
The  grounds  surrounding  the  new  High  School  building  have  been 
improved  by  grading,  terraces  and  other  landscape  gardening;  also 
by  the  construction  of  brick  drive-ways,  cement  walks,  stone  copings, 
etc. 

The  Hazle  Township  School  District  was  instrumental  in  securing 
the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  1st,  A.  D.,  1907,  P.  L.  151, 
authorizing  school  districts  of  townships  and  boroughs,  adjoining 
cities  of  the  third  class,  to  join  in  establishing  and  maintaining  free 
public  libraries,  or  to  join  in  aiding  those  otherwise  established.  By 
virtue  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Hazle  Township  School  Dis- 
trict by  this  Act,  the  District  has  been  annually  raising  by  taxation 
and  paying  to  the  Hazleton  Public  Library  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
dollars  (fSOCOO)  on  which  account  the  f>upils  of  Hazle  Township 
School  District  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  large  and  growing 
library  of  the  City  of  Hazleton.  This  Hazleton  Public  Library  will 
in  the  near  future  occupy  its  new  home  in  the  Markle  Memorial 
Library  Building  and  when  that  is  completed,  the  pupils  of  Hazle 
Township  School  District  will  possess  library  advantages  enjoyed  by 
few  of  the  townships  in  the  State. 

It  has  been  the  ambition  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Hazle  Town- 
ship School  District  to  give  the  pupils  in  the  District  all  of  the  edu- 
cational advantages  obtained  by  pupils  in  the  City  School  Districts 
and  that  end  has  been  to  a  large  degree  attained  in  Hazle  town- 
ship. 


HOMESTEAD— W.  S.  Defrenbaugh. 


After  eight  years'  faithful  and  successful  service  in  the  Homestead 
schools,  Superintendent  J.  M.  Norris  resigned  in  January  to  accept 
the  superintendency  of  the  Allegheny  County  Industrial  Home  for 
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Boys.    No  better  man  could  have  been  chosen  for  this  important  posi 
tion.    Many  of  the  neglected  boys  of  Alleglieny  coimty  will  find  a  true 
friend  in  Mr.  Norris.    All  the  people  of  Homestead  Avish  him  succe.<s 
in  his  new  and  responsible  position. 

His  successor,  the  present  superintendent,  was  elected  the  first  of 
March  and  took  charge  of  the  schools  the  first  of  April.  During  April 
and  May,  he  tried  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  workings  of  the 
school  system.  After  much  visiting,  he  found  the  schools  in  excellent 
shape  so  that  no  radical  changes  Avill  be  necessary.  All  he  hopes  to 
do  is  to  build  on  the  substantial  foundation  laid  by  his  predecessors. 

As  in  nearly  all  industrial  communities,  there  is  a  great  loss  of 
pupils  in  the  intermediate  and  grammar  grades.  Two  problems  pre- 
sent themselves — one  is  how^  to  keep  boys  and  girls  in  school  after 
they  are  fourteen  years  of  age,  the  other  is  how  to  prevent  retarda- 
tion so  that  pupils  will  reach  the  eighth  grade  by  the  time  they  are 
fourteen  years  of  age.  Many  of  the  pupils  in  Homestead  are  retarded 
because  of  too  many  pupils  in  a  room.  The  crowded  condition  of 
many  rooms  in  the  primarj'  and  intermediate  grades  is  the  weak  point 
in  the  Homestead  schools.  When  this  condition  is  remedied,  more 
pupils  will  be  found  in  the  grammar  grades  and  in  the  High  School. 
Some  relief  is  looked  for  after  the  completion  of  our  new  High 
School  building,  Avhich  will  be  about  December  first.  This  building 
contains  twenty-three  recitation  rooms,  an  aditorium,  and  a  large 
gymnasium.  The  total  cost  will  be  about  one  hundred  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  The  grammar  grades  will  be  moved  to  the  High  School  build- 
ing and  conducted  on  the  departmental  plan. 

Hereafter,  High  School  pupils,  in  order  to  be  graduated  from  the 
Academic  department,  must  complete  sixteen  units  of  prepared  work. 
The  following  fourteen  and  one-half  units  are  prescribed:  English 
four,  Mathematics  two  and  one-half.  Foreign  Languages  four.  Sciences 
two,  History  two.  The  additional  one  and  one-half  units  must  be 
chosen  from  the  following:  History,  Sciences,  Latin,  German,  INIathe- 
matics  and  Advanced  Manual  Training.  All  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores are  required  to  take  three  hours  a  week  in  manual  training  or 
domestic  science  in  addition  to  the  units  of  prepared  work  required. 
Thirteen  units  are  required  for  graduation  from  the  Commercial  de- 
partment. 

Thirty-six  were  graduated  from  the  High  School  last  year — twenty- 
four  from  the  academic  department  and  twelve  from  the  commercial. 
Sixteen  of  the  academic  graduates  will  enter  college  this  year. 

The  work  in  the  0.  M.  Schwab  Manual  Training  School  was  some- 
what handicapped  last  year  from  the  fact  that  all  the  teachers  were 
new.  The  same  teachers  have  been  re-elected  and  much  better  re- 
sults will  be  secured  as  work  can  begin  the  first  day  of  school.  Some 
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few  cbanges  are  being  made  iu  the  course  in  order  to  correlate  the 
work  of  pattern  making  and  wood  tuining.  Tlie  instruction  in  cook- 
ing is  being  made  more  practical  by  eliminating  all  costly  cooking. 

The  people  of  Homestead  seem  interested  in  their  schools,  and  with 
their  co-operation  the  new  superintendent  hopes  to  accomplish  much 
for  the  children  of  Homestead. 


HUNTINGDON— E.  K.  Barclay. 


Our  schools  opened  September  5th,  for  a  term  of  nine  months,  and 
closed  June  2d.  Thirty  regular  teachers  were  employed  and  1,374 
pupils  were  enrolled  as  follows:  Primary  grades  (1st,  2d,  3d  years) 
493;  Intermediate  grades  (4th,  5th,  6th  years)  557;  Grammar  grades 
(7th,  8th  years)  209;  High  School,  215.  Comi>aring  the  number  in 
four  grades  of  our  course  with  the  number  in  the  last  four  grades  of 
the  High  School  we  learn  that  one  child  out  of  every  three  who  enters 
or  attends  a  school  of  the  first  four  grades  enters  the  High  School. 
This  we  think  is  a  remarkably  good  showing.  At  our  Commencement 
Exercises  of  the  High  School,  twentj'-five  girls  and  ten  boys  were 
given  the  school  diploma.  Of  this  number  about  fifty  per  cent,  will 
continue  their  studies  at  the  Normals,  Technical  Schools  or  Colleges. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  our  school  work  was  very  much 
impeded  by  an  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  and  mumps.  After  the 
Board  of  Health  did  its  full  duty  these  diseases  were  soon  stamped 
out.  We  had  tw^o  resignations  during  the  year  by  teachers  who  sought 
other  and  more  remunerative  lines  of  work.  Our  Patrons'  Days 
proved  to  be  more  popular  this  year  than  ever  before.  Through  the 
practical  assistance  of  Hon.  H.  B.  Dunn  we  obtaine-d  one  of  the  collec- 
tions from  the  Commercial  Museum  at  Philadelphia  for  the  Second 
Ward  building. 

On  March  19,  Mr.  J.  0.  Louder  one  of  our  most  interested  and  con- 
scientious directors  from  the  fourth  ward  was  instantly  killed  while 
at  work  in  the  Juniata  Planing  Mill.  Mr.  Louder  was  on  the  Board 
about  two  years  and  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  all  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact  as  a  director. 

I  might  appear  unappreciative  were  I  to  omit  reporting  that  on 
four  dififerent  occasions  during  the  close  of  my  ninth  year  as  Super- 
intendent T  was  the  recipient  of  hnndsomp  and  useful  gifts,  the  donors 
being  the  city  teachers,  the  Freshmen,  Junior  and  Senior  classes  of 
the  High  school.  To  all  of  these  friends,  to  the  Pre«s  of  the  city,  to 
the  directors  and  the  manv  loval  citizens  who  have  aided  mv  work

and  made  it  pleasant,  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  that  I  shall  try  to 
lepa^'  by  faithful  and  efficient  service  for  the  educational  and  moral 
welfare  of  the  community. 


JEANNETTE— T.  B.  Shank. 


Things  moved  much  as  usual  with  us  this  year.  We  had  a  class  of 
thirty-five  graduates  in  our  high  school,  which  now  numbers  two  hun- 
dred and  ten,  with  six  teachers.  Our  enrollment  shows  a  healthy  in- 
crease both  in  the  grades  and  in  the  high  school. 

Through  the  liberality  of  the  physicians  of  the  town,  we  had  real 
medical  inspection,  having  examined  over  fourteen  hundred  pupils 
thoroughly,  with  amazing  results.  We  have  a  splendidly  equipped 
room  with  every  thing  necessary  in  the  way  of  instruments.  The  citi- 
zens were  with  us  through  it  all  and  too  much  can  not  be  said  for  the 
kindness  of  the  physicians  who  gave  their  services  gratuitously,  as 
well  as  the  dentists.  Each  child  was  given  a  card  with  all  teeth 
marked  which  needed  attention  and  in  every  phase  of  the  examina- 
tion, the  results  have  been  above  what  we  could  re<asonably  expect. 
The  examinations  will  be  continued  under  the  same  plan  the  coming 
year.  To  Dr.  B.  E.  Smith,  a  leader  in  things  medical  in  the  county, 
is  due  the  greatest  credit  for  the  introduction  of  the  movement  in  our 
town. 

We  have  just  completed  an  eight  room  building  which  will  be  oc- 
cupied this  year.  It  is  modern  in  every  respect  and  has  a  lecture 
room  with  a  seating  capacity  of  six  hundred.  As  far  as  we  h^ve  seen, 
there  is  not  a  handsomer  building,  for  its  size,  in  the  State. 

Our  thanks  are  due  the  Department  for  their  usual  courtesy,  the 
local  board  for  their  co-operation  and  the  community  for  its  loyal  sup- 
port in  everything  that  touches  our  work. 


JOHNSTOWN— James  N.  Muir. 


School  Attendance. 

The  total  enrollment  in  all  the  schools  during  the  term  was  7,280. 
Of  this  number  622  were  enrolled  in  the  High  School.  Six  thousand 
seven  hundred  fifty-four  x>npils  were  in  attendance  during  the  fourth 
school  month,  which  was  the  largest  monthly  enrollment  during  the 
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term.  Of  this  uuiiiIkm-  (JOl  pupils  were  enroll«Ml  iu  llie  High  School. 
Thero  was  a  jiiadual  I'allin}'  oil"  iu  atteiidaiu'e  from  Ihe  fourth  month 
to  iUv  end  of  the  lerm,  with  (>,342  pupils  enrolled  during  the 
ninth  school  uionlh,  which  was  an  increase  of  2lM  over  the  ninth 
school  month  last  jeai*. 

Sixty-three  seniors  received  diplomas  of  graduation,  28  boys  and 
35  girls;  227  j>ui)ils  were  given  certificates  of  promotion  and  are  en- 
titled to  enter  High  School  in  the  fall.  We  may  expect  075  pupils 
iu  the  High  School  next  year. 

The  honor  roll  for  the  year  shows  a  total  number  of  (505,  84  from 
the  Hijih  School  and  521  from  the  eleraentarv  grades. 


Promotions. 

Promotions  were  made  at  the  close  of  the  year  as  follows:  From 
the  first  grade  to  the  second  grade,  1)25;  from  the  second  grade  to  the 
third,  808 ;  from  the  third  grade  to  the  fourth,  799 ;  from  the  fourth 
grade  to  the  fifth,  704;  from  the  fifth  grade  to  the  sixth,  584;  from 
the  sixth  grade  to  the  seventh,  417;  from  the  seventh  grade  to  the 
eighth,  258;  from  the  eighth  grade  to  the  High  School,  227.  Total 
number  of  pupils  promoted  in  the  elementary  grades,  4,749. 

Number  of  pupils  promoted  in  High  School:  From  the  first  to  the 
second  year,  178;  from  the  second  to  the  third  year,  130;  from  the 
third  to  the  fourth  year,  115 ;  seniors  receiving  diplomas,  63.  Total 
number  of  pupils  promoted  in  the  High  School,  486.  Total  number  of 
impils  promoted  in  all  the  grades,  5,235. 

Number  of  pupils  retained  in  the  first  grade,  342;  of  this  number 
112  entered  school  at  mid-year.  Number  of  pupils  retained  in  the 
second  grade,  72 ;  third  grade,  135 ;  fourth  grade,  106 ;  fifth  grade,  173 ; 
sixth  grade,  112 ;  seventh  grade,  56 ;  eighth  grade,  38.  Total  number 
of  pupils  retained  in  the  elementary  grades,  1,034. 

Number  of  pupils  retained  in  the  first  year  High  School,  39;  second 
year,  32;  third  year,  11.     Total  number  of  pupils  retained,  82. 


Number  of  Pupils  Assigned  to  Grades. 

Number  assigned  to  first  grade,  342;  second  grade,  1,024;  third 
grade,  943 ;  fourth  grade.  905 ;  fifth  grade,  877 ;  sixth  grade,  696 ; 
seventh  grade,  473 ;  eighth  grade,  296 ;  promoted  to  High  School,  227. 
Total  number  receiving  cards  of  admission,  5,783.  Deducting  about 
10  per  cent,  from  this  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  will  go  to  work, 
leave  the  city,  or  remain  at  home  for  various  reasons,  will  leave  a 
balance  of  5,205.     We  may  expect  about  900  beginners  in  the  first 
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grade,  and  an  enrollment  in  the  High  School  of  675 
should  open  with  an  enrollment  of  abont  6,780.

The  instructors  were 
William  Esterbrook  Chancellor,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools, 
South  Norwalk,  Conn. ;  Miss  Ada  Van  Stone  Harris,  Rochester,  N. 
Y.  The  Ernest  Gamble  Concert  Company,  McKeesport,  Pa.,  furnished 
vocal  and  instrumental  music,  and  Daniel  Jones  of  Johnstown  ren- 
dered several  piano  selections.  Mrs.  H.  R.  Jaques  was  accompanist, 
and  Miss  Nell  C.  Krumme,  Supervisor  of  Music  of  Johnstown  Public 
Schools,  directed  the  music. 


Harrisburg  Exhibit. 

During  the  early  part  of  May  representatives  pieces  of  work  from 
all  the  grades  were  sent  to  Harrisburg.  The  exhibit  includes  pieces 
of  work  in  English,  arithmetic,  music,  and  drawing.  Representative 
work  will  me  sent  later  from  the  manual  training  department.  This 
is  the  most  complete  and  important  exhibit  ever  sent  from  our  public 
schools.  It  reflects  great  credit  upon  all  who  had  any  part  in  its 
preparation.    It  is  a  credit  to  the  school  system.

A  Few  Facts  That  Have  Been  Part  of  the  School  System  During  the 

Last  Six  Years: 

The  interior  walls  of  nearly  every  school  in  the  city  have  been 
painted,  calcimined,  or  frescoed.  The  tops  of  the  old  single  desks 
have  been  planed  and  varnished.  All  the  old  double  desks  have  been 
taken  out  of  the  schools  and  new  single  desks  put  in  their  places. 
The  basements  of  the  different  school  buildings  throughout  the  city 
have  been  renovated.  They  have  been  cleaned  and  cement  floors  in  a 
great  many  buildings  have  been  laid.  Basements  that  were  low  have 
been  dug  out,  made  higher,  and  cement  floors  laid.  Filthy  closets 
have  been  removed  and  good  ones  installed.  The  basements  are  clean 
and  are  kept  clean.  They  are  new  i)laces.  One  need  not  be  ashamed 
to  take  a  visitor  to  the  basements  in  any  of  the  school  buildings. 

The  enormous  congestion  that  existed  in  the  schools  has  been  re^ 
lieved.  4G  new  school  rooms  have  been  Iniilt,  completed,  and  nearly 
all  of  them  equipped.  This  has  relieved  the  enormous  congestion  that 
existed  in  all  schools,  and  has  placed  the  schools  at  the  present  time 
in  better  condition  numericallj'  than  any  other  school  system  of  like 
size  in  the  United  States. 

The  teachers'  training  class  was  organized  and  the  young  teachers 
met  every  Monday  evening  for  theoretical  instruction,  and  to  work 
out  some  of  the  practical  problems  that  would  come  up  in  their  daily 
work.  This  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  schools.  The  cadet  sys- 
tem has  been  established  for  training  }■  oung  teachers  in  our  city.  This 
is  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  system  of  calling  on  High  School 
girls  to  do  substitute  work. 

An  experienced  substitute  has  been  elected  the  last  three  j'ears.  No 
one  doubts  the  wisdom  of  having  such  a  substitute. 
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While  the  common  branches  have  been  emphasized  we  have  not  in 
any  way  forgotten  the  importance  of  drawing,  music,  and  training 
along  industrial  lines.  Definite  and  accurate  work  is  required  in  all 
the  branches.  Fewer  pupils  have  dropped  out  of  the  first  year  class 
in  the  High  School  this  year  in  proportion  to  the  number  who  en- 
tered than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  High  School. 

The  growth  of  the  High  School  is  worthy  of  your  notice.  Six  years 
ago  in  the  ninth  school  month  the  enrollment  was  270.  For  the  last 
school  month  this  year,  the  monthly  enrollment  Avas  573,  an  increase 
of  112  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  in  the  total  enrollment  in  all  the 
schools  was  but  12  per  cent.  In  June,  1906,  39  pupils  graduated  from 
the  High  School.  In  June,  1910,  78  pupils  graduated,  or  an  increase 
of  100  per  cent.  The  number  of  graduates  this  year  was  63,  the 
second  largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

That  which  the  eye  sees  does  not  by  any  means  encompass  all.  The 
influences  set  in  motion  for  right  living,  character  building,  freedom 
of  thought,  freedom  of  method,  for  an  intelligent  uplift,  to  develop 
the  power  of  thought  and  the  power  to  create  new  ideas,  are  manifold 
and  have  been  most  fruitful  in  their  consequences. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  remind  any  who  feel  that  any  teacher 
who  has  been  subject  to  unwarranted  judgment  that  every  judgment 
of  a  teacher's  efficiency  has  been  based  primarily  on  considerations 
that  concern  the  highest  welfare  of  the  school  with  which  that  teacher 
has  to  do.  We  must  all  regret  the  necessity  of  every  judgment,  how- 
ever wise,  which  eifects  injuriously  any  faithful  teacher;  we  must  de- 
plore every  mistaken  judgment,  however  conscientious,  which  fails  to 
do  full  justice  to  the  merits  of  any  teacher,  but  in  every  one  of  these 
cases  a  broad  and  sound  view  of  all  the  interests  involved  must  in- 
sist that  the  first,  and  by  far  the  greater  question  to  be  raised,  con- 
cerns the  effe-ct  of  the  judgment  on  the  school,  on  the  children.  Does 
the  school  suffer?  Does  the  school  profit?  Strange  as  it  may  seem, 
some  people  usually  forget,  and  most  people  sometimes  forget,  that 
the  only  sound  and  defensible  ground  for  the  maintenance  and  con- 
duct of  our  schools  is  the  highest  interests  of  all  the  children,  what- 
ever the  condition,  intelligence,  and  social  condition  of  their  parents 
may  be.  One  child  is  as  much  entitled  to  consideration  as  another, 
and  no  more.  I  believe  that  democracy  is  a  process  and  not  a  statical 
fact.  Democracy  aims  at  the  best  life,  freest  initiative,  and  lai-gest 
self-direction  for  each  child. 

It  is  a  rare  and  beautiful  combination  to  find  strength  wedded  to 
sympathy ;  to  find  unfailing  kindness  added  to  unfailing  duty.  I  can 
say  I  have  found  those  qualities  with  the  great  body  of  teachers  with 
whom  my  lot  has  been  cast  for  the  past  six  years. 

The  supervisors,  special  substitute,  and  office  clerk  were  every  pres- 
ent where  duty  implied  help  and  useful  devotion.  I  will  always  re- 
member their  strong  sense  of  duty  and  their  gracious  courtesy. 
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111  Jissuiiiiiij;  ilic  sii|H'iiii(('iidoii(v  (die  caiuioL  luil  feel  (lie  responsi- 
bilil y  of  a  great  duly  to  be  performed.  Six  years  of  continuous  ser- 
vice luivo  increased  (lie  i'ec^ling  of  the  re.sjionsihilily  oj  that  duly.  1 
lay  my  work  down  and  face  the  world  a  free  man,  feeliug  that  I  have 
been,  at  least,  a  part  of  a  great  work  well  done. 

Why  the.se  haniioiiious  relations  between  su])erin(endent,  teachers, 
and  pupils  should  he  severed  and  the  masses  sacriticed  for  the  few- 
i.s  still  unanswered.  The  reason,  however,  is  clear  to  the  citizens  of 
Johnstown.  I'p  to  and  including  the  present  school  year  no  school 
system  could  lie  in  a  more  harimmious  and  wholesome  condition. 
Good  will  and  good  work  characterized  the  school  system. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  give  an  exegesis  on  the  subject. 
The  Selection  of  the  Superintendent.  The  methods  applied  and  the 
influences  used  are  already  too  well  known  by  the  pupils  and  even 
the  childi-en.  For  the  best  interests  of  all  the  schools  I  urge  the  pub- 
lic to  accept  the  new  conditions.  The  schools  belong  to  you.  For 
the  sake  of  the  seven  thousand  boj's  and  girls  who  will  attend  these 
schools  next  fiill,  T  urge  you  to  help  rather  than  hinder  the  progress 
of  this  army  of  Johnstown's  future  men  and  women. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express- my  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
those  members  of  the  Board  of  School  Controllers  who  labored  with 
me  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  1  desire  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  readiness  of  the  press  to  take  up  the  cause  of  the 
schools,  for  the  sympathy  and  courteous  co-operation  of  the  people. 
I  wash  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  teachers,  principals,  and  super- 
visors for  their  earnest  co-operation  and  devotion.  These  have 
lightened  and  brightened  the  arduous  task  I  assumed  six  years  ago, 
and  have  made  the  work  pleasant  and  successful. 


KANE— T.  G.  McCleary. 


The  public  schools  of  Kane,  McKean  Co.,  were  open  for  nine  months 
during  the  school  year  just  closed,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  1,450  and 
a  teaching  force  of  forty. 

Our  departments  in  Domestic  Science  and  Manual  Training  have 
completed  two  years  work  with  very  gratifjdng  results.  The  girls  have 
learned  many  valuable  things  about  cooking  and  baking  and  their 
finished  products  were  fine ;  the  sewing  work  progressed  satisfactorily 
and  the  girls  made  very  pretty  shirt  waists  besides  their  plain  sewing 
In  the  manual  training  department,  great  skill  was  developed  in  me- 
chanical drawing,  the  results  of  which  was  shown  in  various  lines  of 
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the  school  work ;  in  the  shop  the  construction  work  was  skillfully  done, 
many  fine  pieces  of  furniture  were  made  besides  manual  iraiuiug 
benches,  sleds  and  other  things  that  interest  the  boys. 

The  Public  School  Drawing  Contest,  under  the  Educational  De- 
partment  of  the  County  Fair,  was  a  success — the  first  prize  was 
awarded  to  the  Kane  Public  Schools  for  the  best  collections  of  draw- 
ings by  pupils  from  the  first  grade  through  tlie  eighth. 

The  High  School  athletic  contest  at  the  County  Fair  created  much 
excitement.  The  Kane  team  landed  in  first  place  to  the  delight  of 
their  supporters. 

The  Oratorical  contest  held  in  connection  with  the  Teachers'  In- 
stitute resulted  in  a  victory  for  Smethport  and  it  was  necessary  for 
Kane  to  turn  over  the  Silver  Cup  that  they  defended  and  held  for  the 
past  three  years. 

The  Commencement  exercises  in  June  were  held  in  the  high  school 
auditorium,  a  very  large  audience  was  present  to  witness  the  gradu- 
ation of  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of  Kane  schools.  There  were 
twenty-seven  exceptional  boys  and  girls  in  the  class.  Dr.  M.  J. 
Sweeney,  President  of  rhe  Board  of  Education,  made  the  address  to 
the  class  and  presented  the  diplomas. 

The  Board  of  Education  deserves  great  credit  for  the  able  manner 
in  which  it  has  taken  care  of  the  pupils  and  the  support  given  to  the 
teachers,  principals  and  superintendent  at  all  times.  Good  substan- 
tial buildings,  with  first  class  equipment,  have  been  provided,  regard- 
less to  the  opposition  of  the  childless  tax  payers.  A  teaching  force 
selected  purely  on  merit  was  the  most  valuable  asset  of  the  town.  Ex- 
perience, education  and  personality  were  the  principal  points  con- 
sidered in  teachers. 


KITTANNING— F.  W.  Goodwin. 


The  unqaulified  co-operation  of  pupils,  teachers,  patrons,  directors, 
and  all  others  connected  witli  the  welfare  of  our  schools  make  it  pos- 
sible for  me  to  report  a  most  successful  and  satisfactory  year's  work. 

A  modified  form  of  the  "Step  System"  of  grading  has  been  de- 
veloped and  used  in  our  schools  for  tlie  past  three  years.  It  has 
proved  to  be  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  our  particular  conditions. 
By  this  plan  a  pupil  can  be  giv.en  work  that  he  can  do  at  any  time  of 
the  year  and  that  without  serious  loss  to  the  child. 

Our  attendance  is  really  much  better  in  fact  than  would  appear 
from  the  figures  given  in  our  statistical  report  as  both  measles  and 
whooping  cought  broke  out  in  our  schools  the  second  week  of  the  yeaj* 
and  continued  throughout  the  entire  year. 
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The  only  real  dilliciilty  we  evei-  met  in  ilic  ciilorcciiKMil  here  of  the 
coinpiilsory  allendauce  law  \\as  iciiioved  by  the  change  in  the  au- 
llioi'ily  (o  issue  laix)!-  cerlilicales.  A  iimsl  eCiioieiil  al tendance  ollirer 
has  reduced  the  Iruancy  question  to  a  niininiuni. 

An  orchestra  was  organized  in  our  sclutols  two  years  ago  and  has 
become  very  i)0[)ular  in  both  the  school  and  the  town.  This  organiza- 
tion has  been  of  great  benetit  along  several  lines.  It  has  been  the 
means  of  holding  a  nnnd)er  in  school  as  membership  is  strictly  limited 
to  pupils  in  actual  attendance  in  our  schools. 

A  class  of  13  girls  and  G  boys  finished  the  full  course  in  our  High 
School  and  were  graduated  June  9th.  The  "Certificate  Privilege" 
has  been  granted  by  a  number  of  the  leading  colleges,  to  graduates  of 
our  High  School.  Since  all  courses  in  our  High  School  have  been 
lengthened  to  four  years,  over  20  per  cent,  of  our  graduates  have  con- 
tinued their  work  in  higher  institutions. 

For  the  past  three  years  our  High  School  has  been  quartered  in 
rented  rooms.  A  new  building  was  begun  last  October  and  is  now 
well  under  way.  This  building  will  give  us  all  modern  conveniences 
along  that  line,  and  will  be  a  credit  as  well  as  an  inspiration  to  our 
borough. 

In  closing  this  report,  1  wish  to  thank  the  Department  for  the  cour- 
tesy in  answering  promptly  all  our  requests  for  information,  our  most 
efficient  school  board,  and  a  most  loyal  corps  of  teachers. 


LANCASTER— R.  K.  Buehrle. 


N.  B.  Some  words  in  this  report  are  printed  in  the  simplified 
spelling  at  the  request  of  the  author. 

Having  resigned  my  offis  as  city  superintendent  of  Reading  I  came 
to  this  city  as  the  first  person  holding  such  an  offis  here,  thirty-one 
years  ago.  It  may  be  best  as  showing  the  progress  made  in  educa- 
tional matters  in  that  time,  to  mention  some  of  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place. 

Only  one  school  hous  of  those  then  in  use  is  still  used  for  the  same 
purpose.  All  the  rest  but  one  have  been  torn  down  and  replaced  with 
new,  up-to-date,  sanitary,  convenient  school  houses.  The  character 
of  these  buildings  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports  and  no  ex- 
tra space  need  be  given  that  matter  now  and  here.  The  one  exception 
has  been  transformd  into  an  administration  bilding  containing  the 
offises  of  superintendent,  supervisor,  clerk  and  attendance  officer,  as 
well  as  a  fine  large   room   for   the   meetings   of  the   Board   and    of 
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teachers,  and  auolbei-  as  a  coiuuiittee  room,  besides  a  large  and  con- 
venient room  for  the  storage  and  distribution  of  school  books  and 
supplies. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  Htevens  High  Sciiool,  Lancaster, 
Pa.,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Keport. 

Size,  17f)  feet  x  74  feet;  heighth,  three  stories;  35  rooms;  size  of 
auditorium  68  feet  x  70  feet;  auditorium  seats  634;  walls  are  con- 
structed of  brown  stone  to  2nd  floor,  2nd  and  3rd  floors  of  Koman 
brick  trinuned  to  match;  size  of  grounds  160  feet  x  257  feet;  approxi- 
mate cost  of  grounds  and  buildings,  |214,000.00;  date  of  dedication, 
IJecember  22,  1905. 

The  want  of  a  new  boys'  high  school  is  still  unsupplied  but  I  hav 
no  doubt  that  the  new  Board  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Code  wil  take  up  the  supplying  of  this  want  as  taie  of  its 
erliest  mesures. 

The  Cours  of  Study  pursued  in  the  schools  has  been  similarly 
raisd  and  transformd.  Our  graduates  of  the  boys'  high  school  can 
enter  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  on  certificate  and  a  similar  pro- 
vision exists  with  regard  to  the  girls  (Stevens)  high  school  as  regards 
colleges  for  women. 

Our  Commercial  Departments  which  ar  only  about  five  years'  old 
ar  equal  to  the  best  in  cities  of  this  clas  as  regards  appointments,  ap- 
paratus, and  cours. 

The  number  of  teachers  noAV  is  more  than  twice  as  large  as  it  was 
in  1880  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  number  of  pupils.  Then,  ther 
wer  not  over  200  in  both  high  schools  while  now  the  number  is  about 
600.  Of  the  teachers  then  in  s.ervice  not  one  was  a  graduate  of  a 
State  Normal  school  altho  such  an  institution  existed  only  four  miles 
from  the  city;  now,  ther  ar  in  service  59  of  the  150  who  ar  gradu- 
ates of  a  State  Normal  school. 

As  showng  the  tenure  of  offis  among  us  I  may  state  that  fourteen 
hav  been  in  continuous  service  in  thie  city  over  thirty-one  j^ears.  One 
memeber  of  the  Board  of  School  Directors,  our  president,  Wm.  O. 
Marshall,  has  retained  his  membership  for  over  thirty-one  years. 

One  of  the  first  steps  in  advance,  after  the  election  of  a  city  super- 
intendent, in  addition  to  those  begun  and  carried  on  as  previously 
mentioned  was  the  introduction  of  free  text-books  by  this  city  several 
years  before  the  law  was  past  requiring  free  books  thruout  the  State. 
It  wil  thus  be  seen  that  Lancaster  is  neither  sIoav  nor  illiberal  in 
regard  to  school  expenditures  if  convinced  of  the  utility  of  the  mes- 
ure.  A  similar  word  may  be  said  with  regard  to  its  support  of  the 
kindergarten  movement  since  it  has  now,  for  a  number  of  years  regu- 
larly supported  three  kindergartens  managed  and  directed  by  the  Free 
Kindergarten  Association. 
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In  all  this  (ime  the  cilv  lias  never  failed  l(»  proinptlv  meet  all  its 
expend! hires  Itodi  as  icj^jirds  the  i)aynu'ut  of  salaries  and  llie  interest 
on  its  bonded  indoblednes,  which,  considering  the  large  number  and 
character  of  the  school  bildings  erected,  is  not  large  and  its  credit 
is  (herefor  of  (he  very  best.  Premiums  hav  been  frely  offerd  for  bonds 
bearing  4  [»er  cent,  interest. 

Among  the  features  introduced  into  the  cours  of  study  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  thirty  years  ago,  two  deserv  special  mention.  The 
lirst  a  "diary  of  events"  which  consisted  in  the  discussion  of  events 
of  which  the  particular  day  was  the  anniversary,  the  aim  being  to 
train  the  i)upi]s  to  use  books  of  reference  and  expres  themselves  on 
the  tloor  of  the  school  with  regard  to  the  events  commemorated.  When 
the  hours  of  the  school  day  wer  reduced  from  six  to  five,  this  feature 
was  of  necessity  eliminated  for  the  work  of  six  hours  cannot  be  done 
in  five  no  matter  what  theorists  say. 

The  second  consisted  of  a  selection  of  poetry  to  be  memorized  by 
every  pupil  in  the  school  during  the  month.  At  first  these  selections 
wer  limited  to  American  poets — one  per  year,  but  later  it  was  found 
desirabl  to  select  from  othei-s  also.  When  the  selections  Aver  limited 
to  one  author  for  the  year  it  was  done  with  a  view  to  having  the 
teachers  study  the  writings  of  the  poet  chosen  and  thus  better  qualify 
themselves  to  add  interest  to  the  recitation.  This  practis  has  been 
nmintained  up  to  the  present  day  and  it  is  no  litl  satisfaction  to 
find  that  after  Lancaster  had  pursued  this  cours  for  thirty  years 
the  State  Department  adopted  it  in  its  cours  recently  publishd. 

This  being  the  last  report  I  shal  hav  the  privilege  of  making  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  T  take  this  opportunity  to  re- 
turn thanks  for  all  the  kindnes  shown  me  by  the.  officers  of  the  De- 
partment, especially  so,  for  the  privilege  of  having  my  reports  appear 
in  the  simplified  form  of  spelling  Avhich  I  fervently  hope  wil  be  the 
recognized  spelling  in  the  very  near  future.  Having  been  in  offis  con- 
tinuous W  since  18G8, — for  the  first  ten  years  in  Allentown,  the  next 
two  in  Reading,  I  can  look  back  over  forty-three  years  of  servis  and 
see  the  great  changes  that  hav  taken  place  in  that  time  and  thus  feel 
justified  in  looking  most  hopefully  forward  to  other  and  even  greater 
in  the  future,  especially  as  the  fondest  anticipation  would  seem  to  be 
justified  as  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  the  new  Code. 


LANSFORD— E.  E.  Kuntz. 


June  seventh  marked  the  end  of  another  year  of  work  in  our  schools. 
A  class  of  eleven  received  their  diplomas  at  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises held  June  eighth.  The  Baccalaurete  sermon  was  preached  in  the 
Presbyterian  church  on  the  eveneing  of  .Tune  fourth  by  Dr.  McCurdy, 
the  pastor, 
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Our  total  enrollment  of  different  pupils  for  the  year  was  3,076. 
Thirty-six  were  admitted  from  the  grammar  school  to  the  high  school. 

During  the  year  we  made  a  test  of  the  ^'Batavia"  system  of  In- 
dividual Instruction.  In  one  room  we  placed  tw^o  teachers  with  45 
pupils,  and  in  several  rooms  one  teacher  with  30  pupils.  In  another 
room,  one  teacher  was  placed  with  36  pupils  divided  into  "First"  and 
''Second"  sections.  In  a  written  examination  in  March,  the  teacher 
with  30  pupils  showed  the  highest  average,  there  being  perceptibly  no 
unequal  conditions.  For  the  ensuing  3'ear  we  have  elected  sufficient 
teachers  so  that  no  one  teacher  need  have  more  than  30  or  32  pupils. 

Despite  the  prevalence  of  several  contagious  diseases,  our  attend- 
ance has  been  very  good,  the  average  for  the  year  being  95  per  cent. 
We  did  our  part  to  check  the  spread  of  these  contagious  diseases  by 
supplying  collapsible,  aluminun  drinking  cups  to  all  the  pupils. 

We  have  had  no  trouble  with  the  Vaccination  law,  and  the  only 
trouble  with  Compulsory  Attendance  was  the  issuing  of  a  few  sum- 
monses and  the  arrests  of  several  of  the  offenders.  We  think  these 
laws  are  good,  as  also  the  Child  Labor  law.  There  should  be  a  pro- 
vision in  the  latter  law  to  allow  children  between  the  ages  of  12  and 
14  years  to  work  during  the  summer  months.  Boys  of  that  age  could 
get  work  as  water  boys,  etc.,  and  surely  it  would  be  better  for  them 
to  be  engaged  in  some  light  employment  than  to  be  running  the  streets. 
Since  the  law  went  into  effect  January,  1910,  we  have  issued  178 
certificates  and  refused  a  great  many  requests.  All  who  were  refused 
were  placed  in  their  proper  places  in  school. 

In  March,  our  Board  adopted  the  Steadman  system  of  writing.  We 
are  glad  to  see  the  change  of  the  free-arm  movement  from  the  old 
style  of  cop3'ing  ancj  the  vertical  and  semi-slant  fads.  No  doubt  there 
are  many  schools  just  recovering  from  the  ill  effects  that  were  left 
by  the  trying  out  of  these  fads. 

In  October  of  this  school  year,  we  planted  17  sugar  maples  around 
the  new  school  grounds  created  by  the  erection  of  a  new  building  and 
an  annex. 

Out  of  our  eleven  graduates  this  year,  two  boys  will  enter  college 
and  at  least  five  girls  will  inter  a  State  Normal. 

We  made  an  effort  during  the  year  to  improve  the  moral  training  in 
our  schools  by  the  use  of  slides  and  lectures.  We  rented  several  sets 
of  slides  from  the  Moral  Education  Board  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  W. 
G.  Thomas,  Esq.,  one  of  our  directors  delivered  the  lectures.  They 
were  well  received,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  time  and  money  were  well 
expended.  We  also  used  several  sets  of  slides  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment, and  expect  to  use  more  of  them  the  coming  school  year. 

Number  of  minor  improvements  were  made  to  the  buildings  dur- 
ing the  year.  A  Hag  on  pedestal  was  placed  in  each  room.  The  Board 
has  also  started  to  supply  all  the  rooms  with  appropriate  pictures, 
beginning  this  year  by  placing  a  new  picture  in  each  room. 
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Taking;  everything  into  consideration,  we  feel  (hat  the  year's  work 
was  very  successrul,  and  the  work  in  all  dei»ar(iiienls  <(iiite  satisfac- 
tory. We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  courtesies  shown 
by  teachers,  directors,  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 


LEBANON— Edgar  Reed. 


The  schools  closed  Friday,  June  2d.  The  enrollment  in  the  high 
school  was  124  boys,  178  girls.  Of  these  27  boys  took  the  work  in 
Manual  Training;  18  girls  in  Domestic  Science.  These  departments 
deserve  unstinted  praise  and  support  by  all  really  interested  in  edu- 
cation. What  is  the  merest  lopsided  develeopment  of  one  phase  of  the 
child's  three-fold  nature,  physical,  intellectual,  and  moral,  too  often 
has  been  foisted  upon  society  under  the  captious  title  of  education 
or  culture.  These  practical  courses,  properly  blended  with  the  old 
time  academic  training,  convince  pupils,  as  nothing  else  can,  of  the 
value  of  whole-hearted,  interested,  sincere,  honest  endeavor  to  do  their 
best  under  all  circumstances. 

There  were  enrolled  in  the  grades  1,372  boys,  1,302  girls.  Of  these 
141  boys  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  had  Manual  Training;  142 
girls  of  the  same  grades.  Domestic  Science  and  Art. 

The  high  school  commencement  was  held  Thursday  evening,  June 
1st,  when  a  class  of  62  graduated — 20  boys,  42  girls. 

Public  exercises  were  held  Wednesday  evening.  May  31st,  at  which 
3G  boA'S  and  52  girls  were  transferred  to  the  high  school. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  public,  the  press,  the 
many  organizations,  especially  the  ladies  of  the  D.  A.  E.  who  have 
instituted  within  the  last  two  terms  among  the  membership  of  the 
High  School  a  prize  contest  for  the  best  essay  on  some  subject  per- 
taining to  the  American  Eevolution,  also  the  Department  for  much 
valuable  assistance  in  the  w^ork  of  the  past  two  years. 


LEWISTOWN— T.  Latimer  Brooks. 


In  forw^arding  my  first  annual  report  as  a  Superintendent  of 
schools,  I  wash  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  kindnesses  shown  me 
by  the  Department  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  during  the  past  year. 

Our  schools  closed  for  the  term  of  1910-1911,  Friday,  May  26.  The 
total  enrollment  for  the  term  was  1,637,  829  boys  and  808  girls.  The 
greatest  number  enrolled  during  any  one  month  was  during  the  third

month  when  1,481  pupils  were  enrolled.  These  numbers  show  tlie 
great  number  of  transient  pupils  in  our  schools  which  was  duo  to  the 
unsettled  la]»or  conditions.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  1.299, 
C52  boys  and  647  girls.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  term 
was  93  per  cent.    191  pupils  were  present  every  day  of  the  term. 

The  only  serious  interference  to  the  Avork  of  the  schools  was  an 
epidemic  of  mumps  and  chicken  pox  in  the  lower  grades.  There 
were  one  or  two  cases  of  diphtheria  and  one  of  scarlet  fever  but  they 
afifected  the  attendance  of  only  a  few  pupils.  Only  a  few  of  our 
teachers  were  absent  on  account  of  sickness  and  those  only  for  short 
periods. 

Last  year  our  registry  assessors  found  only  1,236  children  of  school 
age  in  Lewistown.  In  October,  a  canvass  made  by  the  teachers  and 
superintendent  augmented  the  number  by  364  which  will  materially 
increase  our  State  appropriation.  The  same  assessors  this  year  re- 
port 1,509,  which  denotes  progress. 

Our  School  Board  is  composed  of  two  physicians  and  four  business 
men,  all  prominent  in  their  lines  of  activity.  In  their  official  duties 
they  have  been  earnest  and  just  and  have  manifested  progressive  yet 
deliberate  spirit  in  their  work.  An  eight  room  school  building  of  the 
most  modern  type  is  in  progress  of  construction  and  plans  have  been 
entered  into  for  building  a  four  room  annex  to  another  building.  Re- 
pairs and  improvements  are  being  made  to  the  other  buildings  where- 
ever  needed. 

Lewistown  has  its  goodly  share  of  earnest,  well  trained,  progressive 
teachers  who  entered  into  the  administration  of  a  new  superintendent 
with  a  commendable  spirit. 

Having  been  the  "spoon"  superintendent  of  the  State  for  the  past 
year,  I  will  not  accompany  my  report  with  any  extensive  suggestions 
for  improvements  or  changes  in  the  public  school  system.  I  have 
read  with  pleasure  and  profit  the  rei)orts  of  the  Superintendents  for 
the  year  1909-1910  and  would  express  my  appreciation  of  the  use  of 
these  reports. 


LOCK  HAVEN— Edward  S.  Ling. 


An  upward  trend  in  school  sentiment  is  plainly  noticeable  in  this 
community.  A  large  number  of  patrons  are  ready  for  progressive 
moves.  Sight  has  not  been  lost,  however,  of  the  fact  that  a  large  body 
of  the  citizens  of  most  of  our  Pennsylvania  towns  is  very  conservative, 
and  that  changes  must  be  made  gradually  and  with  great  care,  else 
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the  peudulum  will  swing  back  and  Ui(i  ground  be  lost.  As  one  of 
our  Ihouglitful  leaders  said  recently  in  a  public  address,  we  need  to 
get  tlie  city  spirit,  the  spirit  which  subordinates  personal  ends  to  the 
good  of  the  community.  We  need  a  unification  of  our  ideals  concern- 
ing ilio  schools  so  that  much  effort  will  not  be  wasted  in  pulling  in 
different  directions. 

Contributing  much  toward  a  better  community  understanding  of 
the  scJJool  work  Avas  the  Home  and  School  League  movement.  Four 
circles  were  organized  during  the  year.  The  discussions  and  social 
<ontact  of  their  meetings  held  iiumthly  in  the  school  buildings  were 
a  stimulus  to  interest  and  to  a  quickened  vision  of  the  schools  and 
their  needs. 

Another  factor  of  importance  was  the  action  of  the  Civic  Club  in 
providing  all  things  needful,  including  space,  implements,  seeds,  and 
a  competent  director,  for  children's  gardens.  The  education  that 
comes  from  a  quickened  r)bservation  and  the  use  of  the  hands,  rather 
than  from  books  was  thus  emphasized.  These  gardens  are  just  be- 
ginning to  bear  fruit  of  different  kinds  at  this  writing. 

Our  new  pul)lic  library,  opened  last  November,  is  one  of  the  most 
important  aids  with  which  the  schools  have  been  favored  in  many 
years.  The  juvenile  and  reference  departments  are  strong  and  the 
librarian  has  co-operated  with  the  schools  very  heartily.  Her  story 
hour  has  tittracted  a  host  of  children  and  given  the-m  added  zest  in 
their  reading. 

New  high  records  were  established  in  attendance  during  the  year. 
Out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  1,24.5  there  were  223  that  had  a  perfect 
record.  GGO  out  of  1,052  enrolled  during  the  last  month  attained  this 
distinction  for  the  month.  The  percentage  of  attendance  was  94.5 
for  the  term.  We  had  no  epidemics,  due  partly  to  prompt  action  when 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  appeared.  The  parents  and  school  officers  have 
come  to  a  better  understanding,  also,  of  the  enforcement  of  the  com- 
j)ulsory  attendance  law. 

In  the  work  of  the  schools  we  have  aimed  at  sanity  in  the  material 
we  offer,  eliminating  as  far  as  possible  the  non-essential.  This  we  be- 
lieve has  existed  in  the  past  in  the  teaching  of  too  much  technical 
[•hysiology  to  the  neglect  of  the  laws  of  health;  too  much  technical 
grammar  to  the  neglect  of  the  proper  language  habits;  too  many  use- 
ICvSS  topics  in  arithmetic  to  the  neglect  of  the  facile  use  of  numbers 
and  the  essential  business  and  home  arithmetic ;  too  much  memorizing 
of  dates  and  campaigns  to  the  neglect  of  study  of  the  real  life  of  the 
people  in  our  past  history ;  too  much  locational  geography  to  the  neg- 
lect of  the  customs  and  the  real  life  of  the  people  in  distant  lands; 
too  many  words  in  spelling  to  the  neglect  of  the  working  vocabulary 
of  the  pupils.  Then  we  have  aimed  at  the  enrichment  of  our  cour.ses 
of  study  by  including  more  literature  and  art,  more  use  of  the  hands 
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and  a  stronger  appeal  to  the  higher  realms  of  mind,  so  that  our  boys 
and  girls  may  find  the  keen  enjoyment  that  come  only  by  living 
in  those  higher  realms  of  their  beings.  In  these  aims  we  have  suc- 
ceeded only  partially.  We  hope  to  perfect  our  plans  and  do  more  in 
the  next  year. 

Promotions  were  87  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the-iinal  enrollment  in 
the  elementary  grades.  In  the  High  School '  the  failures  clustered 
about  a  subject  that  was  in  the  hands  of  a  teacher  weak  in  discipline. 
They  did  not  number  a  high  total. 

The  centralization  of  our  eighth  grades  under  a  strong  corps  of 
teachers  was  a  very  successful  feature  of  the  school  year.  Our  ex- 
perience leave-s  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  plan  has  stimulated  the 
pupils  in  their  study,  improved  the  quality  of  the  teaching  and  uni- 
fied the  preparation  for  High  School.  The  promotion  exercises  which 
marked  the  advancement  of  a  class  of  8S  to  the  High  School  drew 
one  of  the  best  audiences  of  the  year  in  educational  meetings.  It  is 
only  just  to  sa^^  that  the  strength  of  the  teaching  was  one  of  the  most 
important  factors  in  the  success  of  tlie  project,  but  this  illustrates 
what  has  long  ago  been  proved  in  all  school  work. 

The  High  School  curriculum  was  changed  by  the  abandonment  of 
the  Commercial  course  of  study  and  the  strengthening  somewhat  of 
the  other  courses.  The  Commercial  course  was  never  well  sustained 
and  the  sentiment  of  the  community  did  not  seem  to  demand  its  con- 
tinuance. The  work  of  the  High  School  was  up  to  the  usual  good 
standard.  Very  few  pupils  dropped  out  and  they  for  physical  rea- 
sons for  the  most  part.  An  additional  teacher  will  be  employed  next 
year  to  care  for  the  increased  enrollment.  Some  pleasant  activities 
of  the  year  were  inter-class  and  inter-school  athletic  and  literary  con- 
tests which  showed  superior  ability  on  the  part  of  our  students.  The 
closing  exercises  were  of  a  high  order.  Twenty  were  graduated,  di- 
vided, as  to  courses,  equally  between  the  classical  and  scientific,  and 
as  to  sex,  eight  boys  and  twelve  girls.  Our  classes  should  be  larger 
and  they  give  promise  of  this  in  a  few  years.  The  need  of  a  more  com- 
modious building  is  being  felt  in  this  community  as  in  many  others. 

The  teachers  in  our  schools  remained  a  constant  factor  after  one 
position  in  the  High  School  had  been  filled  four  times  in  two  months. 
The  policy  of  giving  the  preference  to  the  home  applicant  is  very 
strongly  intrenched  here.  This  has  not  proved  so  disadvantageous  as 
it  might,  because  of  the  disposition  of  the  teachers  in  recent  years  to 
seek  broadening  influences  everywhere.  Again  this  year  a  fair  pro- 
portion of  their  number  will  be  found  in  the  summer  schools.  School 
boards  would  do  well  to  encourage  this  tendency  by  special  induce- 
ments in  the  way  of  salary  increases.  In  the  monthly  meetings  the 
teachers  last  year  studied  Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the  School," 
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an  ins]>ii-iii<jj  hook.  A  course  of  Univortsity  Exleusioii  Icclnrcs  was 
i-ondiu'lc'd  for  Uio  socoiid  liiiio  with  increased  success  .  The  course 
was  hy  Dr.  Spaeth  of  Princeton  on  "Living  Problems  in  Shakespeare." 

A  nund)ei'  of  iHiprov<Mnents  were  made  in  Ihe  school  buildings  since 
last  report.  The  third  lloor  of  the  High  School  building  was  lliiowu 
into  one  large  assembly  hall.  The  walls  and  woodwork  throughout 
this  building  were  repainted  and  the  l>uilding  was  re-roofed.  This 
is  nearly  as  much  as  can  be  done  to  improve  this  building.  The  next 
step  would  have  to  be  a  new  building, 

A  number  of  rooms  in  other  buildings  were  made  more  attractive 
by  painting  the  walls.  Electric  lights  have  been  placed  in  two  more 
buildings,  so  that  all  our  buildings  are  availa])le  for  evening  meetings 
and  are  equipped  for  the  use  of  the  electric  lantern  recently  pur- 
chased. A  recess  period  is  now  permitted  for  all  pupils  below  the 
eighth  grade  with  i)lay  in  the  school  yards.  As  yet  no  medical  in 
spection  has  been  provided  and  the  school  board  are  not  favorable  to 
the"  inspection  made  optional  by  the  Code.  This  is  partly  due  to  a 
mistaken  but  persistent  belief  on  the  part  of  many  patrons  that  it 
M'ill  place  burdens  upon  them ;  that  it  is  a  scheme  to  give  the  doctors 
additional  practice ;  that  it  will  be  made  against  the  wishes  of  parents 
who  do  not  believe  in  medical  science  at  all. 

The  Code  is  not  yet  understood  well  enough  to  secure  support  in 
all  its  changes  over  the  old  law.  The  change  in  the  number  and  man- 
ner of  election  of  school  directors  disrupts  a  situation  here  which 
was  fairly  satisfactory.  Whether  the  new  board  will  be  an  improve- 
ment over  the  old  depends  entirely  upon  the  vigilance  and  vigor  with 
which  the  leaders  of  educational  sentiment  enter  into  the  campaign. 
But  we  enter  into  the  new  year  with  great  faith  in  the  saving  com- 
mon sense  of  the  people  as  a  safeguard  of  the  interests  of  the  schools. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  loyal  support  of  teachers  and  patrons,  the 
almost  inestimable  service  of  the  daily  press  and  the  prompt  and 
courteous  assistance  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 


LOWER  MERION  TOWNSHIP— H.  J.  Wrishtman. 


Montgomery  County. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  most  progressive  one  in  school 
affairs  in  Lower  Merion.  Nearly  |300,000  has  been  expended  for 
buildings  and  grounds.  The  major  portion  of  this  has  gone  into  a 
township  High  School  which  will  be  the  most  modern  we  are  able  to 
plan.    The  Architect,  Wilson  Potter  of  New  York  City  and  the  Heat- 
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ing  Engineer,  George  lluey  of  Boston  were  chosen  after  very  careful 
sifting  of  specialists  in  High  School  construction.  Q'his  building  will 
be  ready  for  use  in  September. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  Lower  Merion  High  School,  Merion 
township,  Pa.,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report. 

Size  of  main  building,  220  feet  x  70  feet,  rear  wing,  72  feet  x  80 
feet;  heighth,  main  building  two  stories  and  basement,  rear  wing 
one  story  and  basement;  number  of  rooms,  22  school  rooms,  6  offices, 
auditorium,  gymnasium,  manual  training,  domestic  science;  size  of 
auditorium,  70  feet  x  79  feet;  auditorium  seats  000;  walls  are  con- 
structed of  granite;  size  of  grounds,  380  feet  x  400  feet;  approximate 
cost  of  grounds  and  buildings,  |210,000;  date  of  dedication,  Decem- 
ber 2,  1911. 

A  model  playground  has  been  started  in  Ardmore  and  three  compe- 
tent instructors  employed.  A  house  on  the  lot  is  occupied  by  a  care- 
taker of  apparatus.  A  fund  of  |50,000  for  pla3'grounds  in  the  town- 
ship is  now  practically  assured  with  an  initial  |10,000  plus,  gift  of 
Ex-senator  Algernon  Roberts  and  |20,000  to  be  secured  from  the  Com- 
missioners and  the  remaining  |20,000  to  be  collected.  Mr.  Alba  John- 
son, President  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Works  of  Philadelphia, 
has  the  collection  of  funds  in  charge. 

The  School  Gardens  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  for  the  second 
year  and  funds  are  already  available  for  their  yearly  maintenance. 

A  part  of  the  9  acres  in  the  Academy  lot  has  been  put  in  charge 
of  the  Boys'  Club  of  Bala  and  Cynwyd  to  establish  a  park  for  sports. 

The  Main  Line  Citizens  Association,  the  Neijihborhood  Club  of  Bala 
and  Cynwyd,  the  Civic  Association  of  Ardmore  and  the  Woman's 
Club  of  Ardmore  have  all  been  brought  together  and  thru  one  Cen- 
tral Committee  are  taking  a  most  active  and  progressive  interest  in 
all  matters  for  Civic  and  Educational  improvement. 

The  school  courses  and  outlines  of  work  together  with  methods  em- 
])loyed  are  rapidly  taking  on  a  new  dress  to  conform  to  the  best 
thought  and  practice  of  the  times. 

Tn  short  we  have  all  had  a  hnppy,  busy  year  full  of  substantial  re- 
turns. 


McKEESPORT— Joseph   B.  Richey. 


The  following  is  my  ninth  annual  report  for  the  schools  of  the-  city 
of  McKeesport,  ending  July  3,  1911. 

Teachers'  Institute. 

The  annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  the  High  School  imdi- 
torium  December  21  to  23  inclusive.  The  instructors  were  Edward 
Howard  Griggs,  Dr.  Frank  McMurray,  J.  Adam  Bede  and  Miss  Mar- 
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garet  Slalil.  Tliis  was  llic  niofsl  suocesslul  Iiistilulo  evc-r  held  in  this 
city.  Not  oiil.v  the  loacheis,  but  the  parenls  were  very  much  interested. 
The  large  High  School  auditorium  which  seats  one  thousand  people 
w.is  filled  every  night. 

i'rofessional  Training. 

I'ndcr  Iho  diroclioii  of  (ho  Snpcrinlcndcnt  the  teachers,  princij)als 
and  su[)ervisors  studied  McMurry's — "How  to  Study  and  Teaciiing 
How  to  Study;"  Chubb's— "Teaching  of  Knglisli;"  Shaw's— ''School 
Hygiene"  and  (Julick's — "lOITicient  IjiCcv"  The  education  discussed 
luany  live  and  interesting  subjects. 

Manual  Arts. 

The  work  in  the  de[>artments  of  Mechanical  Drawing,  Manual 
Training,  Cooking  and  Sewing  was  exceptionally  satisfactory.  The 
Hoard  of  Education  made  a  liberjtl  ai)]»roj»riation  for  these  depart- 
ments, and  has  decided  to  open  another  Manual  Training  centre  in 
the  Versailles  Avenue  School.  Sewing  machines  and  tables  for  cutt- 
ing have  been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  Sewing  Department. 

'  Exhibition. 

April  30  was  observed  as  Exhibition  Day  in  all  the  schools  of  this 
city.  The  work  of  the  children  was  on  exhibition  from  one  to  nine 
o'clock  P.  M.  Fifty-eight  thousand  visits  Avere  recorded  by  the 
teachers.

McKEES  ROCKS— F.  H.  Powers. 


In  a  previous  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no  High 
School  has  been  opened  in  our  borough  for  those  students  who  are 
prepared  for  and  who  wish  to  pursue  high  school  studies.  The  failure 
to  provide  high  school  facilities  at  home  is  considered  by  many  of 
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our  best  citizens  as  a  grave  error  on  the  part  of  3^onr  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  one  which  has  proved  to  be  largely  detrimental  to  the 
material  progress  of  our  borough.  The  advantages  of  an  education 
are  now  general!}^  demanded,  and  that  city,  borough,  or  community 
which  fails  to  provide  them,  will  suffer  a  decided  loss  in  growth. 
For  the  great  majority  of  people  will  locate  and  make  their  homes, 
if  at  all  possible,  where  the  best  school  opportunities  are  offered. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  citizens  will  be  elected  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion who  will  take  up  this  question  and  see  that  an  efficient  high 
school  system  is  established  for  our  people. 

Our  teachers  deserve  favorable  mention,  and  of  some  of  them  I 
believe  it  can  truthfully  be  said  that  they  take  first  rank  with  any 
in  the  State.  Their  devotion  to  duty,  fine  ability,  and  thorough 
scholarship,  have  contributed  to  overcoming  the  evil  effects  of  poor 
school  buildings.  The  progress  made  by  our  pupils  has,  therefore, 
been  fully  equal  to  that  attained  in  city  schools  where  the  heating, 
lighting  and  ventilation  Avere  much  better  than  ours.  But  antiquated 
or  defective  school  buildings  which  require  this  extra  expenditure 
of  strength  and  vitalit}^  on  the  part  of  teachers,  should  not  be  toler- 
ated. This  is  especially  true  of  any  community  or  borough  such 
as  ours,  which  is  amply  able  to  erect  school  buildings  of  the  most 
modern  and  up-to-date  type. 


MAHANOY  CITY— W.  N.  Ehrhart. 


Our  schools  closed  June  6.  The  grammar  school  promotion  ex- 
ercises were  held  the  preceding  day.  This  year  being  the  fiftieth 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  the  exercises  were  of  a  patriotic 
order.  Recitations,  essays,  and  old-time  war  song  brought  vivdly 
to  the  minds  of  the  immense  audience  some  of  the  events  of  a  half 
century  ago.  In  the  evening  a  large  audience  enjoj^ed  the  class  ex- 
ericses  of  the  graduating  class,  thirty  in  number.  Dr.  Schaeffer 
delivered  the  commencement  address.  He  reviewed  some  of  the 
features  of  the  new  school  code^  and  gave  wholesome  advice  to  the 
young  people. 

The  general  work  of  the  year  compared  favorably  with  the  best  of 
preceding  years.  An  epidemic  of  measles  interfered  somewhat  with 
our  attendance  the  last  two  months  of  the  term.    The  enrollment  of 
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juipils  was  tlic  lar<?{^st  ever  before  reached.  The  average  daily  atten- 
dauce  also  rau  hij;lier  than  in  any  preceding  year  until  it  was  checked 
by  the  outbreak  of  measles.  Our  schools  were  all  very  full.  Indeed 
in  one  of  the  buildings  some  of  the  primary  schools  became  so  con- 
gested that  it  became  necessary  to  put  a  i^art  of  the  pupils  on  half 
time.  It  will  become  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  more  room 
in  the  near  future. 

The  law  regulating  the  employment  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  seems  to  be  working  well  except  that 
there  is  a  growing  complaint  that  it  prohibits  children  under  four- 
teen from  getting  employment  during  vacation.  Would  it  not  be 
well  to  modify  the  law  so  as  to  permit  healthy  children  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  about  thirteen  to  work  during  the  two,  three,  or 
four  months  when  schools  are  not  in  session?  If  this  could  be  ac- 
complished, the  number  of  accidents  resulting  from  drowning,  car- 
jumping  and  the  like,  would  be  considerably  diminished.  The  moth- 
er's anxiety  about  her  boy  would  also  be  lessened,  if  she  knew  he 
was  at  work  instead  of  roaming  about  in  danger  of  life  and  limb. 

Several  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  school  term,  the  grade  teach- 
ers were  requested  to  answer  a  list  of  questions.  Of  course  the 
questions  Avere  not  answered  by  experts,  and  consequently  the  answers 
cannot  be  considered  as  being  more  than  approximately  correct.  Yet 
they  throw  some  light  on  the  subject.  The  answers  to  the  questions 
indicated  (1)  that  about  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades 
were  over-age;  (2)  that  eight  per  cent,  had  marked  defects  of  vision; 
(3)  that  more  than  three  per  cent,  were  without  good  hearing;  (4) 
that  twenty-five  per  cent,  had  bad  teeth;  (5)  that  sixteen  pupils 
were  regarded  as  being  of  marked  feeble  mind;  (6)  that  sixty-five 
were  afflicted  with  various  physical  defects;  (7)  that  seventeen 
appeared  too  sickly  to  bear  the  burdens  of  school-life;  (8)  that 
forty  i)upils  caused  annoyance  by  coming  to  school  unwashed  and 
untidy;  (9)  that  thirty-eight  gave  trouble  because  of  habitual  tru- 
ancy; (10)  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  teachers  forty-two  pupils  ought 
to  have  been  in  special  schools.  It  should  be  added  that  no  account 
was  taken  of  defective  vision  and  teeth  in  cases  were  children  were 
receiving  proper  care  at  home.  Statistics  like  these  show  that  many 
children  do  not  get  the  care  their  parents  ought  to  give  them.  Medi- 
cal inspection  and  the  employment  of  one  or  more  persons  to  look 
after  neglected  children  are  imperative  needs  in  every  large  school 
district.  The  race  problem,  socialism,  international  peace,  reciprocity, 
woman-suffrage,  and  the  new  nationalism  are  all  great  questions,  but 
how  unimportant  they  are  when  compared  with  the  proper  care  and 
education  of  children.

We  believe  that  a  little  more  than  the  usual  advance  has  been  made 
in  the  schools  of  our  township  during  the  year  just  closed  and  feel 
gratified  by  the  favorable  comments  made  by  many  parents  upon 
the  success  of  our  efforts  to  teach  beginners  to  read.  The  systematic 
work  of  the  past  two  years  along  this  line  has  borne  good  results, 
and  to-day  our  beginner's  work  is,  perhaps,  the  most  interesting 
work  of  our  schools.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  sections  where 
we  have  a  large  percentage  of  children  of  foreign  parentage.  Many 
of  the  children  in  the  schools  of  these  sections  never  hear  a  word  of 
English  spoken  in  their  homes,  yet,  by  the  method  employed,  many 
of  our  teachers  have  succeeded  in  teaching  them  to  speak  and  read 
the  English  language  in  an  incredibly  short  time.  The  keen  interest 
of  the  little  folks,  their  pleasurable  anticipation  of  the  new  work, 
and  the  resultant  improvement  in  attendance  in  the  lower  grades, 
have  amply  repaid  us  for  the  special  efforts  put  forth  along  this  line. 
The  work  now  being  done  is  bound  to  have  a-  telling  effect  on  the 
work  of  the  upper  grades  a  few^  years  hence. 

The  high  school  commencement  exercises  were  held  in  the  Kaier 
Opera  House  on  June  8,  when  a  class  of  eighteen  graduated.  An 
interesting  and  highly  enjoyable  program  was  rendered  and  the 
large  audience  present  seemed  very  well  pleased  with  the  efforts  of 
our  young  folks. 

Our  central  grammar  school,  thanks  to  the  earnest,  conscientious 
teacher  in  charge,  continues  to  do  good  work.  Thirty-two  pupils 
passed  from  it  into  the  high  school  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Con- 
sidering the  weather  conditions  last  winter  and  the  fact  that  the 
average  distance  traveled  daily  by  pupils  attending  this  school  is 
four  miles,  the  term  attendance,  ninety-six  per  cent.,  is  something 
of  which  any  teacher  may  well  feel  proud. 

Several  improvements  of  a  permanent  character  were  made  during 
the  year,  among  them  being  some  fine  stone  and  cement  w^ork  at 
Coles.  The  heating  and  ventilating  plants  installed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term  have  given  general  satisfaction.  This  item  alone  cost 
the  district  several  thousand  dollars,  a  considerable  item  of  expense 
for  a  township  which  raises  six  times  as  much  money  by  taxation 
as  it  receives  from  the  State,  but  it  was  a  wise  expenditure.  The  im- 
proved hygienic  condition  of  the  schoolrooms  would  justify  treble  the 
outlav. 
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With  very  few  excejjtions,  our  teachers  have  been  earnest  and 
successful  in  their  work,  directors  have  been  helpful  and  encourag- 
ing, and  the  school  patrons  have  been  generous  and  loyal  in  their 
support. 

The  kindness,  courtesy  and  consideration  shown  us  by  Dr.  Schaef- 
fer  and  his  staff  in  the  Department  contributed  largely  to  the  pleasant 
features  of  the  year's  work. 


MEADVILLE— K.  H.  Bellows. 


The  total  number  of  supervisors,  teachers  and  assistants  employed 
was  67.  The  registration  in  the  high  school  was  159  boys,  233  girls, 
making  a  total  of  392.  The  number  registered  for  the  college  prepara- 
tory course  was  283,  the  number  pursuing  the  commercial  course  was 
107,  and  2  girls  registered  for  our  new  domestic  science  and  arts 
course.  The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools  was  846  boys  and 
784  girls  or  1,630.  Our  total  registration  for  the  year  was  1,005  boys 
and  1,017  girls  or  2,022. 

That  we  had  no  instruction  in  drawing  in  our  High  School,  I  have 
very  much  regretted.  Some  time  ago,  when  the  Social  Center  move- 
ment was  being  agitated,  T  submitted  a  questionaire  to  our  ITigh 
School  pupils,  asking  them  what  educational  classes  not  now  taught 
in  school,  they  would  like  to  have  the  Social  Center  offer,  should  its 
organization  be  effected.  The  majority  asked  for  drawing.  Accord- 
ingly I  have  endeavored  to  satisfy  this  need  by  offering  an  elective 
course  in  drawing  the  past  term  to  both  boys  and  girls  of  the  first 
and  second  year  High  School  classes.  The  quality  of  the  work  done, 
as  shown  in  the  annual  exhibition  of  work,  surpassed  my  expecta- 
tions and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  class  and  the  teachers.  The 
teachers  worked  without  remuneration,  the  class  bought  their  .nvn 
materials  and  the  members  of  the  class  were  so  eager  for  the  instruc- 
tion that  they  came  voluntarily  before  and  after  school  hours. 

T  have  spent  considerable  time  this  year  in  preparing  for  the  su- 
])erintendent's  office  a  card  filing  system.  I  designed  a  scholarship 
» ard  covering  all  of  the  elementary  school  course  and  another  card 
for  the  complete  High  School  course.  Both  cards  have  blank  spaces 
for  the  following  information:  names  of  child  and  parents,  home  ad- 
dress, name  of  school  previously  attended,  grades  or  subjects  re- 
peated, school  now  attending,  date  of  birth,  date  of  beginning  school 
life,  date  of  leaving  school,  reason  for  leaving,  transfers  during  the 
term  and  date  of  vaccination.  The  elementary  school  card  records 
the  grade  attended,  date  of  term's  end,  number  of  days  present,  con- 
duct, cause  of  failure,  teacher's  name  and  the  per  cent,  attained  in 
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each  subject  for  the  terra.  The  High  School  card  not  only  gives  a 
list  of  studies  pursued,  but  the  names  of  text-books,  quantity  covered, 
length  of  term  and  recitation,  and  the  number  of  recitations  per  week 
in  each  subject.  I  have  also  prepared  a  physical  record  card  cover- 
ing a  pupil's  entire  course  of  twelve  years.  This  card  shows  the  names 
of  both  pupil  and  parent,  the  address,  the  pupil's  age,  the  school  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  the  date  of  the  physical  examination,  the  name 
of  the  medical  examiner,  and  a  record  of  defects. 

Eegular  instruction  has  been  supplemented  and  enriched  by  the  lec- 
tures which  have  been  given  in  the  High  School  chapel  without  ex- 
pense to  the  board.  The  list  included  a  series  of  six  talks  on  Com- 
mon Sense  Hygiene  for  Girls,  a  talk  to  the  High  School  boys  on  Social 
Hygiene,  and  lectures  on  the  following  subjects,  many  of  which  were 
illustrated;  The  Care  of  the  Teeth,  In  and  About  Rome,  English 
Welfare  Work,  Historic  Boston,  Meat  and  Milk  Hygiene,  The  City 
of  Washington. 

The  talks  on  social  or  sex  hygiene  deserve  especial  mention  because 
of  the  nature  of  the  subject.  The  importance  of  teaching  these  mat- 
ters has  been  often  ignored  for  years  in  the  average  home,  the  mother 
and  father  often  knowing  little  of  the  causes  or  the  effects  of  disease 
and  less  of  the  best  methods  of  presenting  matters  pertaining  to  sex 
hygiene  to  their  children.  If  these  matters  are  not  taught  in  the  home 
then  the  school  must  take  them  up.  Children  must  be  protected 
against  vice,  and  the  only  sure  protection  against  vice  is  knowledge. 
The  mystery  of  life  is  to  every  child  of  unspeakable  interest,  and  no 
child  should  be  permitted  to  come  to  maturity  without  proper  scien- 
tific instruction  regarding  this  subject.  The  talks  referred  to  were 
given  by  local  physicians  to  the  high  school  boys  and  girls  separately, 
after  school  hours,  no  pupil  being  obliged  to  attend.  The  mothers 
were  invited  with  their  daughters  and  the  majority  of  the  girls  and 
many  mothers  came,  the  interest  and  attendance  sustaining  and  in- 
creasing up  to  the  end.  I  believe  that  a  definite  course  of  instruction 
of  this  nature  should  be  given  each  year  to  High  School  students.  If 
these  subjects  could  be  treated  naturally  in  the  regular  Biology 
courses,  such  a  method  would  be  preferable  to  the  formal  lecture 
method,  but  the  class  method  would  involve  a  segregation  of  the  sexes 
and  a  multiplicity  of  classes  not  always  practicable. 

In  connection  with  this  general  topic  of  lectures,  I  want  to  speak 
of  our  city  institute.  Instead  of  following  the  custom  of  holding  a 
general  ^institute,  we  divided  the  teachers  into  three  divisions  or 
grades;  viz.,  primary  (grades  1-4),  grammar  (grades  5-8),  High  School 
(grades  9-12)  on  each  day  except  one.  Three  sessions  of  each  grade 
were  held  forenoons,  and  a  specialist  well  versed  in  his  subject  ad- 
dressed each  division.  Sixteen  instructors,  several  of  Avhom  have 
national  reputations  as  educators,  gave  the  instruction. 
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Our  system  of  iiuMlical  iuspocticni  (liiiin«»;  llie  past  three  years  has 
been  most  g^ratifyinj?  in  its  results.  Many  parents  have  expressed 
to  me  (heir  apprcniation  of  tliis  woric  for  tlieir  children,  and  a  num- 
ber of  physicians  have  told  me  of  children  who  were  brought  to  them 
for  treat mont  as  a  direct  result  of  the  report  sent  the  parents  of  the 
medical  exaininalion  of  their  children.  Many  of  them  had  dc-fects  of 
which  the  parents  were  entirely  unaware. 

The  most  jjrevaleut  physical  defect  among  school  children,  accord- 
ing to  almost  all  medical  examiners,  is  that  of  defective  teeth.  Last 
year  we  found  537  cases  of  bad  teeth,  which  meant  that  there  were 
many  more,  as  only  the  very  worst  cases  reipiiring  immediate  treat- 
ment were  reported.  This  year  our  medical  examination  showed  that 
hundreds  had  defective  teeth.  During  the  month  of  March  I  visited 
all  the  rooms  of  the  elementary  schools  to  ascertain  how  many  of  o\ir 
pupils  were  i)roi)erly  caring  for  their  teeth.  The  investigation  showed 
1,149  pupils  enrolled  (the  unusually  small  number  being  due  to  the 
prevalence  of  whooping-cough  and  mumps  at  that  time).  Of  this  num- 
ber 862  claimed  to  own  tooth  brushes,  but  only  429  or  about  37  per 
cent,  of  the  pupils  used  them  regularly.  Soon  after  I  had  ascertained 
the  urgest  need  of  dental  treatment  among  our  school  children,  I  con- 
ferred with  some  of  the  members  of  the  Meadville  Dental  Society. 
They  called  a  meeting  of  members  at  once  and  voted  to  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  a  free  dental  clinic  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
children  of  the  city.  They  also  agreed  to  devote  a  half  day  each 
month  to  clinic  work,  each  operator  furnishing  his  own  instruments. 
One  of  the  dentists  has  an  extra  chair  we  may  use  and  several  promi- 
nent citizens  have  agreed  to  furnish  the  necessary  apparatus  and  ma- 
terials. We  look  to  our  school  directors  to  provide  a  small  room  for 
the  i)urpose  and  I  believe  they  will  do  it. 


MIDDLETOWN— H.  J.  ^Vickey. 


After  a  reasonable  successful  year  our  schools  closed  May  24.  The 
baccalaureate  service  was  held  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  the  sermon  by  the 
pastor.  Rev.  J.  M.  Shelly.  Public  transfer  exercises  were  held  in  the 
High  School  room  when  thirty  students  were  promoted  to  the  High 
School.  Rev.  S.  T.  Nicholas  of  the  Lutheran  church  gave  an  exceed- 
ingly inspiring  address.  The  high  school  commencement  was  held 
May  26.  The  address  to  the  class  was  made  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Sparks, 
President  of  State  College.  Mr.  H.  C.  Lindemuth,  President  of  the 
school  board,  after  a  yerj  appropriate  address  presented  diplomas  to 
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12  young  men  and  six  young  ladie.s.  At  least  50  jier  cent,  of  this  class 
will  be  matriculated  in  college  or  normal  school  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  High  School  course  as  now  maintained  admits  our  students 
to  the  best  colleges  in  the  State  aud  in  some  instances  our  students 
are  granted  advanced  standing  in  some  of  the  college  subjects.  The 
patrons  of  our  schools  are  generally  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  town 
maintains  a  school  classed  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  In- 
struction among  the  first  grade  High  Schools.  During  the  year  few 
changes  were  necessary  in  the  High  School  course,  except  that  a  regu- 
lar laboratory  course  in  Physics  was  added,  and  Trigonometry  was 
added  to  the  course  in  mathematics. 

The  work  in  the  grades  was  of  a  very  satisfactory  nature.  The 
course  Avas  enriched  to  some  extent  in  the  four  grades  below  the  High 
School.  Special  stress  was  laid  upon  reading  aud  language  work 
in  the  first  five  grades.  Music  and  drawing  under  a  special  supervisor 
was  a  prominent  feature  throughout  the  schools. 

Teachers'  meetings  and  grade  meetings  were  held  at  regular  inter- 
vals during  the  year.  Stress  was  laid  particularly  upon  the  methods 
of  teaching  the  various  subjects  of  the  curriculum. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  is  the  construction  of  our 
new  High  School  building.  The  corner  stone  of  this  building  was 
laid  November  11,  1910.  Hon.  Keed  B.  Teitrick  made  the  address  of 
the  occasion.  The  cornerstone  was  laid  by  H.  C.  Lindemuth,  Presi- 
dent of  the  School  Board.  The  contents  of  the  cornerstone  was  an- 
nounced by  the  superintendent.  These  consisted  of  a  historical  sketch 
of  the  school  district  since  the  establishment  of  the  first  common 
school  in  the  borough,  January  1,  1835 ;  a  copy  of  the  course  of  study ; 
a  picture  of  each  school  in  the  district ;  three  coins  bearing  the  dates 
1834,  1835  and  1910  respectively;  a  copy  of  the  local  newspapers;  a 
U.  S.  flag,  and  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Bible. 

The  new  building  has  a  frontage  of  129  feet  and  a  depth  of  96  feet. 
The  basement  contains  heating  rooms,  toilets  and  play  rooms.  The 
first  floor  contains  six  class  rooms  and  an  office,  and  the  second  floor 
contains  the  High  School  assembly  room,  five  class  rooms,  a  labora- 
tory, supply  room,  and  a  rest  room.  The  building  is  heated  by  the 
Webster  Vacuum  dry  system  of  steam.  The  building  without  seatings 
costs  the  district  |44,947.  Two  of  our  old  unsanitary  buildings  will 
be  disposed  of.  The  grammar  schools  will  be  moved  into  the  old 
High  School  quarters  and  will  be  conducted  on  the  departmental 
plan.  Other  improvements  will  be  made  in  our  grading  and  classifi- 
cation as  a  result  of  the  improved  equipment. 

The  educational  forces  labored  in  harmony  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  schools.  Much  credit  is  due  our  progressive  directors  who  more 
and  more  realize  that  the  schools  exist  for  the  children  and  not  for 
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any  otlier  ekMiu'iil  in  llie  cHlucational  .system.  Willi  dircclois,  teachers, 
and  {)atr()ns  working  in  haiinony  we  a[)proa(li  llu'  new  school  year 
wiili  exceedingly  bright  prospects. 

Onr  thanks  arc  dne  the  State  DeparhnenI  for  valuable  assistance, 
to  the  press  and  pulpit  for  encouragement,  and  to  every  other  ele- 
ment that  has  helped  to  make  the  schools  a  success. 


MONESSEN— H.  E.  Gress. 


Our  school  term  of  nine  months  ended  May  31.  On  that  date  a  class 
of  fifteen  graduated  from  the  High  School,  five  boys  and  ten  girls.  A 
majority  of  these  graduates  intend  to  continue  their  school  course  at 
some  higher  institution. 

The  teachers  have  done  faithful  work  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils 
in  most  cases  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  year  was  marked  by  the 
spirit  of  good  wall  which  existed  between  teachers  and  pupils. 

Teachers'  meetings  and  grade  meetings  were  held  monthly  through- 
out the  year.  Hinsdale's  ''Art  of  Study"  and  M'Murry's  "How  to 
Teach  Language"  w^ere  the  basis  for  study  and  discussion  at  the  gen- 
eral teachers'  meetings. 

In  the  primary  and  lower  grammar  grades  much  attention  was 
I»aid  to  spelling  and  reading.  New  supplementary  readers  were  fur- 
nished for  the  first  three  grades.  This  resulted  in  marked  improve- 
ment in  these  branches. 

During  the  year  an  eight  room  school  building  was  comjjleted  and 
occupied.  This  relieved  the  crowded  condition  that  existed  in  a  num- 
ber of  schools  and  permitted  more  efficient  work  to  be  done. 

The  new  building  was  furnished  with  the  latest  and  best  adjustable 
desks.  One  of  the  other  buildings  is  also  furnished  with  this  kind  of 
desk.  These  desks  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  children  and  for  that 
reason  are  quite  an  advantage  to  the  schools  furnished  with  them. 

During  the  ijast  year  the  boys  of  the  SA  and  8B  grades  were  taught 
manual  training  and  the  girls  of  the  7A,  8B,  and  8A  grades  were 
taught  sewing.  During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  be  able  to  intro- 
duce manual  training  in  the  7A  grade  also. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  board  of  directors  for  the  interest  taken  in 
the  schools,  and  for  the  assistance  rendered  during  the  past  year. 
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MOUNT  CAKMEL— Samuel  Halsey  Dean. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  very  little  illness  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  or  of  the  teachers. 

The  causes  of  retardation  are  largely :  Not  being  well  born,  drink, 
smoke,  poverty,  decayed  teeth,  bad  habits,  adenoids,  inflamed  tonsils, 
deaf,  and  misfit  teachers.  It  is  wonderful  how  children  develop  so 
much  power  of  adaptability  and  overcome  so  many  obstacles.  Our 
teachers  have  been  more  or  less  expert  in  diagnosing  troubles  and 
parents  have  generally,  where  able,  gratefully  followed  up  the  sugges- 
tions made.  But  the  painful  fact  still  remains  that  much  misery  and 
retardation  goes  on  with  no  power  to  stop  it.  Many  finally  drop  out 
of  the  race  and  apply  for  working  certificates  and  enter  life's  struggle 
in  a  crippled  condition. 

As  hard  as  this  is  it  does  not  seem  as  bad  as  for  strong  vigorous 
children  being  compelled  to  remain  idle  to  form  bad  habits  during 
the  summer  months  because  some  foolish  people  made  a  law  forbid- 
ding those  to  work  who  do  not  have  a  working  certificate,  and  forbid- 
ding the  issuing  of  certificates  unless  a  child  be  14  years  old.  There  is 
a  divine  law  that  says  one  must  get  his  food  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow. 
Town  life  makes  a  need  of  a  different  law  from  what  a  farmer's  child 
needs.    A  child  has  a  right  to  work. 

Our  School  Board  has  provided  us  with  an  up-to-date  school  house 
of  twelve  rooms.  There  is  not  a  more  complete  building  in  the  State. 
Indirect  steam  radiation  with  a  fan  controlled  by  thermostats  give 
most  excellent  results  and  relieve  the  teachers  of  all  care  to  regulate 
the  heat  and  fresh  air. 

Our  enrollment  for  the  year  is  2,242.  Of  the  teaching  force,  2  hold 
permanent  certificates,  44  Normal  Diplomas,  and  the  5  teachers  in 
the  High  Scliool  are  college  graduates.  Great  credit  is  due  to  our 
School  Board  for  securing  such  a  strong  teaching  force  as  well  as  to 
the  teachers  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  all  school  work. 


NANTICOKE— Alton  P.  Diffendafer. 


The  school  year  was  singularly  free  from  epidemics.  The  number 
of  children  excluded  from  school  on  account  of  contagious  diseases 
was  at  no  part  of  the  year  large.  The  compulsory  law  and  the  new 
employment  certificate  law  continue  to  keep  many  of  the  boys  and 
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girls  who  wei'o  loruicrl}'  aecustometl  lu  go  to  work  at,  twelve  and 
thirteen  years  of  age  in  school  one  and  two  years  longer.  JJoys,  less 
than  fourteen  years  of  age,  are  not  now  leaving  school  in  the  third 
and  fourth  grades,  l)ut  are  receiving  the  advantage  of  the  schools  in 
the  liflh  and  (he  sixth  year  grades.  This  will  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  boys  in  their  future  years. 

We  discern  a  tendency  upon  the  part  of  a  larger  number  of  parents 
to  keep  the  children  in  the  upper  grades  and  when  possible  to  give 
(hem  the  advantage  of  High  School  instruction.  A  large  number  of 
jiupils  was  promoted  from  each  grade  to  the  next  higher  one  than  in 
any  previous  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  term  seventy-four  pupils  of  the  grammar 
school  received  a  diploma  showing  that  they  had  honorably  completed 
the  work  of  that  grade  and  were  admitted  to  the  freshmen  class  of 
the  High  School.  At  the  same  time  twenty-one  seniors  of  the  High 
School  received  a  diploma  showing  that  they  had  successfully  com- 
pleted the  four  years  course  of  a  liigh  School  of  the  first  class  in 
this  State.  All  of  these  diplomas  were  awarded  only  after  a  thorough 
examination  showed  that  the  pupils  were  proficient  in  the  work 
covered.  Three-fourths  of  those  who  were  graduated  from  the  High 
School  will  enter  Normal  schools  or  colleges  in  the  fall. 

During  the  school  year  the  superintendent  made  1,189  visits  to  the 
schools;  school  directors  made  1)0  visits;  parents  made  232  visits,  and 
teachers  made  1,033  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  pupils. 

One  new  school  building  was  completed  early  in  the  term  to  be 
used  instead  of  an  old,  unsanitary,  over-crowded  one.  At  its  com- 
pletion and  dedication  a  beautiful  flag  was  presented  to  the  district 
by  the  Jr.  O.  U.  A.  M.  Appropriate  exercises  were  held.  A  sixteen 
room  building  of  the  most  modern  type  has  been  erected  and  will  be 
occupied  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  term.  These  two  build- 
ings will  give  us  relief  from  the  over-crowded  condition  we  have  ex- 
perienced for  several  years.  Our  directors  deserve  commendation  for 
erecting  these  modern  and  handsome  school  buildings,  and  for  provid- 
ing so  liberally  for  the  needs  of  the  children. 

Our  resources  do  not  permit  us  to  have  medical  inspection,  but  the 
health  of  the  children  has  not  been  neglected.  Defects  in  hearing 
and  sight  are  observed  by  the  teachers,  and  many  parents  have  been 
notified  to  have  medical  attention  given  the  children.  We  are  per- 
suaded that  great  good  would  come  from  the  employment  of  a  medi- 
cal inspector  and  a  school  nurse  and  regret  our  inability  to  do  so  at 
this  time. 

The  retardation  of  school  children  has  been  a  study  with  us  during 
the  past  year.  We  find  in  our  schools  that  the  most  frequent  cause 
for  non-promotion,  or  retardation,  is  the  fact  that  the  child  has  not 
been  a  regular  attendant  at  our  schools.     Frequently  the  first  years 
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are  spent  in  schools  where  the  essentials  are  neglected,  and  the  child 
when  he  comes  to  us  finds  himself  unable  to  do  the  work  of  the  grade 
that  corresponds  to  his  age.  We  have  taken  a  large  number  of  children 
who  entered  our  schools  at  six  years  of  age  and  who  attended  regu- 
larly, and  found  that  they  seldom  missed  a  promotion,  while  on  the 
other  hand  the  children  who  were  irregular  in  attendance  were  the 
ones  who  failed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Our  course  of  study  does  not  include  instruction  in  domestic 
science,  manual  or  vocational  training.  We  recognize  the  value  of 
these  and  are  anticipating  the  time  when  we  may  offer  these  advan- 
tages to  the  boys  and  girls  of  Nanticoke. 


NEW  BRIGHTON— C.  C.  Green. 


In  writing  this,  my  last  report  as  superintendent  of  the  New  Brigh- 
ton schools.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  words  to  adequately  express  my 
deep  appreciation  of  the  hearty  support  which  my  efforts  have  re- 
ceived during  the  past  five  years.  This  support  has  come,  not  only 
from  the  board  of  directors  and  the  teachers,  but  I  have  enjoyed  the 
confidence  of  the  children  and  the  people  of  this  community  generally. 
New  Brighton  has  always  been  a  good  scl^ool  town.  The  people  value 
education  and  have  pride  in  their  schools. 

There  is  nothing  of  a  sensational  character  to  report  for  the  past 
year.  The  work  of  our  schools  has  proceeded  in  a  quiet  but  effective 
manner. 

The  merit  system  of  fixing  teachers'  salaries  continues  to  receive 
the  approval  of  the  teachers,  board  of  directors,  and  community  at 
large. 

Argument  is  not  necessary  to  establish  the  fact  that  good  schools 
are  impossible  without  efficient  teachers.  No  community  need  ex- 
pect to  retain  the  services  of  efficient  teachers  without  some  method 
of  recognizing  their  merits.     Some  of  the  features  of  our  plan  are 

as  follows: 

1.  No  teacher  is  advanced  in  salary  after  she  has  ceased  to  ad- 
vance in  efficiency. 

2.  Length  of  service  is  a  factor  only  in  so  far  as  it  can  be  shown 
that  it  has  been  conducive  to  greater  ability. 

3.  An  effiiciency  record  of  all  teachers  is  kept.  This  record  speci- 
fies particular  qualities  desired  in  the  teacher. 
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4.  By  an  auloinatic  aiTangement  all  teachers  who  are  successful 
and  show  evidence  of  advaiuenieiit  in  eriiciency  receive  an  increase  in 
salary  each  year  until  they  reach  a  inaxinium  salary  estal)lished  by 
the  Hoard. 

5.  A  definite  statement  show  in<>;  wherein  she  has  failed  to  meet  the 
requirements,  is  furnished  upon  application  to  every  teacher  who  has 
not  been  given  tlie  increase  in  salary-  ])rovided  by  the  schedule. 

In  our  report  for  11)09  we  recommended  the  employment  of  special 
teachers  for  backward  pupils.  A  beginning  in  this  work  was  made 
during  the  past  year  and  the  results  were  encouraging.  It  is  a  source 
of  gratification  to  me  to  know  that  three  teachers  well  ecpiipped  for 
this  work  have  been  employed  for  next  year. 


NEW  CASTLE— T.  A.  Kimes. 


Not  in  the  fifteen  years  that  I  have  been  connected  with  the  schools 
here,  have  we  worked  at  so  great  a  disadvantage,  due  to  sickness 
among  teachers  and  pupils,  as  during  the  year  just  closed;  but  in 
spite  of  this  fact,  very  good  w^ork  has  been  accomplished. 

Our  schools  closed  on  June  2 ;  a  class  of  ninety-one  boys  and  girls 
receiving  diplomas.  The  total  enrollment  for  the  year,  passed  the 
six  thousand  mark.  Of  this,  five  hundred  and  fifty-seven  were  High 
School  pupils. 

Each  year  we  are  receiving  in  our  High  School  a  larger  percentage 
of  our  eighth-grade  pupils,  and  with  the  introduction  of  Manual 
Training  and  Domestic  Science  into. the  eight-grade,  as  we  have 
planned  for  next  year,  a  still  greater  increase  will  be  noticed. 

We  expect  to  occupy  our  new  High  School  next  fall,  and  have  com- 
menced to  remodel  our  present  High  School,  and  use  it  for  an  eighth- 
grade  building,  only.  This  move,  we  believe,  will  have  advantages 
over  the  old  way  of  an  eighth-grade  in  each  building. 

The  High  School  course  has  been  revised,  and  departments  estab- 
lished. This,  also,  we  believe  to  be  an  improvement  over  our  present 
plan. 

Never  have  our  citizens  taken  as  active  an  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  schools  as  during  the  past  year.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  ladies 
who  are  at  the  head  of  the  "Federation  of  Women's  Clubs."  Our 
teachers  readily  co-operated  in  the  movement  for  closer  relationship 
between  the  lionie  and  the  schools,  with  the  result  that  the  work  done, 
during  the  year,  is  perhaps  the  best  accomplished  in  years. 
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Our  experience  with  the  portable  school  buildings  has  been  most 
satisfactory,  three  of  them  being  in  use  during  the  year.  They,  in 
our  judgment,  have  solved  the  question  of  temporary  congestion  in 
school  attendance. 

Our  Board  has  given  much  thought,  and  done  much  work  looking 
to  the  improvement  of  the  schools  during  the  year.  On  the  whole, 
we  like  to  think  that  never  in  the  history  of  our  schools  has  more 
progress  been  made,  or  a  more  harmonious  feeling  existed  among  all 
of  those  who  have  anything  to  do  with  tli©  operation  and  management 
of  the  school  system. 


NEWPORT  TOWNSHIP,   (Luzerne  County),— H.  U.  Nyhart. 


Despite  the  fact  that  we  had  a  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching 
force,  the  past  year  has  been  reasonably  successful.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  year  the  schools  in  two  different  parts  of  the  district  were 
crowded.  In  "Wanamie  the  condition  was  relieved  by  opening  the 
new  High  School  building  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  and  in  Alden 
the  condition  will  be  relieved  during  the  coming  year  when  a  new 
six-room  building  will  be  completed. 

Our  new  High  School  building  was  dedicated  on  the  30th  day  of 
May.  As  a  part  of  the  dedicatory  exercises  the  teachers  of  the  dis- 
trict gave  an  entertainment  in  the  new  auditorium.  This  new  build- 
ing with  its  modern  equipment  must  pri)ve  a  great  benefit  to  our 
High  School. 

The  grade  work  has  been  along  the  lines  followed  in  previous  years. 
Vocal  music  and  drawing  have  been  taught  in  every  grade. 

The  graduating  exercises  were  held  on  Thursday  evening  June  16th, 
in  the  new  auditorium.    The  class  numbered  seven. 


NORKISTOWN— A.  S.  Martin. 


There  were  no  marked  changes  in  the  management  of  the  schools 
during  the  year  ending  July  1st.  The  policy  of  the  schools  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  has  been  to  articulate  as  closely  as  possible  with  the 
business  and  life  of  the  community.  Good  English,  proficiency  in 
spelling,  and  a  knowledge  of  home  industries  and  home  civics  re- 
ceived deserved  recognition. 
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Depailiiu'Utal  work  in  the  eighth  year  grades  which  air  consoli- 
dated in  two  buildings  continues  to  be  effective.  In  this  grade  among 
other  subjecis  (he  children  are  required  to  study  elementary  science 
(physics  and  chemislry )  and  home  civicii.  Five  mouths  are  devested 
to  each  of  these  subjects.  German  may  also  be  pursued  by  such  as 
are  able  and  who  have  the  permission  of  the  parents.  \'ocal  music, 
drawing,  manual  training,  physical  culture,  and  sewing  have  a  place 
in  our  elementary  and  High  Schools  as  special  subject  and  are  under 
the  direction  of  supervisors.  Natural  history  receives  rational  atten- 
tion iu  the  elementary  schools.  Medical  inspection  will  continue  to 
be  a  part  of  the  policy  of  the  school. 

in  the  High  School,  four  courses  are  maintained:  the  Kegular,  the 
Commercial,  the  Manual  Training,  and  the  Classical.  One  of  four 
subjects  of  each  term  is  made  elective.  It  is  possible  for  a  jjupil  to 
graduate  in  an}"  one  of  the  first  three  courses  without  pursuing  a 
foreign  language.  Four  studies  are  required  of  all  pupils.  Only 
pupils  whose  work  of  the  previous  term  has  been  creditable  may  Avith 
the  permission  of  the  parents  and  the  principal  and  superintendent 
pursue  a  fifth  subject. 

The  professional  side  of  the  teacher's  life  was  stimulated  during 
the  3'ear  by  monthly  teachers'  institutes,  parent-teachers'  meetings, 
universitj'  extension  lectures,  and  by  special  courses  at  various  insti- 
tutions of  learning.  As  a  rule  the  teachers  were  earnest  in  their  work 
and  successful  in  reaching  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  19UG,  there  were  eighty-three  teachers.  In  1911- 
1912,  there  will  be  ninety-one  or  more  teachers.  In  190G  there  were 
eight  teachers  whose  professional  qualifications  were  limited  by  a 
provisional  certificate  and  twenty-two  teachers  who  held  professional 
certificates.  In  1911  there  will  be  two  teachers  with  provisional  cer- 
tificates and  thirteen  with  professional  certificates. 

The  good  work  of  the  teachers  was  very  appropriately  recognized 
by  a  fair  increase  in  salary.  During  1907,  forty-three  teachers  re- 
ceived the  minimum  salary  allowed  by  the  State.  During  1911-1912 
only  two  teachers  will  receive  the  minimum  salary.  The  average 
salary  for  1906-1907  per  month  was  fifty -four  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents  (54.81).  In  1911-1912  it  will  be  sixty-seven  dollars  and  sixty- 
three  cents  (67.63). 

All  the  school  buildings  are  well  equipped.  Many  of  them  have  been 
recently  painted  and  all  are  placed  on  a  strictly  sanitary  basis.  Drink- 
ing fountains  were  installed  in  one  of  the  buildings. 

The  new  school  board  will  take  charge  of  a  school-plant  whose 
buildings,  grounds,  books  and  apparatus  are  in  excellent  condition. 
They  will  also  find  a  body  of  capable  and  earnest  teachers.  They  will 
take  charge  of  a  sj'stem  of  schools  whose  success  in  the  past  may  in 
part  be  measured  by  the  many  excellent  citizens  of  the  town  who  are 
the  product  of  the  public  schools. 
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I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  support  given  me  by  the  directors, 
teachers,  citizens,  and  the  press  in  conducting  the  schools.  I  also  ac- 
knowledge the  valuable  suggestions  received  from  the  T)ei)artment  of 
Public  Instruction. 


NORTHAMPTON— W.  D.  Landis. 


Our  school  term  of  ten  month  closed  on  Friday,  June  16,  1911. 
The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  1,089. 

There  are  now  twenty-seven  teachers  in  our  corps,  of  whom  one  is 
a  college  graduate,  twenty-two  normal  school  graduates,  two  hold 
permanent  certificates,  one  a  business  college  diploma  and  one  a  pro- 
visional certificate. 

The  monograph,  ''Teaching  Children  How  to  Study,"  by  Dr.  Ear- 
hart,  was  studied  by  the  teachers  under  the  instruction  of  the  super- 
intendent. 

Parents'  Day  was  given  much  prominence  in  the  schools  during 
the  year.  Invitations  were  sent  out  by  the  teachers  and  hundreds  of 
parents  responded.  The  programs  upon  these  days  consisted  of  ad- 
dresses of  welcome,  recitations  of  memory  selections,  vocal  and  in- 
strumental music,  and  addresses  by  prominent  school  men.  An  ex- 
hibit of  the  work  of  the  children  was  given  at  each  building.  The 
good  resulting  out  of  these  meetings  expresses  itself  in  better  attend- 
ance, a  desire  to  do  better  work,  remaining  in  school  after  the  age 
of  fourteen  years,  and  a  closer  union  among  teachers,  parents  and 
pupils. 

A  lecture  course  of  four  attractions  was  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  High  School  in  its  auditorium.  The  following  numbers  ap- 
peared: Chicago  Ladies  Orchestra,  Dr.  Roland  Dwight  Grant, 
Chicago  Singers  and  Players'  Club,  and  Brush,  the  Magician. 

The  grades  from  the  third  to  the  eighth  w^ere  supplied  with  Rand- 
MacNalley's  eighteen  inch  "hanging  globe."  These  supplied  a  long 
felt  need  and  ought  to  be  found  in  every  class-room  wiiere  geography 
is  taught. 

A  card  index  of  pupils'  work,  attendance,  etc.,  has  been  started  in 
the  superintendent's  office. 

During  the  year  about  five  hundred  volumes  were  added  to  our  High 
School  library.  This  however  includes  the  reference  library  suggested 
by  the  Department  in  the  High  School  manual. 

The  statuary  arriving  late  in  the  term  will  adorn  the  halls  and 
class-rooms  of  the  high  school  at  its  opening  in  fall. 
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The  nigh  School  work  has  been  very  salisi'aclorv.  W"\\\\  our  new 
(inarters  came  new  life  bolh  in  teachers  and  pupils.  The  commercial 
course  ortored  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  term  had  a  tendency  to  keep 
pupils  at  school  who  otherwise  might  have  gone  to  work.  The  gradu- 
ating exercises  were  held  in  the  auditorium  on  Tuesday  evening  June 
20.  The  class  numbered  twelve.  Dr.  C.  C.  Ellis  of  Juniata  College, 
Huntingdon,  Pa.,  delivered  the  commencement  address,  the  most 
popular  ever  delivered  at  Northampton, 

In  i)resenting  this  my  third  report  of  the  Northampton  schools, 
I  beg  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  splendid  co-operation 
(»f  the  dii-ectors,  teachers,  pui)ils  and  ])arents. 


OIL  CITY— James  J.  Palmer. 


No  great  changes  in  the  organization  or  general  work  of  the  schools 
were  made  in  the  3'ear  just  closed.  Perhaps  the  most  imjKirtant  event 
of  the  year  which  might  be  called  school  news  was  the  addition  of 
the  borough  of  Silverly  as  the  Tenth  Ward  of  the  city.  This  brought 
into  our  system  nine  additional  teachers  and  three  hundred  and  tifty- 
two  pupils.  Our  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  three  thousand 
thirty-six  pupils,  the  daily  attendance  two  thousand  ninety. 

Both  teachers  and  pupils  found  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  during 
the  year  on  account  of  a  great  many  cases  of  childrens'  contagious 
diseases.  Although  these  were  of  the  milder  sort,  such  as  measles, 
whooping  cough,  chickenpox,  and  mumps,  the  enforcement  of  strict 
quarantine  by  the  Board  of  Health  affected  the  attendance,  and  there- 
by the  school  work,  of  a  great  many  children  besides  those  w^ho  had 
the  diseases. 

There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  in  these  days  of  industrial  schools, 
vocational  courses,  and  the  many  attractive  and  somewhat  spectacu- 
lar features  introduced  into  the  schools  to  forget  that  the  real  work 
of  the  schools  is  to  develop  intelligence  and  that  the  older  means  of 
education  by  the  so-called  "common  branches"  must  still  receive  a 
large  amount  of  attention  if  the  schools  are  to  accomplish  the  best 
results. 

Witli  this  thought  in  the  mind  of  our  supervision  of  the  schools 
has  had  for  its  aim  the  development  of  efficient  teaching  by  the  regu- 
lar teacher.  To  make  i)upils  keenly  intelligent  to  the  fact  that  they 
do  or  do  not  know  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  common  school 
studies  lays  the  foundation  for  definite  intelligent  living  in  the  future 
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relations  of  life.  While  many  of  the  new  things  are  excellent,  let 
us  not  neglect  the  good  of  the  old  for  some  things  which  are  only  in 
the  experimental  stage  anyway. 

This  3'ear  has  found  tlie  community  more  sympathetic  with  the 
teacher  in  her  work  and  on  the  whole  more  heart}-  in  the  loj'al  sup- 
port of  the  schools  than  the  last.  This  indicates  a  wholesome  con- 
dition in  the  public  sentiment  and  lays  a  foundation  for  future  im- 
jirovement.  We  close  the  year's  work  with  grateful  appreciation  of 
the  co-operation  for  good  schools  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  the  di- 
rectors and  the  community  at  large  and  look  into  the  new  year  with 
the  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  seive  tlie  cause  of  education  in  this 
coumiunity  better  than  in  the  past. 


OLD  FORGE— Francis  R.  Covne. 


We  completed  and  occupied  our  new  High  School  building  which 
is  thoroughl}^  modern  in  all  its  appointments,  including  an  electric- 
ally operated  vacuum  sweeper.  Our  seven  buildings  are  steam  heated, 
well  ventilated  and  supplied  with  the  most  recent  sanitary  closets. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  Old  Forge  borough  High  School, 
Lackawanna  county,  a  cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report. 

Size  81  by  113;  height,  44  feet;  9  class  rooms;  auditorium  40  by 
80;  auditorium  seats  400;  frame  building;  size  of  grounds  two  acres; 
cost  142,000 ;  date  of  dedication,  September  13,  1911. 

All  our  schools  are  graded — the  four  years'  High  School  course 
having  an  enrollment  of  eighty-eight  pupils  under  the  instruction  of 
four  teachers.  The  compulsory  attendance  law  has  been  rigidly  en- 
forced by  a  capable  truant  officer.  We  held  monthly  institutes  of 
the  teachers  besides  sixteen  informal  meetings  at  which  we  discussed 
the  rules  governing  the  conduct  of  pupils,  books  to  be  read  and 
courses  of  study  pursued  by  the  teachers. 

Under  rather  adverse  circumstances  we  have  had  a  fairly  success- 
ful year  and  open  the  new  year  with  very  bright  prospects. 


OLYPHANT— M.  W.  Cummings. 


The  term  which  closed  June  7th  was  undoubtedly  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  the  history  of  our  schools.  It  was  marked  by  improved 
equipment  in  buildings  and  furnishings,  increased  attendance,  and 
a  higher  degree  of  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils. 
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Our  new  Ccnfral  High  School  was  Uedicatocl  Sei»tenibei-  5th,  1910. 
In  the  afternoon  open  air  exercises  were  conducted  while  those  of  the 
evening  were  held  in  the  spacious  auditorium.  The  principal  address 
at  both  meetings  was  delivered  by  lion.  Keed  Teitrick,  Deputy  State 
Superintoiidout  of  Tublic  Instruction. 

The  new  Koosevelt  building  in  the  fourth  ward,  designed  to  relieve 
the  over-ci-owdcd  condition  of  the  AVashington  school,  was  o{)ened  in 
March.  It  is  a  four  room  building  and  contains  all  modern  improve^ 
ments.  Ground  was  broken  for  this  school  about  the  time  the  former 
president  visit(Ml  Olyphant,  and  to  commemorate  the  event  it  was 
named  in  his  honor. 

The  enrollment  for  the  term  was  1,455,  an  increase  of  114  over  the 
previous  term.  This  increase  necessitated  tlie  employment  of  three 
additional  teachers,  making  our  corps  of  instructors  thirty  at  present. 

The  annual  cimimencement  was  held  at  the  auditorium  of  the  cen- 
tral High  School  on  June  8th,  thirteen  students  receiving  diplomas. 
The  addre<^s  was  delivered  by  Supt.  Coughlin  of  Wilkes-Barre,  and 
was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  large  audience  present. 

During  the  year  our  teachers  united  with  those  of  Archbald  and 
Winton  in  conducting  a  series  of  educational  meetings,  each  district 
holding  one.  The  Olyphant  meeting  was  held  in  November,  the  prin- 
cipal instructor  being  Dr.  Andrew  Thomas  Smith  of  Mansfield  State 
Normal  School.  The  success  of  these  meetings  insures  their  continu- 
ance during  the  coming  term,  when  other  adjacent  districts  are  ex- 
pected to  participate. 


PHOENIXVILLE— Kobert  E.  Laramv. 


Our  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  1,529.  Of  this  250  were  en- 
I'olled  in  the  High  School  and  50  of  these  were  from  outside  districts. 
The  graduating  class  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  town  and 
numbered  42. 

The  teachers  met  in  a  weekly  volunteer  class  to  study  Allen's  Civics 
and  Health.  They  also  held  monthly  meetings  and  attended  the 
course  of  University  Extension  Lectures  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  University  Club  by  Prof.  Christian  Gauss  of  Princeton  Uni- 
versity. Kecently  nearly  all  joined  the  Pennsylvania  State  Teachers' 
League. 

The  Home  and  School  Association  formed  a  year  ago  continued  a 
good  work  and  carried  out  a  series  of  meetings  and  entertainments. 
In  one  of  these  meetings  the  High  School  faculty  conferred  with  the 
parents  of  the  High  School  graduating  class.  To  another  the  parents 
of  High  School  and  eight  grade  pupils  were  invited. 
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The  year  has  seen  a  great  improvement  in  our  buildings.  The  new 
Mason  street  building  is  modern  in  every  appointment.  The  work 
of  painting  the  walls  and  furnishing  the  floors  with  adjustable  desks 
and  chairs  is  continued.    Sanitary  fountains  are  also  being  installed. 

The  new  High  School  is  the  first  steel-concrete  scliool  building  in 
this  section.  It  is  equipped  with  thermostatic  control  of  a  fan  driven 
hot  air  plant,  pneumatic  clock  system,  electric  lighting,  manual  train- 
and  domestic  science  rooms,  basement  and  mezzanine  toilets,  drink- 
ing fountains,  draughting  room  and  the  usual  laboratories,  lecture 
room  and  recitation  rooms.  The  recitation  rooms  are  24  feet  by  22 
feet  and  equipped  with  tablet  arm  chairs. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  equipment  is  the  complete  furnishing 
of  the  board  room  and  superintendent's  office  by  the  family  of  Mr. 
Wm.  H.  Parsons,  a  recent  former  president  of  the  board  of  directors. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Phoenixville  High  School,  a 
cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Eeport. 

Size,  132  feet  x  70  feet ;  heighth,  41  feet  above  ground,  44  feet  in  all 
to  basement  floor ;  thirty  rooms ;  size  of  auditorium,  64  feet  x  52  feet ; 
auditorium  seats  600;  walls  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete;  size 
of  grounds  330  feet  x  190  feet;  approximate  cost  of  grounds  and 
buildings  |73,500.00;  date  of  dedication  November  11,  1911. 

The  board  of  directors  by  the  option  granted  them  under  the  new 
code  decided  to  place  the  splendid  school  library  under  the  control 
of  a  board  of  trustees  as  formerly.  Medical  Inspection  was  also  ac- 
cepted and  the  work  which  has  been  going  on  along  th&se  lines  will 
be  continued. 


PITTSBUKGH— Samuel  Andrews. 


The  past  school  year  was  full  of  earnest  work  and  endeavor  by 
principals,  supervisors  and  teachers  and  consequently  substantial 
progress  in  every  line  is  the  result. 

The  Eeading  Circle  committee  reports  an  increased  number  of 
teachers  reading  the  prescribed  books  of  the  course;  many  teachers 
have  found  time  to  read  all  of  the  books  suggested  and  have  not 
limited  theihselves  to  those  required  by  the  committee. 

The  Bureau  of  Health  has  organized  a  complete  system  of  medical 
inspection.  A  staff  of  thirty  medical  inspectors  and  ten  trained 
nurses  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  a  chief  medical  inspector 
has  charge  of  the  work.  This  work  is  showing  the  necessity  of  special 
schools  for  backward,  defective  and  delinquent  children  and  we  hope 
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((>  jiiiive  ill  (he  poiut  wliere  the  physicians  will  not  be  content  to 
siinj>ly  deled  infeclious  and  eoutagious  diseases  and  order  the  isola- 
tion, exclusion  and  detention  of  pupils  suffering  from  Iheni,  but  also 
to  sujigesi  measures  for  maintaining  and  increasing  those  backward 
in  their  studies  through  misfortune,  physical  defects  or  poor  men- 
tality, .4^ 

The  Carnegie  library  with  is  corps  of  enthusiastic  assistants  con- 
tinues to  exorcise  a  wholesome  influence  over  the  reading  of  the 
children  of  the  city. 

Two  new  music  supervisors  were  elected  during  the  past  year  and 
the  work  done  in  this  department  is  showing  a  marked  improvement 
due  to  more  adequate  supervision. 

Penny  hmches  for  the  children  were  organized  by  the  various 
women's  clubs  of  the  city  and  found  instant  favor  among  the  pupils 
of  the  districts  in  which  it  was  found  expedient  to  place  them.  This 
is,  to  my  mind,  a  splendid  work,  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
to  those  noble  women  Avho  make  it  possible  to  provide  a  nourishing 
luncheon  for  school  children. 

The  departments  of  drawing,  manual  training  and  domestic  science 
continue  to  do  commendable  work. 

Through  the  generosity  of  some  of  our  high  public  spirited  citizens 
several  new  kindergartens  have  been  established  during  the  past  year. 

The  following  is  a  descri])tion  of  the  Friendship  High  School 
in  Liberty  District  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  a  cut  of  which  ap- 
pears in  this  Report. 

Size  172  by  04,  central  part  90  feet  wide;  height  50  feet;  14  rooms; 
auditorium  00  by  .'58 ;  auditorium  seats  300 ;  walls  constructed  of 
brick  and  concrete;  size  of  grounds  300  by  384;  cost  of  grounds  and 
buildings  120.5,000 ;  dedicated  September,  1900. 


POTTSTOWN— W,  W.  Rupert. 


At  the  opening  of  our  schools  last  September,  we  decided  to  make 
an  effort  to  arouse  the  civic  pride  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  our  schools. 
With  this  end  in  view,  we  sent  out  to  each  home  represented  in  the 
schools  a  circular  which  set  forth  the  importance  of  thoughtfulness 
I'especting  some  important,  but  too  freiiuently  neglected,  civic  duties. 
A  i)ledge  which  we  felt  would  be  heljjful  to  our  young  people,  should 
they  voluntarily  sign  it,  was  printed  on  one  page  of  the  circular. 
Parents,  if  favorably  impressed  with  the  idea,  were  requested  to  en- 
courage their  children  to  sign  this  pledge,  which  is  given  below: 

10 
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We,  who  are  soon  to  be  citizens  of  Pottstown,  desire  to  have  her 
possess  a  good  name.  We  wish  to  help  in  making  our  town  a  clean 
and  beautiful  place  in  which  to  live.  We  therefore  sign  the  follow- 
ing pledge : 

We  will  not  injure  any  tree,  shrub  or  lawn. 

We  pledge  ourselves  not  to  deface  any  fence  or  building. 

We  will  not  scatter  paper,  nor  throw  rubbish  in  public  places. 

We  will  be  kind  and  courteous  to  the  aged  and  the  crippled. 

With  the  approval  of  their  parents,  about  seventy  per  cent,  of  all 
the  pupils  in  the  schools  signed  this  pledge.  The  good  results  of  our 
efforts  in  this  direction  are  very  apparent. 

Last  month  dental  inspection  was  introduced  into  our  schools. 
From  the  beginning  the  inspection  has  been  a  pronouncced  success. 
Pupils  have  not  been  compelled  to  have  their  teeth  inspected,  but 
the  advantages  of  such  inspection  were  pointed  out  by  the  teachers, 
and  pupils  were  encouraged  to  avail  themselves  of  the^  opportunity. 
Under  these  conditions  about  ninety  per  cent,  of  our  children  have 
had  their  teeth  examined  by  the  dentists. 

The  Pottstown  dentists  have  an  association  which  embraces  nearly 
all  the  local  members  of  the  profession.  They  have  been  glad  to  work 
with  the  school  authorities  and  they  are  rendering  us  a  highly  valu- 
able service.  There  is  no  charge  for  their  work.  The  board  furnishes 
diagrams  of  the  mouth  and  other  necessary  blanks. 

Each  child,  after  examination  receives  a  diagram  of  the  mouth, 
and  upon  this  diagram  is  indicated  the  condition  of  the  teeth.  Each 
child  also  receives  a  polite  note,  directed  to  the  parents,  which  em- 
phasizes the  importance  of  good  teeth ;  and,  in  case  the  diagram  shows 
the  need,  requests  the  parents  to  consult  a  competent  dentist.  Many 
of  the  parents  have  already  complied  with  this  request.  Special  pro- 
vision is  made  for  children  whose  parents  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  den- 
tal work. 

We  are  much  pleased  with  the  low  per  cent,  of  retardation  in  our 
schools  this  year.  It  amounts  to  but  3.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment at  the  close  of  the  year. 


POTTSVILLE— S.  A.  Thurlow. 


On  the  whole  we've  had  a  very  good  year,  our  teachers  have  been 
faithful  and  earnest  in  their  work,  our  pupils,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few,  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance,  courteous  in  their  der 
portment  and  attentive  to  their  duties, 
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We  have  sullered  quite  a  little  from  the  prevalence,  to  an  unusual 
degree,  of  a  very  virulent  form  of  diphtheria  which  has  saddened 
many  of  our  homes  in  spite  of  the  ellorts  vf  our  Hoard  of  Health  to 
suppress  it.  1  am  convinced  that  nothing  less  than  a  strict  enforce- 
ment of  what  is  called  ''Absolute  Quarantine"  which  allows  no  pass- 
ing in  or  out  of  the  jtremiscs  where  the  disease  exists,  will  prove 
en'octivo  with  us,  in  times  of  an  epidemic,  in  checking,  even  approxi- 
mately, the.spread  of  this  terrible  disease. 

We  are  shai)ing  our  course  of  study  anew,  both  in  the  primary  and 
secondary  grades,  along  the  lines  suggested  in  the  manuals  issued  by 
the  State  Department.  These  manuals  are  proving  so  helpful  that 
we  are  led  to  hope  that,  under  the  management  of  the  new  Board  of 
Education  called  for  in  the  Code,  a  perfectly  uniform  system  .  of 
courses,  a  little  more  definite  than  those  in  the  manuals,  and  a  little 
more  authoritative,  may  be  prepared,  so  that  the  edict  of  the  Board, 
"Thus  saith  the  Law,"  may  be  very  clearly  understood  by  directors 
and  superintendents,  teachers  and  pupils. 

We  think  we  have  improved  our  list  of  text-books  very  materially 
by  making  a  few  changes  in  some  of  the  old  books  and  adding  new 
books  for  supplementary  and  general  reading  particularly  in  the 
lower  grades. 

We  have  done  away  with  slates  owing  to  the  belief  that  they  are 
unsanitary  and  propose  to  use  loose  sheets  of  paper  in  their  place. 
The  expense  may  be  a  little  greater,  not  much,  and  the  change,  we 
believe,  will  lead  to  neater  work  and  better  penmanship  than  we 
secured  when  using  the  slates. 

So  far  as  possible,  without  becoming  foolish  or  faddish,  we  propose 
to  secure  for  our  pupils  the  very  best  results  obtainable  from  the  best 
of  books,  good  course  of  study  and  hard  work  from  studious,  well- 
minded  pupils,  under  the  careful  guidance  of  able,  conscientious 
teachers,  supported  by  an  interested,  public  spirited  body  of  school 
directors. 

We  are  to  lose  the  principal  of  our  High  School,  Mr.  Gate,  who  has 
been  with  us  for  two  years  during  which  time  he  has  identified  him- 
self with  everj'thing  of  value  having  for  its  object  the  betterment  of 
the  social  and  civic  condition  of  the  city.  An  able  instructor,  a  safe 
councilor,  a  sympathetic  teacher,  a  man  of  high  ideals  and  noble  pur- 
poses:— He  goes  to  a  larger  field  and  a  better  salary;  he  goes  with 
our  best  wishes  but  with  our  sincere  regrets. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  new  school  code,  the 
number  of  school  directors  for  Pottsville  will  soon  change  from 
twenty-one  to  seven.  The  change  will  i)robably  be  for  the  better,  yet 
the  old  number  seemed  to  be  a  good  number.  It  was  frequently  a 
spicy,  spirited  body;  every  one  having  an  opinion  of  his  own  and 
quite  able  and  ready  to  express  it,  yet  every  one  interested  in  the 
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work  of  the  schools  and  doing  his  utmost  to  promote  it.  For  the  many 
courtesies  received  at  their  hands,  for  their  readiness  to  assist  him 
in  his  work  and  for  their' uniform  kindness,  the  superintendent  will 
long  remember  the  good  old  number  of  twenty-one. 


PUNXSUTAWNEY— F.  S.  Jackson. 


The  school  year  of  1910-11  brought  many  improvements  to  our 
schools.  Increased  zeal  and  professional  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
teaching  force,  faithful  and  energetic  performance  of  duty  by  our 
Board,  and  the  cordial  and  sympathetic  support  of  our  patrons  were 
some  of  the  factors  in  producing  good  school  conditions. 

Medical  treatment  where  physical  defects  have  been  discovered,  in- 
creased interest  in  the  part  of  the  parents,  special  attention  during 
the  entire  year  to  those  most  in  need  of  help,  a  general  atmosphere 
of  encouragement  for  the  weaker  students,  an  intelligent  realization 
cm  the  part  of  the  teachers  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished,  more 
school  rooms  and  teachers,  and  a  systematic  method  of  following  up 
the  work  of  each  student;  all  these  factors  have  from  year  to  year 
decreased  the  number  of  failures  in  our  schools.  We  feel  that  this 
increase  in  promotions  has  been  gaiued  without  a  lowering  of  stand- 
ards or  any  undue  pressure  upon  the  pupils.  In  fact  the  pupil  who 
is  working  hopefully,  feeling  that  he  has  accomplished  his  work  and 
can  continue  to  do  so,  does  not  suffer  the  fatigue  which  accompanies 
the  sense  of  doubt  and  discouragement  over-hanging  the  pupil  who 
is  failing.  For  this  reason  extra  attention  on  the  part  of  the  teacher 
to  those  who  are  failing  or  Aveak  raises  their  spirits  and  enables  them 
to  accomplish  their  work  without  undue  nervous  strain.  On  the  other 
hand  the  pupil  who  through  sheer  indolence  begins  to  fall  behind 
cannot  be  forced  to  work  beyond  his  strength  although  urged  both 
at  home  and  at  school.  Very  few  pupils  break  down  because  of  school 
work,  but  many  suffer  in  both  mind  and  body  because  of  the  many  di- 
versions outside  the  schools  which  occupy  their  time  and  absorb  their 
vitality.  Many  of  our  pupils  suffer  almost  daily  frcmi  lack  of  sleep, 
lack  of  fresh  air,  and  improper  habits  of  eating  and  living.  The  pupil 
who  attends  two  or  three  social  functi(ms  per  week  and  retires  in  the 
small  hours  of  the  morning  necessarily  nods  over  books  the  following 
day  and  in  the  end  becomes  nervous  and  fretful.  No  business  man 
expects  to  have  a  clear  head  after  a  night  of  dissipation  or  loss  of 
sleep.    Why  should  more  be  expected  from  immature  children? 
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Systenialic  work  in  pliy.siciil  exercise  was  iiili-oduced  into  (he  loiii- 
elementary  grades  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  beneficial  results 
have  been  marked.  ^Yith(mt  a  dissenting  voice  (he  teachers  say  that 
tivo  minii(es  of  calisdieiiics  at  or  near  Ihe  middle  of  a  session  will 
brighten  up  Ww  woik  for  (he  remainder  of  (he  half  day.  During  these 
exercises  (he  windows  are  opened  and  a  good  siii)[)ly  of  fi'esh  air  ad- 
mitted. In  line  weather  the  children  iWii  sen(  out  of  doors  for  a  walk 
or  a  run  around  the  square.  They  come  back  ready  for  efficient  work. 
That  the  Board  is  alive  to  the  value  of  a  few  minutes  out-of-doors  is 
sliown  by  their  preparations  to  cover  a  portion  of  the  grounds  at  each 
building  containing  the  lower  grades  with  finely  broken  stone  in  order 
that  mud  may  not  interfere  with  the  health  of  the  children.  These 
playgrounds  in  conjunction  with  the  public  playground  will  add  much 
to  the  phj^sical  welfare  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  do  something  definite  and  systematic  in 
the  way  of  medical  inspection.  Through  the  voluntary  services  of 
Director  C.  W.  Hughes,  M.  D.,  and  Dr.  I\oy  Young,  two  hundred  and 
sixty-five  children  were  examined.  These  children  had  attracted  the 
attention  of  their  teachers  either  because  of  slow  progress  or  evident 
difticully  in  doing  their  Avork.  A  wide  range  of  difficulties  was  dis- 
covered, the  more  common  ones  being  defective  vision,  adenoid 
growths,  and  hype'r(roi)hied  tonsils.  The  visit  of  Dr.  Holmes  of  the 
Psychological  Clinic  of  (he  T^niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  seems  to  have 

aroused  public  interest  in  this  matter  for  our  records  show  that  one 

* 
hundred  twelve  of  those  examined  received  treatment.     In  many  in- 
stances the  beneficial  results  of  treatment  were  very  marked.     Many 
pupils  who  had  been  receiving  very  low  grades  forged  ahead  and  be- 
came leaders  in  their  classes. 

The  introduction  of  the  Bennett  System  of  Writing  was  attended 
with  marked  success.  This  system  costs  little  more  than  the  copy 
book  plan  and  the  results  are  immeasurably  better.  Under  the  sys- 
tem the  naturally  poor  writer  acquires  an  ability  nearly  equal  to  that 
of  the  natural  writer.  This  is  the  result  of  teaching  motion  rather 
than  form. 

The  Board  placed  at  the  di.sposal  of  the  schools  six  new  roonis 
equipped  with  adjustable  furniture  and  lighted  entirely  from  the  left. 
These  rooms  are  models  in  their  w^ay  and  students  and  teachers  are 
congratulating  themselves  on  their  pleasant  quarters.  The  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  Jenks  Hill  building  were  beautifully  tinted  and  ade- 
quate provision  for  ventilation  made  in  the  older  rooms  in  that  build- 
ing. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  eighteen  hundred  forty-nine  pupils  was 
enrolled.  The  largest  enrollment  for  a  single  month  was  sixteen  hun- 
dred sixty-four.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  fourteen  hundred 
seventy-two;  the  average  percentage  of  attendance  ninety-six.     The 
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number  of  pupils  remaining  in  school  to  finish  the  work  of  the  vear 
was  larger  than  usual,  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  a  greater  number 
of  pupils  hoped  to  finish  their  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  many  kindnesses  ex- 
tended by  the  Department  during  the  past  year.  To  the  faithful  work 
of  our  teaching  force  and  the  energetic  services  of  our  Board  great 
credit  is  due.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  j^ar  fraught  with  ser- 
vice for  the  children. 


RADNOK  TOWNSHIP,  (Delaware  County)— George  H.  Wilson. 


Progress  in  a  school  system  may  be  measured  in  several  ways:  by 
an  increase  in  the  material  equipment  of  the  organization;  by  the 
advance  in  scholastic  attainments  and  methods  of  teaching  ot  its 
corps  of  teachers;  by  the  introduction  of  new  subjects  of  study  that 
tend  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  system. 

In  all  of  these  lines  of  development,  this  township  has  shown  ad- 
vancement during  the  year.  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  de- 
partments of  manual  training  in  the  shape  of  turning  lathes  and  a 
circular  saw,  besides  the  addition  of  ^any  smaller  tools.  Several 
pieces  of  apparatus  have  been  added  to  the  gymnasium  equipment  and 
a  substantial  increase  in  physical  and  chemical  apparatus  has  been 
made. 

At  least  three-fourths  of  our  teachers  are  taking  advanced  work 
along  their  special  lines  in  higher  institutions  of  learning.  The  re- 
sults of  this  study  cannot  fail  to  make  for  the  advancement  of  our 
schools  in  the  course  of  a  few  years. 

Sewing  and  manual  training  have  been  made  a  regular  feature  of 
the  grade  work  during  the  past  year,  and  domestic  science,  with  a 
well-equipped  laboratory  for  work,  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum 
of  the  High  School. 

At  the  request  of  a  number  of  citizens  of  the  township,  the  Board  of 
Directors  established  an  evening  school  which  was  maintained  for 
four  school  months  during  the  winter.  This  school  was  in  the  nature 
of  an  experiment  and,  while  the  attendance  was  not  large  at  any  time, 
yet  the  work  of  the  school  was  of  sufficient  value  to  warrant  the 
Board's  continuing  the  work  for  the  coming  year. 

Every  school  in  the  district  is  in  excellent  physical  condition  and 
in  the  hands  of  trained  teachers  who  know  how  to  teach  and,  with 
the  material  additions  that  have  been  made  to  the  system,  there  should 
be  some  striking  results  shoT\Ti  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years. 
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In  the  past  decade,  in  Heading  as  elsewhere,  the  popular  point  of 
view  in  regard  to  the  aim  in  education  lias  been  shifting.  Notwith- 
standing uniformed  protests  to  the  contrary,  very  few  well-informed 
persons  still  regard  the  branches  of  study  as  the  real  end  in 
the  education  of  the  child.  In  fact,  arithmetic,  history,  and  geography, 
as  such,  are  really  only  a  means  to  an  end.  This  is  the  development 
of  the  child,  socially,  physically,  and  morally,  as  well  as  mentally. 

Since  the  scope  of  public  school  work  suggests  everything  a  child 
can  possibly  do  after  leaving  the  cradle  until  he  reaches  the  grave, 
from  learning  to  step  harmoniously  in  the  dance,  to  learning  to  aim 
accurately  with  the  rifle,  it  behooves  us,  as  school  administrators,  in 
the  average  expectancy  of  the  school  life  of  the  pupil,  to  select  that 
which  substantially  aids  in  his  desired  development.  In  this  I  class 
the  agitation  for  vocational,  special,  physical,  and  moral  education, 
and  a  wider  use  of  school  property  for  the  education  of  the  public. 

Vocational  Education. 

Possibly  no  pedagogical  term  is  so  much  misunderstood  as  is  the 
word  ^'vocational."  To  most  people  AT)calioual  education  usually  con- 
veys only  the  impression  "work  in  v.uod  or  iron;"  whereas,  the  nor- 
mal, the  commercial,  the  drawing,  and  the  scientific  departments  are, 
in  my  opinion,  every  wit  as  vocational  as  is  the  manual  training  de- 
partment in  a  school  system,  and  as  such  I  classify  all  these  in  this 
report. 

Manual  Training  and  Household  Economics.  • 

Manual  training  is  beginning  to  play  a  salutary  and  revolutionary 
part  in  the  general  scheme  of  education.  In  Reading,  manual  train- 
ing in  the  form  of  w^oodwork  is  offered  to  the  boys  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  and  in  the  woodwork  is  offered  to  the  boys  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  in  the  High  School  for  boys,  and  ele- 
mentary manual  training  is  given  to  pupils  in  the  lower  grades.  A 
beginning,  too,  has  been  made  in  domestic  science  in  the  High  School 
for  girls,  and  next  year  in  iron  will  be  included  in  the  High  School 
curriculum.  One  of  the  chief  drawbacks  thus  far  has  been  that  most 
Ijeople  have  expected  too  much  from  this  work.  With  thirty  hours' 
work  per  year,  no  one  can  become  a  skillful  mechanic,  and  this  is 
not  the  aim  of  manual  training.  Its  purpose  is  not  to  give  specific 
skill  in  workmanship,  but  a  general  knowledge  of  mechanical  pro- 
cesses, including  reasonable  dexterity  in  the  handling  of  tools  and  a 
keener  appreciation  of  the  social  value  of  industrial  work. 
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Commercial  Course. 

In  the  past  decade,  the  commercial  courses  in  connection  with  the 
High  Schools  have  been  very  much  enlarged.  Ten  years  ago,  little 
was  taught  beyond  the  elementary  principles  of  book-keeping,  busi- 
ness and  shorthand,  with  desultory  instruction  in  type-writing.  To- 
day, both  High  Schools,  in  Beading,  have  commercial  departments 
fully  equipped  with  the  usual  concomitants  of  business  offices. 

Normal  Training  for  Girls. 

Normal  work  in  the  form  of  weekly  lectures  by  the  superintendent 
to  prospective  teachers  began  in  Reading  many  years  ago.  In  1896  a 
training  school  for  teachers  was  established,  but  after  a  tumultuous 
career  of  two  years  it  gave  place  to  a  post-graduate  normal  course 
of  one  year,  in  connection  with  the  High  School  for  girls.  Notwith- 
standing the  conscientious  work  in  this  department,  it  was  found, 
after  a  trial  of  a  decade,  that  the  training  was  insufficient  for  the  con- 
stantly increasing  skill  imperative  in  the  schoolroom.  After  several 
years  experimentation,  the  present  two-year  normal  training  school 
was  established  and  finally  approved  in  1910. 

Special  Education. 

Kindergartens. — The  Reading  Board  of  Education  is  on  record  as 
voting  in  favor  of  free  kindergartens,  but,  for  financial  and  other 
reasons  they  have  not  yet  been  opened.  At  the  March,  1911,  meeting 
the  Board  of  Education,  however,  voted  five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
use  of  the  Reading  Free  Kindergarten  Association. 

Special  Schools  for  Non-Normal  Pupils. 

Education  for  exceptional  pupils  is  progressing  very  encouragingly. 
Two  schools — one  school  for  pupils  physically  and  the  other  for 
pupils  socially  not  fitted  to  the  grades,  are  now  in  operation.  Since 
their  opening  in  the  Spring  of  1907,  sixty-six  boys  and  girls  have 
be«n  enrolled  in  the  former  and  111  boys  in  the  latter. 

Of  the  111  that  failed  to  attend  punctually  in  the  grades,  forty- 
eight  are  now  regularly  employed,  twenty-three  have  been  returned 
to  the  grades,  thirteen  have  been  transferred  to  other  institutions, 
seven  have  been  removed  from  the  city,  one  has  died,  and  nineteen 
are  now  in  the  special  school.  The  effect  of  this  has  been  felt  upon 
the  entire  pupil  body.  Since  its  establishment,  the  number  of  sus- 
pensions have  been  decreased  seventy-five  per  cent,  and  chronic 
truancy  has  lessened  eighty  per  cent. 

Of  the  sixty-six  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  the  school  for  those 
physically  and  mentally  disqualified  for  the  grades,  eighteen  so  im- 
proved that  they  are  now  able  to  do  regular  grade  work,  thirteen 
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have  gone  to  woik,  Tour  were  sent  to  instil iitious,  two  were  dismissed 
as  liopeless  cases,  one  is  enrolled  in  a  private  school,  five  have  left 
town,  four,  beyond  the  compulsory  school  age,  are  at  home,  and  nine- 
teen are  now  attending  the  school.  It  may  be  conservativoly  stated 
that  seventy-five  i)er  cent,  have  been  helped  by  means  of  special  work, 
largely  manual  and  physical,  as  well  as  by  special  medical  attention. 
In  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  as  well  as  in  the  diagnosis  of  many 
doubtful  cases,  the  board  is  under  obligation  to  Ur.  Lightner  Witmer 
and  Dr.  Arthur  Holmes,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  for  special 
clinics  in  "Ronding. 

Physical  Education. 

The  maxim,  "A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body,"  for  a  long  time  failed 
to  appeal  to  the  lieading  people,  from  the  educational  point  of  view ; 
hence,  physical  education  is  only  in  its  infancy. 

Athletics,  Play-Grounds  and  School  (lardens. 

In  athletics,  the  initiative  was  from  the  student  bod3^  Through 
the  instrumentalit}'  of  the  instructors  in  the  High  School  for  boys, 
there  is  now  for  the  use  of  the  High  School  and  grammar  school  boj'^s 
an  athletic  field,  and,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion a  school  playground  was  maintained  last  year.  Playground 
sentiment  in  Reading,  however,  is  developing.  For  the  summer  work 
of  1911  the  Board  of  Education  at  the  March,  1911,  meeting  appro- 
priated |500  for  the  use  of  the  Reading  Play-ground  Association. 

Medical  Inspection. 

Experimental  medical  inspection  has  prevailed  for  several  years. 
Although  this  inspection  may  have  been  more  important  from  a  sug- 
gestive point  of  view  than  from  a  practical,  yet,  notwithstanding 
serious  drawbacks,  many  children  have  been  helped.  The  medical  in- 
spection as  reported  disclosed  the  alarming  fact  that  of  8,709  pupils 
examined,  up  to  February,  1911,  4,372  suffered  from  defects  more  or 
less  serious.  Of  these,  1,526  had  defective  vision;  733,  defective  hear- 
ing ;  1,954,  enlarged  tonsils ;  351,  adenoids,  and  the  rest,  various  other 
complaints. 

School  Nurse. 

A  school  nurse  proves  a  helpful  adjunct  in  that  she  assists  in  the 
medical  inspection  of  school  children;  supplements  and  makes  more 
effective  the  service  of  the  medical  examiner;  visits  the  homes  to  see 
whether  the  needs  of  the  children  are  properly  understood  by  the 
parents ;  advises  parents  when  necessary ;  makes  friendly  visits  in  the 
capacity  of  school  nurse,  in  order  to  remedy  conditions  of  sanitation 
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and  teach  hj^giene  in  the  home,  and  to  reduce  the  large  number  of 
jmpils  absent  under  the  pretense  of  illness.  The  report  of  the  school 
nurse  for  three  months  follows:  visits  to  school-room,  649;  visits  to 
homes,  384 ;  visits  to  dispensaries,  8 ;  cases  treated  at  school,  62 ;  cases 
treated  at  home,  30;  cases  investigated  (misrepresented),  34;  pupils 
receiving  treatment  at  hospitals  for  adenoids,  enlarged  tonsils,  4; 
jmpils  receiving  treatment  at  hospitals  for  poor  eyesight,  2.  Prevail- 
ing complaints  are  pediculosis,  poor  eyesight,  adenoids,  and  enlarged 
tonsils. 

Dental  Inspection. 

Early  in  the  year  1910,  the  Beading  Dental  Society  detailed  twenty- 
five  of  its  number  to  inspect  the  teeth  of  the  pupils  in  the  public 
schools.  This  work  was  promptly  and  exhaustively  done  with  the  re- 
sult that  of  10,808  pupils  examined  it  was  discovered  that  less  than 
three  per  cent,  had  perfect  teeth.  Further  deplorable  discoveries 
were  that  only  5,509  had  ever  used  a  tooth-brush,  1,470  had  ever  con- 
sulted a  dentist,  and  1,110  had  had  permanent  teeth  extracted.  The 
examiners  discovered  31,482  permanent  tooth  cavities.  A  free  dental 
clinic  is  maintained. 

Moral,  Humane  and  Eeligious  Education. 

To  the  end  that  the  public  school  pupils  should  have  instruction 
in  humane  and  moral  education,  without  attempting  to  enforce  a 
particular  system  of  religion  or  ethics,  teachers  have  been  furnished 
with  syllabi  that  outline  fundamental  instruction  in  ethics.  Eeligious 
instruction  belongs  to  the  home  and  the  church,  and  beyond  the  read- 
ing of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  at  the  opening 
of  the  morning  session,  no  religious  instruction  is  permitted. 

The  School  and  the  Public. 

Considerable  agitation  prevails  in  educational  bodies,  and  to  some 
extent  in  lay  bodies,  in  America,  that  the  schools  should  also  instruct 
the  public  by  lecture  courses,  a  Avider  use  of  school  property,  co- 
operation of  lay  bodies,  evening  schools,  and  what  not. 

Evening  Schools. 

Of  this  group  the  evening  schools  have  reached  the  highest  develop- 
ment. The  evening  schools  of  Reading  were  among  the  early  success- 
ful efforts  in  this  phase  of  school  work,  and  for  a  time  attracted  wide 
attention.  Prior  to  1902,  evening  schools  were  conducted  in  hap- 
hazard manner  in  Reading,  but  in  this  year  they  were  re-organized 
and  an  Evening  High  School  established.  This  school  was  a  tremen- 
dous success  from  the  start,  and  in  eight  years  4,000  boys  and  girls 
have  been  enrolled  and  70  graduated.    In  this  time,  the  lower  grade 
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evening  schools  have  l)e('n  divided  into  elciiieutary  and  grammar 
grades — six  of  each — with  total  enrollment  in  eight  years  of  1,700  in 
the  grammar  and  2,000  in  the  elementary.  The  pupils  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades  are  largely  composed  of  foreigners  learning  Knglish. 

Lecture  Courses. 

Reading  has  attempted  comparatively  little  by  lecture  courses,  a 
wider  use  of  school  property,  and  co-operation  of  lay  bodies.  In  con- 
nection with  the  teachers'  institute,  several  evening  lectures  have  been 
offered  to  the  public,  but  thus  far  there  has  been  little  response  from 
the  parents  or  citizens  generally.  The  use  of  school  property  for 
social  centres  and  for  other  public  purposes  would  entail  a  change  of 
architectural  plans,  in  Reading,  where  grade  buildings  have  no  large 
assembly  rooms  as  in  many  larger  cities  and  the  class  rooms  are  not 
adapted  for  adults.  Co-operation  with  lay  bodies  is  progressing  satis- 
factorily, as  may  be  observed  in  the  cases  of  the  Reading  Dental  So- 
ciety, hospitals,  and  other  bodies. 

Recent  School  Aims. 

Scientific,  Commercial,  and  Educational  Museum. — Among  the 
more  recent  innovations  in  school  extension  may  be  named  the  scien- 
tific, commercial,  and  educational  museum  arranged  in  the  Adminis- 
tration Building.  In  it  there  is  on  exhibition  a  series  of  specimens 
designed  to  show  the  historical  and  geographical  distribution  of  com- 
mercial products,  together  with  the  various  steps  necessary  in  their 
preparation  for  the  markets. 

Supervision. 

With  the  scope  of  education  clearly  defined  in  a  community,  the 
status  of  a  school  system  depends  largely  upon  the  competency  of  the 
organization  and  administration  of  affairs.  Notwithstanding  the 
paramount  importance  of  expert  supervision,  Reading  has  slowly 
realized  the  need  of  expert  supervision.  Prior  to  the  fall  of  1905,  be- 
sides three  special  supervisors  in  music  and  one  in  drawing,  the  en- 
tire supervision  of  the  schools  rested  upon  the  superintendent.  To 
be  sure,  each  building  had  a  principal,  but  the  duties  of  these  princi- 
pals, who  taught  all  the  time,  were,  and  still  are  nominal  and  relate 
only  to  keeping  order  about  the  building.  In  the  past  five  years, 
however,  one  music  supervisorship  has  been  discontinued  and  three 
grade  supervisors  have  been  employed. 

Salaries. 

Probably  no  school  legislation  has  been  so  persistently  pushed  as 
has  the  demand  for  higher  salaries  in  the  teaching  profession.  This 
has  been  due,  of  course,  not  only  to  the  high  cost  of  living  but  also 
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U)  the  demand  for  liiglier  attainnienls  on  the  part  of  teachers.  In 
eight  years  the  pay  roll  of  the  teaching  and  the  supervising  force  in 
Beading,  with  practically  the  same  number  of  teachers  employed, 
has  increased  $50,000  per  year.  The  total  amount  for  the  fiscal  year 
of  1903  Avas  1151,517.81,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  1911,  .$201,166.33. 

Teachers'  Retirement  Fund. 

Thus  far,  no  teachers'  retirement  fund,  as  such,  has  been  es- 
tablished. The  board  has  thus  far  met  this  problem  by  electing 
teachers  unable  to  perform  regular  service  as  teachers  emeriti,  al- 
though this  is  only  a  temporary  arrangement  and  committees  of  the 
teachers  and  the  board  are  now  considering  the  feasibility  of  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  retirement  fund. 

Employment  Certificates. 

The  new  law  delegating  to  school  authorities  the  power  to  issue 
employment  certificates,  reciting  qualifications  necessary  for  receiv- 
ing certificates,  and  the  penalties  for  violation  of  the  law  went  into 
effect  January  1,  1910.  The  following  figures,  furnished  by  the  at- 
tendance officer,  who  efficiently  handles  this  work,  are  interesting: 
Number  of  applicants,  January  1,  1910  to  June  2,  1911,  3,588;  cer- 
tificates issued,  3,294;  on  Board  of  Health  records,  443;  Baptismal 
certificates,  736;  records  from  school  register,  1,902;  other  religious 
records,  70;  other  official  records,  20;  passports,  11;  affidvaits,  112. 
Applicants  rejected,  294;  unable  to  read  and  write  the  English  lan- 
guage, 89 ;  no  evidence  of  age,  50 ;  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  29 ;  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  70 ;  out  of  jurisdiction,  5G.  The  certificate  de- 
partment, March  1,  1911,  began  a  record  of  the  grade  attained  by 
each  boy  or  girl  granted  a  working  certificate.  In  three  months  end- 
ing June  1,  205  certificates  were  issued,  the  recipients  being  enrolled 
as  follows:  High  School,  S;  eighth  grade,  37;  seventh,  46;  sixth,  65; 
fifth,  61 ;  fourth,  39 ;  third,  6 ;  second,  3. 

Fraternal,  Social,  and  Commencement  Affairs. 

To  regulate  the  expenses  and  the  social  functions  incident  to  High 
School  life  was  one  of  the  unpleasant  school  tasks  of  the  present 
decade.  For  years  there  was  agitation  in  Reading  in  regard  to  the 
personal  expense  incident  to  commencement  and  against  the  elabor- 
ate social  functions  attending  this  occasion.  In  order  to  minimize 
the  expense,  the  board  decided,  beginning  with  the  class  of  1905,  to 
use  caps  and  gowns. 

Social  evils,  however,  multiplyed  each  year,  social  functions  grew, 
and  the  number  of  fraternal  and  secret  societies  increased.  In  fact, 
the  latter  became  so  objectionable  that  in  a  communication  to  the 
president  of  the  board  the  Faculty  of  the  High  School  for  boys  pe- 
titioned for  relief. 
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High  School  for  Girls,  Reading. 
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As  a  result  of  this  petition,  frateitial  and  social  sociclii's  uot  liav- 
ing  a  charter  from  a  faculty  or  the  faculties  of  the  High  Schools  were 
declared  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  penalty  to  any 
pupil  who  persists  in  membership  of  such  a  society  shall  be,  ineligi- 
bility to  any  office  in  any  school  organization,  to  the  staff  of  any 
school  publication,  to  represent  the  school  in  any  inlellectual  or 
athletic  contest,  or  in  any  public  matter  whatever.  With  a  grace  and 
loyalty,  probably  never  equalled  in  school  circles,  the  pupils  of  the 
High  School  bowed  to  this  umndate. 

Notwithstanding  the  abolition  of  secret  societies  and  the  order  to 
don  caps  and  gowns  at  commencement,  social  functions  largely  en- 
couraged by  interested  outside  people  multiplied  until  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  pass  a  more  radical  resolu- 
tion relative  to  social  activities.  March  15,  1910,  the  board  discon- 
tinued the  formal  commoncoment  of  both  the  day  and  the  evening 
schools,  and  instructed  the  principals  of  the  High  fc^chools,  to  abolish 
all  school  entertainments  and  other  social  functions  in  the  same  class 
or  school,  and  that  separate  commencement  exercises  be  held  in  the 
High  School  buildings. 

Following  is  a  description  of  boys'  High  School  in  Beading,  Pa.,  a 
cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Beport.

size  of  auditorium  60  by  13G ;  auditorium  seats  800 ;  with  extra  units

structed of  granite;  size  of  ground  90  by  140;  cost  of  grounds  and 
buildings,  |125,000 ;  date  of  dedication  March  26,  1896.

Owing  to  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week,  school  did  not  begin 
until  September  12th,  1910.  The  term  closed  on  June  8th,  1911.  The 
year  has  nothing  especially  eventful  to  distinguish  it  from  other 
years,  yet  it  has  been  a  particularly  satisfactory  one.  The  enrollment 
has  been  grater  than  ever  before.    Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  have 
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been  no  epidemics  iu  the  schools,  the  percentage  of  attendance  has 
been  unusually  high.  This  has  made  it  possible  to  get  excellent  re- 
sults from  the  students. 

General  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  whenever  anj'thing  of 
common  interest  to  the  grades  made  is  advisable.  Grade  meetings 
convened  each  month  for  a  discussion  of  the  general  work,  and  of 
any  new  condition  that  might  require  attention. 

The  High  School  has  had  a  very  prosperous  year.  The  new  course 
in  ''Health"  proved  very  satisfactory.  Equipment  to  the  amount  of 
several  hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  various  departments.  The 
largest  class  in  the  history  of  the  High  School  was  graduated  on 
Thursday  evening,  June  eighth.  At  this  commencement  announce- 
ment was  made  of  the  securing  of  a  scholarship  in  the  University  of 
Pittsburg. 

As  an  incentive  to  better  worli  on  the  part  of  the  High  School  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  those  of  upper  grades  of  the  grammar  school,  lec- 
tures, by  a  goodly  number  of  men  eminent  in  some  special  line  of 
work,  were  delivered  bi-monthly  throughout  the  year. 

The  schools  have  come  to  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  they  are  a 
public  institution  and  because  they  are  such,  should  be  a  factor  in 
influencing  character.  As  a  result  of  this  sentiment,  a  very  superior 
lecture  course  has  been  maintained  during  1910-1911,  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  schools. 

We  do  not  wish  to  close  this  report  without  expressing  our  appre- 
ciation for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  those  associated  with  us,  and 
to  all  others  interested  in  the  harmony  and  progress  of  our  schools. 
AVe  wish  also  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  its 
helpfulness  and  encouragement. 


SCRANTON— George  Howell. 


The  Seranton  schools  closed  June  16.  The  school  work  has  moved 
along  quietly,  the  teachers  have  been  earnest,  faithful  and  industrious, 
regular  in  attendance  at  institutes,  and  have  shown  a  commendable 
spirit  to  receive  and  act  upon  suggestions  intended  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  schools.  The  Board  of  Control  has  been  alert  and 
prompt  to  supply  all  actual  needs. 

The  attendance  officers — four  in  number — have  been  active  and 
our  percentage  of  attendance  is  higher  this  year  than  ever  before  in 
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the  history  of  the  schools.  The  boys  and  j^ii-ls  aio  pushing  on  toward 
the  High  School.  This  year  we  graduated  771)  from  the  Grammar  A 
grades.  Tliis  huge  increase  in  Grammar  A  work  will  give  us  a  larger 
attendance  at  the  High  Schools  than  we  have  ever  had. 

A  year  ago  we  returned  to  tlie  Spencerian  style  of  penmanship  and 
the  progress  in  writing  is  very  satisfactory.  Thoroughness  has  char- 
acterized the  work  in  language  and  arithmetic.  "Short  lessons  and 
perfect  recitations"  has  been  our  motto  throughout  the  year.  We 
are  all  beginning  to  realize  that  it  is  the  province  of  the  public  schools 
to  teach  a  few  things  and  teach  them  well. 

A  class  of  95  graduated  from  the  Central  ITigh  School,  and  a  class 
of  84  from  the  Technical  High  School.

SHAMOKIN— Joseph  Howerth. 


We  feel  that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  a  succe-ssful  one  from 
every  standpoint.  Nothing  startling  has  been  done,  but  we  have  been 
trying  to  do  the  best  that  we  can  for  the  children  with  the  funds  we 
have  at  our  disposal.  There  are  many  phases  of  school  work  that  we 
would  like  to  have  in  our  schools,  such  as  manual  training,  domestic 
science,  close  medical  inspection  of  all  school  children,  physical  train- 
ing, continuation  schools,  etc.,  but  we  cannot  secure  the  money  to 
carry  on  these  important  phases  of  school  work  without  placing  a 
heavy  burden  of  the  tax-payers. 

Our  second  annual  teachers'  institute  was  held  during  the  week 
immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  school  for  this  year  with  lec- 
turers Hon.  E.  B.  Teitrick,  Mr.  Charles  Zueblin,  and  Dr.  George  A. 
Hubbell.  The  enthusiasm  awakened  and  the  inspiration  given  by 
the  lecturers  were  noticeable  throughout  the  entire  year  on  both 
teachers  and  pupils. 

Twenty-seven  of  our  teachers  were  examined  for  permanent  certifi- 
cates during  the  year  and  each  one  was  granted  such  a  certificate. 
The  aim  of  our  teachers  is  to  improve  themselves  by  study  in  clubs 
or  individually,  by  attending  summer  schools,  and  by  ke<eping  in  good 
physical  health.  We  have  no  teachers  who  have  reached  the  ''dead 
line."  In  fact  we  have  no  teachers  who  desire  to  be  retired.  It  is 
a  pleasure  to  work  with  teachers  of  this  kind.  Whatever  successes 
we  mav  have,  I  attribute  verv  largelv  to  the  efforts  of  our  teachers. 
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The  child  labor  law  is  working  well  in  this  district.  It  seems  to 
me  that  all  the  agencies  interested  in  child  labor  are  living  up  to 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law.  It  strikes  me  that  the  law  might  be 
so  modified  as  to  permit  the  granting  of  vacation  employment  certifi- 
cates to  children  thirteen  years  of  age.  A  number  of  cases  have  come 
to  my  notice  in  which  it  would  be  much  better  for  those  boys  to  be 
employed  under  proper  conditions  during  the  vacation  rather  than 
to  roam  the  streets  and  possibly  acquire  habits  that  may  prove  detri- 
mental. There  is  something  about  work  that  has  a  decidedly  discip- 
linary value  in  the  making  of  character  that  should  not  be  over-looked 
in  our  efforts  to  eliminate  child  labor. 

The  greatest  problem  that  we  have  to  contend  with  at  present  is  the 
crowded  condition  of  our  High  School.  The  present  High  School 
building  was  erected  in  1895  to  accommodate  about  two  hundred  stu- 
dents. Our  enrollment  last  year  was  four  hundred  forty-two  students, 
and  next  year  will  probably  reach  the  five  hundred  mark.  During 
the  year  the  Board  of  Directors  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  a 
proposition  to  float  bonds  to  the  amount  of  ^150,000  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  equipping  a  modern  High  School  building.  The 
proposition  was  defeated  at  the  polls  on  account  of  necessary  increase 
in  taxes,  and  the  industrial  depression  that  existed  at  that  time  in 
this  region.  The  matter  will  be  submitted  to  the  people  in  the  near 
future,  when  I  am  confident  it  will  be  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  extended  the  Board  of  Education 
and  myself  in  the  work  by  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction. 


SHAKON— S.  H.  Hadley. 


The  school  year  just  passed  has  been  a  very  uneventful  year,  yet 
I  believe  a  very  satisfactory  one.  The  general  health  of  the  town 
was  very  good  and  as  a  result  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  at  school 
was  good  throughout  the  year.  Our  teachers  worked  as  a  unit,  their 
one  desire  being  to  serve  the  children  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
Our  teaching  force  is  of  a  high  order,  our  Board  of  School  Directors 
is  a  very  efficient  and  harmonious  one,  and  our  school  houses  are  all 
in  the  best  of  condition.  These  with  a  community  having  a  good  edu- 
cational sentiment  make  it  possible  to  secure  satisfactory  results. 

Our  fourth  annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  the  week  of  De- 
cember 19-23,  1910.  Our  instructors  were  Dr.  W.  W.  Black,  Indiana 
University,  Dr.  Paul  Pearson,  Swarthmore  College,  and  Dr.  Nathaniel 
17 
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Butler,  University  of  Chicago.  The  work  of  these  men  was  the  very 
best.  Our  teachers  were  all  enrolled.  We  believe  that  our  Institutes 
have  been  of  great  value  to  the  teachers  and  to  the  school  system  in 
general  in  that  it  has  helped  build  up  a  better  educational  sentiment 
in  the  community. 

Our  schools  closed  June  1st,  1911,  when  forty-one  pupils  were 
graduated  from  our  High  School. 

In  closing  this,  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  this  dis- 
trict, I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  me  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  of  the  hearty  support  and 
co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  Board  of  Directors  of  this  School 
District. 


SHENANDOAH— J.  W.  Cooper. 


Our  school  term  for  the  year  of  1910-11  closed  June  2,  1911,  The 
enrollment  for  the  year  was  not  quite  so  high  as  the  i)revious  year 
but  the  attendance  was  more  regular  and  the  percentage  was  slightly 
higher.  Our  attendance  would  have  been  quite  good  had  it  not  been 
for  an  epidemic  of  diphthe-ria  and  scarlet  fever  that  held  the  town 
in  its  grasp  for  part  of  the  school  year.  The  attack  on  school  children 
was  not  so  severe  but  on  younger  children  in  families  from  which 
some  of  the  school  children  came  it  was  quite  severe  and  carried  many 
of  them  to  their  last  resting  place.  The  forced  absence  of  children 
from  such  causes  necessarily  retarded  the  progress  of  some  of  our 
pupils.  For  that  reason  it  can  not  be  said  that  our  results  are  as  uni- 
formly good  as  they  have  been  during  some  previous  years.  The 
teachers  were  alive  to  their  work  and  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to 
maintain  the  standard  that  our  schools  have  reached.  The  citizens 
and  members  of  the  Board  gave  their  cordial  support.  The  Board 
was  awake  to  the  several  needs  of  the  schools  and  acted  promptly  in 
furnishing  the  supplies  necessary  to  keep  the  schools  in  the  best  work- 
ing condition.  Under  the  circumstances  the  results  are  good  and  en- 
souraging. 

There  were  no  material  changes  in  our  method  of  instruction  or  in 
our  course  of  study  during  the  year.  No  new  buildings  were  erected, 
but  the  Board  spent  several  thousand  dollars  in  remodelling,  repairing 
and  repainting  the  old  building.  One  of  the  school  rooms  was  sup- 
plied with  new  desks.  Our  library  had  a  healthful  circulation  and  the 
library  trustees  spent  about  $600.00  in  the  purchase  of  new  books,  re- 
binding  of  the  old  ones,  and  the  care  of  the  same.  All  our  teachers 
of  last  year's  corps  have  been  re-elected. 
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SOUTH  BETHLEHEM— Owen  R.  Wilt. 


Another  school  term  its  course  has  run.  With  the  exception  of  a 
few  partial  failures  the  term  was  a  very  successful  one.  Most:  of  the 
results  of  the  year's  work  was  in  advance  of  the  general  standard. 

Latin  and  German — branches  against  which  much  was  said  in  for- 
mer years,  are  considerable  in  advance  of  any  previous  year.  The 
Senior  class  has  mastered  a  great  deal  of  work  and  mastered  it  well. 
The  other  classes  are  fully  ready  for  promotion.  The  prospects  for 
still  better  results,  in  the  few  years  to  come,  are  good. 

In  the  studies  of  History,  Language,  the  Sciences,  and  Mathe- 
matics, the  classes  are  well  up-to-date. 

The  Grammar  A  grade  (7th  and  8th  year)  has  this  year  turned  out 
a  larger  class  for  promotion  to  the  High  School  than  it  did  for  many 
years  past.  They  are  well  prepared  to  do  High  School  work.  The 
average  age  of  the  class  is  14  years,  8  months  and  2()  days. 

Besides  completing  Hobbs'  Academic  Arithmetic  to  the  end  of  cube 
root,  United  States  History,  Maxwells'  Advanced  Grammar,  Over- 
tons'  Applied  Physiology,  Pennsylvania  Citizens'  Civics,  Fryes'  Gram- 
mar School  Geography,  the  Course  in  Spelling,  Penmanship,  and 
Drawing;  the  class  did  more  valuable  reading  than  usual;  more 
classic  reading,  (Eng.  Classics)  more  work  in  Literature  and 
Language,  Letter- Writing,  etc.,  than  is  generally  accomplished. 

We  had  in  our  High  School,  during  the  term,  as  many  as  eighteen 
non-resident  pupils,  coming  from  four  different  districts.  The  tuition 
paid  by  them  amounted  to  over  eight  hundred  dollars  (|800). 

Educating  these  non-resident  pupils  in  our  High  School  is  more 
than  complying  with  the  just  expectation  of  the  State  Legislature, 
the  Department  of  Public  Iii^.tnietion,  headed  by  our  honored  and 
venerable  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction — it  is  an  honor  to  our  schools, 
to  the  faculty  of  the  High  School,  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  main- 
taining such  a  High  School  Course  in  the  borough.  Nor  can  it  be 
regarded  as  a  work  of  charity — it  is  to  be  taken  as  a  legal  business 
transaction,  in  which  the  borough  educates  a  certain  number  of 
children  of  adjacent  School  Districts,  for  a  certain  sum  of  money,  con- 
sidered by  the  State  Legislature  sufficiently  large  to  cover  all  just 
expenses :  and  the  State,  nor  any  of  the  Districts  concerned,  has  at 
any  time  demurred  against  such  tuition  charges. 

Among  the  non-resident  pupils  are  some  very  bright  and  talented 
young  people;  all  appear  anxious  to  olttain  a  thorough  High  School 
education. 
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The  janitors  are  important  employees  in  our  schools.  Upon  them 
and  their  devotion  to  duty,  depend  largely  the  health,  comfort  and 
safety  of  pupils  and  teachers.  Clean  rooms  and  buildings — properly 
warmed  and  ventilated;  buildings  carefully  guarded  against  fire  and 
other  calamities ;  yards  and  lawns  kept  in  a  condition  that  is  inviting 
and  attractive;  lavatories,  closets,  and  basements  kept  in  a  condition 
that  is  sanitary  and  free  from  obnoxious  odors ;  these  are  conditions 
indispensable  in  the  administration  of  our  schools.  I  am  glad  to  re- 
port that  our  buildings,  their  interior  and  exterior,  the  lawns  and 
playgrounds,  are  generally  kept  in  an  up-to-date  condition. 

This  year,  the  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July  was  of  an  unusual, 
yet  very  appropriate  character.  In  the  afternoon  of  this  national 
holiday  there  were  given  to  the  public,  for  public  use,  amidst  large 
gatherings  of  pupils,  teachers  and  citizens,  two  Drinking  Fountains, 
which  was  the  result  of  the  labor  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  borough,  and  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  the 
commounity.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  it  was  a  great  undertaking 
for  our  school  people.  To  prove  that  they  succeeded  in  this  honorable 
project,  one  need  but  direct  his  attention  to  the  two  spots  of  our  bor- 
ough where  may  be  found  on  hot  summer  days,  gathered  around  a 
beautiful  granite  fountain,  men  and  beast,  relishing  the  wholesome 
liquid  given  by  nature,  and  nature's  God,  to  quench  the  thirst  of  His 
creatures.  The  thought  that  children,  teachers,  and  the  people  in 
general  should  unite  in  a  common  effort  to  bring  drinking  water,  at 
a  cost  of  about  |1,600,  to  places  in  our  growing  borough  where  it  is 
so  universally  in  demand,  and  where  it  may  be  so  freely  gotten  by 
all,  is  a  noble  and  praiseworthy  one. 

Our  Attendance  Officer  did  very  efficient  work.  I  believe  that  with 
his  service  we  complied  with  the  Compulsory  Attendance  Law  as  fully 
as  can  be  expected.  But  this  was  done  by  keeping  the  Attendance 
Officer  almost  continuously  at  work,  working  138  days. 

I  close  my  report  by  expressing  my  earnest  desire  and  wish  that  be- 
fore another  term  closes,  the  long  wished  for  and  urgently  needed 
Industrial  Branches :  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  studies, 
may  be  added  to  our  school  curriculum. 


SOUTH  SHARON— L.  R.  Eckles. 


In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  South 
Sharon  borough  I  am  able  to  report  substantial  progress  over  last 
year.  The  school  year  was  quite  free  from  the  diseases  usually  pre^ 
valent  here,  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  diphtheria.  The 
attendance  of  the  pupils  showed  marked  improvement.

The  lligh  School  worked  regularly  on  the  lour  years'  course,  ac- 
cording lo  the  requirements  of  the  Department.  A  visit  by  Prof. 
\V.  S.  ilertzog  ol"  the  Department  found  the  course  satisfactory  and 
we  are  indebted  to  him  tor  many  valuable  suggestions.  Two  well  or- 
ganized literary  societies  including  all  the  members  of  the  iiigh 
School  were  conducted  every  two  weeks  using  Friday  afternoon  for 
the  work.  At  the  close  of  the  term  the  societies  held  a  contest  which 
surpassed  all  the  expectations  of  the  school  and  visitors  attending. 
$400  a  year  have  been  spent  the  last  two  years  fitting  a  chemical  and 
physical  laboratory,  and  with  the  same  amount  expended  this  year 
the  school  will  have  one  of  the  best  to  be  found  in  public  schools. 

The  work  of  which  we  feel  the  best  satisfied  in  the  two  years  has 
been  the  overcoming  in  a  large  sense  of  the  causes  of  retardation. 
The  causes  of  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  eases  have  been  re- 
moved by  careful  methods  of  promotion,  the  visitations  to  the  homes 
and  learning  the  physical  defects  and  persuading  the  parents  to  con- 
sult physicians,  and  learning  the  real  causes  of  want  and  helping  the 
parents  to  overcome  them.  Our  reward  has  been  in  having  the  pupils 
attend  regularly  and  make  their  grade  who  formerly  were  taking  two 
years  to  a  grade. 

Our  teachers  visited  parents  and  urged  on  them  a  regular  attend- 
ance hj  the  pupils.  The  parents  thus  came  to  understand  the  school 
better  and  better  results  were  obtained,  the  teachers  aimed  to  make 
the  school  attractive  and  profitable  to  the  pupils.  These  methods 
carried  into  practice,  give  teachers  conscience  in  their  work. 

The  schools  of  South  Sharon  have  a  steady  growth,  an  extra  teacher 
being  added  each  year.  The  teaching  force  now  numbers  29  grade, 
and  4  High  School  teachers,  exclusive  of  the  supervisors  of  music,  pen- 
manship and  drawing. 

The  school  board  fully  met  the  requirements  of  the  school  and  have 
our  thanks  for  the  many  improvements  made  for  the  improvement  of 
the  schools. 

Our  school  closed  May  25,  at  which  time  11  pupils  were  graduated 
from  the  High  School,  five  of  whom  passed  the  entrance  examinations 
to  the  Senior  class  of  the  Slippery  Kock  State  Normal. 

Our  thanks  are  due  the  Department  for  assistance  given  us  the 
past  year. 


STEELTON— L.  E.  McGinnes. 


The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  schools  of  Steelton  for  the 
year  ending  July  1,  1911.  While  nothing  of  striking  interest  marked 
the  record  of  the  year  Tve  are  safe  in  stating  that  the  term  was  one 
of  substantial  progress.     The  enrollment  of  pupils  was  larger  than 
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for  the  preceding  year  and  the  average  attendance  was  better.  The 
percentage  of  promotions  throughout  the  grades  was  larger  than  for 
any  of  the  preceding  terms.  Kegularity  of  attendance  had  much  to 
do  with  bringing  about  this  result.  More  than  one-sixth  of  the  pupils 
attended  school  every  day;  one-third  missed  less  than  live  days  and 
two-thirds  missed  less  than  ten  days.  With  such  regularity,  where 
there  is  ellicient  teaching,  there  is  bound  to  be  progress.  Then,  too, 
the  percentage  of  promotions  increases  from  year  to  year  as  the  work 
of  individual  instruction  increases  and  improves.  With  individual 
instruction  programs  in  the  grade  rooms,  wherever  possible,  combined 
with  special  instruction  in  the  grades  and  in  the  High  School,  if  some 
pupils  fall  by  the  way,  it  is  not  for  the  reason  that  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  them.  Those  who  fail  of  promotion,  usually  belong 
to  one  of  two  classes;  lirst,  those  who  are  irregular  in  attendance 
through  sickness  or  other  causes,  and  second,  those  who,  apparently 
at  least,  lack  native  ability.  This  latter  class  is  a  comparatively  small 
one  and  it  is  bound  to  grow  less  from  year  to  year  as  provision  is 
made  for  it  through  an  elastic  course  of  study  and  judicious  in- 
dividual instruction. 

The  statement  that  as  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school,  has  been  made 
so  frequently  that  it  is  not  repeated  here  for  any  other  purpose  than 
to  serve  as  the  basis  of  a  few  thoughts  concerning  the  continuous 
eiforts  that  are  being  put  forth  all  along  the  line  for  professional 
growth  and  improvement. 

With  the  inducement  of  a  salary  schedule  in  keeping  with  that  of 
many  of  our  most  progressive  cities  and  boroughs,  we  are  enabled 
to  secure  and  retain  a  strong  corps  of  teachers.  We  have  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  our  teaching  force  as  a  whole  compares  favorably 
with  the  body  of  teachers  in  the  districts  to  which  reference  has  been 
made.  To  declare  this,  however,  is  by  no  means  to  claim  that  we  have 
reached  the  acme  of  efficiency  in  school  work  and  no  such  claim  is 
made.  There  is  great  room  for  improvement  and  the  most  that  we  can 
claim  is  that  we  are  striving  to  make  improvement.  Horace  Mann 
in  comparing  Massachusetts  with  the  otiiers  states  was  not  discour- 
aged by  the  comparison,  but  when  he  compared  the  schools  of  Massa- 
chusetts with  the  ideal  school,  he  was  compelled  to  admit  that  they 
fell  far  short  of  their  possibilities.  The  same  admission  must  be  made 
by  school  men  of  to-day.  Not  all  of  our  teachers  are  strong,  but  the 
majority  of  them  are.  Of  those  that  can  not  be  thus  classified,  there  are 
but  few  indeed  who  are  not  doing  their  best  to  become  strong.  This 
spirit  of  professional  growth  is  manifested  in  the  number  who  attend 
summer  schools,  educational  conventions,  etc.,  and  particularly  in 
the  greater  number  who  keep  in  touch  with  the  best  things  in  the  edu- 
cational world  through  the  abundance  of  professional  literature  ex- 
tant. 
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Our  geueral  teachers'  meetings  for  the  year  were  conceded  to  be  the 
best  that  we  have  ever  held.  The  teachers  as  a  rule  manifested  a  keen 
interest  in  them  and  the  fruits  of  that  interest  were  plainly  to  be 
seen  in  the  class  room  work.  In  previous  years,  in  part  at  least,  the 
general  subject  of  school  nmnagement  was  emphasized.  This  term 
we  limited  the  scope  of  the  discussions  to  class  management,  the 
handling  of  a  class  rather  than  the  managing  of  a  school  as  a  whole. 
Supplementing  the  papers  and  discussions,  at  each  meeting  there  was 
the  concrete  handling  of  a  class  by  a  teacher,  either  in  a  group  drill 
or  a  class  drill.  While  this  phase  of  the  program  was  of  general  in- 
terest, it  had  a  peculiar  value  to  the  teachers  of  limited  experience. 

In  this  connection  it  is  in  place  to  commend  our  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  their  thoughtfulness  in  providing  comfortable  and  attractive 
rest  rooms  for  the  teachers.  These  rooms  are  fitted  up  with  a  writing 
table,  easy  chairs,  a  sofa  and  proper  toilet  facilities.  In  making  the 
necessary  provisions  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  pupils,  the  teachers 
are  oft  times  over-looked.  Years  ago,  the  rightful  demand  was  made 
that  no  pupil  be  required  to  sit  in  a  school  room  facing  a  window. 
At  the  same  time  the  great  majority  of  teachers  were  required  to 
face  large  areas  of  window  surface,  throughout  the  entire  day,  with 
scarcely  any  notice  of  the  fact.  In  this  particular,  with  us,  great 
care  has  always  been  exercised  to  protect  the  teacher  as  well  as  the 
pupil.  To  this  end,  the  recitation  benches  (in  rooms  where  such 
benches  are  used),  are  so  placed  that  the  teacher,  in  facing  the  class, 
is  never  required  to  face  a  wall  or  partition  containing  a  window. 
From  a  physical  standpoint  the  work  of  teachers  is  so  exacting,  that 
whatever  can  be  done  to  assist  in  making  them  comfortable  and  happy 
in  that  work  ought  to  be  done,  everywhere. 

In  the  direction  of  improving  the  health  conditions  of  our  schools, 
sanitary  drinking  fountains  were  installed  in  all  of  the  buildings  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  t«rm.  With  a  complete  m  )dern  filter 
plant,  owned  by  the  borough,  together  with  an  entire  eli^.iination  of 
the  common  drinking  cup,  the  danger  of  contagion  through  the  water 
supply  is  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

Another  agency  that  has  done  much  to  prevent  the  spread  of  con- 
tagion has  been  the  frequent  and  generous  fumigation  of  all  the  build- 
ings through  the  consumption  of  formaldehyde  gas.  This  applica- 
tion is  of  such  a  character  that  it  not  only  destroys  germs  of  disease 
but  it  is  death  also  to  vermin  likely  to  be  carried  into  common  cloak- 
rooms. During  portion  of  the  year  there  was  considerable  sickness 
among  the  smaller  children  of  the  district  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
great  care  exercised  in  the  fumigation  of  buildings  it  would  have  been 
practically  impossible  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagion  througli  the 
schools. 
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In  conclusion,  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  hopeful.  It  ought  never 
be  otherwise  with  school  people.  With  fair  prospects  of  sufficient 
revenues  to  maintain  our  present  standard  of  efficiency  and  also  to 
make  the  necessary  progressive  steps  that  will  be  required  to  give  the 
rising  generation  its  rightful  demands,  there  is  no  occasion  whatever 
for  discouragement.  Naturally  the  radical  requirement  of  the  new 
code,  demanding  that  the  services  of  all  directors  terminate  on  the 
first  of  next  December,  unless  re-elected,  strikes  us  with  peculiar 
force.  This  it  does  for  the  reason  that  it  means  the  exchange  of  a 
certainity  for  an  uncertainty.  It  means  the  termination  of  the  ser- 
vices of  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  unselfish  boards  that  has  ever 
served  the  district,  for  one  just  like  it  we  hope. 

As  law  abiding  citizens,  however,  believing  in  the  principle  of  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  we  cheerfully  bow  to  the  inevit- 
able, and  trust  to  the  good  sense  of  the  voters  of  the  borough  to  select 
a  board  that  will  be  actuated  by  the  same  lofty  motive  that  has  tc- 
tuated  each  of  its  distinguished  predecessors — the  best  good  of  the 
children  of  Steelton. 


SUNBURY— I.  C.  M.  Ellenberger. 


The  past  year  has  been  progressive.  The  attendance  was  the  largest 
in  our  history.    The  work  of  the  teachers  was  in  the  main  well  done. 

The  revised  course  of  study  in  the  Central  Grammar  school  and 
in  the  High  School  is  meeting  with  the  approval  of  patrons  and 
pupils. 

Within  two  years  we  have  built  and  occupied  two  splendid  eight- 
room  ward  buildings.  Last  January  we  opened  the  second  of  these 
buildings.  It  is  a  large  and  commodious  structure,  and  modern  in 
all  of  its  appointments.  It  is  fitted  with  drinking  fountains  on  both 
floors.  The  toilet  rooms  are  on  the  floors.  Provision  is  made  for 
a  teacher's  reception  room  well  furnished.  The  president  of  our 
school  board  Dr.  F.  E.  Drumheller,  has  greatly  added  to  the  value  of 
this  property  by  his  munificence.  He  gave  us  title  free  to  a  lot  ad- 
joining the  school  property  costing  |1,200.  In  addition  he  furnished 
the  building  throughout  with  pupils'  desks,  teachers'  desks  and  chairs, 
100  visitors  chairs,  pictures,  steel  flag  pole,  flags,  and  the  teachers' 
retiring  room  furnished  complete,  at  a  cost  approximating  |5.000. 
We  are  now  fairly  well  provided  with  good  school  buildings. 

Two  additional  teachers  were  added  to  the  High  School  faculty. 
We  have  four  courses  of  study  of  four  years  each  in  the  High 
School, — Classical,  Latin  Science,  English,  and  Commercial  Courses. 
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There  were  enrolled  in  the  High  School  316  pupils,  in  the  Central 
Grammar  school  17U,  and  in  (he  elementary  grades  2,075. 

There  were  graduated  from  the  High  School  forty-nine  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  Six  of  these  graduates  will  teach  in  the  public 
schools,  eleven  will  enter  college,  and  four  will  enter  normal  schools; 
of  the  others,  most  of  them,  especially  those  who  graduated  in  the 
Commercial  Course  are  engaged  in  profitable  employment. 

The  Vaccination,  Child  Labor,  and  Compulsory  Attendance  Laws 
were  enforced  by  our  Board.  Labor  certificates  were  issued  mostly 
to  children  in  the  Intermediate  and  Grammar  grades. 

The  teachers  have  been  faithful  to  their  duties  and  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  etficiency  of  their  work. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  has  been  good  during  the 
year.  We  have  been  free  from  epidemics  and  diseases  except  those 
incident  to  childhood.  Our  Board  of  Health  has  been  very  efficient  in 
safeguarding  the  health  of  our  pupils.  The  physical  condition  of  all 
our  school  buildings  is  in  the  main  good.  Our  directors  have  been 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  give  us  good  buildings,  good  courses  of 
study,  and  good  teachers. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  State  Department  for  its  courtesies  and  assist- 
ance along  various  lines  of  progress. 


TAMAQUA— J.  F.  Derr. 


Another  successful  school  year  is  closed.  Earnest  and  faithful 
teachers,  a  Board  of  Education  mindful  of  its  responsibility  and  ever 
eager  to  move  along  progressive  lines,  and  a  community  appreciating 
faithfulness  in  school  work,  are  the  factors,  that  made  it  possible  for 
our  schools  to  be  in  many  respects  on  a  higher  plane  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  Tamaqua  schools. 

When  the  school  term  opened  last  Fall,  the  students  of  the  High 
School  took  for  the  first  time  possession  of  the  new  department,  which 
was  annexed  to  the  High  School  building  during  the  previous  year. 
With  this  new  annex,  came  two  recitation  rooms,  a  library  room,  and 
a  room  for  the  use  of  the  superintendent  on  the  second  floor,  and  four 
regular  school  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  This  annex  is  a  model  struc- 
ture in  every  respect,  and  is  the  result  of  splendid  endeavor  on  the 
part  of  the  Board. 

Seven  additional  teachers  were  employed  last  year.  Now  the  num- 
ber of  regular  teachers  is  forty. 
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The  additional  teaching  force  made  it  possible  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years,  to  give  all-day  sessions  to  the  primary  pupils.  Hereto- 
fore, this  grade  was  conducted  on  the  half-time  system. 

The  High  School  laboratory,  only  two  years  in  existence,  is  now 
well  equipped,  and  fills  a  long-felt  want  to  do  successful  teaching  in 
physics  and  chemistry. 

Scarlet  fever  became  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of  May,  and 
in  a  short  time  became  so  serious,  that  the  local  Board  of  Health 
closed  the  schools  on  the  7th  of  June.  The  schools  remained  closed  for 
the  rest  of  the  term. 

The  school  term  closed  on  June  28.  On  the  evening  of  the  same 
day,  the  commencement  exercises  were  held,  when  thirteen  young 
people,  four  ladies  and  nine  gentlemen,  were  graduated.  Rev.  James 
Daniel  Kistler,  pastor  of  Bethany  Evangelical  Church,  town,  delivered 
a  pleasing  and  instructive  address. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  note  the  death  of  Eev.  Albert  Lobach,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  nearly  three  years.  He  al- 
ways took  an  active  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  schools  and  in  the 
welfare  of  the  children. 

It  is  very  probable,  that  a  commercial  course  will  be  added  to  the 
High  School  curriculum  the  coming  year.  Should  this  come  to  pass, 
it  will  induce  pupils  to  remain  longer  in  the  High  School,  and  thus 
will  fit  them  for  successful  work  in  commercial  life. 


TAKENTUM— A.  D.  Endsley. 


On  the  whole,  the  school  year  just  closed  has  been  a  good  one. 
Teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  have  worked  well  together,  to  the  mu- 
tual advantage  of  all. 

Four  new  rooms  were  finished  on  the  second  floor  of  the  High 
School  building,  hitherto  used  exclusively  for  High  School  purposes. 
The  eighth  grade  classes  of  the  borough  were  transferred  to  these 
rooms  and  the  departmental  method  of  instruction,  in  part,  was  tried 
with  them.  The  plan  Avorked  well,  and  we  believe  that,  in  conse- 
quence, the  pupils  just  entering  High  School  will  more  readily  adapt 
themselves  to  the  High  School  plan  of  instruction.  In  the  past, 
many  pupils  have  dropped  out  of  High  School  in  the  early  part  of  the 
first  year,  owing  to  the  ditference  between  the  plans  of  instruction  in 
the  grammar  schools  and  High  School. 

A  class  of  28  pupils  finished  the  four  year  High  School  course,  and 
54  pupils  were  advanced  to  High  School  from  the  eighth  grades. 
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The  children  of  the  State  are  to  he  congratulated  on  the  passage  of 
the  School  Code.  The  Stale  of  Pennsylvania  may  now  take  increased 
pride  in  her  modern,  helpful,  and  progressive  legislation,  which  tends 
to  produce  more  intelligent  and  more  oflicient  citizens.  The  increased 
force  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  })ersonnel  of 
the  State  lioard  of  Education  bespeaks  many  good  things  for  the 
schools  in  this  State  in  the  near  future. 


TAYLOR— M.  J.   Lloyd. 


At  the  beginning  of  last  year's  school  term,  our  teachers  adopted 
on  the  recommendation  of  their  superintendent,  McMurray's  "How 
to  Study  and  Teaching  How  to  Study,"  as  a  basis  for  their  profes- 
sional study,  during  the  year  at  their  monthly  meetings. 

It  was  thought  that  much  good  might  accrue  to  our  schools  from 
a  formal  study  of  such  topics  as  are  treacted  on  this  important  sub- 
ject by  this  author. 

Young  people  as  a  rule  do  not  know  how  to  study  and  much  valu- 
able time  is  wasted  in  school  life  on  the  part  of  pupils,  from  a  lack  of 
a  definite  plan  on  method  of  study. 

"Young  students  often  get  swamped  and  lose  their  way  in  the  Ser- 
bonian  bogs  of  learning,  from  a  lack  of  a  definite  purpose  and  plan 
of  study." 

Many  teachers  pay  but  little  attention  to  this  important  subje<ct. 
Little  or  no  instruction  as  to  how  to  study  is  given  to  young  people. 
Almost  daily  they  are  enjoined  to  study,  but  seldom  even  receive  a 
suggestion  as  to  the  best  method  of  mastering  a  lesson.  In  deed  it 
never  occurs  to  some  teachers  that  there  may  be  other  processes  of 
getting  a  lesson  than  a  constant  taxing  of  the  memory. 

Would  it  not  save  valuable  time  and  maybe  prevent  many  discour- 
agements on  the  part  of  pupils,  if  our  higher  institutions  whose  pur- 
pose it  is  to  train  teachers,  would  give  definite  instruction  as  to  how 
to  study? 

Maybe  such  instruction  is  given,  but  judging  ficmi  the  little  that 
is  imparted  to  the  youth  of  our  public  schools,  one  is  forced  to  doubt 
whether  teachers  have  ever  had  this  subject  brought  forcibly  to  their 
attention. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  we  placed  cosiderable 
emphasis  on  McMurrv's  treatment  of  his  topics  at  our  teachers'  meet- 
ings. 

We  believe  much  good  came  to  the  real  earnest  teachers  of  our  bor- 
ough last  ye^ar.  It  enlarged  their  teaching  horizon,  and  gave  them  a 
broader  grasp  of  what  are  the  essential  features  of  a  good  recitation. 
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It  seems  to  us  that  if  we  can  so  improve  the  recitation  and  to  teach 
pupils  how  to  prepare  for  the  recitation  that  much  valuable  time  now 
wasted,  and  many  discouragements,  might  be  averted. 

With  this  report  will  end  my  obligation  as  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Taylor  borough.  Those  who  know  the  conditions  of  the 
schools  several  years  ago  and  what  they  are  at  the  present  time,  must 
realize  that  my  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  Taylor  schools  has 
not  been  in  vain. 


TITUSVILLE— Henry  Pease. 


The  schools  of  Titusville  have  had  a  most  difficult  year  in  which  to 
keep  up  the  regular  work.  We  have  had  an  epidemic  of  some  sort 
most  of  the  year.  Mumps  have  kept  at  least  half  of  the  pupils  out 
of  school  from  three  to  six  weeks.  Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  h'ave 
added  to  the  difficulty.  Owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the  teachers,  the 
health  board,  and  the  public  in  general,  these  epidemics  have  resulted 
in  few  fatalities.  But  they  have  played  havoc  with  the  work  of  the 
schools. 

The  week  following  Easter  we  put  two  schools  into  one  building, 
giving  one  of  them  a  session  of  three  and  a  half  hours  in  the  forenoon 
and  the  other  a  similar  session  in  the  afternoon.  This  was  made 
necessary  by  the  demolition  of  the  old  Main  street  building.  The  site 
was  needed  for  a  new  High  School  building,  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion and  to  be  occupied  in  September,  1912.  In  the  meantime,  the 
half  day  sessions  will  continue  in  the  schools  mentioned.  We  are 
gratified  to  find  that  there  has  been  little  perceptible  falling  off  in 
either  the  quality  or  quantity  of  work  accomplished  by  these  schools. 
The  pupils  work  more  intensely  while  they  are  in  school.  With  the 
opening  of  the  new  High  School  building  a  year  from  the  coming  fall, 
we  hope  to  report  some  desirable  changes  in  the  work  of  the  High 
School. 


TYEONE— H.  S.  Fleck. 


The  record  of  another  year  has  become  school  history.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  measure  results,  for  progress  is  relative  and  character  building 
is  of  slow  growth,  but  if  the  interest  of  pupils  and  the  zeal  of  teachers 
count  for  anything,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  year's  work  will  give  an 
excellent  return. 
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During  the  siiminer  a  four  room  addition  was  placed  to  one  of  our 
ward  buildings  which  now  contains  twelve  school  rooms ;  the  commer- 
cial department  was  transferred  to  this  building,  a  third  floor  room 
was  abandoned,  and  two  new  schools  were  organized — thus  making 
immediate  use  of  the  four  rooms  of  the  new  annex. 

On  the  ninth  of  August  a  proposed  loan  of  |4,000.00  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  High  School  building,  was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
borough.  The  loan,  defeated  on  two  previous  occasions,  carried  by 
a  very  decisive  majority — every  ward  voting  favorably.  This  action 
of  the  voters  insured  the  erection  of  the  building,  the  site  for  which 
was  secured  some  years  ago.  Late  in  the  autumn  the  excavation  be- 
gan, the  foundation  walls  were  begun  in  Marcli,  and  the  building  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September. 

Needed  improvements  were  made  surrounding  our  central  school 
building,  amimg  them  being  825  feet  of  concrete  curbing,  350  yards 
of  brick  paving,  and  GO  yards  of  concrete  walk. 

The  attendance  was  good  throughout  the  year.  During  the  first 
month  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  enrollment  attended  every 
day,  and  during  the  last  school  month  this  high  percentage  was  re- 
duced only  by  seven  points.  A  greater  percentage  of  the  pupils  en- 
rolled attended  to  the  last  day  of  the  school  year  than  has  been  the 
case  for  at  least  a  score  of  years.  Our  local  daily  paper  has  kindly 
consented  to  publish  the  honor  roll — ^those  missing  no  time — each 
month  of  the  year;  this  has  a  decided  effect  for  good  on  the  attend- 
ance. 

A  thank  offering  for  Tyrone's  worthy  poor  was  taken  in  the  schools 
on  the  day  before  Thanksgiving,  and  although  no  child  was  urged  to 
contribute,  the  sum  collected  amounted  to  |52.76.  This  money  was 
expended  by  the  Emergency  Charity  committee  where  the  need  seemed 
direct.  Thus  have  w^e  tried  to  develop  the  spirit  of  charity,  teach- 
ing that  true  happiness  consists  in  making  others  happy. 

Teachers'  meetings  were  regularly  held  throughout  the  year,  sub- 
jects for  discussion  being  obtained  from  McMurry's  ''How  to  Study." 

Enjoyable  commencement  exercises  were  held  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  May,  at  which  time  the  honors  of  graduation  were  conferred  upon 
eight  young  men  and  twenty-one  young  women.  On  the  evening  pre- 
ceding graduation  day  a  number  of  juniors  contested  for  oratorical 
prizes  ranging  from  two  and  a  half  to  ten  dollars. 
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UNIONTOWN— C.  J.  Scott. 


The  school  year  just  passed  will  be  remembered  by  us  because  of 
the  three  or  four  new  features  embodied  in  our  school  organization 
which  have  for  their  purpose  the  broadening  of  the  field  of  inlluence 
and  endeavor  of  the  school  in  the  waking  of  "life  more  abundant"  for 
the  pupil.  Yet,  the  work  most  worth  while  has  been  the  attempt  to 
build  more  securely  along  the  time-proven  lines  in  the  general  work 
of  teaching  and  management. 

Things  new  to  us  that  have  been  done  are  the  establishment  of 
pupils'  saving  system,  the  organization  of  all  our  school  children  into 
a  Junior  City  Beautiful  League  to  co-operate  with  other  civic  improve- 
ment societies  of  our  city,  the  provision  of  an  opportunity  for  teachers 
to  secure  increases  in  salaries  for  special  merit  in  addition  to  ex- 
perience and  scholarship  which  were  formerly  the  only  basis  of  our 
salary  schedule,  the  working  out  of  an  effective  plan  whereby  be- 
ginners in  grade  one  who  were  half-year  pupils  or  who  were  absent  a 
considerable  length  of  time  on  account  of  children's  diseases  or  for 
other  causes,  are  enabled  to  take  up  the  first  year  work  where  they 
left  it  and  push  ahead  with  ojjportunity  to  catch  up  with  those  who 
were  more  fortunate  in  their  beginners  year.  We  have  found  that 
over  fifty  per  cent,  of  such  pupils  under  special  stimuli  with  a  special 
course  and  an  efficient  teacher  have  the  physical  and  mental  powers 
to  do  their  work  well  enough  to  merit  promotion  to  the  third  grade  at 
the  end  of  the  one  and  one-half,  or  thereabout,  years  of  attendance. 
To  make  special  provision  to  jn-event  the  retardation  of  many  pupils 
in  the  first  year  has  resulted  in  a  large  saving  of  expense  to  the  dis- 
trict and  time  to  the  pupils.  Formerly  a  pupil  who  attended  but 
part  of  his  first  3'ear  was  detained,  now  he  goes  ahead  as  fast  as  he 
is  able. 

The  enthusiasm  with  which  pupils  and  parents  entered  into  our 
pupil  savings  plan  exceeded  our  expectations.  The  appeal  of  the 
school  for  habits  of  thrift  and  against  the  expenditure  of  money  for 
trifles  has  been  most  salutary.  During  this  one  year  1,800  of  our 
2,700  pupils  have  become  regular  despositors,  having  on  interest  about 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

A  movement  for  recess  playgrounds  in  connection  with  every  school 
building  was  begun.  A  system  of  drawing  and  construction  work 
combined  was  established  in  the  lower  grades  which  will  gradually  be 
extended  to  higher  grades.  All  school  property,  interior  and  exterior, 
was  much  improved  and  beautified.  Drinking  cups  were  abolished 
and  fouptaips  puhgtituted. 


Si 
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The  large  increase  in  enrollment  in  gi-animar  school  and  lligh 
School  was  very  gratifying.  One  hundred  thirty  five  eighlh  grade 
pupils  were  promoted  into  lligh  Hchool.  Next  years'  eighth  grade 
class  will  number  two  hundred.  The  High  School  enrollment  will 
be  increased  by  one  hundred  pupils.  Among  several  things  of  in- 
terest in  our  High  School,  the  special  course  plan,  whereby  a  pupil 
may  take  a  one  or  two  or  three  or  four  years'  course  according  to  the 
time  he  is  able  to  spend  and  the  mental  ability  with  which  he  is  en- 
dowed, is  most  worthy  of  mention.  One  of  the  special  movements 
undertaken  in  the  High  School  has  been  to  increase  and  direct  the 
social  activities  of  the  students. 

One  of  tlie  most  pleasing  events  of  the  year  was  the  observance  of 
the  birthday  of  Miss  Ella  Peach,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
who  has  completed  forty-one  years  of  continuous  service  in  the  Union- 
town  public  schools.  An  elaborate  and  well-appointed  banquent  was 
given  in  her  honor  at  which  addresses  were  made  by  former  Superin- 
tendents an(f  by  prominent  citizens,  expressing  appreciation  and 
praise  of  the  efficient  work  done  and  splendid  influence  exerted  by 
the  woman  so  much  loved  by  all  her  associates  and  by  hundreds  of 
alumni.  Every  graduating  class  that  has  ever  gone  out  from  the 
Uniontown  High  School  has  been  instructed  by  Miss  Peach. 

Again  are  we  able  to  say  with  much  satisfaction,  that  with  the  help 
of  generous  citi/.ens,  especially  with  the  help  of  the  Uniontown  Order 
of  Elks,  every  child  was  able  to  attend  school  comfortably  clad  and 
thus  preventing  much  illness  and  irregularity  of  attendance.  This 
work  has  done  much  to  lessen  retardation  in  our  schools,  as  well  as 
to  equalize  the  opportunity  of  all  to  secure  an  education.  Medical  in- 
spection and  treatment  were  also  given. 

An  active  alumni  association,  of  which  Mr.  W.  Eussell  Carr,  Esq, 
is  President  and  Miss  M.  K.  O'Bryon,  Secretary,  has  done  much  to 
create  a  good  public  sentiment  and  to  assist  in  carrying  out  some  of 
the  larger  plans  of  the  school  management. 

Several  of  our  teachers  attended  summer  session  at  different  univer- 
sities ;  one  studying  in  Germany.    A  general  progress  in  professional 
growth  on  the  part  of  all  our  teachers  can  be  reported.     Harmony, 
lod-will,  earnestness  and  loyalty  still  prevail  among  Uniontown's 
eachers  and  school  officials. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Uniontown  High  School,  a 
cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report.

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We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  faithful  and  efficient 
service  of  an  excellent  Board  of  Educators,  for  the  helpfulness  of 
the  local  press  and  the  many  kindnesses  extended  us  by  the  State  De- 
partment 


WAYNESBOKO— J.  H.  Keber. 


Our  schools  were  so  greatly  handicapped  during  the  year  by  the 
prevalence  of  diphtheria  and  other  sickness  that  we  cannot  give  an 
encouraging  report  of  the  work  done.  The  schools  Avere  closed  a  num- 
ber of  times  during  the  year  and  the  buildings  thoroughly  fumigated. 
There  was  constant  uneasiness  among  parents  and  children  that 
caused  irregularities  that  could  not  be  overcome.  • 

The  High  School  commencement  was  held  on  the  evening  of  May  31. 
A  class  of  twenty-four  was  graduated.  Deputy  Supt.  Teitrick  of  the 
State  Department  delivered  an  instructive  address. 


WEST  CHESTER— Addison  L.  Jones. 


The  Year  in  Review. 

The  year  was  marked  by  steadily  increasing  earnestness  among  the 
teachers,  generallj^  a  fine  form  of  interest  among  the  pupils,  and  a 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the  work  in  the  schools.  The 
efficiency  of  the  teaching  was  considerably  marred  by  the  absence  of 
many  children  on  account  of  illness  and  quarantine  regulations.  The 
pupils  in  attendance  lost  greatly  on  account  of  the  absence  of  their 
schoolmates.    Nevertheless  the  year's  work  was  creditably  finished. 

Parents'  Meetings. 

Parents  and  patrons  visit  the  schools  frequently,  more  than  two 
thousand  such  visits  having  been  made  during  the  year.  A  course  of 
seven  lectures,  mostly  on  travel,  for  the  benefit  of  parents  and  older 
pupils,  was  well  attended;  an  average  of  five  hundred  fifty  persons 
for  every  lecture.  One  evening  the  manual  training  shops  were  open 
and  in  operation;  another  evening  the  commercial  rooms  were  open, 
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The  High  iSohool  worked  regularly  on  the  lour  years'  course,  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  oi  the  Department.  A  visit  by  Prof. 
^V.  S.  ilertzog  or  the  Department  found  the  course  satisfactory  and 
we  are  indebted  to  him  for  many  valuable  suggestions.  Two  well  or- 
ganized literary  societies  including  all  the  members  of  the  liigh 
School  were  conducted  every  two  weeks  using  Friday  afternoon  for 
the  work.  At  the  close  of  the  term  the  societies  held  a  contest  which 
surpassed  all  the  expectations  of  the  school  and  visitors  attending. 
$400  a  year  have  been  spent  the  last  two  years  htting  a  chemical  and 
physical  laboratory,  and  with  the  same  amount  expended  this  year 
the  school  will  have  one  of  the  best  to  be  found  in  public  schools. 

The  work  of  which  we  feel  the  best  satisfied  in  the  two  years  has 
been  the  overcoming  in  a  large  sense  of  the  causes  of  retardation. 
The  causes  of  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  cases  have  been  re- 
moved by  careful  methods  of  promotion,  the  visitations  to  the  homes 
and  learning  the  physical  defects  and  persuading  the  parents  to  con- 
sult physicians,  and  learning  the  real  causes  of  want  and  helping  the 
parents  to  overcome  them.  Our  reward  has  been  in  having  the  pupils 
attend  regularly  and  make  their  grade  who  formerly  were  taking  two 
years  to  a  grade. 

Our  teachers  visited  parents  and  urged  on  them  a  regular  attend- 
ance by  the  pupils.  The  parents  thus  came  to  understand  the  school 
better  and  better  results  were  obtained,  the  teachers  aimed  to  make 
the  school  attractive  and  profitable  to  the  pupils.  These  methods 
carried  into  practice,  give  teachers  conscience  in  their  w^ork. 

The  schools  of  South  Sharon  have  a  steady  growth,  an  extra  teacher 
being  added  each  year.  The  teaching  force  now  numbers  29  grade, 
and  4  High  School  teachers,  exclusive  of  the  supervisors  of  music,  pen- 
manship and  drawing. 

The  school  board  fully  met  the  requirements  of  the  school  and  have 
our  thanks  for  the  many  improvements  made  for  the  improvement  of 
the  schools. 

Our  school  closed  May  25,  at  which  time  11  pupils  were  graduated 
from  the  High  School,  five  of  whom  passed  the  entrance  examinations 
to  the  Senior  class  of  the  Slippery  Kock  State  Normal. 

Our  thanks  are  due  the  Department  for  assistance  given  us  the 
past  year. 


STEELTON— L.  E.  McGinnes. 


The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  schools  of  Steelton  for  the 
year  ending  July  1,  1911.  While  nothing  of  striking  interest  marked 
the  record  of  the  year  we  are  safe  in  stating  that  the  term  was  one 
of  substantial  progress.     The  enrollment  of  pupils  was  larger  than 
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for  the  preceding  year  and  the  average  attendance  was  better.  The 
percentage  of  promotions  throughout  the  grades  was  larger  than  for 
any  of  the  preceding  terms.  Kegularity  of  attendance  had  much  to 
do  with  bringing  about  this  result.  More  than  one-sixth  of  the  pupils 
attended  school  every  day;  one-third  missed  less  than  five  days  and 
two-thirds  missed  less  than  ten  days.  With  such  regularity,  where 
there  is  efficient  teaching,  there  is  bound  to  be  progress.  Then,  too, 
the  percentage  of  promotions  increases  from  year  to  year  as  the  work 
of  individual  instruction  increases  and  improves.  With  individual, 
instruction  programs  in  the  grade  rooms,  wherever  possible,  combined 
with  special  instruction  in  the  grades  and  in  the  High  School,  if  some 
pupils  fall  b}'  the  way,  it  is  not  for  the  reason  that  no  provision  has 
been  made  for  them.  Those  who  fail  of  promotion,  usually  belong 
to  one  of  two  classes;  first,  those  who  are  irregular  in  attendance 
through  sickness  or  other  causes,  and  second,  those  who,  apparently 
at  least,  lack  native  ability.  This  latter  class  is  a  comparatively  small 
one  and  it  is  bound  to  grow  less  from  year  to  year  as  provision  is 
made  for  it  through  an  elastic  course  of  study  and  judicious  in- 
dividual instruction. 

The  statement  that  as  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  school,  has  been  made 
so  frequently  that  it  is  not  repeated  here  for  any  other  purpose  than 
to  serve  as  the  basis  of  a  few  thoughts  concerning  the  continuous 
efliorts  that  are  being  put  forth  all  along  the  line  for  professional 
growth  and  improvement. 

With  the  inducement  of  a  salary  schedule  in  keeping  with  that  of 
many  of  our  most  progressive  cities  and  boroughs,  we  are  enabled 
to  secure  and  retain  a  strong  corps  of  teachers.  We  have  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  our  teaching  force  as  a  whole  compares  favorably 
with  the  body  of  teachers  in  the  districts  to  which  reference  has  been 
made.  To  declare  this,  however,  is  by  no  means  to  claim  that  we  have 
reached  the  acme  of  efficiency  in  school  work  and  no  such  claim  is 
made.  There  is  great  room  for  improvement  and  the  most  that  we  can 
claim  is  that  we  are  striving  to  make  improvement.  Horace  Mann 
in  comparing  Massachusetts  with  the  others  states  was  not  discour- 
aged by  the  comparison,  but  when  he  compared  the  schools  of  Massa- 
chusetts with  the  ideal  school,  he  was  compelled  to  admit  that  they 
fell  far  short  of  their  possibilities.  The  same  admission  must  be  made 
by  school  men  of  to-day.  Not  all  of  our  teachers  are  strong,  but  the 
majority  of  them  are.  Of  those  that  can  not  be  thus  classified,  there  are 
but  few  indeed  who  are  not  doing  their  best  to  become  strong.  This 
spirit  of  professional  groAvth  is  manifested  in  the  number  who  attend 
summer  schools,  educational  conventions,  etc.,  and  particularly  in 
the  greater  number  who  keep  in  touch  with  the  best  things  in  the  edu- 
cational world  through  the  abundance  of  professional  literature  ex- 
tant. 
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Our  general  teachers*  lueeliiigs  tor  the  year  were  conceded  to  be  (he 
best  (hat  we  liave  ever  lield.  The  teachers  as  a  rule  manifested  a  keen 
interest  in  them  and  the  fruits  of  that  interest  were  plainly  to  be 
seen  in  the  class  room  woik.  In  previous  years,  in  part  at  least,  the 
general  subject  of  school  management  was  emphasized.  This  term 
we  limited  the  scope  of  the  discussions  to  class  management,  the 
handling  of  a  cla.ss  rather  than  the  managing  of  a  school  as  a  whole. 
Supplementing  the  papers  and  discussions,  at  each  meeting  there  was 
the  concrete  handling  of  a  class  by  a  teacher,  either  in  a  group  drill 
or  a  class  drill.  NVhile  this  phase  of  the  program  was  of  general  in- 
terest, it  had  a  jieculiar  value  to  the  teachers  of  limited  experience. 

In  this  connection  it  is  in  place  to  commend  our  Board  of  Direc- 
tors for  their  thoughtfulness  in  providing  comfortable  and  attractive 
rest  rooms  for  the  teachers.  These  rooms  are  fitted  up  with  a  writing 
table,  easy  chairs,  a  sofa  and  proper  toilet  facilities.  In  making  the 
necessary  provisions  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  pupils,  the  teachers 
are  oft  times  over-looked.  Years  ago,  the  rightful  demand  was  made 
that  no  pupil  be  required  to  sit  in  a  school  room  facing  a  window. 
At  the  same  time  the  great  majority  of  teachers  were  required  to 
face  large  areas  of  window  surface,  throughout  the  entire  day,  with 
scarcely  any  notice  of  the  fact.  In  this  particular,  with  us,  great 
care  has  alwaj's  been  exercised  to  protect  the  teacher  as  well  as  the 
pupil.  To  this  end,  the  recitation  benches  (in  rooms  where  such 
benches  are  usedj,  are  so  placed  that  the  teacher,  in  facing  the  class, 
is  never  required  to  face  a  wall  or  partition  containing  a  window. 
From  a  physical  standpoint  the  work  of  teachers  is  so  exacting,  that 
whatever  can  be  done  to  assist  in  making  them  comfortable  and  happy 
in  that  work  ought  to  be  done,  everywhere. 

In  the  direction  of  improving  the  health  conditions  of  our  schools, 
sanitary  drinking  fountains  were  installed  in  all  of  the  buildings  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  term.  With  a  complete  ni  dern  filter 
plant,  owned  by  the  borough,  together  with  an  entire  ellLiination  of 
the  common  drinking  cup,  the  danger  of  contagion  through  the  water 
supply  is  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

Another  agency  that  has  done  much  to  prevent  the  spread  of  con- 
tagion has  been  the  frequent  and  generous  fumigation  of  all  the  build- 
ings through  the  consumption  of  formaldehyde  gas.  This  applica- 
tion is  of  such  a  character  that  it  not  only  destroys  germs  of  disease 
but  it  is  death  also  to  vermin  likely  to  be  carried  into  common  cloak- 
rooms. During  portion  of  the  year  there  was  considerable  sickness 
among  the  smaller  children  of  the  district  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
great  care  exercised  in  the  fumigation  of  buildings  it  would  have  been 
practically  impossible  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagion  througli  the 
schools. 
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In  conclusion,  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  hopeful.  It  ought  never 
be  otherwise  with  school  people.  With  fair  prospects  of  sufficient 
revenues  to  maintain  our  present  standard  of  efficiency  and  also  to 
make  the  necessary  progressive  steps  that  will  be  required  to  give  the 
rising  generation  its  rightful  demands,  there  is  no  occasion  whatever 
for  discouragement.  Naturally  the  radical  requirement  of  the  new 
code,  demanding  that  the  services  of  all  directors  terminate  on  the 
first  of  next  December,  unless  re-elected,  strikes  us  with  peculiar 
force.  This  it  does  for  the  reason  that  it  means  the  exchange  of  a 
certainity  for  an  uncertainty.  It  means  the  termination  of  the  ser- 
vices of  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  unselfish  boards  that  has  ever 
served  the  district,  for  one  just  like  it  we  hope. 

As  law  abiding  citizens,  however,  believing  in  the  principle  of  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  we  cheerfully  bow  to  the  inevit- 
able, and  trust  to  the  good  sense  of  the  voters  of  the  borough  to  select 
a  board  that  will  be  actuated  by  the  same  lofty  motive  that  has  tc- 
tuated  each  of  its  distinguished  predecessors — the  best  good  of  the 
children  of  Steelton. 


SUNBURY— I.  C.  M.  Ellenberger. 


The  past  year  has  been  progressive.  The  attendance  was  the  largest 
in  our  history.    The  work  of  the  teachers  was  in  the  main  well  done. 

The  revised  course  of  study  in  the  Central  Grammar  school  and 
in  the  High  School  is  meeting  with  the  approval  of  patrons  and 
pupils. 

Within  two  years  we  have  built  and  occupied  two  splendid  eight- 
room  ward  buildings.  Last  January  we  opened  the  second  of  these 
buildings.  It  is  a  large  and  commodious  structure,  and  modern  in 
all  of  its  appointments.  It  is  fitted  with  drinking  fountains  on  both 
floors.  The  toilet  rooms  are  on  the  floors.  Provision  is  made  for 
a  teacher's  reception  room  well  furnished.  The  president  of  our 
school  board  Dr.  F.  E.  Drumheller,  has  greatly  added  to  the  value  of 
this  property  by  his  munificence.  He  gave  us  title  free  to  a  lot  ad- 
joining the  school  property  costing  |1,200.  In  addition  he  furnished 
the  building  throughout  with  pupils'  desks,  teachers'  desks  and  chairs, 
100  visitors  chairs,  pictures,  steel  flag  pole,  flags,  and  the  teachers' 
retiring  room  furnished  complete,  at  a  cost  approximating  |5.000. 
We  are  now  fairly  well  provided  with  good  school  buildings. 

Two  additional  teachers  were  added  to  the  High  School  faculty. 
We  have  four  courses  of  study  of  four  years  each  in  the  High 
School,— Classical,  Latin  Science.  English,  and  Commercial  Courses. 
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The  child  labor  law  is  working  well  in  this  district.  It  seems  to 
me  that  all  the  agencies  interested  in  child  labor  are  living  up  to 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law.  It  strikes  me  that  the  law  might  be 
so  modified  as  to  permit  the  granting  of  vacation  employment  certifi- 
cates to  children  thirteen  years  of  age.  A  number  of  cases  have  come 
to  my  notice  in  which  it  would  be  much  better  for  those  boys  to  be 
employed  under  proper  conditions  during  the  vacation  rather  than 
to  roam  the  streets  and  possibly  acquire  habits  that  may  prove  detri- 
mental. There  is  something  about  work  that  has  a  decidedly  discip- 
linary value  in  the  making  of  character  that  should  not  be  over-looked 
in  our  efforts  to  eliminate  child  labor. 

The  greatest  problem  that  we  have  to  contend  with  at  present  is  the 
crowded  condition  of  our  High  School.  The  present  High  School 
building  w^as  erected  in  1895  to  accommodate  about  two  hundred  stu- 
dents. Our  enrollment  last  year  was  four  hundred  forty-two  students, 
and  next  year  will  probably  reach  the  five  hundred  mark.  During 
the  year  the  Board  of  Directors  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  a 
proposition  to  float  bonds  to  the  amount  of  |150,000  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  equipping  a  modern  High  School  building.  The. 
proposition  was  defeated  at  the  polls  on  account  of  necessary  increase 
in  taxes,  and  the  industrial  depression  that  existed  at  that  time  in 
this  region.  The  matter  will  be  submitted  to  the  people  in  the  near 
future,  when  I  am  confident  it  will  be  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  extended  the  Board  of  Education 
and  myself  in  the  work  by  the  members  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction, 


SHARON— S.  H.  Hadley. 


The  school  year  just  passed  has  been  a  very  uneventful  year,  yet 
I  believe  a  very  satisfactory  one.  The  general  health  of  the  town 
was  very  good  and  as  a  result  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  at  school 
was  good  throughout  the  year.  Our  teachers  worked  as  a  unit,  their 
one  desire  being  to  serve  the  children  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
Our  teaching  force  is  of  a  high  order,  our  Board  of  School  Directors 
is  a  very  efficient  and  harmonious  one,  and  our  school  houses  are  all 
in  the  best  of  condition.  These  with  a  community  having  a  good  edu- 
cational sentiment  make  it  possible  to  secure  satisfactory  results. 

Our  fourth  annual  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  the  week  of  De- 
cember 19-23,  1910.  Our  instructors  were  Dr.  W.  W.  Black,  Indiana 
University,  Dr.  Paul  Pearson,  Swartbmore  College,  and  Dr.  Nathaniel 
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Butler,  University  of  Chicago.  The  work  of  these  men  was  the  very 
best.  Our  teachers  were  all  enrolled.  We  believe  that  our  Institutes 
have  been  of  great  value  to  the  teachers  and  to  the  school  system  in 
general  in  that  it  has  helped  build  up  a  better  educational  sentiment 
in  the  community. 

Our  schools  closed  June  1st,  1911,  when  forty-one  pupils  were 
graduated  from  our  High  School. 

In  closing  this,  my  ninth  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  this  dis- 
trict, I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  me  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  and  of  the  hearty  support  and 
co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  Board  of  Directors  of  this  School 
District. 


SHENANDOAH— J.  W.  Cooper. 


Our  school  term  for  the  year  of  1910-11  closed  June  2,  1911.  The 
enrollment  for  the  year  was  not  quite  so  high  as  the  previous  year 
but  the  attendance  was  more  regular  and  the  percentage  was  slightly 
higher.  Our  attendance  would  have  been  quite  good  had  it  not  been 
for  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  that  held  the  town 
in  its  grasp  for  part  of  the  school  year.  The  attack  on  school  children 
was  not  so  severe  but  on  younger  children  in  families  from  which 
some  of  the  school  children  came  it  was  quite  severe  and  carried  many 
of  them  to  their  last  resting  place.  The  forced  absence  of  children 
from  such  causes  necessarily  retarded  the  progress  of  some  of  our 
pupils.  For  that  reason  it  can  not  be  said  that  our  results  are  as  uni- 
formly good  as  they  have  been  during  some  previous  years.  The 
teachers  were  alive  to  their  work  and  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to 
maintain  the  standard  that  our  schools  have  reached.  The  citizens 
and  members  of  the  Board  gave  their  cordial  support.  The  Board 
was  awake  to  the  several  needs  of  the  schools  and  acted  promptly  in 
furnishing  the  supplies  ne-cessary  to  keep  the  schools  in  the  best  work- 
ing condition.  Under  the  circumstances  the  results  are  good  and  en- 
souraging. 

There  were  no  material  changes  in  our  method  of  instruction  or  in 
our  course  of  study  during  the  year.  No  new  buildings  were  erected, 
but  the  Board  spent  several  thousand  dollars  in  remodelling,  repairing 
and  repainting  the  old  building.  One  of  the  school  rooms  was  sup- 
plied with  new  desks.  Our  library  had  a  healthful  circulation  and  the 
library  trustees  spent  about  $600.00  in  the  purchase  of  new  books,  re- 
binding  of  the  old  ones,  and  the  care  of  the  same.  All  our  teachers 
of  lagt  year's  corpg  h^ye  been  re-elected. 
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SOUTH  BETHLEHEM— Owen  R.  Wilt. 


Anolher  school  teiju  its  course  lias  run.  Willi  the  exception  of  a 
few  ]>artial  failures  the  term  was  a  verj  successful  one.  Most  of  the 
results  of  the  yeai-'s  work  was  in  advance  of  the  j^eneral  standard. 

Latin  and  Gornian — branches  against  which  much  was  said  in  for- 
mer years,  are  considerable  in  advance  of  any  previous  year.  The 
Senior  class  has  mastered  a  great  deal  of  work  and  mastered  it  well. 
The  other  classes  are  fully  ready  for  promotion.  The  prospects  for 
still  better  results,  in  the  few  years  to  come,  are  good. 

In  the  studies  of  History,  Language,  the  Sciences,  and  Mathe- 
matics, the  classes  are  well  up-to-date. 

The  Grammar  A  grade  (7th  and  8th  year)  has  this  year  turned  out 
a  larger  class  for  promotion  to  the  High  School  than  it  did  for  many 
years  past.  They  are  well  prepared  to  do  High  School  work.  The 
average  age  of  the  class  is  14  years,  8  months  and  2(>  days. 

Besides  completing  Hobbs'  Academic  Arithmetic  to  the  end  of  cube 
root,  T'nited  States  History,  Maxwells'  Advanced  Grammar,  Over- 
tons'  Applied  Physiology,  Pennsylvania  Citizens'  Civics,  Fryes'  Gram- 
mar School  Geography,  the  Course  in  Spelling,  Penmanship,  and 
Drawing;  the  class  did  more  valuable  reading  than  usual;  more 
classic  reading,  (Eng.  Classics)  more  work  in  Literature  and 
Language,  Letter- Writing,  etc.,  than  is  generally  accomplished. 

We  had  in  our  High  School,  during  the  term,  as  many  as  eighteen 
non-resident  jjupils,  coming  from  four  ditlerent  districts.  The  tuition 
paid  by  them  amounted  to  over  eight  hundred  dollars  (|800). 

Educating  these  non-resident  pupils  in  our  High  School  is  more 
than  complying  with  the  just  expectation  of  the  State  Legislature, 
the  Department  of  Public  Instniction,  headed  by  our  honored  and 
venerable  Supt.  of  Public  Instruction— it  is  an  honor  to  our  schools, 
to  the  faculty  of  the  High  School,  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  main- 
taining such  a  High  School  Course  in  the  borough.  Nor  can  it  be 
regarded  as  a  work  of  charity — it  is  to  be  taken  as  a  legal  business 
transaction,  in  which  the  borough  educates  a  certain  number  of 
children  of  adjacent  School  Districts,  for  a  certain  sum  of  money,  con- 
sidered by  the  State  Legislature  sufficiently  large  to  cover  all  just 
expenses ;  and  the  State,  nor  any  of  the  Districts  concerned,  has  at 
any  time  demurred  against  such  tuition  charges. 

Among  the  non-resident  pupils  are  some  very  bright  and  talented 
young  people;  all  appear  anxious  to  obtain  a  thorough  High  School 
education. 
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The  janitors  are  important  employees  in  our  schools.  Upon  them 
and  their  devotion  to  duty,  depend  largely  the  health,  comfort  and 
safety  of  pupils  and  teachers.  Clean  rooms  and  buildings — properly 
warmed  and  ventilated ;  buildings  carefully  guarded  against  fire  and 
other  calamities ;  yards  and  lawns  kept  in  a  condition  that  is  inviting 
and  attractive;  lavatories,  closets,  and  basements  kept  in  a  condition 
that  is  sanitary  and  free  from  obnoxious  odors ;  these  are  conditions 
indispensable  in  the  administration  of  our  schools.  I  am  glad  to  re- 
port that  our  buildings,  their  interior  and  exterior,  the  lawns  and 
playgrounds,  are  generally  kept  in  an  up-to-date  condition. 

This  year,  the  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July  was  of  an  unusual, 
yet  very  appropriate  character.  In  the  afternoon  of  this  national 
holiday  there  were  given  to  the  public,  for  public  use,  amidst  large 
gatherings  of  pupils,  teachers  and  citizens,  two  Drinking  Fountains, 
which  was  the  result  of  the  labor  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  borough,  and  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  the 
commounity.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  it  was  a  great  undertaking 
for  our  school  people.  To  prove  that  they  succeeded  in  this  honorable 
project,  one  need  but  direct  his  attention  to  the  two  spots  of  our  bor- 
ough where  may  be  found  on  hot  summer  days,  gathered  around  a 
beautiful  granite  fountain,  men  and  beast,  relishing  the  wholesome 
liquid  given  by  nature,  and  nature's  God,  to  quench  the  thirst  of  His 
creatures.  The  thought  that  children,  teachers,  and  the  people  in 
general  should  unite  in  a  common  effort  to  bring  drinking  water,  at 
a  cost  of  about  |1,600,  to  places  in  our  growing  borough  where  it  is 
so  universally  in  demand,  and  where  it  may  be  so  freely  gotten  by 
all,  is  a  noble  and  praiseworthy  one. 

Our  Attendance  Officer  did  very  efficient  work.  I  believe  that  with 
his  service  we  complied  with  the  Compulsory  Attendance  Law  as  fully 
as  can  be  expected.  But  this  was  done  by  keeping  the  Attendance 
Officer  almost  continuously  at  work,  working  138  days. 

I  close  my  report  by  expressing  my  earnest  desire  and  wish  that  be- 
fore another  term  closes,  the  long  wished  for  and  urgently  needed 
Industrial  Branches :  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  studies, 
may  be  added  to  our  school  curriculum. 


SOUTH  SHARON— L.  R.  Eckles. 


In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  South 
Sharon  borough  I  am  able  to  report  substantial  progress  over  last 
year.  The  school  year  was  quite  free  from  the  diseases  usually  pre- 
valent here,  such  as  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  diphtheria.  The 
attendance  of  the  pupils  showed  marked  improvement. 
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During  the  siiraiiier  a  four  room  addition  was  placed  to  one  of  our 
ward  buildings  which  now  contains  twelve  school  rooms;  the  commer- 
cial department  was  transferred  to  this  building,  a  third  tloor  room 
was  abandoned,  and  two  new  schools  were  organized — thus  making 
immediate  use  of  the  four  rooms  of  the  new  annex. 

On  the  ninth  of  August  a  proposed  loan  of  $4,000.00  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  High  School  building,  was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the 
borough.  The  loan,  defeated  on  two  previous  occasions,  carried  by 
a  very  decisive  majority — every  ward  voting  favorably.  This  action 
of  the  voters  insured  the  erection  of  the  building,  the  site  for  which 
was  secured  some  years  ago.  Late  in  the  autumn  the  excavation  be- 
gan, the  foundation  walls  were  begun  in  March,  and  the  building  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September. 

Needed  improvements  were  made  surrounding  our  central  school 
building,  among  them  being  825  feet  of  concrete  curbing,  350  yards 
of  brick  paving,  and  GO  yards  of  concrete  walk. 

The  attendance  was  good  throughout  the  year.  During  the  first 
month  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  enrollment  attended  every 
day,  and  during  the  last  school  month  this  high  percentage  was  re- 
duced only  by  seven  points.  A  greater  percentage  of  the  pupils  en- 
rolled attended  to  the  last  day  of  the  school  year  than  has  been  the 
case  for  at  least  a  score  of  years.  Our  local  daily  paper  has  kindly 
consented  to  publish  the  honor  roll — those  missing  no  time — each 
month  of  the  year;  this  has  a  decided  eff'ect  for  good  on  the  attend- 
ance. 

A  thank  offering  for  Tyrone's  worthy  poor  was  taken  in  the  schools 
on  the  day  before  Thanksgiving,  and  although  no  child  was  urged  to 
contribute,  the  sum  collected  amounted  to  .f52.76.  This  money  was 
expended  by  the  Emergency  Charity  committee  where  the  need  seemed 
direct.  Thus  have  w^e  tried  to  develop  the  spirit  of  charity,  teach- 
ing that  true  happiness  consists  in  making  others  happy. 

Teachers'  meetings  were  regularly  held  throughout  the  year,  sub- 
jects for  discussion  being  obtained  from  McMurry's  "How  to  Study." 

Enjoyable  commencement  exercises  w^ere  held  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  May,  at  which  time  the  honors  of  graduation  were  conferred  upon 
eight  young  men  and  twenty-one  young  women.  On  the  evening  pre- 
ceding graduation  day  a  number  of  juniors  contested  for  oratorical 
prizes  ranging  from  two  and  a  half  to  ten  dollars. 
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UNIONTOWN— C.  J.  Scott. 


The  school  year  just  passed  will  be  remembered  by  us  because  of 
the  three  or  four  new  features  embodied  in  our  school  organization 
which  have  for  their  purpose  the  broadening  of  the  field  of  influence 
and  endeavor  of  the  school  in  the  waking  of  'iiie  more  abundant''  for 
the  pupil.  Yet,  the  work  most  worth  while  has  been  the  attempt  to 
build  more  securely  along  the  time-proven  lines  in  the  general  work 
of  teaching  and  management. 

Things  new  to  us  that  have  been  done  are  the  establishment  of 
pupils'  saving  system,  the  organization  of  all  our  school  children  into 
a  Junior  City  Beautiful  League  to  co-operate  with  othe-r  civic  improve- 
ment societies  of  our  city,  the  provision  of  an  opportunity  for  teachers 
to  secure  increases  in  salaries  for  special  merit  in  addition  to  ex- 
perience and  scholarship  whidi  were  formerly  tlie  only  basis  of  our 
salary  schedule,  the  working  out  of  an  effective  plan  whe-reby  be- 
ginners in  grade  one  who  were  half-year  pupils  or  who  were  absent  a 
considerable  length  of  time  on  account  of  children's  diseases  or  for 
other  causes,  are  enabled  to  take  up  the  first  year  work  where  they 
left  it  and  push  ahead  with  opportunity  to  catch  up  Avith  those  who 
were  more  fortunate  in  their  beginners  year.  We  have  found  that 
over  fifty  per  cent,  of  such  pupils  under  special  stimuli  with  a  special 
course  and  an  efficient  teacher  have  the  physical  and  mental  powers 
to  do  their  work  well  enough  to  merit  ])romotion  to  the  third  grade  at 
the  end  of  the  one  and  one-half,  or  thereabout,  years  of  attendance. 
To  make  special  provision  to  ])reve]it  the  retardation  of  many  pupils 
in  the  first  year  has  resulted  in  a  large  saving  of  expense  to  the  dis- 
trict and  time  to  the  pupils.  Formerly  a  pupil  who  attended  but 
part  of  his  first  jear  was  detained,  now  he  goes  ahead  as  fast  as  he 
is  able. 

The  enthusiasm  with  which  pupils  and  parents  entered  into  our 
pupil  savings  plan  exceeded  our  expectations.  The  appeal  of  the 
school  for  habits  of  thrift  and  against  the  expenditure  of  money  for 
trifles  has  been  most  salutar}-.  During  this  one  year  1,800  of  our 
2,700  pupils  have  become  regular  despositors,  having  on  interest  about 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

A  movement  for  recess  playgrounds  in  connection  with  every  school 
building  was  begun.  A  system  of  drawing  and  construction  work 
combined  was  established  in  the  lower  grades  which  will  gradually  be 
extended  to  higher  grades.  All  school  ])roperty,  interior  and  exterior, 
w^as  much  improved  and  beautified.  Drinking  cups  were  abolished 
and  fountains  substituted. 
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The  large  increase  in  enrollment  in  grammar  school  and  High 
School  was  very  gratifying.  One  hundred  thirty-five  eighth  grade 
pupils  were  promoted  into  High  School.  Next  years'  eighth  grade 
class  will  number  tw<»  hundred.  The  Higli  School  enrollment  will 
be  increased  by  one  hundred  pupils.  Among  several  things  of  in- 
terest in  our  High  School,  the  special  course  [)lan,  whereby  a  pu])il 
may  take  a  one  or  two  or  three  or  lour  years'  course  according  to  the 
time  he  is  able  to  spend  and  the  mental  ability  with  which  he  is  en- 
dowed, is  most  worthy  of  mention.  One  of  the  special  movements 
undertaken  in  the  High  School  has  been  to  increase  and  direct  the 
social  activities  of  the  students. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  events  of  the  year  was  the  observance  of 
the  birthday  of  Miss  Ella  Peach,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
who  has  completed  forty-one  years  of  continuous  service  in  the  Union- 
town  public  schools.  An  elaborate  and  well-appointed  banquent  was 
given  in  her  honor  at  which  addresses  were  made  by  former  Superin- 
tendents and  by  prominent  citizens,  expressing  appreciation  and 
praise  of  the  efficient  work  done  and  splendid  intluence  exerted  by 
the  woman  so  much  loved  by  all  her  associates  and  by  hundreds  of 
alumni.  Every  graduating  class  that  has  ever  gone  out  from  the 
Uniontown  High  School  has  been  instructed  by  Miss  Peach. 

Again  are  we  able  to  say  with  much  satisfaction,  that  with  the  help 
of  generous  citizens,  especially  with  the  help  of  the  Uniontown  Order 
of  Elks,  every  child  was  able  to  attend  school  comfortably  clad  and 
thus  preventing  much  illness  and  irregularity  of  attendance.  This 
work  has  done  much  to  lessen  retardation  in  our  schools,  as  well  as 
to  equalize  the  opportunity  of  all  to  secure  an  education.  Medical  in- 
spection and  treatment  were  also  given. 

An  active  alumni  association,  of  which  Mr.  W.  Kussell  Carr,  Esq. 
is  President  and  Miss  M.  K.  O'Bryon,  Secretary,  has  done  much  to 
create  a  good  public  sentiment  and  to  assist  in  carrying  out  some  of 
the  larger  plans  of  the  school  management. 

Several  of  our  teachers  attended  summer  session  at  different  univer- 
sities ;  one  studying  in  Germany.  A  general  progress  in  professional 
growth  on  the  part  of  all  our  teachers  can  be  reported.  Harmony, 
^od-will,  earnestness  and  loyalty  still  prevail  among  Uniontown's 
eachers  and  school  officials. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  Uniontown  High  School,  a 
cut  of  which  appears  in  this  Report.

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We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  faithful  and  efficient 
service  of  an  excellent  Board  of  Educators,  for  the  helpfulness  of 
the  local  press  and  the  many  kindnesses  extended  us  by  the  State  De- 
partment. 


WAYNESBORO— J.  H.  Reber. 


Our  schools  were  so  greatly  handicapped  during  the  year  by  the 
prevalence  of  diphtheria  and  other  sickness  that  we  cannot  give  an 
encouraging  report  of  the  work  done.  The  schools  were  closed  a  num- 
ber of  times  during  the  year  and  the  buildings  thoroughly  fumigated. 
There  was  constant  uneasiness  among  parents  and  children  that 
caused  irregularities  that  could  not  be  overcome. 

The  High  School  commencement  was  held  on  the  evening  of  May  31. 
A  class  of  twenty-four  was  graduated.  Deputy  Supt.  Teitrick  of  the 
State  Department  delivered  an  instructive  address. 


WEST  CHESTER— Addison  L.  Jones. 


The  Year  in  Review. 

The  year  was  marked  by  steadily  increasing  earnestness  among  the 
teachers,  generally  a  fine  form  of  interest  among  the  pupils,  and  a 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the  work  in  the  schools.  The 
efficiency  of  the  teaching  was  considerably  marred  by  the  absence  of 
many  children  on  account  of  illness  and  quarantine  regulations.  The 
pupils  in  attendance  lost  greatly  on  account  of  the  absence  of  their 
schoolmates.    Nevertheless  the  ye<ar's  work  was  creditably  finished. 

Parents'  Meetings. 

Parents  and  patrons  visit  the  schools  frequently,  more  than  two 
thousand  such  visits  having  been  made  during  the  year.  A  course  of 
seven  lectures,  mostly  on  travel,  for  the  benefit  of  parents  and  older 
pupils,  was  well  attended;  an  average  of  five  hundred  fifty  persons 
for  every  lecture.  One  evening  the  manual  training  shops  were  open 
and  in  operation;  another  evening  the  commercial  rooms  were  open, 
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There  were  enrolled  in  the  High  School  31 G  pupils,  in  the  Central 
Grammar  school  170,  and  in  the  elementary  grades  2,075, 

There  were  graduated  Irom  the  High  School  lorty-nine  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen.  Six  of  these  graduates  will  teach  in  the  public 
schools,  eleven  will  enter  college,  and  four  will  enter  normal  schools ; 
of  the  others,  most  of  them,  especially  those  who  graduated  in  the 
Commercial  Course  are  engaged  in  profitable  employment. 

The  Vaccination,  Child  Labor,  and  Compulsory  Attendance  Laws 
were  enforced  by  our  Board.  Labor  certificates  were  issued  mostly 
to  children  in  the  Intermediate  and  Grammar  grades. 

The  teachers  have  been  faithful  to  their  duties  and  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  efficiency  of  their  work. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  has  been  good  during  the 
year.  We  have  been  free  from  epidemics  and  diseases  except  those 
incident  to  childhood.  Our  Board  of  Health  has  been  very  efficient  in 
safeguarding  the  health  of  our  pupils.  The  physical  condition  of  all 
our  school  buildings  is  in  the  main  good.  Our  directors  have  been 
untiring  in  their  ettorts  to  give  us  good  buildings,  good  courses  of 
study,  and  good  teachers. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  State  Department  for  its  courtesies  and  assist- 
ance along  various  lines  of  progress. 


TAMAQUA— J.  F.  Derr. 


Another  successful  school  year  is  closed.  Earnest  and  faithful 
teachers,  a  Board  of  Education  mindful  of  its  responsibility  and  ever 
eager  to  move  along  progressive  lines,  and  a  community  appreciating 
faithfulness  in  school  work,  are  the  factors,  that  made  it  possible  for 
our  schools  to  be  in  many  respects  on  a  higher  plane  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  Tamaqua  schools. 

When  the  school  term  opened  last  Fall,  the  students  of  the  High 
School  took  for  the  first  time  possession  of  the  new  department,  which 
was  annexed  to  the  High  School  building  during  the  previous  year. 
With  this  new  annex,  came  two  recitation  rooms,  a  library  room,  and 
a  room  for  the  use  of  the  superintendent  on  the  second  floor,  and  four 
regular  school  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  This  annex  is  a  model  struc- 
ture in  every  respect,  and  is  the  result  of  splendid  endeavor  on  the 
part  of  the  Board. 

Seven  additional  teachers  were  employed  last  year.  Now  the  num- 
ber of  regular  teachers  is  forty. 
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The  additional  teaching  force  made  it  possible  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years,  to  give  all-day  sessions  to  the  primary  pupils.  Hereto- 
fore, this  grade  was  conducted  on  the  half-time  system. 

The  High  School  laboratory,  only  two  3'ears  in  existence,  is  now 
well  equipped,  and  fills  a  long-felt  want  to  do  successful  teaching  in 
physics  and  chemistry. 

Scarlet  fever  became  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of  May,  and 
in  a  short  time  became  so  serious,  that  the  local  Board  of  Health 
closed  the  schools  on  the  7th  of  June.  The  schools  remained  closed  for 
the  rest  of  the  term. 

The  school  term  closed  on  June  28.  On  the  evening  of  the  same 
day,  the  commencement  exercises  were  held,  when  thirteen  young 
jteople,  four  ladies  and  nine  gentlemen,  were  graduated.  Rev.  James 
Daniel  Kistler,  pastor  of  Bethan}'  Evangelical  Church,  town,  delivered 
a  pleasing  and  instructive  address. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  note  the  death  of  Eev.  Albert  Lobach,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  nearly  three  years.  He  al- 
ways took  an  active  interost  in  the  progress  of  the  schools  and  in  the 
welfare  of  the  children. 

It  is  very  probable,  that  a  commercial  course  will  be  added  to  the 
High  School  curriculum  the  coming  year.  Should  this  come  to  pass, 
it  will  induce  pupils  to  remain  longer  in  the  High  School,  and  thus 
will  fit  them  for  successful  work  in  commercial  life. 


TAKENTUM— A.  D.  Endslev. 


On  the  whole,  the  school  year  just  closed  has  been  a  good  one. 
Teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  have  worked  well  together,  to  the  mu- 
tual advantage  of  all. 

Four  new  rooms  were  finished  on  the  second  floor  of  the  High 
School  building,  hitherto  used  exclusively  for  High  School  purposes. 
The  eighth  grade  classes  of  the  borough  were  transferred  to  these 
rooms  and  the  departmental  method  of  instruction,  in  part,  was  tried 
with  them.  The  plan  worked  well,  and  we  believe  that,  in  conse- 
quence, the  pupils  just  entering  High  School  will  more  readily  adapt 
themselves  to  the  High  School  plan  of  instruction.  In  the  past, 
many  pupils  have  dropped  out  of  High  School  in  the  early  part  of  the 
first  year,  owing  to  the  difference  between  the  plans  of  instruction  in 
the  grammar  schools  and  High  School. 

A  class  of  28  pupils  finished  the  four  year  High  School  course,  and 
54  pupils  were  advanced  to  High  School  from  the  eighth  grades. 
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The  children  of  the  Stale  are  (o  l)e  congralulaled  on  the  passage  of 
the  Seliool  (Nxlc.  The  Stale  of  Pennsylvania  may  now  laU«^  increased 
l)ride  in  her  modern,  helpfnl,  and  progressive  k'gislali(jn,  which  tends 
to  produce  more  intelligent  and  more  etticient  citizens.  The  increased 
force  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  personnel  of 
the  State  P>oard  of  ICducaliou  hespeaks  many  good  things  for  the 
schools  in  this  Slate  in  the  near  future. 


TAYLOR— M.  J.   Lloyd. 


At  the  beginning  of  lasjt  year's  school  term,  our  teachers  adopted 
on  the  recommendation  of  their  superintendent,  McMurray's  "■flow 
to  Study  and  Teaching  flow  to  Study,"  as  a  basis  for  their  profes- 
sional study,  during  the  year  at  their  monthly  meetings. 

It  was  thought  that  much  good  might  accrue  to  our  schools  from 
a  formal  study  of  such  topics  as  are  treacted  on  this  important  sub- 
ject by  this  author. 

Young  people  as  a  rule  do  not  know  how  to  stud}'  and  much  valu- 
able time  is  wasted  in  school  life  on  the  part  of  pupils,  from  a  lack  of 
a  definite  plan  on  method  of  study. 

"Young  students  often  get  swamped  and  lose  their  way  in  the  Ser- 
bonian  bogs  of  learning,  from  a  lack  of  a  definite  purpose  and  plan 
of  study." 

Many  teachers  pay  but  little  attention  to  this  important  subje-ct. 
Little  or  no  instruction  as  to  how'  to  study  is  given  to  young  people. 
Almost  daily  they  are  enjoined  to  study,  but  seldom  even  receive  a 
suggestion  as  to  the  best  method  of  mastering  a  lesson.  In  deed  it 
never  occurs  to  some  teachers  that  there  may  l)e  other  processes  of 
getting  a  lesson  than  a  constant  taxing  of  the  memory. 

Would  it  not  save  valuable  time  and  maybe  prevent  many  discour- 
agements on  the  part  of  pupils,  if  our  higher  institutions  whose  pur- 
pose it  is  to  train  teachers,  would  give  definite  instruction  as  to  how 
to  study? 

Maybe  such  instruction  is  given,  but  judging  from  the  little  that 
is  imparted  to  the  youth  of  our  pul)lic  schools,  one  is  forced  to  doubt 
whether  teachers  have  ever  had  this  subject  brought  forcibly  to  their 
attention. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  we  placed  cosiderable 
emphasis  on  McMurry's  treatment  of  his  topics  at  our  teachers'  n.:eet- 
ings. 

We  believe  much  good  came  to  the  real  earnest  teachers  of  our  l)or- 
ough  last  ye-ar.  It  enlarged  their  teaching  horizon,  and  gave  them  a 
broader  grasp  of  what  are  the  essential  features  of  a  good  recitation. 
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It  seems  to  us  that  if  we  can  so  improve  the  recitation  and  to  teach 
pupils  how  to  prepare  for  the  recitation  that  much  valuable  time  now 
wasted,  and  many  discouragements,  might  be  averted. 

With  this  report  will  end  my  obligation  as  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Taylor  borough.  Those  who  know  the  conditions  of  the 
schools  several  years  ago  and  what  they  are  at  the  present  time,  must 
realize  that  my  work  for  the  improvement  of  the  Taylor  schools  has 
not  been  in  vain. 


TITUS VI LLE— Henry  Pease. 


The  schools  of  Titusville  have  had  a  most  difficult  year  in  which  to 
keep  up  the  regular  work.  We  have  had  an  epidemic  of  some  sort 
most  of  the  year.  Mumps  have  kept  at  least  half  of  the  pupils  out 
of  school  from  three  to  six  weeks.  Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  have 
added  to  the  difficulty.  Owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the  teachers,  the 
health  board,  and  the  public  in  general,  these  epidemics  have  resulted 
in  few  fatalities.  But  they  have  played  havoc  with  the  work  of  the 
schools. 

The  week  following  Easter  we  put  two  schools  into  one  building, 
giving  one  of  them  a  session  of  three  and  a  half  hours  in  the  forenoon 
and  the  other  a  similar  session  in  the  afternoon.  This  was  made 
necessary  by  the  demolition  of  the  old  Main  street  building.  The  site 
was  needed  for  a  new  High  School  building,  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion and  to  be  occupied  in  September,  1912.  In  the  meantime,  the 
half  day  sessions  will  continue  in  the  schools  mentioned.  We  are 
gratified  to  find  that  there  has  been  little  perceptible  falling  off  in 
either  the  quality  or  quantity  of  work  accomplished  by  these  schools. 
The  pupils  work  more  intensely  while  they  are  in  school.  With  the 
opening  of  the  new  High  School  building  a  year  from  the  coming  fall, 
we  hope  to  report  some  desirable  changes  in  the  work  of  the  High 
School. 


TYKONE— H.  S.  Fleck. 


The  record  of  another  year  has  become  school  history.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  measure  results,  for  progress  is  relative  and  character  building 
is  of  slow  growth,  but  if  the  interest  of  pupils  and  the  zeal  of  teachers 
count  for  anything,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  year's  work  will  give  an 
excellent  return.

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 


FIRST  DISTKICT,  WEST  CHESTER. 


G.  M.  PHILIPS,  Principal. 


The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  a  successful  one.  The  at- 
tendance in  the  Normal  department  has  reached  a  total  of  925  and 
in  the  Model  School  of  252.  Our  graduating  class  numbered  221,  a 
large  part  of  whom  had  been  appointed  to  positions  as  teachers  be- 
fore the}'  graduated,  and  others  have  been  rapidly  securing  positions 
since  their  graduation.  The  average  age  of  our  graduates  continues 
to  increase  slowly,  doubtless  because  the  proportion  of  High  School 
graduates  grows  greater  every  year.  This  year  their  average  age  was 
almost  exactly  twenty-one  years,  accurately,  20.95  years.  Their  aver- 
age Normal  School  attendance  was  2.57  years.  Their  previous  school 
attendance  was  as  follows: 

Graduates  of  four  year  high  schools, 71 

Graduates  of  three  year  high  schools,    67 

Graduates  of  two  year  high  schools,   40 

Attended  high  schools  one  year,   15 

From  ungraded  or  grammar  schools,   31 

At  college  one  year  or  more, 9 

Forty-five  were  experienced  teachers.  28  young  men  were  gradu- 
ated, of  whom  but  two  were  graduates  of  four  year  High  Schools. 
It  continues  to  be  our  experience  here  that  few  young  men  who  gradu- 
ate at  four  year  High  Schools  will  afterward  graduate  at  Normal 
Schools.  Almost  without  exception  the  young  men  who  graduate  here 
teach  for  at  least  a  few  years,  and  some  of  them  for  many  years.  They 
are  in  demand  as  principals  of  township  and  the  smaller  borough 
High  Schools.  After  a  few  years  successful  teaching,  a  considerable 
number  of  them  enter  college,  in  order    to    prepare    themselves    for 
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higher  i)Ofsitious  in  the  profession,  and  continue  to  teach  afterward. 
I  am  convinced  that  the  Pennsylvania  plan  of  making  it  possible  for 
persons  to  g^raduate  at  the  State  Normal  schools  without  being  com- 
pelled to  complete  four  year  High  School  courses  before  entering, 
brings  and  keeps  many  efficient  and  successful  men  into  the  teachers' 
ranks  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  new  buildings  which  have  been  so  long  needed  here  and  of 
which  I  reported  last  year,  are,  at  this  writing,  nearly  completed  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  school 
year.  They  include  an  addition  to  our  dining  room  of  100  feet  by 
50  feet.  This  doubles  its  size.  Over  this  is  a  new  girls'  dormitory, 
which  will  accommodate  eighty  girls.  In  the  basement  of  this  build- 
ing are  piano  rooms  and  rooms  for  manual  training.  The  building 
will  have  an  elevator,  is  well  planned,  and  will  be  healthful,  con- 
venient, and  comfortable. 

Nearby  is  a  new  Boys'  Dormitory,  which  will  accommodate  about 
175  boys.  It  is  well  planned  for  convenience  and  comfort  and  is  ad- 
mirably situated.  This  will  enable  us  to  give  the  boys  a  building  to 
themselves,  and  to  give  up  the  whole  of  our  main  dormitory  to  girls. 

These  made  necessary  a  new  domestic  building,  detached  from  but 
close  to  the  dining  room,  which  is  also  of  the  best  modern  type,  and 
completely  and  conveniently  equipped.  All  of  these  buildings  are  of 
the  beautiful  green  stone  of  which  our  other  buildings  are  built.  We 
shall  now  be  able  to  comfortably  accommodate  in  the  school  build- 
ings 700  students,  and  we  hope  next  year  to  be  able  to  take  into  the 
school  itself  all  our  students  from  a  distance. 

Nothing  in  connection  with  the  school  is  so  important  as  its  corps 
of  teachers.  In  this  respect  during  the  past  year,  as  for  many  years, 
we  have  been  especially  fortunate.  We  have  an  unusual  corps  of 
teachers,  both  men  and  women,  in  our  faculty.  They  are  not  only 
scholarly,  but  are  first  class  teachers,  and  greatly  enhance  the 
efficiency  and  reputation  of  the  school.  Most  of  these  men  and 
women  have  been  with  us  for  many  years,  as  there  are  very  few 
changes  in  our  faculty  from  year  to  year.  This  is  a  great  source  of 
satisfaction  to  all  connected  with  the  institution,  and  to  none  more 
than  to  its  student  body. 

Our  Model  School  continues  its  efficient  service.  As  you  know,  in 
a  handsome  and  suitable  building  erected  for  the  purpose  by  the  Nor- 
mal School,  the  borough  of  West  Chester  maintains  a  public  school 
of  six  grades,  having  at  their  head  a  school  princi])al  who  is  one  of 
the  best  known  ])rimary  teachers  in  the  State.  Superintendent  A.  L. 
Jones,  who  is  so  favorably  known  in  the  profession,  is  Principal  of 
the  Model  School  as  well  as  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  West 
Chester.  He  gives  much  time  to  the  work  of  the  model  school  as  well 
as  to  criticism  and  instruction  to  the  members  of  the  Senior  class 
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oulside  of  sdiool  li(»iir.s.  I>u(  a  new  lealuie  ol  our  practice  work  has 
grown  up  iu  icccnl  year.s,  namely,  appreulicinj^  a  i)art  of  our  Senior 
class  to  (he  oilier  schools  of  tiie  l)or<Mi<^h.  JOach  year  now  about  one- 
third  of  the  lucinbers  of  the  graduating  class,  instead  of  taking  the 
work  of  the  model  school,  are  apprenticed  half  of  every  day  for  three 
months  in  the  various  schools  of  West  Chester,  from  primary  grades 
to  the  High  School.  This  arrangement  is  found  to  be  not  only  valu- 
able to  the  graduates  but  useful  to  the  teachers  of  these  grades,  and 
the  demand  for  these  student  assistants  is  constantly  increasing. 

At  the  suggestion  of  leading  members  of  our  faculty,  our  trustees 
arranged  to  open  a  summer  school  here  this  year.  A  five  weeks  ses- 
sion was  arranged  for,  to  follow  immediately  upon  the  closing  of  the 
regular  spring  term.  Most  of  the  work  was  done  by  members  of  our 
own  faculty,  but  some  additional  experts  were  employed.  The  school 
was  a  decided  success.  Almost  a  hundred  students  were  in  attendance, 
nearly  all  of  them  teachers  from  Pennsylvania  and  neighboring  states. 
The  students  were  enthusiastic  as  to  the  success  of  the  school  and 
the  value  of  the  work  to  them.  Undoubtedly  the  time  must  soon  come 
when  the  normal  schools  in  the  East  will  follow  the  example  of  their 
sister  schools  in  the  West,  and  make  their  summer  sessions  an  im- 
portant feature  of  the  school  work.  Our  great  school  plants  ought 
to  be  made  to  serve  the  Commonwealth  as  fully  as  possible,  and  one 
of  the  most  efficient  and  practical  methods  for  the  better  training  of 
the  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  Pennsylvania  will  be  found  in 
inexpensive  and  efficient  summer  schools  in  connection  with  its  state 
normal  schools. 


SECOND  DISTKICT,  MILLERSVILLE.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion the  report  of  the  First  Pennsylvania  State  Normal  School  for 
the  fiftj'-seventh  year  of  its  existence  as  a  normal  school. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  Fall  term  of  1910  was  650;  the  Winter 
term  was  G92,  and  the  Spring  term  of  1911  was  926,  making  a  total 
of  2,268  for  the  three  terms.  The  total  number  of  graduates  receiv- 
ing the  first  diploma  in  the  regular  course  was  105.  Two  were  gradu- 
ated in  the  first  year  of  the  supplementary  course,  receiving  the  de- 
gree of  bachelor  of  pedagogics,  and  four  were  graduated  in  the  second 
year  of  the  supplementary  course,  receiving  the  degree  of  master  of 
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pedagogics.  All  of  the  graduates  attended  this  school  for  the  pur- 
pose of  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  practically  all 
of  them  are  now  employed  as  teachers. 

The  school  last  year  was  successful ;  the  attendance  was  large,  and 
the  work  done  by  the  students  was  good.  All  of  the  graduates  of  the 
regular  course  taught  for  the  entire  year  in  the  model  school. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  two  recommendations  1  made  last  year, 
(1)  the  first  of  which  was  that  the  State  Normal  Schools  in  Pennsyl- 
vania should  not  receive  in  any  department  except  the  model  school, 
any  students  who  are  not  preparing  to  become  teachers,  and  (2)  the 
second  was  that  a  limit  should  be  placed  on  the  amount  paid  by 
the  State  to  the  students  of  an}'  one  State  normal  school  for  free 
tuition. 

I  am  compelled  to  say  that  the  new  course  of  study,  finally  re- 
vised and  adopted  December  30,  1910,  is  not  very  well  adapted  to  our 
needs.  Many  of  our  students  are  High  School  graduates  who  have 
not  taken  all  of  the  first  and  second  year  studies,  and  to  condition 
them  in  the  branches  they  have  not  completed  in  the  High  School, 
is  to  make  their  year's  work  too  heavy.  Many  of  our  students  also 
have  had  a  High  School  training  and  have  not  studied  some  of  the 
branches  required  in  the  first  year  of  the  course.  The  uncertainty 
with  regard  to  the  "final"  examinations  by  the  State  Board  leaves  us 
in  the  dark  also.  The  following  course  was  presented  last  year  to 
the  Board  of  Principals,  but  was  not  considered  by  them:

1  doubt  the  wisdom  of  measuring  a  year  by  IGU  periods.  The  nor- 
mal schools  of  the  State  all  have  40  weeks  of  5  days  each  for  sch(Was- 
tic  work,  and  the  tendency  with  many  students  and  teacheis  in  the 
normal  schools  is  to  want  to  shorten  the  year  to  the  required  tiuie, 
having  either  4  periods  a  week  or  a  fewer  number  of  weeks. 

It  is  too  early  to  tell  what  the  new  school  code  will  do  for  us.  1 
am  convinced  that  in  its  present  shape  it  will  not  help  the  normal 
schools  greatly  and  that  it  should  be  modified  considerably. 

1  greatly  regret  that  it  is  my  painful  duty  to  report  the  death  of 
the  Senior  member  of  our  Faculty,  Dr.  Andrew  li.  Byerly,  who  died 
January  7,  I'Jll.  Mr.  Byerly  was  a  member  of  the  first  class  that 
graduated  at  Millersville.  He  was  failing  in  health  for  some  time, 
but  he  continued  his  work  in  the  class  room  until  within  a  few  weeks 
of  his  death.  He  was  head  of  the  Department  of  Latin  and  Greek 
from  1859  till  1911,  a  period  of  nearly  52  years.  Appropriate 
memorial  services  were  held  in  the  2sormal  School  chapel  on  the  eve- 
ning of  January  8th. 

I  am  also  compelled  to  make  note  of  the  death  of  one  of  our  leading 
Trustees,  Mr.  A.  F.  Hostetter,  who  died  in  Lancaster,  June  loth. 
Mr.  Hostetter  was  a  graduate  of  this  institution  in  the  class  of  1870. 
After  teaching  some  time  after  graduation,  he  began  to  practice  law, 
and  soon  had  a  large  practice.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  affairs 
of  the  school,  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on  school  furniture  and 
supplies,  and  was  always  ready  and  willing  to  assist  in  whatever 
made  for  the  best  interests  of  this  institution. 

Professor  P.  M.  Harbold,  the  efficient  Superintendent  of  the  model 
.  school,  was  elected  last  June  to  the  Superinteudency  of  the  Lancas- 
ter schools.  Professor  J.  Allen  Hunter  resigned  his  position  here  to 
enter  the  field  of  matrimony.  Miss  Beulah  Mumaugh,  who  taught 
German  and  French  here  for  several  years,  resigned  her  position  in 
this  institution  to  become  Mrs.  C.  Homer  Bowers.  Dr.  C.  H.  Gordi- 
nier,  formerly  head  of  the  Department  of  Latin  and  Greek  at  Key  Mar 
College,  Maryland,  and  later  head  of  the  English  Department  at  the 
Shippensburg  State  IS'ormal  School,  was  elected  to  take  Dr.  Byerly's 
place  in  our  Faculty.  Professor  William  M.  Rife,  formerly  Vice- 
Principal  of  the  Shippensburg  ^'ormal  School,  and  later  Superinten- 
dent of  Reynoldsville  schools  and  Principal  of  the  Reynoldsville  High 
school,  and  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Clarion  State  Normal 
School,  was  elected  to  succeed  Professor  Harbold  as  Superintendent 
of  the  model  school.  Miss  Eloise  Cleveland,  of  Canton,  Pa.,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Elmira  Woman's  College,  was  elected  to  take  charge  of  the 
department  of  German  and  French.     Professor  Charles  D.  Cooper 
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resigns  his  position  here  as  teacher  of  Physical  Culture  to  take  a 
position  as  training  teacher  in  the  Brockport  (N.  Y.)  State  Normal 
School.  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Cottrell,  a  graduate  of  Colgate  University, 
was  elected  teacher  of  Physical  Culture  for  gentlemen,  to  take  Mr. 
Cooper's  place.  Miss  Henrietta  E.  Adams  resigned  her  place  as 
teacher  of  physical  culture,  to  go  west,  and  Miss  Sophia  H.  Noble 
resigned  her  position  here  as  teacher  of  Manual  Training,  to  go  west 
also.  Miss  Evangeline  Gerard,  a  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute,  was 
elected  to  take  her  place.  For  the  past  year  we  did  not  have  a  kinder- 
garter  in  conection  with  our  model  school,  but  after  dispensing  with 
it  for  a  year,  we  found  that  it  was  advisable  if  not  necessary  for  the 
proper  training  of  our  Senior  class  in  the  mudel  school,  and  we  re- 
opened a  kindergarten  in  the  fall  of  this  year,  with  Miss  Edith  M. 
Edmunds,  of  Cape  May,  N.  J.,  as  training  teacher.  Our  work  in  the 
training  of  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State  has  not  been 
lessened  in  any  way,  but  the  new    course    renders    our    labor    less 

1  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  we  have  introduced  steam  heat- 
ing in  all  the  buildings  throughout  the  entire  plant.  Every  building 
is  heated  from  a  central  plant.  We  have  four  15U  horse  power  boilers, 
each  with  a  mechanical  stoker,  and  all  of  our  buildings  are  comfort- 
ably and  conveniently  heated.  A  year  ago  the  ladies'  building  was 
heated  by  steam.  The  radiators,  etc.,  were  put  in  during  the  summer 
vacation.  This  year  the  gentlemen's  building  and  the  administration 
building  were  changed  from  furnace  heating  to  heating  from  a  cen- 
tral plant.  The  credit  of  doing  this  must  be  given  to  Mr.  H.  E. 
Baughey,  our  steward,  who  before  he  became  steward,  was  an  efficient 
plumber  and  steam  heat  contractor.  The  safety  of  our  buildings  is 
a  great  satisfaction  to  all  who  have  charge  of  them.  A  chemical  fire 
engine  has  been  ordered  by  our  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  committee 
of  grounds  and  buildings  are  authorized  to  purchase  one.  We  made 
the  usual  amount  of  repairing  and  of  additions  to  our  buildings  and 
apparatus,  relaying  several  floors  with  maple  flooring,  purchasing  a 
number  of  pianos,  one  of  them  a  concert  grand  for  the  chapel,  buying 
a  baloptican  for  the  geography  department,  equipping  our  gymnasium 
with  new  lockers,  and  in  other  ways  tried  to  keep  our  school  up  to 
the  demands  made  upon  it. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  for  the  past  year  or  two,  my  health 
has  failed  considerably,  and  that  1  intend  this  year  to  leave  my  work 
temporarily  in  the  hope  of  regaining  the  health  that  I  have  lost.  Prof. 
J.  W.  Lansinger,  our  present  Business  Manager,  will  act  as  Principal 
in  my  absence.

The  year  1910-11  was  a  good  one.  The  attendance  was  large,  and 
the  work  of  students  and  teachers  excellent. 

Our  Senior  class  numbered  168,  of  whom  103  were  young  women, 
and  65  joung  men.  The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  during 
the  year  was  912,  and  uearl}^  all  of  these  were  in  attendance  the  en- 
tire year. 

There  were  marked  improvements  in  the  material  equipment  of 
the  school.  The  work  of  terracing  the  rear  campus  begun  a  year 
ago  was  continued.  Additional  trees  were  planted,  and  the  general 
appearance  of  the  grounds,  improved  in  every  way. 

In  our  last  report  mention -was  made  of  the  frescoing  of  several 
recitation  rooms.  I  am  glad  to  report  an  extension  of  the  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  In  the  color  decorations  the  workmen  followed  the 
plans  of  Prof.  H.  W.  Sharadin,  the  head  of  the  Art  Department.  All 
the  designs  were  worked  out  by  him,  and  to  his  inventive  power  the 
beauty  of  the  work  is  largely  due. 

To  the  art  treasures  of  the  school  were  added  during  the  year  a 
fine  photograph  of  Penn's  first  sight  of  his  Province  from  the  ship 
Welcome,  the  gift  of  the  speakers  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Philo- 
mathean  Literary  Society,  and  a  splendid  picture  of  St.  Gaudens' 
the  Pilgrim,  the  gift  of  the  speakers  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Key- 
stone Literary  Society.  In  addition  to  these  fine  pictures  the  Class 
of  1911  presented  to  the  school  a  collection  of  works  of  art  includ- 
ing the  master  piece  by  Shearer,  a  painting  called  the  "Maiden- 
creek."  This  large  painting  alone  is  valued  at  $1,200.  But  the  spirit 
of  generosity  was  not  confined  to  the  students  of  the  Normal  School. 
Through  the  influence  of  Mr.  Oscar  L.  Woerner,  Reading,  Pa., 
Mr.  Henry  W.  Shoemaker,  a  wealthy  banker  of  New  York  City,  pre- 
sented to  the  school  a  large  painting  by  Ben  Austrian,  entitled  "A 
Favorite  Roost."  This  generous  gift  from  a  stranger  who  was  known 
to  have  an  interest  in  this  institution  is  most  highly  appreciated. 
If  it  is  true  that  a  person  is  for  the  time  being  like  the  thing  he  ad- 
mires, these  decorations  and  i)ain tings  must  exert  a  wholesome,  up- 
lifting influence. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Board  has  considered  the  advisability 
of  placing  at  the  head  of  the  Music  Department  a  man  who  would 
devote  his  entire  time  to  the  work  in  vocal  music.    At  a  meeting  of 
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the  Board  in  July  it  was  decided  to  try  the  experiment,  and  Prof. 
Chas.  A.  Dobson  was  elected  the  Superintendent  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment. Prof.  Dobson  is  a  fine  vocalist,  and  an  enthusiastic  teacher. 
The  success  of  the  work  the  first  year  has  justified  the  action  of  the 
Board. 


FOURTH  DISTRICT,  EAST  STROUDSBURG.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  very  best  in  our  history.  Our 
growth  for  a  number  of  years  has  continued  without  a  break,  but 
it  has  this  year  been  greater  than  ever  before.  We  were  compelled 
to  enlarge  both  our  dining  room  and  kitchen  and  to  entirely  refit  the 
latter. 

We  graduated  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  (15G)  Seniors,  all  of  whom 
intend  to  teach.  Of  this  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  (123) 
were  ladies  and  thirty-three  were  gentlemen.  Of  the  entire  number 
almost  none  entirely  lacked  High  School  training.  Thirty-three  (33) 
were  graduates  of  four  year  High  Schools;  eighty-three  (83),  of  three 
year  High  Schools;  seven  (7),  of  two  year  High  Schools;  and  most 
of  the  rest  had  done  two  or  three  years  of  High  School  work,  but  had 
not  completed  the  course  begun. 

The  increase  in  our  student  body  brings  us  face  to  face  with  the 
nee-d  of  a  new  building  and  with  the  difficulties  connected  with  raising 
the  necessary  money.  These  difficulties  are  increased  by  the  fact 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  campus  to  locate  the  building 
without  crowding.  It  is  quite  likely  that  the  needed  ground  can  be 
secured  at  a  moderate  cost  and  measures  have  already  been  taken  to 
do  so. 

If  it  were  possible  to  speak  as  confidently  of  beginning  the  needed 
building  in  the  near  future,  there  would  be  great  cause  for  rejoicing, 
but  it  is  not.  Our  whole  Normal  System  is  much  hampered  by  the  ab- 
sence of  anything  like  generosity  in  the  State  support,  and  this  causes 
unnecessary  discomfort  for  those  connected  with  the  management  of 
the  schools.  It  seems  strange  that  we  should  be  so  slow  to  learn  how 
to  co-operate  with  one  another  and  secure  the  State  help  which  we 
need  and  which  is  due  us.

This  forly-nindi  year  of  the  school's  existence  has  been  a  inost 
gratifying  one  in  every  particular. 

Numerically  we  have  shown  an  increase  by  terms  over  the  corre- 
sj)onding  terms  of  any  previous  year ;  the  i)roportion  of  pupils  re- 
maining throughout  the  year  is  larger  than  ever  before.  The  spirit 
of  the  students  as  revealed  in  their  good  order  with  the  minimum  of 
faculty  surveillance,  their  response  to  the  calls  of  duty,  their  class- 
room endeavor,  and  the  high  social,  moral,  and  scholastic  ideals  set 
for  themselves,  was  most  satisfactory. 

Improvements  to  the  school  plant  have  been  going  on  apace,  until 
now  we  are  in  better  shape  than  ever  before  to  care  for  the  comfort 
and  the  educational  well  being  of  our  student  body  in  a  refined  and 
satisfactory  manner. 

Our  greatly  enlarged  buildings  have  been  completely  filled  and  over 
eighty  persons,  coming  to  us  from  a  distance,  were  forced  to  seek 
board  throughout  the  town. 

Toward  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Department  of  Manual 
Training  and  that  of  Domestic  Science  and  Art  were  put  upon  a  foun- 
dation suited  to  the  demands  of  the  new  course. 

A  class  of  87  persons  was  graduated  in  June,  and  all  are  engaged 
in  teaching  except  one.    That  one  has  returned  to  school. 

The  prospects  for  the  year  to  come — the  school's  fiftieth — are  much 
the  finest  in  the  historv  of  the  school.

Happy  is  the  land  that  has  no  history.  We  claim  this  blessing  for 
our  school  this  year.  We  have  enjoyed  the  quietest  and  most  satisfac- 
tory year  of  all  our  life,  and  have  completed  its  work  with  unalloyed 
pleasure. 

The  attendance  has  been  slightly  in  excess  of  any  past  year.  All 
our  dormitories  were  full  and  our  dining  room  and  class  rooms  were 
well  filled  but  not  crowded. 

The  Commencement  address  was  given  by  Samuel  Black  McCor- 
mick,  D.  D.,  of  Pittsburg  University.  The  exercises  were  largely  at- 
tended by  the  Alumni, 

The  Alumni  Fund  started  four  years  ago  for  the  aid  of  students 
and  has  been  considerably  increased,  and  has  been  helpful  to  a  num- 
ber of  excellent  students. 

Our  Faculty  was  much  the  same  as  last  year,  the  only  change 
being  one  additional  supervising  teacher  in  the  Model  School. 

We  are  building  a  new  model  school  house,  which  we  hope  to  be 
able  to  complete  next  winter.  This  will  provide  for  all  our  model 
school  work  and  the  present  model  school  rooms  will  be  available  for 
our  science  departments. 

The  health  and  social  life  of  the  school  has  been  unusually  satis- 
factory. 


EIGHTH  DISTRICT,  LOCK  HAVEN.

The  Central  State  Normal  School  completed  another  very  success- 
ful year  on  the  21st  of  June,  1911.  The  attendance  was  almost  up 
to  the  full  capacity  of  the  school  during  the  entire  year  and  the  dis- 
cipline was  in  every  respect  commendable.  Our  student  body  im- 
proves, from  year  to  year,  in  tone,  and  general  intelligence  so  that 
the  work  of  the  class  room  is  becoming  more  efficient  and  more  r<atis- 
factory.    Our  faculty  as  heretofore  was  made  up  of  Normal  and  Col- 
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lege  taiued  ineu  uud  womeu  wlio  have  showu  ability  as  teachers,  as 
well  as  more  Hum  ordinary  skill  in  developing  character.  The  aim 
of  this  school  during  the  last  decade  has  been  to  bring  teacher  and 
pupil  in  as  close  rolation  as  possible  in  order  that  the  student  may 
have  close  personal  attention.  i*rogressive  schools  realize  more  and 
more  tlie  value  of  this  individual  attention  which  in  many  respects 
produces  results  that  are  more  valuable  than  the  most  etticient  class- 
room work.  Our  young  people  go  out  from  school  with  higher  ideals 
of  life  as  well  as  with  etticient  scholarship. 

The  school  has  been  handicapped  for  several  years  on  account  of 
lack  of  class  rooms,  particularly  for  the  Science  department.  While 
our  laboratories  are  adequate,  they  are  distributed  among  several 
buildings  which  causes  considerable  inconvenience.  The  school  is 
greatly  in  need  of  a  Science  building  with  a  number  of  additional  class 
rooms,  but  the  Legislature  so  far  has  refused  to  appropriate  money 
for  this  purpose.  This  is  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  school 
at  the  present  time. 

The  Model  School  was  reorganized  last  year  and  Mr.  LeRoy  A. 
King,  a  recent  gradute  of  Teachers'  College,  was  placed  at  the  head  of 
it.  He  has  proven  himself  an  efficient  and  progressive  teacher  and 
has  introduced  a  number  of  valuable  features.  This  is  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  great  advancement  made  in  the  character  of  the  in- 
dustrial work  that  has  been  done.  Through  the  liberality  of  the  Trus- 
tees, the  entire  Model  School  was  improved  both  in  appearance  and 
in  efficiency.     Many  additions  were  made  to  its  equipment. 

The  Kindergarten  department  which  has  always  been  a  strong  fea- 
ture of  the  Model  School,  is  becoming  more  and  more  popular  with 
teacheis  wl.o  are  aiming  to  do  primary  work,  and  last  year  we  had 
five  very  capable  young  women  taking  this  work  alone.  Miss  Lesher, 
the  capable  principal  of  our  Kindergarten,  is  an  enthusiastic  worker 
and  deserves  much  praise  for  the  splendid  work  accomplished.  Dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  the  scope  of  the  industrial  work  will  be  enlarged 
and  an  additional  critic  teacher  will  be  added. 

Last  year  we  were  particularly  fortunate  in  having  with  us  lor  a 
limited  time,  Prof.  Thomas  I.  Mairs  of  State  College  who  gave  a  fine 
course  in  Agriculture  to  our  Seniors.  He  also  adjusted  our  work  in 
Biology  in  order  that  it  might  correlate  more  closely  with  the  work 
in  Agriculture.  During  the  coming  year,  the  course  in  Agriculture 
will  be  enlarged  and  improved. 

The  professional  work  of  the  school  is  also  keeping  pace  with  the 
recent  advances  in  modern  pedagogy.  The  effect  on  the  students  has 
been  marked,  not  only  in  their  attainments  but  in  the  educational 
spirit  they  have  shown. 

Tt  is  gratifying  to  note  that  our  graduates  have  no  difficulty  in 
securing  positions  and  that  in  almost  every  case  they  have  shown  en-

thusiasm  and  skill  in  their  work.  The  co-operation  of  the  County  Su- 
perintendents of  central  Pennsylvania,  and  particularly  of  Prof.  Ira 
N.  McCloskej',  the  efficient  County  Superintendent  of  Clinton  county, 
has  been  very  helpful.  ^Ve  greatly  appreciate  it  because  it  enables 
us  to  fit  our  students  more  efficiently  for  the  positions  which  many 
of  them  will  be  asked  to  fill. 

The  school  last  year  maintained  a  strong  lecture  course  which  was 
both  instructive  and  educational. 

The  library  of  the  school  is  now  so  closely  correlated  with  the  de- 
I»artment  work  that  it  is  the  centre  of  much  of  the  educational  activity 
of  the  school.    It  is  well  patronized. 

The  newspapers  of  Lock  Haven  have  been  particularly  helpful  in 
keeping  the  school  prominently  before  the  people  and  we  desire  to 
express  our  thanks  to  the  publishers. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  gratified  to  say  that  the  prospects  of  the  Cen- 
tral State  Normal  School  were  never  brighter  than  at  the  presfent 
time.  We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  School  Departemnt  for  the  cour- 
tesies shown. 


NINTH  DISTRICT,  INDIANA.

The  scholastic  year  1910-11  closed  at  Indiana,  June  28,  Commence- 
ment Day,  when  a  class  of  143  received  the  regular  normal  certificate. 
All  members  of  this  class,  save  those  who  have  entered  College  or 
University,  are  now  teaching  in  the  public  schools. 

The  spirit  of  this  school  incites  to  still  higher  education.  Its  gradu- 
ates are  now  to  be  found  in  the  student  bodies  of  nearly  all  the  lead- 
ing colleges  and  universities  of  the  East.  Some  go  west,  especially  to 
the  University  of  Michigan,  where  at  the  present  time  17  Indiana 
graduates  are  enrolled. 

The  enrollment  at  Indiana  last  year  reached  a  total  of  1,407.  Of 
this  number,  239  belonged  in  the  model  school,  leaving  1,168  pursuing 
the  higher  courses.  Of  this  number,  our  faculty  recommended  488 
for  the  State  Board  examinations — 154  Seniors,  161  Middlers,  and 
184  Juniors.    All  were  passed  by  the  Board. 
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The  year  was  cuii.sideied  by  the  school's  authorities  as  a  very  suc- 
cessful one,  Loug  belore  its  close,  new  students  were  engaging  rooius 
for  the  next  yeai-,  and  the  Trustees  rented  seven  large  residences  and 
about  one  hundred  rooms  oH"  the  campus.  The  oltice  and  teaching 
force  was  increased  to  55  members,  all  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to 
accommodate  all  who  desired  to  attend  Indiana.  In  this,  however, 
we  failed,  and  many  promising  students  could  not  tind  a  place  with 
us  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year,  September  12,  lUll, 

As  usual,  we  lost  some  of  the  members  of  our  old  faculty,  who  ac- 
cepted what  appeared  to  them  as  better  positions. 

Prof.  Hickman,  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  faculty  some  ten 
years,  1  think,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Grove  City  college. 
Mr.  Paul  \y.  Allen,  an  experienced  High  School  teacher  in  New  York, 
a  graduate  of  St.  Lawrence  University,  was  chosen  to  succeed  Mr. 
Hickman. 

Miss  Estella  V.  Sherrill,  at  the  head  of  Modern  Language  here  for 
four  years,  accepted  a  position  in  Cornell  University.  Miss  Ursula 
Dattan,  a  teacher  of  some  experience,  a  graduate  of  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity and  of  Geneva  (Switzerland)  L'niversiiy,  was  called  to  this 
vacancy. 

Prof.  Haeckel,  for  several  years  head  of  our  department  of  history, 
resigned  to  pursue  his  studies  in  the  L'^uiversity  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  also  fills  a  position.  Prof.  Jack,  of  our  facultj^  w'as  trans- 
ferred to  the  history  department,  and  Miss  jJattio  Durell  Bodine,  an 
experienced  teacher,  graduate  ui  Mau.>iield  Normal  and  of  Cornell 
University,  was  called  to  the  place  vacated  by  Prof.  Jack — head  of 
department  of  Latin. 

Prof.  Lesh,  of  the  department  of  education,  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  the  Missouri  State  Normal  at  Marysville.  Dr.  Frank 
Drew,  of  Massachusetts,  was  called  to  this  place.  Dr.  Drew  was  a 
teacher  of  psychology  and  pedagogy  for  twelve  ^ears  in  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Normal  at  Worcester,  and  was  later  lecturer  on  education 
at  Wellesley  College. 

This  Department  at  Indiana  was  further  strengthened  by  the  ad- 
dition of  Miss  Margaret  E.  Wells,  for  some  years  a  teacher  at  Bead- 
ing, a  graduate  of  Columbia  University,  and  a  post-graduate  at  Cor- 
nell; Miss  Collins,  so  long  superintendent  of  Cameron  county,  and 
well  known  to  the  State  department,  is  also  teaching  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  new  Domestic  Science  Department  was  opened  this  Fall,  with 
Miss  Ella  G.  Pine,  from  the  University  of  \'ermont,  in  charge.  1  am 
of  the  opinion  that  this  department  at  Indiana  will  be  as  complete  as 
any  in  the  State.     It  promises  to  be  very  popular. 

The  other  teachers  added  to  the  Indiana  Faculty  this  year  are 
men  and  women  of  experience,  and  in  every  instance  those  who  have 
had  excellent  educational  advantages. 
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It  is  a  pity  that  the  State  does  not  provide  more  room  and  certain 
needed  buildings  here  that  the  school  might  grow  into  a  greater  and 
still  better  and  more  efficient  institution.  This  is  what  the  people 
want.  The  spirit  and  conditions  are  right;  lack  of  funds  for  build- 
ing is  our  only  retardation. 

But  I  am  very  sanguine  of  the  future  of  Pennsylvania  Normal 
Schools.  We  yet  have  many  mistakes  to  correct,  and  vast  improve- 
ments to  make,  but  in  the  fullness  of  time  I  believe  all  the  blessings 
and  good  things  hoped  for  will  come  to  pass. 


TENTH  DISTRICT,  CALIFORNIA.

Early  in  the  year  the  school  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  with- 
drawal from  active  service  of  Dr.  John  D.  Meese.  Dr.  Meese's  in- 
ability to  return  to  his  work  terminated  in  his  death  on  November 
12,  1910,  at  the  Columbia  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

Dr.  Meese  came  to  California  in  1892.  He  was  elected  head  of  the 
English  Department  in  1893.  In  1897  he  was  chosen  treasurer  for  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  held  both  offices  until  his  death.  In  1908  he 
was  elected  vice-principal,  and  at  the  death  of  Dr.  Noss  he  was  chosen 
acting-principal. 

Dr.  Meese  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  educational  articles  and 
monographs.  His  good-fellowship  and  genuine  helpfulness  made  him 
ti  leader  and  inspirer  of  youth.  To  many  of  the  graduates  his  ideals 
will  prove  a  life-long  influence. 

The  increase  of  the  number  of  hours  of  practice  teaching  in  the 
Model  School  has  proven  itself  to  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 
Supervisors  report  an  evident  higher  general  efficiency  among  the 
graduates  of  the  school.  This  has  also  been  supplemented  by  work 
in  Drawing  and  School  Music  to  an  extent  that  is  noticeable  in  the 
results  obtained  by  those  Avho  go  out  to  teach  for  the  first  time. 

A  more  intimate  and  healthful  relationship  has  been  established  by 
the  school  with  county  superintendents,  city  and  borough  superinten- 
dents, and  High  School  principals,  in  asking  them  to  visit  the  school, 
follow  its  work,  and  give  informal  talks  before  the  faculty.  Such 
common  ground  of  discussion  contributes  to  a  more  perfect  un'' t- 
standing  of  mutual  educational  problems. 
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Durinji;  the  past  year  tlu!  school  published  a  syllalius  of  liie  course 
of  study,  which  was  quite  favorably  received.  The  first  edition  lacked 
much  in  ori<;inality  and  orjjanization.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  these 
faults  will  be  corrected  in  the  sec<md  edition,  which  will  be  published 
in  tho  near  future. 

The  numbers  in  attendance  during  the  year  indicate  no  material 
loss,  but  rather  shows  an  increased  interest  throughout  the  district  in 
the  work  of  the  Normal  School. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  word  has  come  of  the  death  of  Kev. 
George  P.  T^>aid.  at  his  home,  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  on  November 
10th,  IHJl.  Mr.  Jieard  was  princi])al  of  the  Southwestern  State  Nor- 
mal School  from  1877  to  1883.

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  success,  from  every  point  of 
view,  in  the  history  of  the  normal  school  of  this  district.  The  attend- 
ance has  grown  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  ideals  of  the 
school  along  educational  lines  have  also  greatly  improved.  Nothing 
relating  to  a  school  is  of  higher  importance  than  its  tone  or  spirit. 
The  students  were  disposed  to  comply  cheerfully  with  the  regulations, 
and  were  interested  and  enthusiastic  in  their  proper  work. 

At  the  commencement  exercises  held  in  the  chapel,  one  hundred 
and  eighty-six  Seniors  received  diplomas.  The  attendance  during 
the  year,  and  the  material  progress  made  easily  place  the  period 
among  the  most  prosperous  enjoyed  by  the  school.  The  contimied 
prosperity  of  the  institution  has  been  a  source  of  much  gratification 
to  all  connected  with  it,  and  the  new  school  year  opens  with  even 
greater  promise. 

We  are  strengthening  our  work  along  all  lines.  The  faculty  of 
the  school  for  the  coming  year  has  been  increased  by  the  election  of 
Miss  Rose  Stewart  as  teacher  of  English  branches,  and  Mr.  DeWitt 
C.  McLaughlin  as  director  of  the  gymnasium.  Harry  W.  Snyder  has 
returned  to  the  work  of  field  athletics.  Miss  Arabella  Robinson  be- 
comes registrar  and  secretary  to  the  principal.  Miss  Mary  Dutson,  a 
graduate  of  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  London,  has  been  secured  as 
teacher  of  instrumental  music.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year.  Miss 
Sara  Bard,  a  teacher  of  drawing  and  penmanship,  resigned  her  posi- 
tion in  order  to  take  up  advanced  work  in  Pratt  Institute.  Miss  Ruth 
Tillman  has  since  been  employed  as  teacher  of  these  branches. 
20 
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The  road  which  leads  through  the  school  grounds  has  been  beauti- 
fied by  the  placing  of  concrete  curbings,  in  graceful  curved  lines, 
under  the  skillful  direction  of  Mr.  John  \yatson.  Other  lines  of  road 
have  been  improved  and  modified  to  meet  Ihe  conditions  arising  from 
the  erection  of  buildings  during  recent  years.  The  improvements  re- 
ferred to  in  my  report  of  last  year  are  completed,  and  the  basement 
of  the  new  gymnasium  building  has  been  utilized  for  work-shops  in 
manual  training.  Increased  efficiency  in  this  department  of  instruc- 
tion has  resulted. 

During  the  year,  over  five  hundrcKl  volumes  were  added  to  the 
library  and  some  additions  were  made  to  the  large  list  of  excellent 
magazines  and  newspapers.  The  library  work,  under  the  supervision 
of  Miss  Mabel  F.  McCarnes,  has  fully  justified  the  devotion  of  time 
to  such  preparation. 

In  the  phases  of  domestic  arts  some  attention  has  been  given  to 
simple  lessons  in  plain  sewing  and  cutting,  with  the  designing  of  gar- 
ments. Of  late  years  the  schools  of  the  country  have  taken  on  a  large 
number  of  active  pursuits  grouped  under  the  general  heads  of  manual 
training,  and  domestic  science  and  art.  The  problem  of  the  present 
in  education  is  to  organize  and  relate  these  subjects  so  that  the^'  will 
become  instruments  for  forming  alert  intellectual  habits.  AVe  have 
been  endeavoring  to  arrange  these  manual  subjects  so  that  intelligent, 
consecutive  work  in  drawing,  paperfolding,  weaving,  sewing,  wood- 
work, etc.,  may  result  in  the  gaining  of  practical  and  scientific  knowl- 
edge in  the  whole  chain  of  sciences.  The  direct  interest  in  carpentry 
or  shop-work  should  lead  to  interest  in  geometric  and  mechanical 
problems.  The  interest  in  cooking  should  grow  into  an  interest  in 
chemical  experimentation  and  in  the  physiology  and  hygiene  of  bodily 
growth.  Drawing  should  pass  into  an  interest  in  the  technique  of 
representation  and  the  aesthetics  of  appreciation.  Any  subject  is  in- 
tellectual not  in  its  essence  but  in  its  function — its  power  to  start 
and  to  direct  inquiry  and  reflection.

According  to  the  testimony  of  those  in  position  to  judge,  the  com- 
mencement week  just  closed,  together  witli  the  celebration  of  the 
Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  Edinboro  State  Normal  School,  marked 
a  very  important  epoch  in  its  history. 
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The  school  lakes  just  pride  in  its  growth  in  numbers;  in  its  fine 
new  dormitories;  in  its  large  and  well  selected  library;  in  its  new 
lighting  and  heating  power  plant;  in  its  well  equipped  laboratories; 
in  its  well  aj»pointed  gynjujuiuni  for  the  physical  deveh)piueut  ot  its 
young  men  and  women,  which  also  contains  well  furnished  Y.  M.  and 
V.  W.  C.  A.  rooms,  iiut  while  we  are  proud  of  all  this  material 
growth  and  improvement,  we  still  have  greater  reason  to  rejoice  in 
the  ever  increasing  interest  and  development  in  the  professional  work 
by  both  students  and  teachers. 

The  class  just  graduating  go  forth  well  equipped  with  zeal  and 
energy  for  the  work  of  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Special  emphasis  was  placed  this  year  in  the  practice  school 
tm  the  training  of  the  seniors  in  order  that  they  might  go  out  with 
a  strong  purpose  and  a  high  resolve  to  teach  well  in  the  public  schools. 
Every  department  in  the  school  c(mtributed  toward  this  end,  and  we 
feel  that  the  class  this  year  goes  forth  well  prepared  for  the  v.ork 
devolving  upon  it. 

It  has  been  said  that  no  better  class  of  students  is  found  in  any 
State  Normal  School  in  Pennsylvania  than  that  of  the  Northwestern 
State  Normal  School.  Whether  this  be  true  or  not,  we  do  know  that 
the  great  majority  of  the  students  in  this  school  come  from  the  best 
homes  in  the  rural  districts  and  small  towns  of  Northwestern  Penn- 
sylvania. They  are  from  the  best  stock  of  the  German,  Scotch- Irish, 
and  English  people. 

The  discipline  has  not  been  defficult  the  past  year.  We  believe  that 
it  was  never  better  in  this  school  than  it  has  been  in  the  year  just 
closed. 

The  health  of  the  students  throughout  the  year  was  very  good  in- 
deed. We  escaped  all  epidemics  of  disease,  and  because  of  this,  we 
feel  like  congratulating  ourselves  that  the  conditions  were  conducive 
to  health  and  happiness  throughout  the  year. 

The  social  and  religious  life  of  the  school  has  been  all  that  we  could 
reasonably  expect.  The  life  in  Haven  Hill,  the  ladies'  dormitory,  has 
been  everything  that  could  be  expected  of  a  good  school  home.  The 
young  women  have  been  under  the  care  of  a  competent  preceptress 
and  matron.  From  time  to  time  in  house  meetings  of  Haven  Hall, 
good  talks  and  lectures  on  social  ethics  have  been  given.  The  girls 
have  learned  from  each  other  that  ''to  do  and  say  the  kindest  thing 
in  the  kindest  way"  is  the  pervading  ideal  of  the  "HOME  LIFE"  of 
Haven  Hall. 

The  religious  organizations  have  aided  greatly  in  lifting  up  the 
moral  tone  of  the  school.  A  strong  missiorrary  spirit  has  prevailed 
in  both  the  Young  Men's  and  Y^oung  Women's  organizations  for  many 
years  in  this  school,  and  because  of  these  societies,  great  good  has  been 
accomplished  here.

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The  cultural  side  of  school  life  has  been  greatly  enhanced  by  means 
of  the  four  well  sustained  Literary  Societies,  lectures,  elocutionary 
entertainments  and  musicales.  Our  fine  library  has  contributed  much 
toward  broadening  the  views  of  our  st\i|^en(s  in  their  outlook.  Our 
efficient  librarian  by  her  painstaking  and  intelligent  management  has 
greatly  assisted  the  students  in  their  reading  and  research.  The 
library  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  most  potent  influences  for  good  in 
this  Institution. 

The  most  important  bit  of  legislatitm,  in  our  opinion,  enacted  by 
the  last  Legislature  was  the  proposition  in  the  new  school  code,  to 
purchase  the  Normal  Schools  by  the  State.  We  feel  sure  that  as  soon 
as  the  State  owns  and  controls  the  Normal  Schools  that  all  local,  petty 
jealousies  and  bickerings  will  cease.  Our  school  here  has  suffered 
much  because  a  few  designing  politicians  have  tried  in  ev?:\  possible 
way  to  injure  and  handicap  the  school  in  the  good  work  in  which  it 
is  engaged.  We  rejoice  that  the  day  is  near  at  hand  when  this  will 
be  done  away,  because  we  believe  that  the  State  will  appoint  good  and 
wise  men,  who  will  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Normal  Schools  in  the 
f)roper  way. 

This  closes  our  twelfth  year  of  work  here  in  this  school.  We  wish 
to  thank  all  those  Avho  have  in  any  way  given  their  support  and  in- 
lluence  toward  making  the  school  what  it  is.  We  now  hand  over  the 
reins  of  government  to  other  hands.  We  trust  that  the  high  standard 
and  ideals  that  have  been  placed  before  the  students  of  this  Institu- 
tion may  be  maintained  and  carried  forward  Avith  great  success,  and 
we  shall  be  glad  to  see  the  work  of  the  second  half  century  reflect 
credit  on  that  of  the  first.  "We  have  done  our  best;  we  leave  the 
rest."

The  Commencement  exercises  which  were  held  June  27,  1911,  clo.sed 
a  year  of  progress  for  the  Clarion  State  Normal  School.  Eighty-three 
graduates  received  doplimas  and  seven  post-graduate  students  com- 
pleted the  work  leading  to  the  degree,  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy.  In  all, 
seven  hundred  seventy-one  students  were  enrolled  in  the  various  de- 
partments and  four  hundred  fifty  were  recommended  by  the  faculty 
to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  and  successfully  passed  the  exami- 
nations. 
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During  the  Spring  Term,  the  number  of  organized  classes  exceeded 
the  available  olass  rooms.  Steps  were  taken  a(  once  to  relieve  tliis 
tonges(i(m  by  Hie  lit  ling  up  of  the  lower  lloor  of  Stevens  Hall  for  I  lie 
Training  School,  thus  giving  the  entire  Science  Uall,  whose  first  (loor 
had  been  used  for  the  !\lodel  School,  to  the  regular  N(^)imal  classes. 
The  new  quarters  for  tlu;  Training  School  consist  of  a  pleasant  as- 
sembly room,  which  will  comfortably  seat  one  hundred  twenty-five, 
and  nine  well  lighted  and  cheery  study  and  recitation  rooms.  This 
new  e(iuipmen(  will  add  iiiateiially  to  the  elfecliveness  of  the  work  of 
this  department. 

The  course  in  Agriculture  during  the  Winter  and  Spring  terms  at- 
tracted much  attention  and  favorable  comment  throughout  the  dis- 
trict. The  purpose  of  this  work  is  to  enlarge  the  view  of  life  and 
growth  as  exemplified  on  the  farm,  to  bring  to  view  some  practical 
scientific  matters  not  generally  known  and  practiced  by  the  average 
farmer,  and  to  sustain  the  true  dignity  of  labor  in  its  extension  to 
every  phase  of  civic  utility.  During  the  Spring  Term,  plots  were  as- 
signed and  gardens  were  planted  and  tended  by  the  students.  Faith- 
ful records  were  kept  and  two  grades  were  given,  one  for  theory  note 
book  and  one  for  field  work.  This  work,  which  will  be  enlarged  upon 
during  the  coming  year,  is  a  step  in  the  direction  of  doing  some  spe- 
cial work  in  preparing  teachers  for  their  work  in  rural  communities. 

The  coming  year,  which  is  the  tAventy-fifth  anniversary  year, 
promises  to  be  the  banner  year  in  many  respects.  The  Senior  class 
numbers  one  hundred  thirty,  and  the  middle  year  class  one  hundred 
seventy.  The  enrollment  in  the  First  and  Second  Year  class  is 
gratifying;  but  most  gratifying  of  all  is  the  splendid  school  spirit 
which  ]»revnils  throughout  the  student  body,  in  the  town  of  Clarion, 
and,  in  fact,  throughout  the  entire  district.
